To  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  Annual 
Reports  of  this  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
with  date. 

Preceding  wift  be  found  the  Report  of  Maj.  Gen.  D. 
N".  Couch,  late  Q.  M. -General,  up  to  the  time  when 
the  undersigned  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  during  the  year  to 
purchase  any  arms,  and  with  the  exception  of  equip- 
ments, but  few  military  stores. 

The  defective  barrels  of  the  Peabody  Breech  Loaders, 
calibre  .43,  have  all  been  replaced  by  new  barrels,  calibre 
.45,  which  was  done  by  the  Providence  Tool  Company, 
free  of  cost  to  the  State,  except  in  the  matter  of  freights 
and  charges  for  broken  parts,  and  now  prove  to  be  a 
very  superior  rifle,  giving  great  satisfaction  to  the  troops, 
who  are  now  armed  as  follows  : 

First  Regiment,  Springfield  B.  L.  R.  Musket,  cal.  .45 
Second      "  Peabody  "  "  "    .45

Independent  Battalion,  Springfield,  "    .50 
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Two  sections  of  Artillery  of  two  guns  each,  with  sabres 
and  revolvers. 

TARGETS. 

Almost  every  company  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  is  now  provided  with  target  facilities,  and  practice 
is  steadily  increasing  with  most  gratifying  results. 

In  addition  to  the  fifteen  hundred  rounds  of  ball  car- 
tridges allowed  by  law  to  each  company,  about  eight 
thousand  Lave  been  sold  by  this  department,  and  many 
more  have  been  purchased  by  the  different  companies 
direct  from  manufacturers,  and  it  is  a  question  if  the 
State  should  not  somewhat  increase  the  present  allow- 
ance, and  relieve  the  troops  from  this  outlay. 

ARMORIES   AND   INSPECTION. 

It  has  always  been  a  difficult  matter  to  obtain  armories 
suitable  for  the  purposes  of  company  drill,  and  the 
proper  protection  of  State  property,  and  more  or  less 
changes  are  annually  made  with  this  end  in  view.  A 
union  armory  is  now  in  course  of  completion  in  this 
city,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  the  first  of 
January.  This  will  at  a  very  slightly  increased  expense 
give  room  for  regimental  head-quarters,  a  large  company 
and  equipment  room  for  each  of  the  five  companies  of 
the  First  Regiment  C.  N.  G.  here  located,  with  hall  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five  by  eighty  feet  for  drill  room, 
and  gallery  of  one  hundred  and  sixty -five  feet  for  target 
practice,  and  should  materially  increase  the  efficiency  of 
this  regiment. 

At  New  London  great  improvements  have  been  made, 
and  the  regimental  head-quarters,  the  two  companies 
there  stationed,  and  the  regimental  band  are  now  pro- 
vided with  good  rooms  and  drill  hall  in  the  same  building. 

The  inspection  of  armories  and  State  property  just 
concluded,  shows  in  almost  every  instance  great  care  on 
the  part  of  company  commanders  and  entitles  them  to 
credit,  and  the  same  may  be  said  at  this  time  of  the  inde- 
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pendent  companies  and  schools  which  are  furnished  by 
the  State  with  arms  and  equipments,  and  I  think  there 
is  no  danger  that  the  property  loaned  these  organizations 
will  suffer  injury. 

ENCAMPMENT. 

The  second  and  fourth  regiments,  with  two  sections  of 
artillery,  went  into  camp  at  Niantic  on  the  twenty-fifth 
of  August,  for  six  days ;  the  camp  was  pitched  by  the 
Quartermaster-General,  and  the  property  returned  to  the 
Arsenal  in  good  condition  and  without  loss  to  the  State. 

As  the  difficulty  of  procuring  a  suitable  ground  for 
the  annual  encampment  is  great,  and  that  at  Niantic  is  in 
every  regard  desirable,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  examine  and  report,  whether 
it  would  not  be  in  the  interest  of  the  militia  and  the  line 
of  economy,  for  the  State  to  purchase  sufficient  of  this 
or  some  other  available  ground  for  the  use  of  its  troops. 
A  spot  nearer  the  center  of  the  State  would  be  preferable, 
and  I  call  attention  to  that  at  Mantic  only  because  it  is 
well  adapted  to  the  purpose. 

INCREASE   OF   THE   MILITIA. 

During  the  year  the  force  of  active  militia  has  been 
increased  by  the  addition  of  two  companies  to  the  first, 
and  two  to  the  third  regiment,  with  a  section  of  artillery 
located  at  Clinton,  and  an  independent  battalion  of  four 
companies  of  infantry,  composed  of  colored  men,  and 
located  respectively  at  Hartford,  New  Haven,  Bridgeport 
and  Norwich,  all  which  have  been  furnished  with  armo- 
ries, uniforms,  arms  and  equipments. 

As  this  extraordinary  outlay  was  not  included  in  the 
estimates  of  the  Comptroller,  it  must  tend  to  very  mate- 
rially increase  the  same. 

CLOTHING. 

It  was  enacted  by  the  last  General  Assembly  that  the 
Commander-in-chief,  Adjutant-General,    Quartermaster- 
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General,  and  Brigardier-General  commanding  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  should  constitute  a  Military- 
Clothing  Board,  to  receive  proposals  and  award  contracts 
for  re-uniforming  the  active  militia.  Sample  uniforms 
were  furnished  as  prescribed  under  the  statute  by  the 
commissioned  officers  of  each  regiment  and  proposals 
advertised  for,  of  which  a  large  number  were  received 
from  the  principal  manufacturers  of  military  clothing,  in 
New  York,  Boston  and  Philadelphia.  The  contract  for 
furnishing  dress  coat,  blouse  and  pants,  was  awarded  to 
the  firm  of  John  Boy  Ian  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  and  that 
for  dress  hat  and  fatigue  cap,  which  was  made  a  matter  of 
separate  contract,  to  R.  P.  Kenyon  &  Co.,  of  Hartford. 

As  these  contracts  were  not  awarded  until  the  18th  of 
June,  and  little  time  consequently  allowed  for  their  com- 
pletion, I  desire  to  here  testify  to  the  energy  exhibited  by 
both  parties  in  fulfilling  them,  and  their  good  faith  in 
furnishing  articles  fully  equal  to  the  samples  under  which 
the  contracts  were  made.  No  uniform  was  issued  until 
carefully  examined  and  accepted  by  Brig.  Gen.  S.  R. 
Smith,  who  represented  the  clothing  board  as  inspector, 
and  devoted  much  time  to  this  duty. 

There  have  been  made  and  furnished  to  date,  twenty- 
seven  hundred  and  seventy -five  (2775)  complete  uniforms, 
at  an  average  cost  of  a  fraction  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars each,  which  have  been  paid  for  by  this  department, 
as  provided  by  statute. 


AESENAL   BUILDINGS. 

A  new  fence  around  the  Arsenal  grounds  has  become 
a  necessity,  and  the  improvements  suggested  by  my  prede- 
cessor, Major  General  Couch,  would  prove  of  great  impor- 
tance. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  largely  increased  expenditures 
in  this  Department,  I  have  hesitated  about  making  them, 
and  nothing  has  been  expended  in  this  direction. 
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Following  is  the  account  current  of  the  Department, 
showing  the  amount  of  property  in  the  Arsenal,  with  in- 
voices of  military  stores  in  possession  of  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard  and  others  entitled  to  receive  them.

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GENERAL  REPORT. 


The  past  year  has  brought  forcibly  to  public  attention  the  close 
connection  between  public  health  and  material  prosperity.  The 
prostrating  effects  of  a  general  epidemic  upon  the  business  of  a 
city,  and  the  influences  checking  growth  and  development,  as  well 
as  the  direct  losses  involved,  have  been  plainly  illustrated.  The 
lessons  derived  from  the  wide-spread  epidemic  of  the  previous 
year  were  startlingly  emphasized  and  enforced.  The  unsanitary 
condition  of  very  many  populous  places,  and  the  neglect  of  the 
laws  of  public  health,  as  shown  by  the  almost  universal  contami- 
nation of  air,  soil,  and  water,  in  all  the  places  invaded,  was  evi- 
dently one  of  the  most  important  causes  in  producing  the  epidemic 
of  1878,  if  not  the  producing  agency.  The  outbreak  of  the 
fever  in  1872  in  Memphis,  where  the  local  conditions  were  undenia- 
bly worse  than  in  the  other  southern  cities,  its  localization  there  by 
quarantine,  and  the  perfect  control  of  repeated  outbreaks  in  New 
Orleans  by  well-enforced  sanitary  measures,  afford  striking  illus- 
trations of  sanitary  laws,  that  pollution  of  the  requisites  for  healthy 
life  cannot  proceed  with  impunity,  as  well  as  the  power  to  prevent 
the  outbreak  of  diseases  that  once  developed  cannot  be  controlled. 
The  remark  of  Col.  Waring  at  Nashville,  "  that  yellow  fever  is, 
after  all,  one  of  our  minor  diseases,"  is  significant.  We  hardly 
realize  that  unsanitary  conditions  in  a  quiet  way  destroy  multi- 
tudes each  year,  while  epidemics  are  infrequent,  and  the  mortality, 
though  strikingly  impressive,  is  but  slight  in  comparison  to  the 
waste  of  life  from  preventable  diseases,  the  results  of  neglect  of 
sanitary  regulations.  Consumption,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
typhoid  fever,  and  like  diseases  cause  the  needless  loss  of  many 
lives,  but  they  attract  little  attention,  and  the  accumulations  of 
filth  continue  to  increase,  unless  some  epidemic  occur,  and  even 
then  a  partial  recurrence  may  be  required  to  induce  action. 

Yellow  fever  occurred  in  several  places  in  this  State  in  earlier 
years,  and  a  few  years  ago  there  were  four  deaths  from  this  dis- 
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ease  in  New  London,  from  a  ship  that  ran  into  that  port  to  evade 
the  quarantine  at  New  York.  One  death  was  reported  in  18*78 
from  Stonington,  from  yellow  fever,  but  on  investigation  it  was 
found  that  the  captain  of  the  ship  visited  an  infected  port,  was  taken 
with  yellow  fever,  died,  and  was  buried  at  sea. 

The  Board  were  consulted  by  various  local  health  organizations 
with  reference  to  refugees  from  Memphis,  and  in  several  instances 
where  carpets  and  bedding  had  been  used  in  connection  with  yel- 
low fever  cases  in  1878,  it  was  recommended  that  these  goods  lie 
unpacked  until  winter,  and  be  then  disinfected  and  aerated.  This 
course  was  pursued  in  regard  to  unpacking  the  goods,  which  were 
stored  until  the  winter  months.  There  were  quite  a  number  of 
refugees  in  Connecticut  from  Memphis. 

THE    IMPORTATION    OF    RAGS. 

New  Haven  is  the  only  port  in  this  country  that  receives  whole 
cargoes  of  rags.  These  come  for  the  most  part  from  Egypt — the 
companies  have  an  agent  there  and  extensive  shipments  are  made. 
The  principal  garment  of  a  large  part  of  the  population  is  a  long 
cotton  robe  reaching  from  head  to  feet  nearly,  hence  cotton  rags 
are  abundant.  These  rags  are  torn  up  and  pressed  into  bales  at 
Alexandria.  Upon  the  outbreak  of  the  Oriental  plague  fears  were 
entertained  lest  the  disease  might  be  imported  through  the  medium 
of  these  rags.  The  companies  were  conferred  with,  and  orders 
given  that  no  further  collections  be  made  from  the  infected  region 
or  southern  Russia.  The  port  of  New  Haven  was  visited,  and  it 
was  there  ascertained  that,  owing  to  the  time  required  for  the  trip, 
the  cargoes  of  the  vessels  under  way  and  loading  must  have  been 
collected  before  the  outbreak  of  the  plague.  The  subject  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  which 
issued  an  order  relating  to  the  disinfection  of  cargoes  from  infected 
ports.  Similar  action  was  taken  by  the  quarantine  authorities  in 
Great  Britain.  If  disease  could  be  conveyed  in  this  manner,  the 
danger  would  be  where  the  bales  are  opened  at  the  paper  mills, 
as  the  rags  are  imported  in  closely  pressed  bales.  The  health  of 
the  sailors  on  these  vessels  was  investigated,  and  no  cases  of  sick- 
ness discovered  while  in  port,  and  apparently  none  at  sea.  The  re- 
ports generally  from  the  manufactories  in  this  State  show  that 
small-pox  is  the  only  disease  that  has  been  communicated  by  rags, 
and  that  from  domestic  rags  in  a  few  instances  ;  the  law  obliges 
all  operatives  in  paper  mills  to  be  vaccinated,  and  it  is  recom- 
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mended  to  mill  overseers  that  the  law  be  strictly  enforced.  The 
British  government  appointed  a  commission  to  investigate  the  trans- 
mission of  disease  by  rags,  and  as  a  result  of  inspection  of  the  prin- 
cipal mills  in  England,  and  the  records  for  a  long  period,  extending 
over  twenty  years,  no  other  disease  than  small-pox  was  found  to 
have  been  communicated,  that  is  as  in  this  country,  no  other  epi- 
demic contagious  disease.  Of  necessity,  researches  on  other  forms 
would  be  incomplete,  uncertain,  and  unsatisfactory. 

SCARLET  FEVER  IN  THE  ORPHAN  ASYLUM. 

A  few  years  ago  there  was  a  rather  mild  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever 
in  the  Hartford  Orphan  Asylum,  then  occupying  its  old  quarters 
on  Washington  street.  The  type  of  the  disease  was  not  particu- 
larly severe,  but  every  child  that  was  admitted  subsequently  had 
scarlet  fever,  but  no  other  cases  developed  from  these,  although  all 
the  inmates  did  not  have  the  fever  in  the  first  instance.  It  was  con- 
sidered an  undesirable  state  of  things  to  continue,  and  the  aid  of 
the  Board  of  Health  was  invoked.  It  was  directed  that  all  the  ar- 
ticles of  bedding,  carpets,  curtains,  and  woolen  articles  generally 
that  had  in  any  way  been  connected  with  cases  of  scarlet  fever  be 
brought  into  one  room  and  disinfected  by  burning  sulphur,  and 
specific  directions  were  given  as  to  the  quantity  to  be  used  for  a 
room  of  a  given  size.  The  iron  and  wood-work  of  the  furniture 
was  ordered  to  be  repainted  after  disinfection,  the  woolen  articles 
to  be  thoroughly  aerated.  These  directions  were  well  carried  out 
and  no  further  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred,  neither  was  the  dis- 
ease transmitted  to  the  new  building  where  the  asylum  was  in  a 
few  months  afterwards  removed.  Several  admissions  had  mean- 
while taken  place.  The  inmates  slept  in  large  dormitories  which 
were  then  frequently  white-washed,  so  that  no  infection  would  be 
liable  to  linger  in  the  walls,  but  apparently  in  the  bedding. 

PROMINENT    FORMS    OF    DISEASE. 

The  general  health  of  the  State  during  the  year  18  79  has  appar- 
ently been  for  the  most  part  satisfactory.  Malarial  diseases  have 
been  decidedly  prevalent,  involving  new  territory  at  apparently 
a  pretty  uniform  rate.  Some  discussion  of  malarial  fevers  in  the 
Quinnipiac  valley  will  be  found  in  the  special  reports.  The  fatal 
forms  are  congestive  fevers,  typho -malarial,  and  bilious  remit- 
tent. The  ill  effects  of  malarial  diseases  are  not  to  be  estimated 
alone  by  the  death  rate,  as  the  proportion  of  fatal  cases  is  slight. 
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The  number  of  acute  cases  does  not,  when  also  included,  entirely 
cover  the  case,  as  these  diseases  readily  become  chronic,  tend  to  re- 
cur and  linger,  preceded  and  followed  by  a  period  of  malaise  that 
interferes  to  a  great  degree  with  health  and  comfort,  and  also  les- 
sens very  materially  the  working  capacity,  and  the  hours  that  can 
be  spent  in  labor.  Their  effects  are  seen  also  in  other  diseases, 
persistent  enlargement  of  the  liver  and  spleen,  malarial  rheumatism, 
and  a  peculiar  form  of  spinal  tenderness;  indeed,  the  connection 
between  malarial  disease  and  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  at  least  so 
far  as  localities  are  concerned,  is  a  close  one.  A  tendency  to  pel- 
vic congestion  is  also  reported,  and  trouble  in  obstetrical  cases  from 
the  depression  induced. 

The  relation  of  drainage  to  malarial  diseases,  and  the  influence 
of  local  causes, — soil  saturation  and  retained  moisture, — to  the 
production  of  malaria,  are  becoming  better  understood.  It  is 
only  comparatively  lately  that  the  importance  of  systematic  drain- 
age for  health  has  begun  to  be  realized.  In  our  own  State,  largely 
through  the  influence  of  this  Board,  extensive  drainage  for  the 
removal  of  malarial  disease  has  been  undertaken.  The  experience 
of  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  and  other  States  and  countries,  affords 
every  encouragement.  Careful  study  will  doubtless  reveal  remov- 
able causes  wherever  malarial  diseases  exist  generally  or  locally; 
the  connection  between  subsoil  or  ground  water  and  their  preva- 
lence will  in  many  instances  furnish  the  explanation  of  otherwise 
apparently  obscure  cases.  In  another  connection  this  subject  is 
further  treated,  and  a  full  discussion  of  drainage  for  health  is 
hoped  for  by  the  time  our  next  report  is  ready,  and  accurate  data 
have  been  secured.  "While  railroads,  dams,  and  embankments  are 
in  process  of  construction,  cities  and  towns  occupying  new  territory 
for  building  purposes,  and  the  grading  of  grounds  and  roadways 
extensively  carried  on,  natural  water  courses  receive  but  little 
attention,  nor  in  constructing  sewers  in  cities  has  there  been  atten- 
tion enough  paid  to  the  natural  drainage  ways.  The  influences  of 
this  neglect  have  been  more  closely  studied  in  New  York  city 
than  elsewhere,  and  the  close  connection  between  the  retention  of 
ground-water  from  obstructed  water  courses  malaria  and  cerebro* 
spinal  meningitis  especially  have  been  repeatedly  shown. 

Typhoid  fever  has  been  for  many  years  a  prominent  disease  in 
this  State.  Its  recurrence  this  year  in  Hartford  after  comparative 
infrequency  is  a  significant  fact  in  connection  with  the  renewed  use 
of  the  river  water  for  drinking.     There  seems  to  have  been  a 
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steady  increase  in  both  typhoid  and  typho-malarial  fevers  since  the 
epidemic  of  diarrheal  disease  in  the  fall  of  1878.  The  river  water, 
while  freed  from  direct  sewage  contamination  here,  receives  the 
sewage  of  Springfield,  and  is  by  far  inferior  to  the  West  Hartford 
supply.  A  comparison  with  other  waters  used  for  public  supply 
is  here  given: 

Total  solids  (gr.  per  gall.). 

Volatile,  below  red  heat  (gr.  per  gall.), 

Chlorine  (gr.  per  gall.), 

Free  Ammonia  (parts  per  million), 

Albuminoid  Ammonia  (parts  per  mill.),  0.030 

A  trace  of  organic  impurity  is  indicated  by  the  albuminoid 
ammonia.  The  absence  of  chlorides  in  the  specimen  examined  is 
singular,  and  must  have  been  accidental.  It  is  hoped  that  after 
this  year  the  river  will  not  again  have  to  be  resorted  to  for  drink- 
ing water.  Among  the  cities  of  the  State,  Meriden  has  one  o 
the  best  sources  of  water  supply, — upland  surface  water  from  an 
uninhabited,  uncultivated  water-shed,  and  abundant  as  to  quantity. 

Typhoid  fever  does  not  prevail  extensively  in  .well-sewered 
towns  with  a  pure  water  supply,  and  the  close,  if  not  causal  rela- 
tion of  contaminated  water  to  typhoid  fever  and  diarrheal  diseases 
is  so  marked  as  to  lead  to  an  examination  of  the  water  in  seeking 
for  their  cause.  When  entering  the  system  through  this  medium, 
about  one-third  the  time  is  required  to  produce  the  disease  than  i 
the  case  when  through  the  medium  of  the  air.  It  is  a  disgusting 
fact  that  excrement  is  allowed  to  gain  access  to  air  or  water  and  is 
again  taken  into  the  system;  yet  typhoid  fever,  dysentery,  cholera, 
and  the  like,  are  disseminated  in  this  manner.  The  dejections  of  a 
typhoid  fever  patient  thrown  into  a  vault  may  preserve  the  specific 
virus  or  germs  of  typhoid  fever,  whichever  it  may  be,  for  years  if 
the  vault  be  uncleaned,  and  then  they  may  enkindle  the  disease. 
Experiments  have  proven  the  vitality  of  the  germs  of  diphtheria 
for  at  least  three  years.  The  importance  of  disinfecting  the  dejec- 
tions of  typhoid  patients  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged.  The  duty 
of  prevention  of  the  possibility  of  future  infection  should  be  recog- 
nized. Copperas  solution,  the  salts  of  zinc,  or  the  dry  earth  system 
will  secure  this  result.  Indeed,  both  typhoid  and  enteric  fevers 
are  largely  due  to  excremental  contamination  of  air,  earth,  or  water. 

Diphtheria  has  not  been  developed  in  epidemic  form  so  frequently 
2a 
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as  in  1878,  but  the  instances  of  whole  families  of  children  destroyed 
by  it  are  by  far  too  frequent.  The  circular  of  the  Board  has  been 
pretty  well  distributed,  is  often  now  called  for,  and  apparently  has 
been  very  serviceable.  Separation,  even  at  short  distances,  of  the 
uninfected,  careful  isolation  of  the  sick,  systematic  ventilation  and 
disinfection,  as  there  recommended,  will  do  much  to  limit  the 
disease.  It  still  remains  endemic  in  Bridgeport,  but  much  more 
decided  sanitary 'measures  must  be  enforced  there  befoi'e  zymotic 
diseases  become  infrequent. 

Consumption  is  still  the  most  fatal  scourge  in  this  State:  1,316 
deaths  are  reported  as  due  to  this  cause,  the  greater  number  be 
tween  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty,  at  the  most  efficient  period 
of  life  it  also  renders  life  less  efficient  and  useful,  lessening  the 
vital  powers  and  endurance.  Careful  investigation  has  shown 
that  24  per  cent,  only  of  the  cases  of  this  disease  are  due  to 
inheritance ;  *  the  remainder  are  the  resultants  of  the  direct  viola- 
tion of  sanitary  laws,  for  instance,  dwelling  upon  damp,  undrained 
sites.  Houses  frequently  can  be  shown  that  have  never  had  perma- 
nently healthy  occupants,  and  too  often  the  house  and  its  surround- 
ings cause  that  disease  that  is  attributed  to  inherited  tendencies. 
Another  most  prolific  cause  is  breathing  impure  devitalized  air, 
re-breathing  air  that  has  been  deprived  of  its  life-giving  principles 
by  repeated  passage  through  the  lungs;  each  time  5  per  cent,  of 
oxygen  is  replaced  by  as  much  carbonic  acid,  it  must  also  be 
remembered  that  one  contaminates  more  air  than  he  breathes  by 
the  animal  vapors,  products  of  decay  he  breathes  into  the  air,  and 
by  the  exhalations  from  the  skin.  The  foundations  too  often 
are  laid  in  the  devitalized  air  of  the  house  contaminated  by  the 
gases  of  decay  drawn  in  from  a  filth-saturated  ground-air,  result- 
ing from  retained  excretions,  and  waste  incident  to  house  life, 
from  the  decaying  vegetables  and  neglected  filth  of  a  damp  cellar; 
and  sleeping  at  night  in  small  unventilated  chambers.  The  process 
is  hastened  by  the  like  conditions  in  the  crowded  school-room ;  with 
its  sharp  alternations  from  heat  to  cold.  And  if  the  dust-laden  air 
of  factory  or  workshop  be  superadded,  the  termination  is  soon 
reached.  The  greater  proportion  of  cases  among  those  whose 
occupations  keep  them  indoors  is  a  significant  fact  in  this  connec- 
tion. Catarrhal  troubles  and  lung  fever  are  also  induced  by 
impure   air.      An   epidemic   of    typhoid   pneumonia   was    traced

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during  the  year  to  bad  sewerage,  to  which  all  those  affected  were 
exposed.     Several  of  the  cases  were  fatal. 

There  are  many  types  of  disease  influenced  by  unsanitary  condi- 
tions as  well,  and  which  can  and  will  eventually  be  stamped  out  by 
efficient  sanitation.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  improvement  fol- 
lows the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  and  that  although  opposition  may 
at  first  be  enkindled  and  indignant  denial  of  the  possibility  of  any- 
thing wrong  existing,  a  calm,  second  thought  induces  action 
eventually. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has,  in  several  instances,  been  called 
to  private  nuisances,  and  instances  where  the  unsanitary  coriditions 
maintained  by  neighbors  caused  trouble  for  those  whose  own  affairs 
were  well  regulated.  There  seems  considerable  difficulty  in  deal- 
ing with  a  perverse  neighbor  in  a  country  village  who  pollutes 
your  well  by  a  vault  or  cess-pool  within  a  few  feet  of  it,  or  even  con- 
taminates the  air  for  a  whole  school  by  extensive  pig  pens  or  vaults, 
or  induces  malaria  by  damming  the  outlet  of  extensive  swamp 
lands.  Just  how  to  meet  these  cases  is  not  apparent.  Some  addi- 
tional legislation  is  necessary,  but  just  how  to  frame  it  is  another 
matter. 

SEWAGE    DISPOSAL    AND    POLLUTION    OP    RIVERS. 

These  important  subjects  were  brought  to  our  consideration  first 
by  the  application  from  the  people  of  South  Meriden  and  Yales- 
ville,  to  investigate  the  pollution  of  Harbor  brook  and  the  Quin- 
nipiac  by  sewage  and  manufacturing  waste;  and  later,  by  the  invi- 
tation from  the  Mayor,  Common  Council,  and  Health  Board  of 
Meriden,  to  inspect  the  city,  and  report  its  sanitary  requirements. 
The  general  status  of  the  principal  questions  involved  is  given 
here  as  far  as  they  can  be  gathered  from  the  sanitary  publications 
of  this  and  other  countries.  There  is  no  general  law  with  refer- 
ence to  sewage  pollution  of  rivers  in  this  country,  and  no  other 
law  in  this  State  than  special  enactments  concerning  the  preser- 
vation of  the  purity  of  waters  used  as  a  source  of  supply  for 
towns  or  cities.  A  partial  report  was  made  to  the  legislature  of 
1878,  with  the  draft  of  a  law  with  especial  reference  to  the  use 
of  rivers  for  drainage.  The  questions  involved  in  the  Meriden 
case,  the  disposal  of  sewage  of  inland  towns,  the  use  of  rivers  as 
outlets  for  sewage  and  drainage,  are  of  such  general  importance 
that  we  have  spared  no  effort  in  attempting  their  elucidation. 
"We  have  secured  maps  of  the  basin  of  the  Quinnipiac  and  of 
the  topography  of  Meriden.  It  is  hoped  in  time  to  secure 
accurate  details  of  the  topography  of  the  whole  State,  as  there 
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are  many  facts  thus  to  be  learned  of  the  utmost  importance 
in  relation  to  the  prevalence  of  disease.  This  question  of  the 
ultimate  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  Meriden,  which  is  the  prin- 
cipal one  involved,  although  the  drainage  of  the  low-land  is  of 
no  small  importance,  has  been  frequently  and  repeatedly  discussed 
by  the  Board.  The  brooks  in  Meriden  have  been  carefully  traced 
as  well  as  the  course  of  the  river,  and  several  investigating  com- 
mittees have  been  over  the  ground  in  winter  and  summer.  The 
local  conditions  in  Hanover  and  Yalesville  have  also  been  carefully 
studied.  Here  several  complicating  elements  come  in.  The  river 
receives  the  manufacturing  waste  of  the  large  cutlery  works  in 
Hanover.  Many  of  the  house  lots  in  both  villages  are  small,  and 
the  cesspools  and  vaults,  either  one  or  both,  are  in  some  cases  not 
much  over  fifty  feet  from  the  wells,  and  the  soil  a  few  feet  below 
the  surface  coarse  gravel,  then  sand  again.  In  several  instances 
the  cesspools  were  ventilated  into  the  house  only  as  described  in 
our  circular  on  house  drainage.  I  have  never  yet  failed  to  find 
illustrations  of  this  wherever  cesspools  are  in  use  to  any  extent : 
man  can  easily  spoil  a  naturally  healthy  location.  On  the  con- 
trary, in  other  instances  the  utmost  care  and  intelligence  were 
manifested  in  the  sanitary  surroundings  of  the  houses  in  Hanover 
and  Yalesville,  the  two  villages  interested  more  especially  in  the 
use  of  the  river.  A  careful  survey  of  the  wells  in  Hanover  was 
made,  and  reference  will  be  made  later.  This  was  done  by  an 
engineer  employed  by  Hanover. 

The  best  sanitary  disposal  of  sewage  is  by  irrigation,  or  by  in- 
termittent filtration  and  irrigation  combined.  The  method  of 
downward  filtration  is  recommended  because  it  is  economical  of 
land  as  well  as  efficient — but  one  acre  required  to  three  thousand 
inhabitants,*  and  two  or  three  acres  used  at  a  time,  the  land  used 
every  third  year,  so  that  practically  one  acre  to  a  thousand  inhab- 
itants would  be  required.  In  Silesia,  where  there  is  a  very  exten- 
sive manufactory  of  beet  root  sugar  and  a  scarcity  of  water,  all 
water  that  has  been  used  in  the  manufactory,  and  all  waste  and 
foul  liquids,  are  discharged  on  a  well-drained  piece  of  ground,  the 
filtered  water  collected  in  a  well,  and  the  clear  pure  water  thus 
resulting  is  used  in  manufacturing  sugar  ;  the  process  is  described 
by  Liebig.  This  process  is  adapted  for  isolated  dwellings,  i.  e,  in- 
termittent downward  filtration  wherever  small  plots  of  land  'are 
available,  and  is  by  far  preferable  to  cesspools  ;  stored  up  accu-

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mulations  of  filth  are  an  abomination.  However  it  may  be  in 
regard  to  other  sciences,  the  Bible  taught  true  sanitary  science, 
and  for  adaptation  to  their  habits  of  life,  the  sanitary  code  given 
the  Jews  was  perfect. 

In  intermittent  filtration  the  sludge  settles  to  the  bottom  of 
the  furrows,  then  covers  the  sides,  and  after  that  new  land  must 
be  used;  the  sludge  is  allowed  to  partially  dry  and  is  then  dug  or 
plowed  into  the  land,  new  furrows  constructed,  and  the  land  ready 
for  use.  In  Gennevilliers,  near  Paris  (Paris  sewage),  these  fur- 
rows are  between  the  ridges  of  growing  plants,  and  the  sewage 
never  directly  touches  the  vegetation.  "  The  soil  acts  mechani- 
cally as  a  filter,  while  the  oxydizing  action  of  the  air  on  the  soil 
and  the  growth  of  vegetation  bring  chemical  agencies  into  opera- 
tion, and  decompose  and  assimilate  the  organic  and  other  com- 
pounds in  the  sewage  which  may  be  available  as  fertilizing  ingre- 
dients." 

Frost  does  not  materially  interfere  with  the  processes  of  irriga- 
tion or  downward  filtration;  in  the  latter  case  the  sewage  some- 
times thaws  the  land  in  the  furrows  if  not  frozen  very  solid.  In 
winter  the  effluent  water  is  slightly  less  pure,  as  there  is  no  aid 
from  vegetation.  In  the  first  description  of  the  plan  by  Frankland 
in  1868,  he  states:  A  plot  of  five  acres  well  and  deeply  drained 
(by  porous  tile)  to  the  depth  of  six  feet  should  be  rendered  as 
level  as  possible,  divided  into  four  plots  and  furrowed,  each  plot 
receiving  the  whole  sewage  for  six  hours.  In  this  way,  he  states, 
the  five  acres  would  suffice  for  a  town  of  10,000  provided  with 
water-closets.  "  Such  a  filter  is  a  field  for  oxydizing  and  is  analo- 
gous to  respiration  on  an  enormous  scale,  as  the  land  gives  out  air 
to  the  filthy  water  trickling  through  it,  and  takes  in  air  through 
the  period  of  rest."  The  value  of  sewage  for  manure  is  estimated 
at  two  pence  per  ton  by  Denton. 

Sub-irrigation  is  practiced  successfully  at  Lenox,  Mass.,  in  this 
country,  and  sewage  irrigation  successfully  at  Worcester,  Mass., 
at  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  so  that  the  objection  of  the  severity  of  our 
climate  cannot  be  urged  against  either  method,  the  one  for  isolated 
houses,  small  towns  and  villages,  or  the  plan  for  inland  cities.  In 
Kendal,  England,  five  and  a  half  acres  of  land  are  used  for  the 
downward  filtration  of  the  sewage  of  fourteen  thousand  inhab- 
itants— -two  million  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours.  The  plan  has 
been  satisfactorily  in  operation  five  years.  Irrigation  and  filtration 
are  in  use  in  sixteen  towns  in  England — precipitation  in  tanks  at 
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Birmingham,*  precipitation  by  chemicals  at  Leeds  and  three  other 
cities,  the  pail  system  at  Halifax  and  Rochdale — from  the  latter 
place  that  system  takes  its  name.  Berlin,  Paris,  Dantzig,  and  other 
cities  might  be  mentioned,  where  the  irrigation  system  has  been 
successfully  in  use,  wholly  or  partially.  The  works  for  the  city  of 
Paris  are  made  more  extensive  from  time  to  time  ;  ultimately  it 
is  hoped  to  remove  sewage  from  the  Seine  altogether.  By  act  of 
Parliament  no  new  sewers  can  be  constructed  emptying  directly 
into  rivers.  The  committee  which  reported  in  1876,  of  which 
Robert  Rawlinson  (the  highest  living  sanitary  authority)  was  chair- 
man, state,  among  other  conclusions,*  that  "town  sewage  can  best 
and  most  cheaply  be  disposed  of  and  purified  by  the  process  of 
land  irrigation  fur  agricultural  purposes.  The  sewering  of  towns 
and  draining  of  houses  must  be  considered  a  prime  necessity  under 
all  conditions  and  circumstances,  so  that  the  subsoil  water  may  be 
lowered  from  wet  districts  and  may  be  preserved  from  pollution, 
that  waste  water  may  be  removed  from  houses  without  delay,  and 
that  the  surfaces  and  channels  of  streets,  yards,  and  courts  may  be 
preserved  clean;  that  the  existing  modes  of  treating  town  sewage 
by  deposition  and  by  chemicals  in  tanks  does  not  effect  much 
change  beyond  the  separation  of  the  solids  and  the  clarification  of 
the  liquid." 

There  has  been  no  further  progress  in  this  department,  and  this 
report  represents  the  state  of  the  subject  in  Great  Britain,  the 
most  advanced  country  in  the  world  in  sanitary  science  and  its 
application. 

As  stated  elsewhere,  Col.  Waring,  in  his  paper  on  the  disposal  of 
sewage,  advocates  the  exclusion  of  surface  or  storm  water  from 
the  sewers,  and  a  separate  system  of  drains  for  the  subsoil  water. 
There  is  much  force  in  the  objection  to  many  of  our  sewers,  as 
constructed  with  porous  sides.  If  they  will  admit  the  entrance  of 
the  ground  water,  they  will  also  allow  the  exit  of  the  sewer  water, 
and  give  a  filth-reeking  soil,  besides  polluting  the  ground  water, 
always  a  prolific  cause  of  disease. 

In  studying  the  Meriden  case,  the  services  of  Col.  Geo.  E.  Waring 
as  sanitary  engineer  were  secured,  and  the  substance  of  his  report 
will  be  found  in  the  detailed  report  of  our  investigations.  The 
plan  of  sub-irrigation  has  been  mentioned  as  in  use  at  Worcester 
and  adapted  to  detached  houses  and  small  farms.     In  brief  it  is

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managed  as  follows:  small  cl  rain-tiles  are  laid  in  a  network  a  few 
inches  below  the  surface  of  grass  land,  and  the  sewage  conducted 
into  them  by  a  flush  tank  preferably.  The  latter  is  illustrated  in 
our  circular  on  house  drainage. 

STATE    PRISON    INVESTIGATION. 

At  the  request  of  the  directors,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
inspect  the  State  Prison,  and  Prof.  W.  H.  Brewer  and  Dr. 
Chamberlain  were  appointed  by  the  Board.  Three  visits  were 
made,  and  a  report  in  writing  submitted  to  the  directors  on 
certain  definite  and  fixed  questions  which  were  asked  us  by  them. 
This  report  was  published  by  the  directors.  The  final  report  of 
the  chairman,  Prof.  Brewer,  will  be  found  among  the  special 
reports.  The  presence  of  insane  convicts  is  to  be  deprecated, 
especially  those  completely  demented,  of  which  there  are  now  a  few 
at  Wethersfield. 

Several  years  ago  a  law  was  passed  requiring  the  trustees  at 
Middletown  to  receive  insane  convicts  after  a  proper  examination, 
which  was  specified,  and  a  commission  appointed.  A  commission 
was  lately  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  examine  as  to  the  insanity 
of  these  convicts.  This  committee  reported  them  to  be  insane,  but 
they  are  still  in  the  prison  at  Wethersfield,  where  no  proper 
accommodations  for  their  care  exist.  There  are  no  regular  provis- 
ions at  Middletown  for  the  care  of  insane  convicts,  and  it  would 
seem  that  altogether  different  provisions  should  be  made  for  their 
care  than  for  ordinary  cases  of  insanity,  and  greater  safeguards 
especially  for  those  manifesting  a  homicidal  disposition.  Nor 
should  they  be  mixed  indiscriminately  with  other  non-criminal 
insane,  even  when  not  of  the  dangerous  class.  A  separate  wing 
in  the  regular  asylum  for  the  insane,  where  might  be  confined  all 
the  insane  that  manifest  a  homicidal  tendency,  or  the  dangerous, 
and  those  difficult  to  treat  from  any  cause,  as  recommended  by  the 
committee  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Health,  seems  a  most 
satisfactory,  feasible,  and  reasonable  plan.  There  does  not  seem  to 
be  any  commendable  system  on  this  subject  in  any  State  in  the 
Union.  In  Perth,  Scotland,  there  is  a  criminal  lunatic  asylum.* 
Here  two  classes  of  cases  are  found:  1st,  Those  found  by  the  law 
insane  at  conviction.  These  can  be  detained  as  long  as  there  is 
any  danger  of   recurrence  of   the  homicidal  mania.     2d,   Those

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becoming  insane  after  imprisonment.  If  fitted  for  an  ordinary 
asylum  they  are  transferred  at  the  expiration  of  their  sentence, 
otherwise  they  are  detained  at  the  criminal  asylum  at  the  discre- 
tion of  its  authorities. 

IMPURE    ICE. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Orlando  Brown  of  Washington, 
Litchfield  county,  under  whose  care  many  of  the  cases  were,  I  am 
enabled  to  place  on  record  the  histor}'  of  cases  of  disease  resulting 
from  impure  ice.  Through  the  agency  of  this  Board,  in  several  in- 
stances  where  large  supplies  of  ice  were  cut  from  sewage-contamina- 
ted ponds  or  streams — indeed,  so  near  to  sources  of  contamination 
that  it  would  seem  no  outside  interference  would  be  required — these 
sources  have  been  abandoned,  and  purer  supplies  sought.  No  cases 
of  disease  were  traced  to  the  ice  in  the  instances  named,  as  the  supply 
was  so  general  throughout  cities,  but  doubtless  such  cases  did  occur, 
and^  some  of  the  apparently  strange  cases  have  been  thus  caused. 
However  that  may  be,  it  is  undesirable  to  use  impure  ice,  and  we 
are  using  all  means  to  illustrate  and  enforce  the  fact  that  water 
is  not  purified  by  freezing  when  it  contains  any  considerable 
amount  of  impurities.  These  cases  are  similar  to  the  results  pub- 
lished by  Professors  Wood  and  Sharpies,  in  the  Massachusetts  re- 
ports, and  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Nichols,  in  regard  to  the  impure  ice  at 
Rye  Beach  and  the  epidemic  that  followed  its  use,  published  in  the 
seventh  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Health. 

DRAINAGE    FOR    HEALTH. 

In  our  first  report  is  published  a  portion  of  the  correspondence 
with  parties  in  the  town  of  Fairfield,  relative  to  drainage,  and 
retention  of  ground  water  by  the  obstruction  of  natural  water 
courses  with  the  existence  of  extensive  marshes,  and  the  relation  of 
this  condition  of  affairs  to  the  malaria  prevalent  there.  A  written 
report  was  afterwards  sent,  briefly  stating  the  relation  of  malarial 
diseases  to  such  conditions  as  were  there  found.  A  few  months 
later,  an  invitation  to  deliver  a  public  lecture  was  received  by  the 
Secretary,  and  in  response,  a  lecture  on  drainage  for  health  was 
delivered  to  a  very  appreciative  audience.  It  was  the  intention  to 
have  shared  the  evening  with  Prof.  Northrop,  who  had  been  writ- 
ten to  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary,  and  to  have  proceeded 
to  the  formation  of  a  Village  Improvement  Society  then  and 
there.     Prof.  N.  was,  however,  at  the  White  Mountains,  so  the 
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whole  evening  was  occupied  by  the  sanitary  lecture;  allusions  only 
made  to  the  value  of  organized  effort  for  village  improvement. 
The  publications  of  the  Board  were  freely  supplied.  As  will  be 
seen  by  the  paper  of  Mr.  Sturgis,  to  whose  intelligent  and  whole- 
souled  liberality  this  grand  movement  for  public  improvement  is 
due,  an  organization  was  afterwards  effected,  and  much  has  been 
already  accomplished.  This  is  the  first  instance,  so  far  as  I  know, 
of  extensive  and  systematic  drainage  for  health  that  has  occurred 
in  this  State,  and  it  is  a  noble  example  to  follow.  The  retention  of 
the  ground  water  was  doubtless  the  cause  of  the  prevalence  of  mal- 
aria in  this  "historic  town,"  as  there  is  no  other  cause  for  such  a 
condition  of  affairs.  The  soil  is  naturally  easily  drained,  if  there  be  no 
obstruction.  The  only  other  unhygienic  condition  was  much  too 
dense  shading  by  trees  and  ornamental  shrubbery,  inducing  damp- 
ness of  the  soil.  This  can  be  readily  obviated  by  thinning  and  trim- 
ming. 

GLANDERS. 

Several  suspected  cases  of  glanders  were  discovered  in  the  City 
of  Hartford,  and  the  Commissioners  on  Diseases  of  Domestic  Ani- 
mals, Hon.  B.  H.  Hyde  and  T.  S.  Cold,  met  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  City  Health 
Board,  Dr.  Noah  Cressy  of  Amherst,  Mass.,  a  veterinary  surgeon, 
called  as  an  expert  to  examine  the  horses,  reported  five  as  un- 
questionably glandered.  A  valuable  horse  was  killed  by  its  owner, 
the  disease  having  been  communicated  from  these  cases.  The  five 
horses  were  old,  nearly  worthless  animals;  they  were  all  eventually 
killed.  In  France  the  skin  is  slashed  to  render  it  worthless,  as  the 
disease  may  be  conveyed  by  the  skin  of  the  animal. 

The  keeping  of  such  animals  in  the  city  was  declared  a  public 
nuisance,  as  glanders  is  an  incurable  disease,  and  may  be  conveyed 
to  man  (a  fatal  case  was  soon  after  reported  from  Waterbury).  It 
was  advised  that  the  horses  be  killed  at  once.  All  owners  of 
horses  were  informed  of  the  danger,  if  they  possessed  glandered 
horses,  of  loss  to  themselves,  6r  in  damages  to  others  if  they  har- 
bored the  disease.  By  this  prompt  action  a  great  deal  of  mischief 
was  probably  prevented,  as  the  disease  had  commenced  to  spread. 
Horses  that  had  been  removed  to  the  country  to  avoid  detection 
were  either  hunted  up  and  killed,  or  their  owners  brought  so  to 
realize  the  risks  they  were  running  that  they  voluntarily  killed  the 
affected  animals  at  once.  The  importance  of  prompt  and  decided 
3a 
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action  here  is  apparent.  The  disease  more  often  appears  at  first  in 
old,  worn-out  horses,  where  it  runs  a  chronic  course  for  many 
months;  but  if  it  attacks  young,  full-blooded  animals,  its  course  is 
much  more  acute  and  fatal.    Such  animals  should  be  killed  at  once. 

CORRESPONDENTS. 

The  number  of  correspondents  of  the  Board  has  steadily 
increased,  and  their  zeal  and  interest  in  the  work  have  suffered  no 
diminution.  The  amount  of  work  done  by  them  for  the  Board 
deserves  our  warmest  gratitude.  Their  voluntary  assistance  has 
been  of  inestimable  value,  and  the  information  conveyed  of  per- 
manent interest.  The  registrars  of  the  more  populous  places  have 
our  warmest  thanks  for  the  interest  they  have  manifested  in  the 
execution  of  the  law's,  and  the  promptness  of  their  mortality  re- 
turns. Reports  concerning  the  health  of  towns  will  be  found  in 
the  appropriate  place. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The  first  two  editions  of  the  circular  on  diphtheria  have  been 
exhausted,  and  a  third  issued.  Applications,  indeed,  have  come  in 
from  all  over  the  land,  and  single  copies  have  been  sent.  The  cir- 
cular on  restoration  of  the  drowned  proved  very  popular.  Copies 
are  in  stock  for  a  wider  circulation  when  the  bathing  season  recom- 
mences. It  is  issued  in  two  forms,  one  for  posting  in  public  places, 
the  other  for  the  pocket  memorandum  book.  The  Board  are  in- 
debted to  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Michigan  for  the  circular 
and  use  of  the  plates.  .A  compilation  of  the  laws  relating  to  mar- 
riage has  been  issued,  and  the  registration  laws  will  be  contained 
in  our  annual  report. 


The  inestimable  value  of  the  reference  library  already  collected 
has  been  proven  in  multitudes  of  instances  in  answering  the  many 
calls  for  information  on  some  special  sanitary  topics,  from  all  classes, 
clergymen,  teachers,  physicians,  and  mothers,  who  take  an  especial 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Board.  This  will,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
increase  in  value  each  year.  Only  works  of  permanent  value  are 
purchased,  but  current  exchanges  and  the  scrap-book  are  of  great 
value.  Indeed,  the  newspaper  cuttings  fill  a  very  important  place 
that  would  otherwise  remain  unoccupied. 
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MONTHLY    MORTALITY    AND    SANITARY    REPORTS. 

These  have  from  month  to  month  grown  more  comprehensive, 
and  apparently  are  attracting  a  wider  circle  of  readers,  as  oftener, 
by  far,  questions  concerning  some  statement  contained  in  them  are 
sent  in.  If  our  correspondents  maintain  their  interest,  which 
indeed  seems  on  the  increase,  our  reports  must  of  necessity  become 
more  valuable  as  they  include  a  wider  area.  Soon  we  can  com- 
mence comparative  statements. 

THE    SEWERAGE    OF    NEW    BRITAIN. 

This  subject  was  brought  to  our  notice  by  the  inhabitants  of 
Newington,  an  adjacent  town,  who  feared  excessive  contamination 
of  one  of  the  branches  which  form  Little  or  Park  river,  which, 
flowing  through  Newington,  joins  another  branch  at  West  Hartford 
to  form  the  river  which  flows  through  the  Park  in  Hartford,  and 
empties  into  the  Connecticut  at  Dutch  Point.  As  this  river  is  one 
of  the  sanitary  nuisances  in  its  course  through  Hartford  from  the 
amount  of  sewage  it  receives,  it  was  an  interesting  fact  to  learn 
that  already  over  a  third  of  the  sewage  of  New  Britain  was  dis- 
charged into  one  branch,  and  how  far  this  was  polluted'  was  a 
question  of  interest.  So  far  as  New  Britain  is  concerned,  the 
system  is  an  excellent  one.  Nearly  all  the  sewers  are  to  empty 
into  one  large  trunk  sewer,  and  a  third  or  more  of  the  city 
is  sewered.  A  brook  is  turned  into  this  main  sewer,  so  that  it 
is  kept  constantly  flushed.  The  sewage  is  well  mixed  with 
water  by  the  time  it  leaves  the  outlet  of  the  main  sewer,  and 
the  committee  of  the  Board,  Prof.  Brewer  and  Dr.  Chamberlain, 
found  but  little  odor  at  the  mouth  of  the  sewer  at  midsummer. 
The  course  of  the  stream  is  such  as  to  subject  the  water  to  constant 
aeration  as  it  spreads  out  over  shallow  rapids  or  smooth  pools 
along  its  course.  Long  before  it  leaves  Newington  all  apparent 
trace  of  sewage  contamination  is  lost,  nor  was  there  any  decided 
contamination  discoverable  by  analysis  after  three  miles  run  along 
the  tortuous,  rapid  stream.  There  is  a  large  amount  of  vegetable 
growth  along  the  banks  and  margins  fringing  the  stream,  which 
doubtless  aids  in  removing  any  impurities. 

SOIL    CONTAMINATION    AND    RESULTS. 

This  is  a  subject  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  the  paper  by 
Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  Health  Officer  of  New  Haven,  is  one  of  the  most

important  that  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board. 
The  relation  of  contaminated  excrement-sodden  soil  to  the  prev- 
alence and  indeed  existence  of  many  of  the  forms  of  disease  that 
scourge  us  has  never  been  so  fully  understood  as  of  late.  This 
contribution,  to  our  knowledge,  is  well  worthy  thoughtful  study,  as 
it  is  the  result  of  careful  attention  and  observation.  The  organiza- 
tion of  the  Health  Board  at  New  Haven  is  very  efficient,  and 
furnishes  a  good  field  for  study  upon  sanitary  topics,  as  well  as  for 
the  accomplishment  of  good  hygienic  work.  The  results  are  seen 
in  a  city  that  has  the  lowest  death  rate  for  a  seaport  town  of  any 
city  of  the  same  size  in  the  world. 

SCHOOL    HYGIENE. 

A  preliminary  paper  on  this  subject  is  furnished  by  the  Secretary. 
Some  aspects  of  the  subject  are  presented,  and  a  circular  of  infor- 
mation, hints  on  the  hygiene  of  school  houses,  prepared  for  school 
committees  and  others  who  have  to  do  with  either  the  alteration 
of  old  buildings  or  the  construction  of  new.  Many  of  the  schools 
in  this  State  have  been  visited,  and  many  buildings  in  other 
States.  A  complete  survey  of  this  State  is  intended  before  the 
final  article  on  this  topic  is  written. 

SALE    OF    POISONS. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  forcibly  directed  of  late  to 
the  desirability  of  some  limit  to  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  poisons 
in  this  state,  especially  those  generally  used  for  criminal  purposes. 
The  most  feasible  expedient  yet  reached  appears  to  be  the  registra- 
tion by  the  druggist  of  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser, 
with  any  other  identifying  marks  or  circumstances  that  may  occur 
to  his  attention.  The  mere  fact  that  such  a  record  is  to  be  kept 
would  act  as  a  slight  check.  This  should  be  confined  to  active 
poisons  like  the  compounds  of  arsenic,  strychnine,  and  the  like, 
as  the  effect  is  weakened  if  a  large  list  of  unlikely  agents  be 
included.  In  a  supplementary  list  discretion  might  be  left  to  the 
druggist.  We  hope  to  have  a  bill  in  readiness  for  the  present 
legislature. 


FUNCTIONS  OF  MODERN  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH.

Other  topics  that  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Board 
may  be  found  in  the  special  report  of  the  secretary  and  in  the 
papers  on  special  subjects.  The  general  scope  and  field  of  labor  of 
a  board  of  health  is  so  well  expressed  by  the  paper  of  Prof.  Brewer 
that  it  furnishes  the  best  conclusion  of  this  report  that  could  be 
afforded. 

Modern  Boards  of  Health,  are  the  official  organizations  by  and 
through  which  communities  try  to  use  the  teachings  of  science  for 
the  prevention  of  disease.  They  have  become  a  necessity,  partly 
because  of  that  large  class  of  new  dangers  to  health  which  have 
grown  out  of  the  changes  wrought  in  our  modes  of  business  and 
life,  and  partly  because  of  new  applications  of  science.  Our  civili- 
zation has  become  more  complex  with  the  modern  methods  of 
doing  business,  particularly  in  the  production  and  distribution  of 
articles  in  common  use  by  the  masses,  and  one  result  of  this  change 
is  that  a  man's  safety  from  contagious  disease  is  now  relatively 
much  less  under  his  own  control  than  when  business  methods  were 
simpler.  Even  in  his  general  health,  he  is  now  more  liable  to  suffer 
for  the  sins  of  the  community  than  he  was  when  population  was 
more  sparse  and  before  stock  companies  and  other  organizations 
supplied  him  with  water  and  gas  in  his  house,  produced  so  many 
of  his  foods,  drinks,  and  clothes,  before  steam  transportation 
brought  his  food  and  other  articles  from  so  many  and  such  distant 
regions,  and  before  travel  was  so  easy,  speedy,  and  common. 

These  modern  improvements,  while  beneficent  as  a  whole,  have 
introduced  so  many  new  sources  of  danger  that  they  have  made 
boards  of  health  a  necessity.  So  great  is  the  necessity,  that  in 
many  cities  the  rich  and  intelligent  are  organizing  stock  companies, 
societies,  and  associations  for  the  protection  of  the  members  or 
stockholders  from  these  new  dangers,  particularly  against  unwhole 
some  adulterations  of  foods  and  drinks. 
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Official  boards  of  health,  taken  as  a  whole,  differ  greatly  in  their 
constitution,  organization,  scope,  and  powers.  Their  aim  is  always 
the  same — the  furtherance  of  the  public  health.  No  other  depart- 
ment seems  more  simple  in  theory,  but  as  we  find  them  in  actual 
operation  they  differ  more  in  their  methods  and  scope  than  any 
other  department  of  civil  government.  This  is  partly  because  of 
the  newness  of  the  subject,  and  partly  because  of  the  nature  of  the 
work  they  are  asked  to  do. 

It  is  well,  therefore,  that  each  locality  for  itself  should  often 
discuss  this  subject  in  the  light  of  its  own  conditions  and  needs. 
In  a  case  like  our  own,  where  a  special  board  is  a  new  thing,  where 
its  legal  powers  are  still  illy  denned,  and  where  its  special  and 
proper  work  is  but  imperfectly  understood,  it  is  particularly  desir- 
able that  a  discussion  of  its  functions,  methods,  and  uses  be  kept 
up  until  the  community  is  educated  into  a  better  knowledge  of 
sanitary  science,  and  the  board  itself  into  a  better  understanding 
of  the  work  it  can  do  for  that  public  whose  servant  it  is. 

The  simplest  form  of  a  health  board  is  the  old  one,  devised  in 
some  previous  century,  and  which  still  exists  in  this  State  at  large, 
where  its  special  functions,  so  far  as  they  are  performed  at  all,  are 
performed  by  officers  elected  more  especially  for  other  duties,  and 
rarely,  if  ever,  chosen  because  of  their  having  given  special  study 
to  sanitary  science.  Such  boards  rarely  perform  active  duties 
relating  to  the  health  of  the  public  other  than  the  most  general 
and  obvious  one,  unless  on  special  occasions  or  emergencies,  as,  for 
example,  when  some  disease  becomes  conspicuously  epidemic,  or 
small-pox  occurs,  or  when  unusually  prevalent  sickness  is  popu- 
larly atti-ibuted  to  some  local  cause.  The  efficiency  of  such  boards 
is  very  variable.  They  have  legal  power  enough,  but  usually  lack 
the  special  knowledge  required  for  good  results.  It  sometimes 
happens  that  the  work  of  such  boards,  in  small  communities,  is 
reasonably  efficient;  more  often  they  do  nothing  until  an  epidemic 
has  set  in,  it  may  be  not  until  after  a  panic  has  arisen,  and  then 
their  work  is  wildly  done,  and  without  technical  knowledge  of 
what  should  be  done.  It  is  the  attempt  to  use  the  pound  of  cure 
because  the  ounce  of  prevention  has  been  neglected.  Many  a 
town,  in  recent  epidemics,  has  found  to  their  great  cost  how  utterly 
inadequate  to  modern  wants  was  a  health  board  whose  constitution 
and  methods  were  devised  long  ago,  for  a  smaller  community,  and 
before  the  modern  methods  of  production,  transportation,  and 
travel  were  known. 
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It  is  just  as  wise  for  a  modern  city  to  rely  upon  the  poor  hand- 
pumps  of  the  last  century  to  suppress  fires  as  on  the  last  century's 
methods  to  siippress  disease.  If  we  are  wiser  in  the  protection  of 
our  property  than  of  our  health,  and  lives,  it  is  simply  because  a 
knowledge  of  mechanical  science  and  invention  is  more  widely 
diffused  through  the  community  than  a  knowledge  of  sanitary 
science  and  its  applications. 

The  next  step  for  the  better  is  a  separately  constituted  board  to 
attend  to  this  special  want,  and  whose  members  are  supposed  to 
have  a  fitness  for  its  especial  work.  But  even  here,  we  find  still 
greater  range  of  scope  and  operation  than  in  the  simpler  board 
already  described.  The  special  board  may  be  hampered  by  legal 
restrictions  and  uncertainties,  or  by  lack  of  other  municipal  coop- 
eration, or  by  popular  or  official  ignorance  and  prejudice,  or  by  a 
multitude  of  causes,  not  the  least  of  which  are  the  political  customs 
of  the  community.  Hence  in  one  place  it  may  be  strictly  confined 
to  the  prevention  or  suppression  of  epidemic  and  contagious  dis- 
eases that  are  actually  occurring,  in  another,  in  addition  to  this 
have  more  or  less  to  do  with,  the  causes  and  sources  of  disease; 
next  we  find  them  collecting  or  classifying  the  vital  statistics, 
because  of  the  obvious  relation  between  mortality  and  disease. 

In  other  localities  we  find  duties  put  upon  them  heretofore 
divided  among  other  departments,  such  as  the  removal  of  garbage, 
the  cleaning  of  streets  and  sewers,  tenement-house  supervision, 
inspection  and  more  or  less  supervision  of  foods  and  drinks  sold 
in  the  markets,  the  sale  of  poisons  and  medicines,  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  schools,  the  supervision  of  unwholesome  trades, 
and  so  on  through  a  great  variety  of  functions,  and  with  plausible 
show  of  reason,  because  all  of  these  things  affect  in  some  way  the 
health  of  the  community.  How  far  this  is  sometimes  carried  is 
shown  by  a  late  order  of  the  health  board  of  a  certain  foreign 
city,  prohibiting  the  ladies  from  dragging  their  trails  in  the  public 
streets  on  the  score  of  injury  to  the  public  health. 

Now,  it  is  for  each  city  for  itself  to  determine  where,  between 
these  extremes,  the  functions  of  its  own  local  board  shall  be  placed, 
and  that  this  be  wisely  done  and  for  the  best  interests  of  its  inhab- 
itants, it  is  important  that  it  be  often  and  intelligently  discussed. 

Our  own  political  principles  and  traditions  have  ever  been  so 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  widest  possible  individual  liberty,  and  so 
strongly  repugnant  to  official  supervision  or  control  of  private 
business,  that  it  is  difficult  to  introduce  new  restrictions  or  meas- 
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ures  which  the  modern  conditions  make  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  the  public  from  some  of  the  dangers  of  to-day  as 
well  as  it  was  protected  a  generation  ago  under  the  conditions 
then  existing. 

Then  one  family's  filth  would  not  interfere  with  the  health  of 
its  neighbors  as  it  does  now,  because  the  neighbors  were  not  so 
numerous  nor  so  near.  Then  it  was  not  so  easy  to  introduce  dis- 
eased meat,  because  we  knew  where  the  cattle  were  fattened,  how 
they  came  here,  and  who  slaughtered  them;  now  the  consumer 
practically  knows  nothing  about  it;  and  so  on  to  the  end  of  a  long 
list. 

Again,  science  has  taught  us  how  to  cope  with  some  of  the  dis- 
eases which  were  most  dreaded  in  previous  centuries,  such  as 
small-pox,  cholera,  typhoid  fever,  etc.,  but  to  successfully  battle 
with  them  we  must  use  organized  effort  and  have  official  aid. 
Science  lias  told  us  much  about  the  nature  of  several  of  the  most 
fatal  diseases  which  sometimes  sweep  in  great  epidemics,  how  they 
march  and  spread,  and  what  weapons  can  be  used  to  vanquish  or 
check  them.  When  it  is  so  universally  acknowledged  that  the 
applicarion  of  science  has  so  added  to  our  material  prosperity, 
added  to  our  comforts  and  our  products,  revolutionized  our  indus- 
trial pursuits,  our  commerce,  and  our  travel,  it  is  simply  the  height 
of  foolishness  not  to  use  it  also  in  the  beneficent  work  of  lessening 
sickness  and  saving  human  life. 

Mechanical  invention  and  physical  science  have  contributed  to 
the  material  good  of  the  rich  and  poor  alike;  they  have  probably 
added  relatively  more  to  the  privileges  and  common  comforts  of 
the  poor  than  to  the  rich,  yet  it  seems  to  me  that  they  have  rela- 
tively  increased  the  power  of  the  rich  more  than  of  the  poor,  and 
particularly  to  the  power  of  rich  organizations.  It  is  probable 
also  that  these  same  causes  have  added  to  the  credulity  of  the 
masses  in  directions  dangerous  to  health.  Such  wonders  have 
been  actually  performed  that  the  claims  of  quacks  and  pretenders 
are  listened  to  as  they  would  not  be  were  it  not  for  the  positive 
and  well-known  achievements  of  genuine  science.  An  examina- 
tion of  all  the  advertisements  of  any  single  day  in  this  city  will 
show  that  nearly  all  of  the  manufacturers  or  vendors  of  nostrums 
claiming  to  cure  all  the  ills  of  flesh,  and  also  of  new  kinds  of  food 
and  drinks  intended  for  personal  or  family  use,  pretend  to  found 
their  claims  on  the  teachings  and  discoveries  of  science.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  accepted  ethics  of  publishing  or  in  law  to  prevent 
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statements  in  advertisements  which  every  intelligent  man  believes 
to  be  false,  but  which  nevertheless  deceive  the  ignorant,  and  who 
suffer  as  a  consequence,  sometimes  directly  from  the  use  of  the 
article,  sometimes  from  a  feeling  of  false  security  agairfsfc  real 
dangers. 

It  is  most  certainly  the  duty  of  government  to  protect  the  weak 
from  the  oppression  of  the  strong,  the  virtuous  from  the  vicious, 
and  especially  to  protect  that  class  called  the  poor.  It  is  this  last 
class  that  suffers  most  from  adulterated  foods,  unwholesome  sur- 
roundings, and  other  unsanitary  conditions,  which  can  only  be 
controlled  or  suppressed  by  official  effort. 

The  rich  can  largely  protect  themselves  by  voluntary  association 
and  by  their  wider  choice  of  locality  for  their  homes.  As  before 
said,  in  many  cities  private  associations  exist  to  protect  its  mem- 
bers from  adulterated  foods  and  drinks,  and  it  is  only  a  question 
of  time  how  long  it  will  be  before  each  State  or  city  must  provide 
some  official  means  to  also  protect  the  public  at  large.  As  it  now 
is,  we  have  laws  and  officials  to  see  to  it  that  the  grocer's  and 
milkman's  measures  are  correct,  so  that  the  buyer  be  not  cheated 
in  the  quantity,  but  practically  we  have  no  means  of  preventing  a 
worse  cheating  as  to  quality.  We  have  laws  and  officials  to  see 
that  the  butcher's  scales  are  correct,  but  practically  no  means  of 
seeing  that  the  meat  he  weighs  is  wholesome.  We  protect  the 
pocket  but  neither  health  nor  life  in  many  such  matters. 

The  need  of  sanitary  inspectors  has  been  brought  to  the  attention 
of  our  city  government  from  time  to  time,  but  the  proposition  has 
not  yet  met  with  favor.  Their  appointment,  however,  is  but  a 
question  of  time;  they  will  as  surely  be  demanded  by  the  com- 
munity to  aid  in  suppressing  disease  as  the  police  now  is  for  the 
suppression  of  crime  and  violence,  and  the  next  generation  will  as 
surely  smile  at  our  opposition  and  ignorant  conservatism  as  we  do 
at  a  previous  generation  for  opposing  lighting  by  gas,  vaccination, 
and  lightning  rods.  For,  after  all,  we  must  ultimately  depend 
upon  the  general  intelligence  of  the  community.  No  amount  of 
official  supervision  can  take  the  place  or  do  the  work  which  belongs 
to  each  individual — it  must  merely  supplement  and  aid  it.  If 
liberty  be  worth  anything,  it  must  be  used  for  the  public  as  well 
as^f  or  private  good,  and  *  if  the  health  of  a  city  could  be  entirely 
regulated  and  saved  by  a  board,  of  what  use  would  be  individual 
liberty? 

4a 
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The  official  health  board  then  should  certainly  labor  in  at  least 
four  directions: 

1st,  To  do  that  which  the  free  individual  cannot  do  in  his  private 
capacity  to  protect  himself  from  unwholesome  conditions  which 
arise  from  his  neighbors. 

2d,  To  see  that  the  conditions  which  produce  or  spread  zymotic 
diseases  are  suppressed  or  controlled. 

3d,  To  educate  the  public  in  sanitary  matters,  advise  it  of  real 
dangers,  and  quiet  fear  as  to  imaginary  ones. 

4th,  To  protect  the  poor  from  those  dangers  to  health  which 
they  are  particularly  subjected  to. 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


The  general  character  of  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  out- 
lined in  the  preceding  report,  but  before  presenting  detailed  accounts 
of  the  different  subjects  there  presented  there  are  some  more  spe- 
cialized labors  and  duties  performed  by  different  members  of  the 
Board,  and  by  the  Secretary,  under  direction  and  instruction  of 
the  Board,  that  require  mention,  in  order  to  fully  explain  the  work 
accomplished.  The  publications  of  the  Board  have  already  been 
alluded  to  as  one  of  the  methods  of  popularizing  sanitary  and 
hygienic  principles;  another  method,  which  was  mentioned  in  our 
first  report,  has  been  pursued  as  extensively  as  time  would  permit. 
That  is  by  means  of  sanitary  lectures,  familiar  talks,  and  discus- 
sions. A  half  or  three-quarter  hour  lecture  is  given,  generally 
followed  by  an  informal  discussion  of  the  topics  presented,  or  of 
others  of  local  interest  that  may  be  brought  forward.  These  have 
been  well  received  and  considerable  interest  manifested  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  local  sanitary  questions.  In  another  department  Prof. 
Brewer  has  discussed  sanitary  subjects  before  farmers'  conventions, 
and  at  the  sessions  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture.  These  are 
of  a  more  scientific  character,  and  have  been  of  the  greatest  value, 
in  many  instances  involving  the  results  of  personal  investigations. 

This  course  will  be  continued,  and  in  this  manner  much  prac- 
tical information  disseminated,  in  a  manner  and  method  to  render 
it  of  permanent  benefit.  Public  hygiene  has  also  received  special 
attention  at  the  Medical  school,  through  the  agency  of  Prof. 
Lindsley,  so  that  the  new  coming  doctors  will  be  better  rooted 
and  grounded  in  this  department  than  their  predecessors.  In 
connection  with  Prof.  Northrop  lectures  have  been  delivered  by 
the  Secretary  before  village  improvement  societies,  and  on  school 
hygiene  before  the  different  teachers'  institutes  in  the  State.  A 
course  has  also  been  commenced  at  the  Normal  School,  which  is 
expected  to  be  a  yearly  institution  hereafter.  The  only  limit  to 
work  in  this  department  is  time,  as  the  demand  and  interest  are 
unflagging.     The  results  are,  in  many  cases,  direct  and  decided. 
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SANITARY   INSPECTIONS    AND    INVESTIGATIONS. 

In  many  cases  inspection  of  houses  and  grounds  have  been 
made,  with  reference  to  their  sanitary  condition,  and  full  and 
explicit  directions  given  for  placing  the  house  and  its  surroundings 
in  a  proper  sanitary  condition.  Examination  of  the  water  of 
wells  and  of  _  sources  of  public  water  supply  have  also  been  repeat- 
edly made.  This-  work  will  always  be  performed  whenever  cir- 
cumstances warrant,  on  due  notice  being  given.  It  is  intended  to 
render  the  Board  as  directly  beneficial  to  the  people  as  possible, 
and  whenever  there  is  good  reason  to  suppose  that  local  unsani- 
tary conditions  exist,  examination  will  be  made.  Investigations 
will  also  be  made  on  the  appearance  of  any  unusual  forms  of 
disease,  upon  notification  of  their  existence. 

ILLUSTRATION     OF     THE    APPARENT    CAUSATION     OF     MALARIAL     FEVER. 

There  were  a  number  of  cases  of  malarial  fever  in  a  limited 
locality  in  Durham,  where  no  cases  had  previously  been  known, 
except  from  importation,  and  these  were  succeeded  by  severe 
cases  of  typho-malarial  fever,  no  other  cases  existing  in  the  town. 
A  large  swamp  had  been  flooded  the  season  previous  to  the  out- 
break of  the  first  cases,  and  as  all  the  cases  were  around  this  pond 
it  was  suspected  as  a  cause.  On  examination  there  was  found  a 
depth  of  water  not  exceeding  three-  feet  in  the  deepest  portion. 
and  allowing  the  sun  to  strike  through  to  the  vegetation,  which 
was  covered  with  shallow  water  for  the  most  part.  Some  fifty 
acres  were  thus  flooded  by  a  dam  not  over  four  feet  high  at  any 
portion.  The  water  was  set  back  in  the  swamps  for  a  considerable 
distance.  The  connection  between  this  condition  of  affairs  and 
the  causation  of  malarial  fever  seems  evident. 

SCAVANGEBING,      OR     DISPOSAL     OF     FILTH     AND     GARBAGE     OF     TOWNS 

AND    CITIES. 

This  includes  the  removal  of  ashes  and  dry  house-dirt,  cleaning 
streets  and  catch-basins,  and  the  removal  of  offal.  The  system 
in  use  at  Boston,  Mass.,  is  very  thorough;  a  condensed  outline  of 
the  plan  is  here  given.  Greater  attention  to  this  important  sub- 
ject is  earnestly  recommended  to  cities  and  towns;  next  to  sewer- 
age there  is  no  subject  that  will  better  repay  intelligent  manage- 
ment in  the  interests  of  public  health.  The  ultimate  disposal  of 
this  filth  is,  too,  a  question  of  the  deepest  importance  in  a  sanitary 
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sense.  The  whole  matter  is  under  advisement  by  the  Board,  and 
we  hope  soon  to  issue  a  circular  of  instruction.  The  use  of  street- 
scrapings  to  mend  other  places  where  the  streets  are  defective,  or 
to  spread  in  a  layer  over  the  fine  stones  in  macadamized  roads, 
cannot  too  strongly  be  condemned.  Malaria  is  more  than  in- 
vited by  this  process,  and  the  evils  of  a  filth-saturated  soil  are 
kindly  disseminated.  The  ultimate  results  of  an  accumulated 
thickness  of  such  a  material  in  a  roadway  and  a  protracted  heated 
term  are  a  pestilence  or  epidemic;  it  is  simply  a  question  of  time. 

The  filth  to  be  removed  by  scavangerihg  is  of  two  general 
kinds — ashes  and  dry  house-dirt,  and  garbage  or  offal.  These  should 
be  kept  apart,  and  separately  collected  and  removed,  and  a  stringent 
fine  imposed  by  municipal  or  town  law  if  they  are  not  kept  sepa- 
arate.  Bach  householder  should  be  compelled  to  keep  a  water- 
tight and  properly  covered  receptacle  for  house-garbage.  These 
receptacles  snould  be  emptied  by  a  city  cart,  which  should  be  water- 
tight, and  removed  beyond  the  city  limits.  There  would  be  no 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  this  matter;  the  city  of  Boston  sells  this 
for  $28,000,  and  it  costs  $76,000  to  remove  it  in  the  manner  de- 
scribed. It  is  urgently  advised  that  a  regular  garbage  removal 
should  be  provided  for  in  cities  and  towns,  and  the  ashes  and  dry 
dirt  be  kept  separate  from  the  garbage.  The  street-scrapings  are 
best  disposed  of  to  farmers,  who  would  doubtless  remove  them 
for  their  value  as  fertilizers. 

The  ashes  and  dry  dirt  may  be  used  in  filling  and  grading; 
they  should  be  as  regularly  removed  as  the  garbage,  and  not 
allowed  to  accumulate.  In  spite  of  all  care,  garbage  and  decay- 
ing matter,  especially  dead  animals — rats,  cats,  dogs,  etc., — will  be 
mixed  with  the  dry  refuse,  so  that  this  material  is  unfit  for  filling 
ground  to  be  used  for  the  sites  of  houses.  Decomposition  goes 
on  in  this  material  for  years,  and  extensive  epidemics  have  been 
caused  in  houses  built  over  land  made  by  refuse.  The  removal  of 
garbage,  house  refuse,  street-scrapings,  the  contents  of  catch-basins 
and  cesspools  can  be  more  readily  secured  than  a  satisfactory 
disposition  of  them.  In  this  State,  however,  farming  lands  are 
sb  near  the  cities  that  they  can  be  pretty  well  disposed  of  there. 
The  contents  of  catch-basins,  street-scrapings,  dead  animals,  and 
the  contents  of  cesspools,  should  be  used  as  fertilizers  on  farms, 
and  never  in  filling  in.  Too  much  carelessness  is  exhibited  here, 
especially  where  ponds  or  shallows  are  to  be  filled;  everything  is 
there  dumped,  and  a  thin  covering  of  ashes  expected  to  answer  all 
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sanitary  requirements.  The  attention  of  local  boards  of  health 
is  respectfully  directed  to  this  matter.  The  epidemic  of  1878  in 
New  Orleans  has  effectually  prevented  the  use  of  street-scrapings, 
and  the  mixture  of  offal  and  refuse  above  described,  so  far  as 
that  city  is  concerned.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  will  not  in  Con- 
necticut wait  for  the  epidemic  we  have  in  too  many  cases  been 
assiduously  inviting,  carefully  cultivating  all  the  conditions;  but  in 
the  future  follow  rational  sanitary  methods.  Even  if  some  outlay 
is  involved,  it  cannot  be  more  wisely  expended. 

A  word  as  to  the  time  for  cleansing  vaults.  The  day  is  far 
preferable;  the  odors  stirred  up  at  night  in  the  still  air  remain, 
and  cannot  be  excluded  from  sleeping  apartments,  and  directly 
produce  disease.  In  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  the  night  should 
never  be  used  to  clean  a  privy-vault. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  attention  of  local  boards  of  health  is  directed  to  these  es- 
tablishments; they  should  be  excluded  from  city  limits,  unless  the 
modern  methods  of  disposal  of  refuse  are  enforced.  By  these, 
these  establishments  can  be  rendered  as  inoffensive  as  any  other. 
A  general  law  regulating  noxious  trades  and  industries  is  required, 
as  nearly  all  can  be  so  regulated  that  no  danger  to  the  health  of 
the  neighborhood  will  be  caused.  The  exceptional  cases  should  be 
removed  to  a  distance  from  populous  places. 

SANITARY  PUBLICATIONS. 

One  of  the  most  important  departments  of  labor  engaged  in  by 
the  Board  is  the  publication  of  short,  concise,  and  plain  circulars  or 
pamphlets  on  some  hygienic  subject,  or  giving  exact  and  plain 
directions  with  regard  to  the  prevention  of  disease.  That  on 
diphtheria,  one  of  the  first  issued,  has  had  a  wide  circulation,  has 
met  with  general  favor,  and  has  been,  in  many  cases,  of  great  use- 
fulness. It  has  received  unqualified  approbation  from  other 
Boards,  and,  in  one  or  two  instances,  has  been  used  as  a  basis  for 
a  similar  publication.  It  is  kept  in  stock  and  freely  circulated 
whenever  demanded.  It  is  also  sent  at  once  where  an  outbreak  of 
the  disease  occurs,  to  those  likely  to  be  interested, — school  officers, 
and  the  like.  Such  publications  receive  much  more  attention 
when  the  disease  on  which  they  treat  is  actually  present  than  at 
other  times.

This  year  the  circular  on  "  treatment  of  the  drowned  "  has  been 
published,,  and  as  there  has  not  been  much  time  to  accumulate 
experience  on  the  subject,  the  circular  of  the  Michigan  State  Board 
of  Health  was  adopted.  The  Secretary,  Dr.  Baker,  very  kindly 
furnished  the  cuts  to  print  from,  thus  saving  us  the  expense.  This 
has  been  partially  circulated,  and  is  now  in  stock.  It  is  printed  in 
two  forms, — one  on  thick  card -board,  large  size,  for  posting  con- 
spicuously in  public  places;  the  other  of  the  right  size  to  be  carried 
in  one's  pocket  memorandum  book.  This  has  also  been  very 
favorably  received,  and  promises  to  be  of  usefulness. 

TREATMENT    OF    THE    DROWNED TWO    THINGS     TO     BE     DONE:     RESTORE 

breathing;   RESTORE  animal  HEAT. 

Rule  1.  Remove  all  obstructions  to  breathing.  Instantly  loosen 
or  cut  apart  all  neck  and  waist  bands ;  turn  the  patient  on  his  face, 
with  the  head  down  hill;  stand  astride  the  hips  with  your  face 
towards  his  head,  and  locking  your  fingers  together  under  his  belly, 
raise  the  body  as  high  as  you  can  without  lifting  the  forehead  off 
the  ground  (Fig.  1),  and  give  body  a  smart  jerk  to  remove  mucus 
from  the  throat  and  water  from  the  windpipe;  hold  the  body  sus- 
pended long  enough  to  slowly  count  one,  two,  three,  four,  five, 
repeating  the  jerk  more  gently  two  or  three  times. 


Rule.  2.  Place  the  patient  face  downward,  and,  maintaining 
all  the  while  your  position  astride  the  body,  grasp  the  points  of  the 
shoulders  by  the  clothing,  or,  if  the  body  is  naked,  thrust  your 
fingers  into  the  armpits,  clasping  your  thumbs  over  the  points  of 
the  shoulders,  and  raise  the  chest  as  high  as  you  can  (Fig.  2)  with- 
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out  lifting  the  head  quite  off  the  ground,  and  hold  it  long  enough 
to  slowly  count  one,  two,  three.  Replace  him  on  the  ground, 
with  his  forehead  on  his  flexed  arm,  the  neck  straightened  out,  and 
the  nose  and  mouth  free.  Place  your  elbows  against  your  knees 
and  your  hands  upon  the  sides  of  his  chest  (Fig.  3)  over  the  lower 


ribs,  and  press  downward  and  inward  with  increasing  force  long 
enough  to  slowly  count  one,  two.  The  suddenly  let  go,  grasp  the 
shoulders  as  before,  and  raise  the  chest  (Fig.  2);  then  press  upon 
the  ribs,  &c.  (Fig.  3).  These  alternate  movements  should  be 
repeated  ten  to  fifteen  times  a  minute  for  an  hour  at  least,  unless 


breathing   is   restored   sooner.      Use   the   same   regularity  as   in 
natural  breathing. 

Rule  3.     After  breathing  has  commenced,  restore  the  animal 
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heat.  Wrap  him  in  warm  blankets,  apply  bottles  of  hot  water, 
hot  bricks,  or  anything  to  restore  heat.  Warm  the  head  nearly  as 
fast  as  the  body,  lest  convulsions  come  on.  Rubbing  the  body  with 
warm  cloths  or  the  hand,  and  slapping  the  fleshy  parts  may  assist 
to  restore  warmth,  and  the  breathing  also.  If  the  patient  can 
subely  swallow,  give  hot  coffee,  tea,  milk,  or  a  little  hot  sling. 
Give  spirits  sparingly,  lest  they  produce  depression.  Place  the 
patient  in  a  warm  bed,  and  give  him  plenty  of  fresh  air;  keep  him 
quiet. 

beware  ! 

Avoid  delay.  A  moment  may  turn  the  scale  for  life  or  death. 
Dry  ground,  shelter,  warmth,  stimulants,  etc.,  at  this  moment  are 
nothing;  aetificial  bbeathing  is  eveeything, — is  the  one  eem- 
edy;  all  others  are  secondary. 

Do  not  stop  to  remove  wet  clothing  before  efforts  are  made  to 
restore  breathing.  Precious  time  is  wasted,  and  the  patient  may 
be  fatally  chilled  by  the  exposure  of  the  naked  body,  even  in  the 
summer.  Give  all  your  attention  and  effort  to  restore  breathing 
by  forcing  air  into  and  out  of  the  lungs.  If  the  breathing  has  just 
ceased,  a  smart  slap  on  the  face,  or  a  vigorous  twist  of  the  hair 
will  sometimes  start  it  again,  and  may  be  tried  incidentally,  as 
may  also  pressing  the  finger  upon  the  root  of  the  tongue. 

Before  natural  breathing  is  fully  restored,  do  not  let  the  patient 
lie  on  his  back  unless  some  person  holds  the  tongue  forward.  The 
tongue,  by  falling  back,  may  close  the  windpipe,  and  cause  fatal 
choking. 

If  several  persons  are  present,  one  may  hold  the  head  steady, 
keeping  the  neck  nearly  straight;  others  may  remove  wet  clothing, 
replacing  at  once  clothing  which  is  dry  and  warm ;  they  may  also 
chafe  the  limbs,  and  thus  promote  the  circulation. 

Prevent  friends  from  crowding  around  the  patient  and  excluding 
fresh  air;  also  from  trying  to  give  stimulants  before  the  patient 
can  swallow.  The  first  causes  suffocation ;  the  second,  fatal 
choking. 

Do  not  give  up  too  soon.  You  are  working  for  life.  Any 
time  within  two  hours  you  may  be  on  the  very  threshold  of  success 
without  there  being  any  sign  of  it. 


In  suffocation  by  smoke  or  any  poisonous  gas,  as  also  by  hang- 
ing, proceed  the  same  as  for  drowning,  omitting  effort  to  expel 
water,  etc.,  from  the  windpipe. 
5a 
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In  suspended  breathing  from  effects  of  chloroform,  hydrate  of 
chloral,  etc.,  proceed  by  Rule  2.  taking  especial  pains  to  keep  the 
head  very  low.  and  preventing  closure  of  the  windpipe  by  the 
tongue  falling  back. 


The  foregoing  method,  originally  published  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  of  Michigan,  has  the  sanction  of  other  State  and  City 
Boards  of  Hearth,  and  is  fully  endorsed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  Connecticut,  and  printed  for  general  distribution  as  a 
life-saving  measure. 

Address  State  Board  of  Health,  Hartford. 

The  last  circular,  just  issued,  is  on  rural  hygiene,  with  reference 
especially  to  the  house  and  its  surroundings.  There  is  so  much  to 
be  said  on  this  topic  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  condense  and 
select  the  most  salient  points.  Those  have  been  taken  for  the 
most  part  that,  in  the  experience  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  in 
personal  investigations,  need  most  to  be  elucidated  and  understood. 
Many  unsanitary  conditions  about  the  house  are  allowed  to  exist 
which  would  not  be  tolerated  if  their  nature  and  effects  were 
understood.     Too  great  confidence  is  placed  in  country  air. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  by  the  waste  and  excrementitious 
filth  necessnrilv  resulting  from  human  and  animal  life,  the  immedi- 
ate surroundings  of  a  house,  air,  soil,  and  water  may  be  poisoned 
even  in  the  best  selected  location,  and  that  carelessness  or  ignorance 
of  the  laws  of  drainage  may  give  one  a  damp,  cold,  and  wet  site, 
where  the  appearances  would  lead  one  to  expect  the  contrary,  and 
thus  entail  all  the  evils  that  a  wet  subsoil  slowly  but  surely  in- 
duces. 

SUGGESTIONS  ON  RURAL  HYGIENE. 

Rela  icipally  to  the  House  owl  its  Surroundings. 

\  'try.  well-drained  site  for  a  dwelling-house  is  pretty  generally 
conceded  to  be  an  essential  requisite  for  a  healthy  home.  The  rela- 
tion of  damp,  sodden  foundations  and  wet,  undrained  surroundings 
to  such  diseases  as  rheumatism,  diarrhoea,  and  consumption  is 
recognized  by  nearly  all  intelligent  persons,  the  facts  relative  to 
the  latter  disease  having  been  demonstrated  chiefly  by  Dr.  H.  1. 
Bowditch,  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Health. 

But  while  the  necessity  for  the  removal  of  the  excess  of  surface 
moisture  has  become  a  matter  of  general  information,  the  reverse 
is  true  with  reference  to  deep  drainage,  which  is  not  so  well  under  - 
1  even  by  physicians. 
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At  a  level,  vaiying  with  the  geological  formation  from  a  few- 
feet  to  several  hundred  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  we  find 
the  soil  saturated,  so  to  speak,  with  water.  This  may  be  considered 
as  a  sheet  of  water  moving  toward  the  sea  with  a  slow  but  uniform 
motion,  and  feeding  rivers  and  other  water-courses  perhaps  as  much 
as  the  brooks  or  streams  which  flow  in  upon  the  surface.  This 
underground  circulation  of  water  is  called  subsoil  or  ground  water. 
The  latter  term  will  be  used  in  this  circular.  The  level  of  the 
ground  water  at  a  river  would  be  about  the  same  as  the  bed  of  the 
river,  gradually  rising  as  you  recede  from  the  banks.  Deep  wells 
reach  the  level  of  the  ground  water,  and  their  uniform  level  is  a 
fair  gauge  of  the  level  of  the  ground  water.  Retention  of  the 
ground  water  by  natural  or  artificial  means  is  one  of  the  most 
fruitful  sources  of  malarial  diseases,  which  disappear  when  a  free 
outflow  is  provided.  One  of  the  most  striking  examples  in  this 
country  was  furnished  by  the  city  of  Detroit,  where  the  mortality 
from  epidemics  of  malignant  malarial  fevers  was  excessive,  and 
epidemic  dysentery  and  cholera  prevalent,  now  one  of  the  health- 
iest cities  in  the  world, — the  results  of  a  complete  system  of 
drainage  and  abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  although  naturally 
most  unfavorably  located. 

A  house  upon  a  sandy  hillside  may  be  malarious,  so  to  speak,  or 
a  hot-bed  of  consumption,  while  one  near  a  stream  or  upon  low 
land  may  be  dry  and  healthy.  In  the  one  case  the  outflow  of  the 
ground  water  is  obstructed,  while  in  the  latter  entirely  free  and 
unimpeded.  The  unhealthfulness  of  many  an  apparently  well 
located  dwelling  is  thus  accounted  for.  It  is  evident  that  in  many 
instances  town  or  even  State  action  is  requisite  to  secure  deep 
drainage.  In  constructing  a  house,  deep  drains  should  be  carried 
under  the  foundation  walls  entirely  around  the  house,  with  one  or 
more  branches  from  the  center  of  the  cellar.  These  should  in  no 
case  be  used  for  sewage.  Systematic  drainage  by  towns  will  of 
necessity  receive  more  attention  as  the  causal  relation  of  retained 
ground  water  to  malarial  and  other  forms  of  disease  is  recognized. 

The  atmosphere  does  not  end  with  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
but  fills  the  spaces  between  the  particles  of  the  soil  unless  displaced 
by  other  gases  or  water,  and  plays  an  important  part  in  the  chem- 
istry of  plant  life;  but  as  in  the  case  of  the  ground  water,  the 
ground  air,  as  it  is  called,  is  considered  here  only  in  its  sanitary 
relations. 

The  soil  about  country  homes  may  be  contaminated  by  soakage 
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from  leaky  cesspools  and  privy  vaults,  and  from  decaying  heaps  of 
garbage  and  filth.  The  contamination  of  the  ground  air  that 
results  is  more  deleterious  to  health  than  the  vile  odors  that  may 
render  the  air  disagreeable,  but  which  are  not  particularly  harmful. 
A  house  standing  upon  a  gravelly  foundation  rests  upon  two-thirds 
small  stones,  one-third  air.  Now,  as  in  this  climate  the  houses  are 
warmed  a  great  part  of  the  time,  they  act  upon  the  same  principle 
as  a  chimney,  and  suck  up  or  draw  in  this  ground  air,  which  is 
colder  than  the  air  of  the  house,  and  influence  thus  a  considerable 
area.  Now,  if  the  air,  contaminated  by  contact  with  a  soil  polluted 
by  kitchen  or  chamber  slops,  soakage  from  privy  vault  or  cesspool, 
or  any  decaying  mass  or  accumulation  of  filth  in  outhouses  or  sur- 
roundings is  drawn  into  the  house,  as  must  of  necessity  happen  if 
such  sources  of  pollution  exist,  the  air  of  the  house  is  to  this  extent 
contaminated  and  devitalized,  and  becomes  the  predisposing  cause 
of  such  diseases  as  diphtheria,  cholera  infantum,  croup,  catarrh, 
lung  fevei*.  consumption,  and  a  host  of  minor  ills  that  depress  vital 
energy,  lessen  the  working  power,  and  shorten  life.  The  products 
of  decay  from  vegetable  putrefaction  in  the  cellar  are  by  the  same 
law  of  natural  philosophy  drawn  up  to  devitalize  the  air  of  the 
occupied  rooms.

One  of  the  most  common  sanitary  defects  is  illustrated  in  the 
above  cut.  A  closed,  unventilated  cesspool  communicates  by  an 
open,  untrapped  pipe  directly  with  the  house,  so  that  all  the  gases 
of  decay  generated  in  the  cesspool  find  their  only  outlet  in  the 
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house,  and  are  also  drawn  in  by  the  difference  in  temperature 
already  described.  In  other  words,  the  house  is  used  to  ventilate 
the  cesspool.  In  the  instance  from  which  this  sketch  was  taken, 
the  apparent  result  was  the  death  of  five  children  from  diphtheria; 
three  slept  in  a  room  adjacent,  with  the  door  open  at  night,  two  in 
the  room  above. 

If  cesspools  are  used  they  should  be  cemented  water  tight,  ven- 
tilated thoroughly,  and  frequently  emptied.  The  soil  saturation 
resulting  from  ordinary  careless  methods  sooner  or  later  becomes  a 
factor  in  the  production  of  disease.  The  best  method  in  a  sanitary 
point  of  view  is  the  absorption  method.  •  A  series  of  porous  tiles 
are  laid  a  few  inches  below  the  surface,  preferably  of  a  lawn. 
These  communicate  with  a  flush  tank,  which  empties  itself  auto- 
matically as  soon  as  full  with  sufficient  force  to  flush  the  pipes. 
This  system  has  stood  the  test  of  time,  and  is  well  adapted  for  the 
sewerage  of  small  towns  where  there  is  no  water  supply.  The 
following  cut  illustrates  the  tank  mentioned.  If  it  is  desired  to 
irrigate  different  plots,  the  tank  can  be  connected  successively  with 
each  set  of  drain  pipes. 


It  is  hardly  possible  to  fix  the  limit  for  perfect  safety  for  the 
distance  that  should  exist  between  privy  vault,  cesspool,  and  well. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that,  if  used  at  ordinary  distances,  both  vault  and 
cesspool  should  be  cemented  water-tight.  The  principles  of  drain- 
age are  practically  recognized  by  every  farmer,  almost,  who  learns 
by  experience  that  a  drain  draws  from  a  larger  area  after  it  has 
been  in  place  awhile,  and  that  channels  of  communication  are 
formed  in  the  soil  along  which  the  water  finds  its  way  to  the  drain. 
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Still  it  is  seldom,  that  they  apply  this  to  their  wells,  and  we  find 
outhouses  situated  within  a  few  feet  of  wells,  and  the  cesspool 
perhaps  as  near  on  the  other  side.     A  common  error  in  this  con- 


nection is  to  conclude  that,  if  the  water  from  a  well  is  clear,  bright, 
and  sparkling,   and  offends  neither  taste,   sight,  or  smell,  that  it 
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must  be  pure.  The  reverse,  "however,  is  the  case,  and  water  that 
is  the  most  decidedly  contaminated  by  the  products  of  organic  de- 
cay may  be  the  most  pleasant  to  sight  and  taste.  Indeed,  such 
water  is  often  sought  for  its  pleasant  qualities,  as  was  the  case  with 
the  famous  Broad  street  well  in  London,  which  communicated 
cholera  to  so  many  persons.  The  accompanying  illustration 
shows  pollution  of  soil  and  water  by  cesspool  and  privy  vault. 
The  lines  1,  5,  2,  5  outline  the  drainage  area  of  the  well,  which 
in  this  case  includes  both  vault  and  cesspool.  The  line  a,  b  indi- 
cates the  level  of  the  ground  water,  and  the  dotted  lines  show  the 
local  curves  that  would  result  in  the  level  of  the  ground  water  if 
the  well  were  drawn  down. 

The  driven  well,  if  driven  deep  enough,  avoids  contamination 
by  surface  water.  The  water  from  deep  wells,  when  not  contam- 
inated by  surface  water,  is  of  the  best  possible  quality.  Surface 
water  may  be  excluded  by  laying  the  upper  three-fourths  of  the 
wall  of  the  well  in  cement. 

Infiltration  of  the  soil  from  the  privy-vault  may  be  prevented 
by  cementing  the  vault  so  as  to  be  water-tight.  The  earth  closet 
system  is  to  be  unqualifiedly  commended,  and  any  one  with  the 
slightest  ingenuity  can  construct  one  that  will  answer  all  require- 
ments. An  ordinary  packing  box  and  a  large-sized  coal  hod 
furnish  the  requisite  materials.  If  dry  earth  be  not  readily  ob- 
tainable, ashes  will  serve  equally  as  well.  A  corner  of  the  box 
may  be  partitioned  off  to  hold  the  earth  or  ashes,  a  seat  and  cover 
can  be  easily  made,  and  for  all  practical  purposes  the  result  is  equal 
to  that  achieved  by  the  outlay  of  twenty-five  to  thirty  dollars. 
The  advantages  and  comfort  of  this  system,  especially  in  the  win- 
ter months,  for  women  and  children,  more  than  outweigh  any 
slight  trouble  that  may  be  involved .  The  pail  system  is  well  adapted 
for  small  towns  where  sewerage  or  the  flush  tank  system  are  out 
of  the  question.  If  a  general  system  for  the  disposal  of  this  and 
other  forms  of  filth  cannot  be  made  general  throughout  the  town 
or  village,  a  sanitary  association  or  village  improvement  society 
might  inaugurate  the  system,  which,  once  started,  would  thence- 
forth be  self-sustaining. 

Excessive  shading  of  house  and  grounds  is  not  uncommon,  and 
while  shade  trees  add  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  a  town  or  vil- 
lage, dense  shading  of  the  grounds  or  house  induces  dampness, 
and  produces  ill  health  by  the  exclusion  of  sunlight.  The  soil  is 
often  kept  damp  and  unwholesome,  and  a  constant  decay  of  leaves 
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and  other  vegetable  substances  near  dwellings,  by  dense  shrubbery. 
Fresh  air  and  sunlight  should  have  the  fullest  access  to  all  the  im- 
mediate surroundings  of  the  house.  »In  a  sanitary  view  the  elm, 
with  its  more  open  habit,  is  the  better  shade  tree  for  streets  and 
37ards.  Human  beings  require  sunlight  as  well  as  plants.  In  the 
back  yards,  near  the  neglected  sink  drain,  a  rank,  nauseotis  vege- 
tation too  often  exists,  and  a  damp,  filth  saturated  soil. 

If  disinfectants  are  to  be  used,  the  best  are  copperas  or  sulphate 
of  iron  for  privy  vaults,  garbage  heaps,  and  the  like,  and  a  solution 
of  the  sulphate  or  chloride  of  zinc  for  cesspools  and  sink  drains. 
The  prompt  removal  of  all  filth  before  decay  commences  is  the 
sanitary  method.  But  as  this  cannot  always  be  secured,  disinfect- 
ants must  be  sometimes  used ; — those  mentioned  as  cheap,  odorless, 
and  efficient.  Where  the  soil  is  saturated  with  grease  or  oil,  the 
preliminary  use  of  caustic  potash  may  be  requisite. 

A  saturated  solution  of  copperas  may  be  used, — that  is,  as  much 
as  the  water  will  dissolve.  From  eight  to  ten  ounces  of  the  zinc  salts 
to  a  gallon  of  water  is  a  good  solution.  The  chloride  of  zinc  is 
strongly  caustic  ;  in  strong  solutions  the  salts  may  be  used  sepa- 
rately or  together. 

A  circular  on  school  hygiene  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and 
one  on  the  sewerage  and  drainage  of  city  houses.  As  circum- 
stances demand,  and  time  and  funds  allow,  we  hope  to  cover  the 
field  of  the  more  important  points  involved  in  public  hygiene. 

In  the  department  of  vital  statistics  a  resume  of  the  laws  con- 
cerning marriage  and  the  duties  of  registrars  and  of  those  solem- 
nizing marriages  has  been  published,  and  partially  circulated.  It  is 
sent  with  each  supply  of  blanks  that  are  ordered,  and  will  be  until 
all  towns  are  supplied,  and  then  kept  in  stock  for  special  needs.  It 
will  be  found  in  proper  place,  following  the  registration  tables.  A 
similar  circular  relating  to  the  returns  of  births  and  deaths  will  be 
issued  during  the  nexr  year. 

Our  system  of  blanks  for  the  department  of  vital  statistics  is 
now  about  complete  ;  with  an  admirable  basis  to  start  upon,  the 
additions  have  been  for  the  most  part  those  relating  to  the  sanitary 
work  of  the  Board.  In  a  visit  of  inspection  the  blanks  met  the 
unqualified  approbation  of  Dr.  Elisha  Harris  of  New  York,  one  of 
the  highest  authorities  in  the  department  of  vital  statistics. 
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DISINFECTION    AND    DISINFECTANTS. 

For  all  practical  purposes  the  disinfectants  most  to  be  relied  upon 
are  copperas,  the  salts  of  zinc,  the  sulphate  and  chloride  especially, 
and  sulphur.  Copperas  may  be  used  for  privy  vaults,  cesspools, 
garbage  heaps  and  the  like,  the  salts  of  zinc  for  sewage,  and  in 
solution  to  disinfect  cotton  and  linen  goods  used  about  the  sick. 
There  are  other  disinfectants  of  value,  but  these  are  inodorous, 
efficient,  and  easily  handled.  Their  value  has  been  demonstrated 
in  the  experience  of  the  National  Board  of  Health,  the  Auxiliary 
Sanitary  Association  of  New  Orleans,  and  of  the  New  York  Board 
of  Health,  as  well  as  other  organizations.  Solutions  of  the  zinc 
salts  may  also  be  used.  The  following  instructions  have  been 
issued  by  the  National  Board  of  Health  : 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  DISINFECTION. 

PREPARED    FOR    THE    NATIONAL    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

Disinfection  is  the  destruction  of  the  poisons  of  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases. 

Deodorizers,  or  substances  which  destroy  smells,  are  not  neces- 
sarily disinfectants,  and  disinfectants  do  not  necessarily  have  an 
odor. 

Disinfection  cannot  compensate  for  want  of  cleanliness  nor  of 
ventilation. 

I. DISINFECTANTS    TO    BE    EMPLOYED. 

1.  Roll  sulphur  (brimstone)  for  fumigation. 

2.  Sulphate  of  iron  (copperas)  disolved  in  water  in  the  propor- 
tion of  one  and  a  half  pounds  to  the  gallon — for  soil,  sewers,  etc. 

3.  Sulphate  of  zinc  and  common  salt,  disolved  together  in  water 
in  the  proportion  of  four  ounces  of  sulphate  and  two  ounces  salt  to 
the  gallon — for  clothing,  bed-linen,  etc. 

Note. — Carbolic  acid  is  not  included  in  the  above  list  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons  :  it  is  very  difficult  to  determine  the  quality  of  the 
commercial  article,  and  the  purchaser  can  never  be  certain  of  secur- 
ing it  of  proper  strength  ;  it  is  expensive,  when  of  good  quality,  ■ 
and  experience  has  shown  that  it  must  be  employed  in  compar- 
atively large  quantities  to  be  of  any  use  ;  it  is  liable  by  its  strong 
odor  to  give  a  false  sense  of  security. 
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II. HOW    TO    USE    DISINFECTANTS. 

1.  In  the  Sick-room. — The  most  available  agents  are  fresh  air 
and  cleanliness.  The  clothing,  towels,  bed-linen,  etc.,  should  on 
removal  from  the  patient,  and  before  they  are  taken  from  the  room, 
be  placed  in  a  pail  or  tub  of  the  zinc  solution,  boiling  hot,  if  pos- 
sible. 

All  discharges,  should  either  be  received  in  vessels  containing 
copperas  solution,  or,  when  this  is  impracticable,  should  be  imme- 
diately covered  with  copperas  solution.  All  vessels  used  about  the 
patient  should  be  cleansed  with  the  same  solution. 

Unnecessary  furniture,  especially  that  which  is  stuffed,  carpets, 
and  hangings,  should,  when  possible,  be  removed  from  the  room  at 
the  outset ;  otherwise  they  should  remain  for  subsequent  fumiga- 
tion and  treatment. 

2.  Fumigation  with  sulphur  is  the  only  practicable  method  for 
disinfecting  the  house.  For  this  purpose  the  rooms  to  be  disin- 
fected must  be  vacated.  Heavy  clothing,  blankets,  bedding,  and 
other  articles  which  cannot  be  treated  with  zinc  solution  should  be 
opened  and  exposed  during  fumigation,  as  directed  below.  Close 
the  rooms  as  tightly  as  possible,  place  the  sulphur  in  iron  pans  sup- 
ported upon  bricks  placed  in  wash-tubs  containing  a  little  water, 
set  it  on  fire  by  hot  coals  or  with  the  aid  of  a  spoonful  of  alcohol, 
and  allow  the  room  to  remain  closed  for  twenty-four  hours.  For  a 
room  about  ten  feet  square,  at  least  two  pounds  of  sulphur  should 
be  used  ;  for  larger  rooms  proportionally  increased  quantities. 

3.  Premises. — Cellars,  yards,  stables,  gutters,  privies,  cesspools, 
water-closets,  drains,  sewers,  etc.,  should  be  frequently  and  liber- 
ally treated  with  copperas  solution.  The  copperas  solution  is  easily 
prepared  by  hanging  a  basket  containing  about  sixty  pounds  of 
copperas  in  a  barrel  of  water. 

4.  Body  and  Bed-Clothing,  etc. — It  is  best  to  burn  all  articles 
which  have  been  in  contact  with  persons  sick  with  contagious  or 
infectious  diseases.  Articles  too  valuable  to  be  destroyed  should 
be  treated  as  follows : 

(fi)  Cotton,  linen,  flannels,  blankets,  etc.,  should  be  treated  with 
the  boiling-hot  zinc  solution  ;  introduce  piece  by  piece,  secure  thor-, 
ough  wetting,  and  boil  for  at  least  half  an  hour. 

(b)  Heavy  woollen  clothing,  silks,  furs,  stuffed  bed-covers,  beds, 
and  other  articles  which  cannot  be  treated  with  the  zinc  solution 
should  be  hung  in  the  room  during  fumigation,  their  surfaces  thor- 
oughly exposed,  and  pockets  turned  inside  out.     Afterwards  they 
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should  be  hung  in  the  open  air,  beaten  and  shaken.  Pillows,  beds, 
stuffed  mattresses,  upholstered  furniture,  etc.,  should  be  cut  open, 
the  contents  spread  out  and  thoroughly  fumigated.  Carpets  are 
best  fumigated  on  the  floor,  but  should  afterward  be  removed  to 
the  open  air  and  thoroughly  beaten. 

5.  Corpses  should  be  thoroughly  washed  with  a  zinc  solution  of 
double  strength  ;  should  then  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet,  wet  with  the 
zinc  solution,  and  buried  at  once. 

Metallic,  metal-lined,  or  air-tight  coffins  should  be  used  when 
possible  ;  certainly  when  the  body  is  to  be  transported  for  any  con- 
siderable distance.

domestic  poisons. 

The  cases  of  poisoning  by  a  variety  of  fabrics  and  utensils  in 
domestic  use,  if  all  were  known  and  fully  investigated,  would  ex- 
cite sufficient  attention  to  secure  legislative  action,  to  say  the  least. 
So  fatal  have  been  the  effects,  and  so  clear  the  connection  between 
poisonous  coloring  matter  used  in  candies  and  the  results,  that  the 
use  of  the  more  active  poisons  has  been  about  discontinued  in  their 
manufacture,  and  the  principal  adulterant  now  used  is  terra  alba, 
which  does  not  kill,  but  only  produces  dyspepsia  and  minor  ills. 
Unhealthful  coloring  matters  are  still  used,  but  the  more  deadly 
have  been  discarded. 

Lead  and  zinc  are  often  used  so  that  vegetable  and  fruit  acids 
disolve  them  in  directly  harmful  proportions.  A  variety  of  granite 
ware  was  found  to  contain  soluble  lead.  If  rightly  manufactured, 
although  lead  is  used  it  is  rendered  insoluble  and  therefore  harm- 
less. Canned  meats  were  found  contaminated  by  lead  used  in  the 
solder.  As  stated  before,  little  danger  is  now  to  be  apprehended 
from  either  of  these  sources,  but  the  carelessness  of  manufacturers 
of  articles  in  domestic  use  in  the  handling  of  poisons  borders  on 
the  marvelous.  Their  confidence  in  the  protecting  powers  of  Prov- 
idence or  some  other  agency  is  apparently  unbounded. 

One  of  the  most  striking  illustrations  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  resulting  from  poisoning  from  aniline  dyes.     A 
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blue  veil  worn  once  caused  an  extensive  and  well  nigh  fatal  erup- 
tion of  the  face,  lasting  for  months,  producing  most  distressing  as 
well  as  dangerous  effects.  The  mouth,  tongue,  and  throat  were  in- 
volved as  well  as  the  face,  as  often  in  arsenical  poisoning.  The 
eruption  caused  great  pain,  was  accompanied  by  swelling  of  the 
face  and  discharge,  intolerance  of  light,  and  weakened  sight  for  a 
long  time  after  convalescence  was  established. 

The  veil  on  examination  was  found  to  be  colored  by  a  poorly 
made  aniline  dye.  When  placed  in  water  it  readily  yielded  up  its 
coloring  matter ;  this  on  examination  was  found  to  be  aniline  con- 
taining a  large  percentage  of  arsenic.  Arsenic  is  used  largely  in 
the  manufacture  of  aniline  dyes,  but  if  properly  made  nearly  all  is 
removed,  and  the  small  quantity  remaining  is  fixed — that  is,  ren- 
dered insoluble.  In  this  case  the  arsenic  was  not  removed  to  any 
great  extent,  nor  was  it  rendered  at  all  insoluble.  The  use  of  a 
dye  containing  so  large  a  percentage  of  arsenic  in  so  readily  solu- 
ble a  form  should  be  punishable  by  a  heavy  fine,  to  say  the  least. 
This  is  the  most  aggravated  case  we  have  known.  Several  minor 
cases  from  the  use  of  the  same  class  of  dyes  used  to  color  flannels 
and  stockings  have  been  brought  to  our  notice,  but  in  these  cases 
the  neglect  was  in  fixing — that  is,  rendering  insoluble — the  small 
quantity  of  arsenic  that  remains  when  the  manufacture  of  the  dye 
is  completed.  In  the  case  of  the  veil,  however,  the  large  per- 
centage of  arsenic  used  in  manufacture  was  not  removed,  neither 
was  there  any  effort  made  to  render  it  insoluble.  A  test,  therefore, 
of  the  worst  type  of  these  dyes  would  be  their  solubility  in  water. 
The  eruptions  they  produce  are  well  marked,  painful,  and  quite 
lasting.  We  have  seen  no  fatal  cases  ;  that  induced  by  the  veil 
was  very  nearly  fatal. 

The  effect  produced  by  arsenical  wall  papers  is  now  pretty  well 
understood,  so  that  the  market  for  the  sale  of  bright  greens  and 
the  like  tints  is  not  very  good;  still  arsenical  dyes  are  used  in 
papers  not  so  readily  recognized  by  the  public  ;  some  white  papers 
are  as  heavily  loaded  as  the  green,  and  dull  greens  are  as  danger- 
ous as  the  bright.  Dr.  Taylor  of  London,  an  authority  in  medical 
jurisprudence,  states,  "  The  pigment  of  arsenicated  wall  papers  con- 
tains a  large  proportion  of  arsenic,  and  from  some  of  these  papers 
in  the  unglazed  state  the  noxious  material  may  be  easily  scraped 
or  removed  by  slight  friction;  thus  arsenic  is  liable  to  be  distributed 
through  the  air  of  the  room  in  the  state  of  fine  dust."  Workmen 
who  hang  these  papers  often  suffer  from  chronic  arsenical  poison 
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ing.  "Green  arsenical  lamp-shades  have  doubtless  caused  head- 
aches, irritation  of  the  eyes,  and  other  symptoms  that  have  been 
attributed  to  the  use  of  coal  gas,  but  the  mischief  was  no  doubt 
due  to  the  arsenic  in  the  shades." 

A  very  obscure  case,  which  was  obstinate  and  failed  to  yield  go 
the  usual  remedies  was  thus  caused.  The  symptoms  were  severe, 
burning  pains  in  the  stomach,  nausea,  headache,  alternate  con- 
stipation and  diarrhoea,  loss  of  appetite,  excessive  thirst,  nervous 
twitchings,  shortness  of  breath.  As  soon  as  she  was  removed 
from  her  work  these  symptoms  disappeared,  to  return  as  soon  as  her 
employment  was  resumed.  The  case  was  discovered  to  be  one  of 
chronic  arsenical  poisoning.  Her  employment  was  to  put  bright 
green  bands  around  packs  of  envelopes.  The  end  of  the  band  was 
gummed,  and  in  moistening  this  with  the  tongue  enough  arsenic  was 
absorbed  to  produce  the  symptoms  described.  She  was  supplied 
with  a  sponge  and  no  further  trouble  ensued.  Experience  in  the 
envelope  works  in  Hartford  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  care 
in  handling  the  bright  green  arsenicated  paper. 

Poisoning  from  the  manufacture  of  artificial  flowers  used  in 
millinery  has  repeatedly  occurred,  and.  several  deaths  and  untold 
suffering  have  been  thus  caused.  It  would  almost  seem  justifiable 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  arsenic  altogether  in  domestic  fabrics  of  all 
kinds,  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  some  bright  tints  and  colors.  In 
the  case  of  aniline  dyes  they  are  all  manufactured  by  the  aid  of 
arsenic — mauve,  scarlet,  and  bronze,  as  well  as  green;  and  unless 
it  is  rendered  insoluble  harm  may  result.  Gloves,  veils,  stockings, 
flannels,  and  woolen  goods  generally,  in  fact  anything  worn  next 
the  skin,  should  not  have  soluble  or  readily  soluble  coloring  mate- 
rial. The  following  was  lately  reported  by  Dr.  Geo.  A.  Rees  to 
the  London  Times:  "I  have  had  occasion  more  than  once  to  bring 
cases  before  the  notice  of  the  medical  profession  in  which  severe 
symptoms  were  experienced  by  patients  who  were  being  slowly 
poisoned  by  arsenic.  This  slow  poisoning  is  going  on  at  present 
very  extensively.  I  have  described  a  sad  instance  of  poisoning  by 
an  arsenicated  coloring  matter  contained  in  the  green  calico  lining 
of  some  bed  curtains.  For  months  and  months  this  source  of 
poison  was  not  discovered,  and  the  symptoms  were  treated  as 
those  of  natural  disease.  On  the  removal  of  the  curtains 
the  patient  at  once  regained  her  health.  There  is  another  source 
of  arsenical  poisoning  of  which  I  have  only  lately  been  informed. 
It  exists  in  the  coloring  matter  of  a  green  muslin  much  used  for 
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ladies'  dresses.  Dr.  Debus,  our  Professor  of  Chemistry,  who 
examined  the  curtain  lining  before  mentioned,  suspecting  this, 
purchased  a  specimen  for  analysis.  It  proved  to  contain  upwards 
of  sixty  grains  of  an  arsenical  compound  in  every  square  yard,  and  so 
slightly  incorporated  that  it  could  be  dusted  out  with  great  facil- 
ity." 

The  examples  in  England  of  fatal  effects  from  the  use  of  violet 
powder  containing  arsenic  were  widely  published,  and  show  how 
readily  arsenic  can  be  absorbed  through  the  skin.  I  have  been 
largely  indebted  in  presenting  this  subject  to  a  little  work  by 
Henry  Carr  of  London,  Eng.,  on  our  domestic  poisons,  to  which 
the  reader  is  referred  who  wishes  further  illustrations  of  the  use 
of  arsenic  and  aniline  carelessly  and  the  evils  that  ensue.  The 
quotations  are  from  that  excellent  .little  work.  The  cases  related 
were  brought  directly  to  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

THE    SEWERAGE    OF    LITCHFIELD. 

The  following  brief  account  of  the  sewerage  of  Litchfield  is 
given  in  order  to  record  one  of  the  important  sanitary  movements 
of  the  year,  and  for  the  benefit  of  other  towns  that  may  be  contem- 


plating similar  work.  The  introduction  of  a  public  water  supply 
and  of  a  system  of  sewers  should  be  as  simultaneous  as  possible. 
With  the  use  of  Field's  flush  tank,  illustrated  in  the  circular  on 
drainage,  the  sewers  can  be  flushed  even  if  there  be  no  general 
water  supply. 
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The  sewer  in  this  case  drains  all  cellars  and  sinks  of  the  district 
through  which  it  passes.  The  laterals  connected  with  the  houses 
are  flushed  by  cistern  overflow;  these  are  all  trapped.  The  main 
sewer  is  flushed  by  water  from  the  court  house  roof  discharging 
into  a  flush  tank,  which  works  automatically.  The  main  sewer  is 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  long  and  has  a  fall  of  thirty-five  feet.  I 
am  indebted  to  Dr.  Deming  for  this  account  of  the  sewerage  sys- 
tem. 

LOCAL    HEALTH    BOARDS. 

Consultations  with  different  local  organizations  have  been  fre- 
quent during  the  year.  The  use  of  small  streams  for  the  dis- 
posal of  sewage  has  several  times  been  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Board  in  this  way.  This  is  a  more  or  less  common  sanitary 
nuisance — a  small  brook  is  made  the  receptacle  of  house  drainage, 
or  contaminated  by  direct  sewer  discharge,  until  the  volume  of  filth 
it  receives  is  so  great  that  the  brook  becomes  in  fact  an  elongated 
cesspool.  The  brooks  thus  used  become  a  standing  menace  to  the 
health  of  the  neighborhood,  and  are  accompanied  by  an  undue 
prevalence  of  zymotic  disease  in  the  region  surrounding.  Radical 
measures  for  the  relief  of  such  conditions  have  resulted,  in  several 
instances,  from  the  attention  that  has  been  directed  to  them.  In 
many  cases  these  are  suffered  to  exist  from  simple  negligence. 
The  condition  of  the  brook  is  a  matter  of  gradual  growth,  and  it 
thus  escapes  attention  until  it  reaches  considerable  magnitude  and 
becomes  directly  prejudicial  to  health.  In  the  now  historic  instance 
of  Over  Darwen,  more  than  a  hundred  deaths  were  caused-  from 
contamination  of  the  water  main  by  infiltration  through  the  soil  of 
the  excretions  of  a  typhoid  fever  patient.  More  recently,  at  Cater- 
ham  and  Redhill,  twenty-one  deaths  were  caused  by  pollution  of 
the  water  supply  by  typhoid  excretions.  The  danger  of  using  small 
brooks  as  sewers  becomes  apparent,  as  they  often  run  within  com- 
municating distance  of  wells,  and  thus  the  excretions  from  typhoid 
fever  patients  might  find  their  way  into  drinking  water. 

The  following  account  of  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  Groveton, 
New  Hampshire,  is  too  instructive  to  let  pass.  There' were  114 
cases,  fourteen  fatal.  The  center  of  the  infection  was  the  school- 
house;  this  was  situated  twenty  rods  back  of  a  mill-pond  and  at 
the  foot  of  a  small  mountain.  One  of  the  brooks  had  been  dammed 
by  the  boys  and  its  current  turned,  so  that  in  rainy  weather  it  ran 
under  the  school,  leaving  at  other  times  a  stagnant  pool.  A 
boggy   meadow  was   near   the    school-house;    privies  which   had 
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not  been  cleaned  for  two  years  overhung  this.  At  the  head  of 
the  pond  was  a  saw-mill  and  tannery;  the  sawdust  and  tannery 
refuse  were  thrown  into  the  pond.  This  pond  was  drawn  down  to 
repair  the  dam,  and  often  filled  at  night  and  emptied  during  the 
day.  An  intolerable  stench  was  caused ;  twenty-two  cases  of  diph- 
theria among  the  scholars  broke  out  in  thirty-six  hours;  the  disease 
soon  became  general.  The  village  was  located  in  the  adjacent  val- 
ley. There  was  ho  diphtheria  near,  nor  no  visitors  to  or  from  in- 
fected places.  The  disease  arose  apparently  de  novo  from  filth. 
Its  simultaneous  appearance  in  widely  separated  places  forbade 
the  idea  of  contagion.  Typhoid  fever  succeeded  the  diphtheria; 
but  when  the  pond  was  kept  full,  the  disease  disappeared.  (Re- 
ported by  Dr.  Watson  of  Groveton.) 

It  is  not  enough  to  secure  a  supply  of  pure  well-water.  Care 
must  be  taken  to  keep  it  pure  and  prevent  the  access  of  foul  drain- 
age. 

The  construction  of  reservoirs  for  the  storage  of  a  public  water 
supply,  and  the  nature  of  the  water-shed  best  adapted  for  the  col- 
lection of  drinking  water,  has  been  brought  before  the  Board,  in 
consultation  with  local  organizations.  Wherever  uncultivated 
land  can  be  obtained  for  a  reservoir,  it  is  preferable ;  nor  is  a  peat 
bottom  objectionable  if  the  water  is  of  sufficient  depth  over  it.  The 
only  objection  to  water  collected  from  a  peaty  soil  is  the  coloration, 
and  this  does  not  result  from  organic  contamination,  that  is,  from 
products  of  decay.  In  case  of  a  storage  reservoir  the  coloration  is 
soon  removed  by  oxidation.  In  case  of  a  distributing  reservoir  a 
peaty  bottom  is  decidedly  objectionable. 

All  decaying  vegetable  materials  should  be  removed,  and  the 
soil  for  several  feet  from  underneath  old  buildings,  haystacks,  in 
fine,  in  any  case  where  soil  infiltration  may  have  ensued  from  use 
of  the  soil  for  building  sites  or  storage  purposes.  The  effects  of 
soil  contamination  are  beginning  to  be  understood. 

The  adulteration  of  foods  has  in  a  few  instances  been  investi- 
gated. These  are  of  three  kinds:  (1)  Deleterious.  (2)  Fraudu- 
lent. (3)  Accidental.  The  first  are  substances  directly  injurious 
to  health;  the  second  are  simply  for  purposes  of  gain,  and  are  far 
more  common,  as  the  substitution  of  glucose  for  cane  syrup,  a 
substance  not  harmful  but  containing  much  less  saccharine  quali- 
ties and  of  inferior  value;  Indian  meal  in  mustard  is  another  fami- 
liar example.  Some  work  in  this  department  has  been  done 
during   the   year,  but  a  more  systematic  study   is   planned    for 
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the  ensuing  year.  In  connection  with  the  examination  of  the  sani- 
tary qualities  of  drinking  water,  chemical  examination  of  foods 
will  be  undertaken  more  extensively.  Cream  of  tartar  is  one  of 
the  substances  most  frequently  adulterated,  but  the  worst  substance 
added  is  terra  alba,  the  same  that  is  used  in  candy.  Adulteration 
is  not,  however,  so  common  as  sometimes  represented,  and  is,  as 
before  stated,  oftener  for  the  purpose,  of  passing  off  an  inferior 
article  for  one  of  greater  intrinsic  value. 

Accidental  impurities  often  are  found  that  are  incidental  to  the 
manufacture  of  the  article,  these  are  to  be  expected  and  are  to  be 
carefully  distinguished  from  those  added  by  design.  So  far  as  we 
can  judge  the  most  extensive  mischief  arises  from  the  adulteration 
of  milk,  and  doubtless  a  large  percentage  of  the  infantile  mortality 
of  large  cities  is  due  to  the  lack  of  nutritive  qualities  in  milk  whose 
standard  has  been  lowered  by  the  addition  of  some  foreign  sub- 
stances. Water  alone  will  not  answer,  as  it  lowers  the  specific 
gravity,  and  renders  the  vender  liable  to  detection.  The  substan- 
ces added  are  not  hurtful  in  themselves,  but  the  nutritive  quality 
of  the  milk  is  diminished.  The  use  of  glucose  for  sugar,  and  the 
sale  of  adulterated  or  skimmed  milk  for  the  genuine  artj.de,  are 
perhaps  as  common  as  any. 

There  is  no  satisfactory  model  to  copy  after  in  framing  laws  to 
prevent  and  control  the  adulterations  of  foods,  drugs,  and  medi- 
cines. The  English  law  is  perhaps  the  best,  but  it  does  not,  in 
practice,  always  work  smoothly  and  efficiently.  The  chances  for 
evasion  are  very  great.  During  the  ensuing  year  it  is  expected 
that  our  sanitary  laboratory  will  be  established  for  the  examina- 
tion of  air,  water,  and  food,  if  we  can  accumulate  a  satisfactory 
balance  for  obtaining  the  necessary  appliances. 

PROSPECTIVE    SANITARY    WORK. 

The  establishment  of  a  complete  Sanitary  laboratory  has  already 
been  alluded  to.  At  present  we  are  able  to  make  qualitative  chem- 
cal  examinations  of  drinking  water,  .and  microscopical  examina- 
tions. The  quantitative  work  has  thus  far  been  kindly  performed 
at  the  Agricultural  Experimental  Station.  The  sanitary  examina- 
tions of  air,  water,  and  food  if  made  directly,  would  add  a  valuable 
feature  to  our  work.  We  desire  also  to  make  arrangements  for  a 
systematic  study  of  climatology  and  the  meteorological  conditions 
that  influence  health.4  The  topography  of  the  State  in  relation  to 
local  manifestations  of  disease  is  one  important  department  that  we 
7a 
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are  bow  ready  to  study  systematically.  The  results  that  await 
investigation  in  this  field  are  of  the  greatest  interest  and  impor- 
tance. The  investigation  of  local  conditions  offer  opportunity  for 
almost  unlimited  endeavor.  The  relations  of  climatology  and 
meteorological  conditions,  however,  should  not  longer  be  ignored. 
The  lines  of  effort  already  established  will  be  maintained  as  their 
apparent  usefulness  is  constantly  increasing.

Books  for  town  records  of  vital  statistics  form  a  larger  element 
in  the  expenses  of  the  Board  than  will  ever  be  likely  to  occur  in 
any  one  year  again  ;  between  five  and  six  hundred  dollars  are  called 
for  by  that  item  alone.  The  expenses  for  certificates  of  births, 
marriages,  and  deaths  are  proportionately  larger,  as  a  general  sup- 
ply was  called  for  as  a  necessary  result  of  a  change  in  the  forms. 
Like  expenses  will  not  again  be  incurred,  so  that  we  shall  have 
more  funds  directly  available  for  sanitary  investigation  and  worK. 
We  have  made  it  a  rule  to  keep  a  working  balance  in  the  treasury 
in  case  of  the  outbreak  of  any  epidemic,  as  without  the  "  sinews  of 
war'"  we  should  be  powerless  to  accomplish  anything  even  in  the 
face  of  the  greatest  danger.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  zealous 
laborers  who  have  given  time  and  effort  so  freely  to  aid  our  work. 
As  an  example,  the  location  of  every  case  of  diphtheria  in  Bridge- 
port for  two  years  was  verified  by  Dr.  Wordin,  in  the  construction 
of  the  map  published  in  our  last  report,  yet  the  only  reward  was 
the  consciousness  of  work  well  done.  Almost  invariably  we  find 
all  classes  of  persons  willing  to  aid  us  in  all  possible  ways.  The 
topographical  work  that  requires  to  be  done  to  elucidate  the 
local  conditions  influencing  disease,  and  the  study  of  climatology 
and  meteorological  conditions,  demand  attention  as  soon  as  means 
are  available.

THE  SEWERAGE  OF  MERIDEN. 


This  subject  was  first  brought  indirectly  to  our  attention  by  the 
petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  South  Meriden,  Yalesville,  and  "Wal- 
lingford,  with  inference  to  the  pollution  of  Harbor  brook  and  the 
Quinnipiac  river  from  the  sewage  and  manufacturing  waste 
received  by  Harbor  brook  in  its  passage  through  Meriden,  which 
place  it  entered  as  a  comparatively  pure  stream,  and,  as  was 
claimed,  was  so  contaminated  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
of  these  villages  was  seriously  impaired  in  consequence.  In 
investigating  the  subject  it  was  soon  evident  that  the  health  of  the 
city  of  Meriden  was  as  much  involved  as  that  of  the  villages  men- 
tioned, and  much  more  so  than  that  of  the  more  distant  villages, 
and  that  the  real  point  at  issue  was  the  disposal  of  the  sewage 
of  Meriden,  without  detriment  to  the  health  of  its  own  citizens 
or  of  its  neighbors.  As  an  invitation  was  later  received  from 
the  Mayor  and  Council  of  Meriden  to  investigate  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  that  city,  the  whole  subject  will  be  discussed  under  that 
heading  to  avoid  unnecessary  repetition,  as  the  discussion  of  the 
points  involved  in  the  following  letter  from  Mayor  Lines  includes 
all  the  topics  presented  by  the  petition  before  mentioned.  The 
letter  is  as  follows  : 

Meriden,  August  6,  1879. 
Dr.  C.  W.  Chamberlain, 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Sir:  Pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 
city  of  Meriden,  passed  Aug.  4,  1879,  the  undersigned  have  the 
honor  to  invite  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  inspect  said  city  with 
reference  to  its  sanitary  condition,  our  desire  being  that  you  visit 
us  within  the  next  two  weeks  if  possible,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  practicable — the  wish  of  the  city  government  being  to  have  the 
advice  of  competent  and  disinterested  men  as  to  what  action 
should  be  taken  to  promote  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  this  city 
without  causing  damage  or  unnecessary  annoyance  to  our  neigh- 
bors. We  trust  it  will  be  convenient  and  agreeable  to  your  board 
to  make  this  examination,  and  that  your  report  shall  cover  the 
whole  ground.      We  shall  be  very  glad  to  afford  you  every  facility 
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possible,  and  hope  the  result  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  Meriden 
and  all  her  neighbors.

Prof.  Brewer,  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  and  the  secretary  were 
appointed  as  a  special  committee  in  response  to  this  invitation, 
were  directed  to  make  a  complete  and  thorough  study,  and  were 
given  ample  authority  to  employ  experts,  procure  maps,  charts, 
and  surveys  whenever  requisite.  A  complete  topographical  sur- 
vey of  the  city  of  Meriden  was  obtained  from  S.  C.  Pierson,  city 
surveyor  of  Meriden,  and  a  map  of  the  basin  of  the  Quinnipiac 
from  special  surveys,  the  maps  of  the  coast  survey,  county  and 
township  maps.  The  relative  position  of  these  towns  and  villages 
is  well  shown,  and  the  location  of  every  dam  on  the  river.  The 
map  of  Meriden  shows  also  the  density  of  population,  the  location 
of  the  principal  manufactories,  as  well  as  the  level  of  the  streets. 
The  sharp  grades  and  abrupt  changes  of  level  are  important  ele- 
ments in  the  problem. 

The  city  lies  in  a  circular  basin,  surrounded  by  mountains,  and 
as  will  be  seen  at  a  glance,  has  but  one  outlet  for  drainage — by 
Harbor  brook  and  the  Quinnipiac  river;  this  much  is  settle*  1  by 
the  topography  of  the  place. 

The  study  of  the  questions  involved  in  this  case  includes  more 
points  of  general  interest  and  importance  than  any  that  have  been 
brought  before  the  Board,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  make  our 
work  as  thorough  as  possible.  The  latest  phases  of  the  sewage 
disposal  question  have  been  stated  in  our  general  report.  This  is 
in  advance  of  any  action  yet  taken  in  this  country,  and  the  irriga- 
tion plan  has  not  been  tried  here  on  a  large  scale.  How  much 
the  deep  frosts  of  this  country  would  interfere  with  the  process  is 
not  absolutely  determined,  although  there  seems  no  reasonable 
doubt  after  the  experience  of  Worcester  and  Lenox.  It  is  not, 
however,  claimed  that  the  ideal  has  yet  been  reached  with  ref- 
erence to  the  ultimate  disposal  of  sewage,  only  that  this  plan  is 
the  most  satisfactory  yet  devised,  and  by  far  preferable  to  the 
deposition  or  precipitation  methods.  The  irrigation  and  filtration 
plan  certainly  promises  to  be  unvaryingly  successful. 

Many  of  the  questions  involved  here  belong  to  the  domain  of 
the  sanitary  engineer.     We  at  the  outset  availed  ourselves  of  the 
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services  of  one  of  the  most  eminent  and  well  known  experts  in 
that  department,  Col.  Geo.  E.  Waring,  Jr.,  whose  report  is  here 
included.  We  have  been  largely  guided  by  his  judgment  and 
present  his  opinions  on  many  points,  resting  upon  the  authority  of 
an  expert  in  matters  concerning  which  we  can,  from  the  nature 
of  things  have  but  a  general  knowledge. 

The  question  generally  stated  is,  therefore,  about  as  follows: 
The  city  of  Meriden,  a  rapidly  growing  city,  with  large  manufac- 
turing interests,  having  introduced  a  plentiful  supply  of  water, 
must  of  necessity  be  sewered;  how,  therefore,  can  the  sewage  and 
manufacturing  waste  be  disposed  of  without  injuring  the  health  of 
its  own  citizens  or  that  of  its  neighbors  ?  The  brook  which  flows 
through  the  city  is  manifestly  inadequate  to  safely  dispose  of  the 
sewage,  moreover,  its  course  is  obstructed  by  a  dam  near  the 
city,  winch  adds  to  the  present  unhealthful  condition,  delaying  the 
outflow  of  the  sewage,  and  thus  promoting  putrefaction.  If  the 
sewage  and  manufacturing  waste  can  be  rapidly  removed  and  suf- 
ficiently diluted,  the  problem  is  solved.  The  manufacturing  waste 
is,  with  the  exception  of  that  from  the  woolen  mill,  beneficial  to  the 
sewage  rather  than  otherwise. 

The  small  brooks  which  are  used  as  open  sewers  are  often  over- 
taxed, and,  in  one  or  two  instances,  soil  saturation  is  directly  pro- 
duced thereby.  The  present  outbreak  of  diphtheria  commenced  in 
one  such  locality,  that  had  been  selected  for  thorough  overhauling 
by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  maps  indicate  the  volume  of  water 
that  flows  in  the  different  streams  proportionately,  also,  the  prob- 
abilities of  the  Quinnipiac  providing  a  never-failing  volume  of 
water  for  the  proper  dilution  of  the  sewage.  The  subjoined  letters* 
give  the  results  of  direct  investigation. 

*Dr.  C.  W.  Chamberlain, 

Dear  Sir:  I  have  this  day  measured  water  running  in  Quinnipiac 
River,  below  Hanover  Dam,  and  find  the  same  to  be  4,270,000  gals,  to  the 
hour.  Have  also  measured  the  run  of  Harbor  Brook  in  this  city,  just 
below  Miller  St.,  and  find  result  495,600  gals,  per  hour.  I  measured  the 
Quinnipiac  in  the  tail  race  of  the  cutlery  works,  the  water  just  dripping 
over  the  dam  (allowance  duly  made  and  added  for  same),  time,  10  a.  m.  ; 
and  at  11.30  measured  Harbor  Brook.  In  both  cases,  of  course,  the  water 
is  rather  low.  I  measured  the  river  aud  the  brook  last  March,  when  more 
water  was  running,  and  in  both  measurements  the  ratio  of  brook  to  river 
is  nearly  1  to  9.

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The  different  points  involved  in  the  case  are  pretty  thoroughly 
presented  in  the  report  of  the  Board  to  the  Common  Council,  with 
that  of  Col.  Waring.  An  abstract  of  Col.  "Waring's  paper,  read  at 
Nashville,  which  was  also  sent  with  the  other  papers,  is  given  here, 
as  it  describes  the  plan  advised.

To  His  Honor  H.  Wales  Lines,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Meriden,  the 
Honorable  Court  of  Common  Council,  and  John  L.  Richmond, 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee : 

The  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted  in  response  to 
your  invitation  to  inspect  the  City  of  Meriden,  and  make  such 
report  as  would  cover  the  whole  ground  of  the  sanitary  condition 
and  requirements  of  the  city.  The  questions  involved  have  been 
somewhat  intricate,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  give  them  sufficient 
and  exhaustive  consideration,  with  the  aid  of  expert  advice  on 
matters  that  specially  required  the  skill  and  training  of  the  sanitary 
engineer.  With  reference  to  the  organization  of  the  health  dt'pail- 
ment,  we  would  make  the  same  recommendation  for  Meriden  as 
for  most  of  the  cities  in  the  Stale,  thai  a  permanent  health  board 
be  established,  with  five  members,  three  of  whom  should  be  physi- 
cians, to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  the  Mayor  chairman 
ea  officio.     The  value  of  such  an  organization  in   inaugurating  and

Dear  Sir:  I  have  this  day  visited  Hanover,  and  obtained  the  informs 
tion  you  desired.  Saw  Messrs.  Howell  and  Gady,  practical  managers  of 
the  Cutlery  Co.,  who  stated  that  no  one  had  kepi  statistics,  but  in  their 
observation  the  following  things  may  be  counted  on:  In  1868  there  were 
six  weeks  when  water  did  not  How  over  the  dam  at  all.  (They  had  kept 
the  wheel  running  the  usual  running  time,  lo  hours.)  They  think  that 
during  the  last  two  years  I  lien-  have  nol  been  mure  than  six  nights  thai 
the  apron  was  not  wet. 

In  dry  times  the  ten  hours'  run  draw-  the  water  down  twelve  inches. 

For  an  average  of  all  the  years  of  their  connection  with  the  company 
(more  than  eleven  years)  the  water  has  inn  over  the  dam  75  per  cent,  of 
the  time  while  the  powrer  was  in  use. 

Altogether  it  shows  a  very  unif<rrm  and  copious  flow  of  water  in  the 
river.  Mr.  Cady  states  that  he  has  had  considerable  experience  with  dif- 
ferent water  privileges,  but  considers  this  Hanover  Pond  the  finest  in  that 
particular  (uniformity).

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carrying  forward  systematic  measures  for  improving  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city  would  soon  be  demonstrated.  The  use  of  the 
small  streams  as  open  sewers  is  to  be  deprecated,  and  when  they 
are  manifestly  inadequate,  cemented  vaults  should  be  required  by 
city  ordinance,  this  subject  should  be  placed  under  the  direction  of 
the  health  board,  as  also  the  systematic  scavengering  of  the  city, 
which  should  be  regularly  and  thoroughly  provided  for  at  the  public 
expense.  Proper  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  garbage,  ashes,  and 
refuse  should  be  required  by  ordinance,  to  be  emptied  by  the 
public  carts. 

All  minor  points,  however,  might  be  safely  left  to  an  intelligent 
local  board  of  health,  which  should  have  power  to  make  and  exe- 
cute all  such  regulations,  all  expenditures  to  be  regulated  by  the 
Council,  as  in  other  departments  of  the  city  government. 

The  zeal  and  activity  of  the  present  Health  Committee  are  worthy 
of  all  commendation,  but  the  nature  of  their  work,  indeed,  has 
brought  them  to  about  the  same  conclusion  as  we  recommend. 
It  is  established  beyond  controversy  that  the  rapid  and  complete 
removal  of  waste  and  excrete  matter,  or  the  sewerage  and  drainage 
of  a  city,  is  essential  to  comfort  and  health,  is  a  prime  necessity 
under  all  conditions,  and  rendered  especially  necessary  when  an 
abundant  and  constant  water  supply  is  provided.  This  Meriden 
has  exceptionally  good,  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity,  but  with 
no  system  of  sewerage.  The  retention  of  refuse  and  excrementi- 
tious  matter  for  any  lengthened  period  of  time  in  privy  vaults,  cess- 
pools, slaughter-houses,  or  in  any  other  places  in  the  midst  of  towns 
or  inhabited  districts,  and  the  saturation  of  the  soil  creates  a  nuis- 
ance dangerous  to  health,  and  has  a  close  and  causal  relation  to  the 
prevalence  of  disease.  The  importance  of  thorough  and  system- 
atic drainage,  by  which  the  subsoil  water  of  wet  districts  may  be 
lowered  and  be  preserved  from  pollution  by  the  filth  and  refuse  of 
towns,  is  beginning  to  be  recognized.  Malarial  diseases  have  thus 
been  caused  to  disappear  from  special  localities  and  wide  areas  of 
country,  while  consumption,  the  peculiar  scourge  of  New  England, 
has  been  notably  diminished  in  frequency,  as  repeatedly  demon- 
strated both  in  this  country. and  Europe,  and  the  general  healthful- 
ness  markedly  increased,  as  shown  in  lessened  sickness  and  death 
rates. 

The  drainage  of  the  low  lying  land  in  the  central  portions  of  the 
basin  or  valley  of  Harbor  Brook  is  impeded  by  the  dam  a  short 
distance  below  the  town,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  the  natural 
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drainage  of  the  whole  region  is  interfered  with,  and  subsoil  mois- 
ture retained  in  the  higher  levels  as  well  as  the  lower.  This  neces- 
sarily favors  the  existence  and  prevalence  of  malarial  diseases,  and 
would  be  ground  enough  to  recommend  the  removal  of  this  dam,  if 
for  no  other  reason.  The  lowering  of  the  bed  of  the  stream  and  its 
use  as  an  outlet  for  the  surface  drainage,  as  recommended  by  Col. 
Waring,  would  still  further  aid  in  complete  drainage  of  the  district, 
and  conduce  to  its  general  health  fulness. 

The  present  defective  methods  of  disposal  of  the  sewage  affords 
examples  of  the  most  dangerous  and  offensive  forms,  and  those 
conditions  most  detrimental  to  health.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
sewage  and  manufacturing  waste  finds  its  way  to  Harbor  Brook  ; 
by  the  dam  below  the  city  a  settling  basin  is  formed,  extending  up 
the  ravine  nearly  to  the  borders  of  the  city,  and  from  the  intermit- 
tent use  of  the  water,  from  the  reservoirs  above  the  city  the  banks 
for  a  considerable  distance  are  alternately  covered  and  exposed. 
While  covered  the  solid  material  of  the  sewage  is  deposited,  and 
when  exposed  to  the  sun,  dried,  and  taken  up  into  the  air,  to  carry 
the  germs  of  disease  and  pollute  the  air  along  the  course  of  the 
stream.  The  pond  thus  formed  during  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  year  is  a  mass  of  putrefying  and  decaying  sewage,  pouring  dele- 
terious  gases  into  the  air.  These  can  be  seen  bubbling  up  through 
tlic  turbid  fluid,  and  a  thorough  analysis  further  demonstrated  the 
nature  of  the  processes  here  taking  place. 

The  question  whether  Harbor  Brook  furnished  sufficient  volume 
of  water  to  dilute  the  sewage  and  manufacturing  waste  of  Meriden, 
so  that  ii  would  be  safelv  di  iposed  of  by  aeration  before  decay  and 
putrefaction  should  commence,  is  largely  a  question  of  sanitary 
engineering,  so  that  in  our  conclusions  we  have  been  largely  guided 
by  the  opinion  of  Col.  Waring,  who  was  employed  by  the  board  to 
investigate  the  whole  field,  with  reference  to  an  outlet  for  the  sew- 
age of  Meriden.  The  amount  of  sewage  material  now  to  be  found 
at  different  points  was  also  ascertained  by  careful  analysis,  the  re- 
sults corroborating  the  conclusions  reached  before  from  the  con- 
ditions of  the  case. 

As  it  is  a  matter  of  constantly  increasing  importance  and  neces- 
sity that  the  city  be  provided  with  an  adequate  system  of  sewer- 
age, the  question  arises  :  How  can  this  be  accomplished,  so  that  no 
interests  be  jeopardized  ?  This  result  can  be  permanently  and 
effectually  secured  by  providing  a  trunk  or  main  sewer,  whose  out- 
let   hall  be  below  the  dam  at  South  Meriden,  and  the  disposal  of  the 
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sewage  by  irrigation  and  filtration  upon  the  land  which  is  there 
naturally  favorable  for  such  use.  This,  in  a  sanitary  sense,  is  the 
most  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem.  The  experience  of  other 
cities  similarly  situated  has  proven  its  value,  and  there  is  little 
question  that  sooner  or  later  some  such  disposition  would  be  made, 
even  if  at  first  the  plan  was  adopted  to  use  the  river.  By  adopt- 
ing this  course  at  the  outset  all  harrassing  and  needless  litigation 
would  be  avoided,  and  the  question  satisfactorily  settled  for  all  time. 
By  combining  the  system  of  filtration  and  irrigation  less  land  would 
be  requisite,  and  a  better  provision  made  for  the  winter  months.  The 
experience  of  some  thirty  or  forty  cities  has  demonstrated  the  value 
of  this  method  ;  its  permanency  is  shown  by  the  use  of  the  meadows 
near  Edinburgh  for  hundreds  of  years,  as  after  the  first  outlay  but 
little  care  and  superintendence  is  requisite.  The  tendency  is 
strongly  towards  this  method  of  the  disposition  of  sewage  wher- 
ever practicable,  unless  it  can  be  discharged  directly  into  the  sea, 
and  to  the  absorption  method  rather  than  the  cesspool  system, 
wherever  a  small  lawn  is  available.  In  all  probability  the  sewage 
would  be  sufficiently  diluted  if  discharged  directly  into  the  Quin- 
nipiac,  below  Hanover  dam,  near  the  junction  of  the  mill-race  with 
the  river.  In  the  opinion  of  Col.  Waring,  this  would  be  a  satisfac- 
tory disposition  of  the  sewage  for  a  city  much  larger  than  Meriden. 
Or  subsidence  tanks  might  be  provided,  and  the  resulting  sewage 
settlings,  mixed  with  the  ashes  and  garbage  of  the  city,  be  used  as 
a  fertilizing  material  for  the  plains  below  Meriden.  The  most 
satisfactory,  and.  in  the  end,  cheapest  and  best  disposal  of  the  sew- 
age, however,  is  by  the  method  of  irrigation  and  filtration  first  in- 
dicated.

The  following  is  Col.  Waring's  first  report,  which  was  subse- 
quently confirmed.  An  estimate  will  be  given  in  appendix  of  the 
expense  of  the  system.

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health,  Connecticut : 
Dear  Sir: — After  an  examination  of  the  conditions  affecting  the 
questions  submitted   to  me  in  connection  with  the  sewerage  of 
Meriden,  I  beg  to  report: 
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I.  The  delivery  of  a  considerable  amount  of  household  drain- 
age and  of  manufacturing  waste  into  the  Harbor  brook  within  the 
city  of  Meriden,  now  existing,  may  reasonably  be  considered  a 
legitimate  subject  of  complaint  on  the  part  of  those  who  reside 
near  the  Hanover  pond,  in  which  the  waters  of  the  Harbor  brook 
are  arrested.  If  there  exists  in  the  village  of  Hanover  a  specially 
bad  sanitary  condition,  it  would  certainly  be  reasonable  to  ascribe 
it  largely  to  this  fouling  of  its  pond. 

Naturally,  as  Meriden  grows  and  as  more  of  those  living  near 
the  brook  and  its  branches  seek  to  relieve  themselves  of  the  incon- 
venience of  overflowing  cesspools  by  discharging  the  surplus  waste 
into  these  streams,  this  difficulty  will  increase  and  become  more 
serious.  I  should  say,  however,  that  the  probabilities  are  that 
Meriden  itself  will  suffer  quite  as  much  from  the  arresting  of  foul 
matters  along  the  course  of  the  brook  and  in  Andrew's  pond,  as 
the  people  of  Hanover  can  from  the  deposit  in  their  own  pond. 

II.  So  far  as  the  village  of  Hanover  is  concerned,  the  difficulty 
will  of  course  be  seriously  aggravated  by  the  carrying  out  of  any 
comprehensive  system  of  sewerage  which  shall  have  the  effect  of 
delivering  into  the  Hanover  pond  a  very  increased  amount  of 
organic  waste,  all  of  which  will  be  carried  directly  to  the  outlet  of 
the  sewer,  instead  of  lodging,  as  much  of  it  now  does,  along  the 
course  of  Harbor  brook.  Even  the  present  amount  of  sewage,  if 
delivered  through  pipes  so  that  it  would  all  be  carried  forward  to 
The  outlet,  would  become  much  more  serious,  so  far  as  the  village 
of  Hanover  is  concerned.  Of  course,  the  adoption  of  any  sewage 
system  will  lead  to  a  very  great  increase  of  such  delivery. 

The  execution  of  the  system  of  sewerage  at  present  contemplated 
by  the  city  of  Meriden  would  further  increase  the  difficulty  by 
adding  a  large  amount  of  road  wash  to  the  household  and  manu- 
facturing wastes  above  referred  to.  I  therefore  suggest  that  it 
should  be  made  a  condition  precedent  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
proposed  system  of  sewerage  in  the  city  of  Meriden,  or  of  any 
other  system  of  sewerage  that  may  be  substituted  therefor,  that, 
as  the  beginning  of  the  work,  an  outlet  sewer  should  be  constructed 
to  deliver  at  a  point  below  the  Hanover  dam.  By  the  plan  pro- 
posed, it  is  contemplated  to  deliver  the  sewage  matter  into  the 
present  bed  of  Andrew's  pond,  Andrew's  dam  being  removed. 

This  would  lead  to  the  delivery  of  nearly  the  whole  volume  of 
sewage  matter  into  the  Hanover  pond,  which  could  not  fail  greatly 
to  aggravate  the  present  unfavorable  conditions. 
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The  delivery  of  the  sewerage  of  Meriden  into  the  stream  at  the 
foot  of  the  Hanover  dam  would,  in  my  opinion,  remove  every 
reasonable  objection  that  the  village  of  Hanover  could  bring 
against  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  work. 

In  time,  but  perhaps  in  a  very  long  time,  as  the  population  of 
Meriden  increases,  and  as  the  banks  of  the  Quinnipiac  below 
Hanover  become  more  densely  settled,  the  population  perhaps 
even  as  far  down  as  Wallingford  would  be  annoyed  and  endan- 
gered by  the  delivery  into  the  river. 

Should  these  conditions  arise,  it  will  be  a  very  simple  matter  to 
purify  the  effluent  during  the  summer  season,  when  alone  this  will 
be  necessary,  by  the  agricultural  irrigation  of  the  lands  a  short 
distance  below  the  village  of  Hanover  and  on  the  west  side  of  the 
river.  It  did  not  seem  to  me,  in  my  examination,  that  it  would 
be  either  cheaper  or  better  to  attempt  to  purify  the  effluent  by 
irrigation  between  Meriden  and  Hanover  pond. 

III.  As  the  question  submitted  to  me  related  also  to  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  city  of  Meriden  itself,  I  beg  to  call  your 
attention  to  two  considerations  which  seem  to  me  important. 

1.  The  plan  of  sewerage  now  contemplated  for  Meriden  has  in 
view  the  removal  of  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  storm-water — 
the  water  of  all  rains  except  such  very  severe  or  prolonged  storms 
as  occur  only  five  or  six  times  during  the  year.  It  is  seriously  to 
be  doubted  whether  in  a  sparsely  settled  community,  with  a  large 
surface  area  in  proportion  to  the  population,  any  country  .town  or 
city  like  this  can  afford  or  needs  a  provision  for  removing  storm- 
water  by  underground  conduits.  The  plan  proposed  will  be  enor- 
mously costly  in  execution,  and  will  still  be  inadequate  for  the  only 
storms  which  could  cause  any  damage  to  public  or  private  property. 
There  is  at  present  no  provision  for  an  underground  removal  of 
storm-water,  yet,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  no  serious  damage  is  ever 
produced  by  storms;  and  the  slight  inconvenience  resulting  from 
overflows,  as  at  the  corner  of  Main  street  and  Veteran  street,  may 
be  obviated  by  works  of  very  trifling  cost.  If  the  idea  of  taking 
storm-water  or  surface  wash  into  the  public  sewers  is  given  up, 
and  the  size  of  the  different  sewers  is  adjusted  to  the  removal  of 
household  and  manufacturing  waste  only,  the  whole  problem  will 
become  very  much  simplified. 

The  system  of  sewers  which  I  have  in  mind  would  be  sufficient 
for  the  removal  of  the  waste  of  a  population  of  50,000,  with  a  pro- 
portionate increase  of  its  manufactures. 
9a 
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2.  While  the  withholding  from  Harbor  brook  of  all  organic 
wastes,  except  the  street  wash,  which  would  enter  the  stream  only 
when  considerably  swollen  by  rains,  would  so  ameliorate  its  condi- 
tion as  to  remove  the  offensiveness  of  which  complaint  is  now 
made  during  the  summer  season,  it  is  worth  while  to  consider 
the  great  improvement  to  the  public  health  that  would  result  from 
a  sufficient  drainage  of  the  swamp  which  now  occupies  the  heart 
of  the  city.  This  can  be  perfectly  accomplished  by  removing 
Andrew's  dam,  and  by  lowering  the  bed  of  Harbor  brook  quite 
through  the  whole  length  of  the  city,  so  as  to  bring  the  surface  of 
the  water  ten  feet  below  the  flat  lands  adjoining  it.  This  improve- 
ment would  be  of  only  temporary  value  if  it  stopped  at  a  simple  deep- 
ening of  the  brook,  leaving  its  shores  and  bed  subject  to  disturb- 
ance by  floods.  It  would  be  necessary  to  give  a  smooth,  narrow, 
and  permanent  channel  to  the  stream.  With  the  grade  afforded 
by  the  natural  conditions  the  ordinary  flow  of  the  stream  (the  flow 
at  the  time  of  my  examination)  would  be  carried  by  a  semi-circu- 
lar channel  five  feet  wide  and  two  and  one-half  deep  at  the  center. 
This  channel  should  be,  of  course,  securely  paved  with  stone  or 
planked  to  afford  protection  in  time  of  flood.  The  sides  of  the 
channel  above  the  edges  of  this  gutter  should  be  sloped  back  at 
least  one  and  one-half  horizontal  to  one  perpendicular  to  the  height 
or  nearly  the  height  of  the  stream. 

Throughout  a  large  part  of  the  course,  this  slope  could  be  suffi- 
ciently protected  against  the  action  of  occasional  floods  by  sodding. 
But  in  situations  where  grass  would  not  grow,  as  where  the  stream 
passes  under  buildings,  bridges,  etc.,  the  slope  should  be  paved. 

A  similar  improvement  of  the  tributary  streams  of  Harbor 
brook,  reducing  the  level  of  the  water  to  at  least  five  feet  below 
the  surface  of  the  ground,  I  am  confident  would  result  in  an  ameli- 
oration of  the-  sanitary  condition  quite  equal  to  that  sought  by 
means  of  sewerage.

ABSTRACT    OF    COL.    WARING's    NASHVILLE    PAPER. 

The  arguments  in  favor  of  exclusion  of  storm-waters  from  sew- 
ers are  in  brief  : 

1.  The  increased  cost  of  the  large  sewers. 

2.  Increased  difficulty  in  ventilation  with  increase  in  size. 
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3.  The  larger  become  sewers  of  deposit,  especially  in  hot 
weather,  and  their  contents  decompose. 

•  4.     The  increased  volume  increases  often  the  difficulty  of  satis- 
factory ultimate  disposal. 

5.     The  catch  basins  oftentimes  become  nuisances. 

In  the  plan  for  small  sewers  the  smallest  should  be  six  inches  in 
diameter;  no  larger  size  until  this  with  its  branches,  at  time  of 
greatest  use,  fill  half  full,  and  the  size  should  then  increase  gradu- 
ally. -The  interior  should  be  kept  perfectly  smooth.  Care  should 
be  taken  to  prevent  roughness  at  joints.  Terminal  sewers  should  be 
provided  with  a  flush  tank  at  upper  end  to  secure  daily  flushing. 
Sufficient  man-holes  to  provide  ventilation  should  be  furnished — 
one  every  1000  feet.  Every  house  should  be  connected  without  a 
trap,  but  with  soil  pipe  four  inches  in  diameter  running  to  a  point 
above  the  ridge  of  the  roof.  The  inlets  to  the  sewer  should  be 
funnel-shaped,  pointing  towards  the  direction  of  the  flow.  The  out- 
let, if  water-locked,  should  be  provided  with  means  for  admission 
of  fresh  air — if  open,  protected  from  winds. 

The  system  of  small  pipe  sewers  for  the  removal  of  foul  drain- 
age, manufacturing  waste  for  the  most  part,  excluding  surface  and 
storm  waters,  is  unqualifiedly  recommended  by  the.  Board.  The 
character  of  the  subsoil  favoring  soil  contamination,  easily  becom- 
ing "excrement  sodden,"  is  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  imper- 
vious sewers.  If  constructed  so  as  to  allow  the  entrance  of  sub- 
soil water,  the  sewers  will  of  necessity  allow  the  filthy  sewage 
liquids  to  pass  out.  The  drainage  can  be  readily  provided  for  by 
agricultural  tile  drains,  if  necessary  accompanying  the  sewers,  laid 
alongside  them. 

There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  health  of  Meriden  and  South 
Meriden  have  been  unfavorably  affected  by  the  present  disposal 
of  sewage.  The  great  prevalence  of  diseases  of-  zymotic  type, 
of  malarial  fevers,  and  depressing,  debilitating  forms  of  sickness, 
bear  witness  to  this  fact.  The  letter  of  Dr.  Nickerson,  a  careful 
observer,  is  interesting  in  this  connection: 

Meriden,  Conn.,  Sept.  28,  1879. 

Dear  Doctor:  My  friend,  Dr.  Catlin,  handed  me  your  letter  of 
the  15th  inst.  asking  for  information  in  regard  to  the  malarial  epi- 
demic in  our  vicinity,  and  at  his  request  I  will  make  a  brief  reply. 

When  I  came  here  from  the  army  in  1865,  I  found  frequent 
evidence  of  malarial  infection,  and  early  found  that  I  was  com- 
pelled to  recognize  that  fact  in  my  treatment  of  nearly  all  my  cases 
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of  disease.  I  met  many  instances  of  sciatic  neuralgia,  ophthalmia, 
bilious  colic,  dysentery,  etc.,  of  a  decidedly  intermittent  type,  and 
curable  by  the  use  of  quinine  in  full  doses.  But  after  consultation 
with  physicians,  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  the  first  cases  of 
well  marked  "chills  and  fever,"  so  called,  indicating  the  onset  of 
a  sharp  epidemic,  occurred  in  1868,  and  they  became  more  numer- 
ous until,  on  my  return  from  Kansas,  in  1870,  I  found  it  prevail- 
ing extensively  in  Meriden  and  vicinity,  being  especially  severe 
in  the  village  of  Hanover,  two  miles  south. 

We  had  previously  had  two  summers  of  unusually  long  con- 
tinued heat,  prostrating  our  nervous  systems  and  rendering  us 
peculiarly  liable  to  malarial  forms  of  disease.  Gradually  the  mani- 
festations of  the  attacks  lost  their  purely  nervous  character,  and 
we  had  the  continuance  during  the  interval  of  S37mptoms  that 
pointed  to  chronic  engorgement  of  the  liver,  stomach,  and  spleen. 
Bilious  remittent  fever,  once  a  rara  a/uis  in  New  England,  became 
the  prevailing  type  of  fever  after  a  time,  not  so  readily  arrested 
during  the  first  week,  but  in  many  cases  developing  typhoid  symp- 
toms after  nine  or  ten  days. 

In  1875  the  epidemic  seemed  to  have  reached  its  most  violent 
point,  and  we  have  met  less  cases  of  decided  intermittent,  attended 
by  marked  chill,  fever,  and  sweating,  but  we  find  very  common 
all  the  phenomena  characterized  by  the  books  as  "  chronic  mala- 
ria," all  cases  being  more  persistent,  more  depressing,  attended  by 
more  evidence  of  gastric  disturbance,  and  less  amenable  to  the 
usual  forms  of  medication. 

We  now  have  typho-malarial  fevers,  bilious  pneumonias,  low 
types  of  dysentery,  persistent  enlargement  of  liver  and  spleen, 
accompanied  by  severe  and  obstinate  cough,  pains  in  the  side,  etc., 
rheumatisms  of  a  decided  malarial  form,  and  a  peculiar  affection 
attended  by  spinal  tenderness,  and  tingling  in  the  extremities. 

During  the  past  five  or  six  years  we  have  watched,  in  connection 
with  the  above,  the  gradual  development  of  a  typhous  element, 
complicating  nearly  all  the  malarial  forms  of  disease.  This  we 
have  attributed  to  our  vicious  hygienic  surroundings,  our  increas- 
ing population,  our  want  of  any  proper  system  of  sewerage,  all 
rendered  more  virulent  by  our  liberal  water  supply.  In  other 
words,  we  have  been  once  more  illustrating  the  fatal  experience  of 
a  growing  city  introducing  a  water  supply  without  the  compen- 
sating sewerage.  This  element  has  given  us  man\  diphtheroid  dis- 
eases— croup,  erysipelas,  puerperal  fever,  etc.,  etc.,  which  have  been 
the  main  contributors  to  our  large  death  list,  and  still  continue 
with  unabated  force. 

Practically  all  these  should  be  considered  as  complications  of 
the  main  epidemic — the  malarial, — and  my  observations  in  Meriden 
during  these  years  gives  me  confidence  to  affirm  that  more  lives 
would  be  saved  if  we  could,  in  our  treatment  of  all  the  above 
forms,  pay  less  attention  to  these  complications  and  keep  our  eye 
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steadily  directed  to  the  epidemic  extensively   prevailing   at  the 
time.  I  remain,  very  respectfully,

The  existence  of  malarial  fevers  along  the  valley  of  the  Quin- 
nipiac  is  apparently  part  of  the  general  movement,  as  there  has 
been  a  steady  encroachment  upon  new  territory  each  year,  both 
Hamden  and  North  Haven  below  Wallingford  have  suffered  much 
more  severely  than  the  villages  between  North  Haven  and  Meri- 
den  ;  in  Hamden  and  vicinity  there  was  excessive  mortality  from 
typho-malarial  and  congestive  fevers — twelve  deaths  in  Hamden, 
and  five  in  North  Haven.  So  that  the  existence  of  malarial 
fevers  in  the  region  generally  is  part  of  a  general  epidemic  influ- 
ence whose  causes  and  periods  are  not  yet  well  understood. 

The  typhoid  and  low  sesthenic  debilitating  forms  of  the  disease 
are  doubtless  favored  and  induced  by  sewage  emanations.  In  the 
opinion  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Hunt  of  New  Jersey,  and  others,  malarial 
fevers  are  produced  by  excremental  contamination  of  soil,  water, 
or  air,  in  the  same  general  manner  as  typhoid.  However  that  may 
be,  there  is  little  doubt  of  the  baleful  influence  upon  health  of 
Harbor  brook  and  its  emanations  in  its  present  condition.  The 
following  analyses  show  that  traces  of  sewage  contamination  can 
hardly  be  found  by  the  time  Wallingford  is  reached:

There  is  no  very  great  difference  between  the  last  two,  yet  the 
first  is  water  taken  from  the  Quinnipiac  river  a  mile  above  Meri- 
den, between  Meriden  and  Cheshire;  the  latter,   water  from  the 
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lower  end  of  the  reservoir  at  Wallingford.  All  trace  of  sew- 
age contamination  has  almost  if  not  entirely  disappeared;  the 
difference,  indeed,  is  not  well  marked.  Following  the  course  of 
the  Quinnipiac  from  Yalesville  to  Wallingford  in  a  flat-boat,  it 
was  found  to  be  quite  rapid  often,  and  the  water  thrown  into 
ripples  and  exposed  to  the  air  by  frequent  shallows  and  light  falls 
and  rapids.  This  condition  of  the  river  would  indicate  the  possi- 
bility of  a  complete  oxidation  of  the  sewage  if  discharged  into  the 
river,  the  changes  taking  place  so  uniformly  and  rapidly  that  no 
gases  of  decay  would  contaminate  the  air,  consequently  no  detriment 
to  health  ensue.  If  diluted  with  a  proper  volume  of  water,  sewage 
can  be  disposed  of  by  water  carriage  without  detriment  to  the 
health  of  any  living  near  the  stream  thus  used.  Of  course,  the 
less  of  such  material  finding  access  to  our  rivers  the  better,  and  we 
should  advocate  the  purification  of  all  sewage  before  its  admission 
to  any  river;  but  if  that  cannot  be  secured,  the  next  best  plan  must 
be  followed. 

The  committee  of  the  Common  Council  of  Meriden  have  accepted 
the  recommendations  of  our  report  with  some  reservations,  as  fol- 
lows: (Since  then  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  small  sewer  system 
has  been  furnished  by  Col.  Waring,  and  is  given  below.  We  here 
quote  from  the  Meriden  committee's  report.) 

"  In  the  first  place,  Andrew's  dam  should  be  removed  and  the 
mud  and  filthy  sediment  cleaned  out.  We  do  not  propose  the 
lowering  of  Harbor  brook  through  the  city,  for,  among  other 
reasons,  the  nature  of  the  subsoil  makes  it  too  costly  an  undertak- 
ing, and  we  are  convinced  that  when  the  railroad  bridge  is  built 
and  the  deposits  above  that  point  removed  to  the  established  grade, 
the  drainage  will  be  satisfactory,  or  as  nearly  so  as  we  can  afford 
to  make  it.  We  favor  the  establishment  of  the  bounds — sides,  top, 
and  bottom — of  the  several  brooks  flowing  into  the  main  stream, 
the  capacity  of  the  several  streams  to  be  such  as  will  discharge  the 
water  of  their  sheds  in  times  of  great  storms.  We  urge  that  the 
several  streams,  including  Harbor  brook,  be  regularly  cleared  of 
filthy  deposits,  the  construction  of  pipe  drains  for  large  accumula- 
tions of  storm-water We  advocate  the  disposal  of 

sewage  ...  by  means  of  small  pipes  and  a  comparatively 
small  trunk  sewer  to  some  point  below  Hanover  dam,  there  to 
discharge  into  the  river.

"  The  estimate  formerly  contemplated  involved  an  expenditure  of 

$550,000,"  that  is  sewers  to  include  surface  and  storm-water,  with 

•  outlet  at  Andrew's  pond  instead  of  below  Hanover.     The  lessened 

cost  of  labor  since  the  former  estimate  is  probably  offset  by  the 

difference  in  outlet.

Like  most  of  the  older  cities  constructed  before  the  value  of 
the  services  of  the  sanitary  engineer  was  appreciated,  many  arti- 
ficial sources  of  water,  air,  and  soil. pollution  detrimental  to  health 
have  been  caused  as  a  busy,  thriving,  manufacturing  city  was  de- 
veloped from  the  straggling,  irregularly  arranged  collection  of 
buildings  that  first  marked  the  site.  Other  than  sanitary  considera- 
tions generally  control  the  location  of  cities  and  villages.  Some  nat- 
ural advantages  for  manufacture  or  commerce  control  the  selection 
usually,  the  higher  levels  are  chosen  for  the  construction  of  dwell- 
ings, the  low  lands  used  for  shops,  stores,  and  factories. 

In  process  of  time,  however,  as  the  necessity  for  tenements  near 
the  centers  of  work  and  trade  increases,  the  low  lands  are  utilized 
for  buildings;  swamps  and  hollows  that  have  been  filled  in  with 
refuse  and  garbage  are  used  also  as  sites,  and  dwelling  houses  are 
constructed  upon  this  reeking,  fermenting,  and  in  some  cases  ex- 
crement-sodden foundation.  The  natural  slopes  and  levels  receive 
no  attention,  nor  in  the  process  of  grading,  constructing  new 
streets,  and  public  works  generally  is  the  slightest  consideration 
given  to  the  outflow  of  the  ground  water  when  the  provisions  for 
its  movement  that  naturally  existed  are  carelessly  obstructed  and 
destroyed. 

As  a  matter  of  course  no  thought  is  paid  to  removing  condi- 
tions naturally  unfavorable  to  free  drainage.  The  relations  of  the 
level  of  the  ground  water  to  the  healthfulness  of  a  place  have 
indeed  been  but  recently  recognized;  as  a  general  rule  the  lower 
the  level  of  the  ground  water,  that  is,  the  further  it  is  necessary 
to  go  below  the  surface  before  the  water  line  is  reached,  the  greater 
is  the  healthfulness  of  a  place,  and  the  nearer  to  the  surface  the 
ground  water  reaches  the  greater  the  unheal thfulness  to  be  ex- 
pected, with  of  course  some  exceptional  conditions.  The  most 
unsanitary  condition,  however,  is  a  constantly  fluctuating  level. 
This  explains  one  of  the  natural  disadvantages  of  New  Orleans:

the  ground  water  comes  within  two  or  three  feet  of  the  surface, 
and  by  constant  action  soon  permeates  the  walls  of  vaults,  cess- 
pools, and  the  like,  and  allows  seepage  of  their  filthy  contents. 
The  ground  water  when  polluted  is  a  ready  carrier  of  contamina- 
tion constantly  in  action.  After  a  while  the  occurrence  of  some 
epidemic,  either  caused  directly  or  prepared  for  by  the  polluted 
ground  water  and  contaminated  soil,  attracts  attention  to  the  un- 
sanitary conditions  that  exist,  and  sewerage,  and  perhaps  drain- 
age, are  considered. 

One  of  the  resultants  of  impurity  of  ground,  air,  and  water — 
for  we  must  remember  that  there  is  no  vacuum  in  nature,  and  that 
the  spaces  between  the  molecules  and  particles  of  the  soil  is  occu- 
pied by  fluids  or  gases,  and  above  the  level  of  the  ground-water 
these  spaces  are  filled  with  air,  which  also  is  in  constant  motion, 
and  is  more  or  less  laden  with  the  moisture,  and  as  a  matter  of 
course  with  all  the  pollutions  of  the  soil  and  water.  A  cellar  thus 
becomes  an  intercepting  tank  for  the  reception  of  the  ground-air 
which  is  eventually  drawn  up  into  the  occupied  rooms.  The 
ground-air  contaminated  by  the  gases  from  sewers  and  drains 
thus  infests  every  nook  and  corner,  and,  as  has  already  been  stated, 
is  drawn  in  by  the  difference  in  temperature  creating  an  inward 
and  upward  draft  in  the  house. 

Each  year  as  the  population  increases,  the  amount  of  waste  and 
filth  to  be  disposed  of  increases  pari  passu,  and  the  distance  be- 
tween wells,  cellars  and  houses  and  accumulations  of  filth  of  all  sorts 
lessens.  With  sublime  indifference  to  results,  filth  is  allowed  to 
accumulate  in  vault  and  cesspool,  and  few  think  of  any  regular 
and  systematic  methods  of  disposal,  until  compelled  by  actual  ne- 
cessity.    Such  receptacles  are,  as  a  rule,  entirely  neglected. 

These  are  some  of  the  unsanitary  conditions  that  are  caused  by 
carelessness,  and  ignorance  of  the  principles  of  hygiene.  Public 
parks,  drainage,  sewerage,  and  a  pure  water  supply  are  neglected 
as  well,  until  the  city  has  grown  to  considerable  dimensions;  last 
of  all,  and  to  be  searched  for  far  and  wide,  are  school-houses, 
churches,  and  public  buildings  constructed  and  maintained  in 
accordance  with  hygienic  laws;  these  are  not  the  first  buildings 
constructed  for  such  purposes  by  any  means,  but  are  the  last  of  a 
series,  resultants  of  a  process  of  evolution.  The  development 
theory  appears  to  fit  in  here  charmingly,  especially  in  the  require- 
ments it  makes  in  the  element  of  time. 

At  present  there  is  no  difficulty  experienced  in  the  disposal  of 
10a 
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the  sewage  of  New  Britain.  A  good  outline  of  the  proposed 
system  is  given  by  the  accompanying  map.  As  will  be  seen,  the 
greater  part  is  to  be  discharged  into  one  of  the  branches  of  Little 
river.  This  stream  flows  through,  the  towns  of  Newington  and 
West  Hartford,  joining  the  Little  river  in  the  latter  place.  It  is 
a  very  rapid  stream  in  the  greater  portion  of  its  course,  and  flows 
over  a  pebbly  bed  varied  with  cuts  through  the  clay.  Its  whole 
course  was  followed  up  by  the  committee  of  the  Board,  and  sev- 
eral specimens  of  the  water  analyzed.  In  New  Britain  a  brook  of 
considerable  size,  in  fact  the  head-waters  of  the  stream,  is  turned 
into  the  trunk-sewer,  and  flows  through  it  constantly,  thus  keeping 
the  trunk-sewer  flushed,  and  diluting  the  sewage.  The  sewers  in 
New  Britain  receive  the  surface  and  storm-water,  and  as  they  are 
built  of  pervious  material,  act  also  in  lowering  the  subsoil  water. 

The  alternation  of  hill  and  lowland  is  indicated  in  the  map. 
On  the  north  and  west  of  the  city  there  are  hills  with  an  elevation 
of  600  to  800  feet,  running  north  and  south,  and  among  these 
hills  is  Shuttle  meadow  lake,  the  source  of  water  supply  for  the 
city.  This  lake  is  shown  in  the  map  of  the  basin  of  the  Quinni- 
piac  river  situated  just  beyond  the  divide  outside  the  area  line  of 
the  valley  of  that  river.  The  water  is  upland  surface  water.  The 
pond  is  filled  in  summer  with  vegetation,  which  sometimes  gives 
the  water  an  unpleasant  taste. 

The  pond  is  an  artificial  body  of  water,  high,  rocky  cliffs  rise 
abruptly  on  the  east  and  west  side,  on  the  north  the  land  rises 
gradually  and  is  under  cultivation.  The  water  is  carried  2{-  miles 
to  the  distributing  reservoir  on  Walnut  Hill,  shown  on  the  map. 
A  million  gallons  per  day  is  the  average  use.  The  water  as  stated 
becomes  offensive  in  summer,  and  well  water  is  often  substituted. 
There  are  four  public  fountains  in  the  city. 

The  area  included  within  the  city  limits  is  four  square  miles, 
about  one-fourth  of  this  closely  built  up.  Th«  trunk  sewer  is  half 
a  mile  long,  and  there  are  four  miles  of  sewers  constructed  which 
empty  into  this  ;  the  smaller  branch  sewers  are  circular,  18  inches, 
of  Akron  pipe,  brick,  from  20  to  42  inches,  egg-shaped.  The  trunk 
sewer  is  of  brick,  circular  in  shape,  and  is  six  feet  ten  inches  at 
mouth. 

Branch  sewers  are  planned  for  the  whole  city.  House  con- 
nections in  case  of  the  sewers  laid  are  not  yet  universal.  So  the 
question  as  to  the  capacity  of  the  brook  to  dispose  of  the  sewage 
is  not  yet  fairly  tested.     As  it  does  not  touch  any  inhabited  region 
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for  some  time,  it  may  prove  adequate  to  dispose  of  the  sewage 
before  it  reaches  closely  inhabited  regions,  or  any  dwellings  near 
its  banks,  as  it  flows  through  fields.  The  sewage  would  be  unob- 
jectionable in  cultivated  fields,  as  it  would  add  to  their  fertility. 
Some  enterprising  farmer  might  now  find  it  to  advantage  to  con- 
struct channels  through  his  fields  to  divert  the  stream  and  cause  it 
to  yield  up  a  portion  of  its  fertilizing  material  before  it  passes 
along.  There  is  abundance  of  land  well  situated  for  irrigation, 
which  offers  a  solution  for  the  problem  of  the  ultimate  disposal  of 
the  sewage,  should  the  capacity  of  the  brook  be  overtaxed.  The 
rapid  current  and  the  amount  of  vegetation  along  its  banks  favor 
the  rapid  disposal  of  the' sewage.  Already  the  meadows  through 
which  it  flows  take  on  a  richer  green  for  considerable  distance 
along  its  course.  As  the  stream  runs,  it  has  probably  a  twelve- 
mile  course  before  emptying  into  Little  river.  The  bends  and 
turns  are  numerous. 

A  question  arises,  however,  of  more  importance  when  the  brook 
flows  through  pastures  and  is  used  for  a  water  supply  for  cattle. 
Thus  far  not  enough  sewage  enters  the  brook  to  cause  any  appre- 
hension on  this  score,  even  in  low  water  in  summer,  as  the  volume 
of  water  from  the  water  supply  would  maintain  some  volume  to 
the  stream,  also  the  manufactories  contributing  some  from  their 
reservoirs. 

The  spread  of  typhoid  fever  and  diphtheria  through  the  medium 
of  milk,  as  described  in  the  case  of  typhoid  fever  by  Drs.  Dun- 
can, Ball,  and  others  in  England,  and  the  epidemic  of  diphtheria 
in  the  north  of  London,  reported  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Power,  attracted 
considerable  attention,  and  the  question  was  asked  whether  in  the 
case  of  sewage  water  being  drank  by  the  cows  the  milk  might  not 
become  infected. 

In  the  instances  above  referred  to  the  milk  became  infected  by 
human  agency  after  it  was  stored  in  pails  or  pans  or  in  process  of 
milking.  Scarlatinal  infection  is  believed  to  have  been  communi- 
cated to  milk  during  the  act  of  milking,  by  persons  the  skin  of 
whose  hands  had  been  peeling  during  convalesence  from  that  dis- 
ease. "In  Penrith  a  domestic  servant  suffering  from  typhoid 
fever  was  brought  home  to  her  parents,  who  supplied  fourteen 
families  from  their  dairy.  Seven  of  these  families  took  the  dis- 
ease. There  had  been  no  previous  cases."  In  Dr.  Ballard's 
report  107  cases  occurred.  The  dairyman  and  two  of  his  family 
had  typhoid  fever.     The  well  was  a  few  yards  from  the  privy. 
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The  handle  of  the  pump  was  chained  and  locked.  A  sudden 
cessation  of  fever  cases  occurred  about  fourteen  days  later,  just 
the  incubation  period  of  typhoid  fever. 

The  milk  becomes  infected,,  therefore,  in  cases  when  it  becomes 
the  agent  in  the  spread  of  disease.  The  washing  of  pails  and 
cans  in  infected  water  would  be  sufficient  to  infect  the  milk. 
Unless,  therefore,  the  cattle  were  made  sick  by  the  drinking  of 
impure  water,  it  is  not  easily  seen  how  any  danger  could  arise. 
Thus  far  cattle  have  refused  to  drink  badly  tainted  water,  and  it 
is  not  probable  that  it  would  be  consumed  under  circumstances 
that  would  render  it  noxious.  What  the  results  might  be  in  case 
of  a  severe  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  in  New  Britain 
is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  It  is  not,  however,  probable  that  the 
disease  germs  would  survive  passage  through  the  digestive  organ- 
ism and  secretory  systems  of  the  animal  and  infect  the  milk. 
There  is  a  thousand-fold  more  danger  of  milk  becoming  infected 
by  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  dairyman's  family  or  the  con- 
tamination of  the  water  used  about  the  dairy  in  cleansing  the 
pans,  etc. 

A  systematic  removal  of  garbage  should  be  provided,  and 
greater  care  in  disposing  of  the  scavangering  waste  and  the  exclu- 
sion of  garbage  and  offal  from  the  material  used  in  filling  and 
grading.  As  the  country  becomes  more  densely  populated  greater 
care  will  be  compelled  in  such  matters.  Next  to  sewerage  a 
thorough  scavangering  ranks  in  the  sanitary  requirements  of  city.

THE  POLLUTION  OF  STKEAMS. 


PROF.   W.  H.  BREWER. 


This  subject  has  been  discussed  in  this  State  during  the  past 
year  more  than  usual,  but  this  is  because  of  a  growing  interest  in 
the  matter  rather  than  because  of  any  new  features.  Special 
cases  have  been  before  the  Board,  but  there  has  been  no  general 
investigation  made  by  the  Board  or  its  committee  sufficiently  full 
to  call  for  an  extended  report. 

But  throughout  the  world,  every  year  shows  a  growing  senti- 
ment for  the  better  legal  protection  of  the  purity  of  drinking- 
waters.  This  is  much  easier  where  the  source  is  in  springs  or 
wells,  because  of  the  localization  of  such  water  supply;  and  yet, 
as  a  practical  matter,  it  is  often  much  more  difficult  to  effect  than 
it  ought  to  be. 

In  the  case  of  streams,  it  is  vastly  more  difficult  for  a  variety  of 
reasons,  not  the  least  of  which  is  that  the  manufacturing  industries 
are  affected,  and  moreover  its  relations  to  the  general  health  is 
more  extensive  and  varied.  This  question  is  now  more  generally 
before  sanitarians  than  any  other  single  sanitary  problem,  and 
as  yet  no  solution  has  been  reached  which  will  satisfactorily  reach 
all  the  difficulties.  The  best  results  are  compromises  which  have 
been  reached  at  the  expense  of  other  disadvantages.  It  is  before 
every  Health  Board  in  some  way.  The  International  society  for 
the  prevention  of  pollution  of  rivers,  the  soil,  and  the  atmosphere, 
held  its  third  annual  meeting  at  Baden  Baden  in  September  of  this 
year,  and  indeed  we  may  say  that  the  whole  civilized  world  is  at 
this  problem. 

There  are  now  over  twenty  places  in  this  State  with  water-works, 
about  three-fourths  of  which  are  public  works,  the  others  are 
private  companies.  Sixteen  of  these  works  supply  places  having 
an  aggregated  population  estimated  at  230,000.  Anything  so 
directly  affecting  the  health  of  so  many  people  in  this  State  should 
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receive  an  amount  of  attention  and  study  we  have  as  yet  been  un- 
able to  give,  further  than  to  attend,  as  best  we  can,  to  the  special 
questions  when  they  arise.  Any  general  report  must  therefore 
be  deferred. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  PRISON. 


In  April  the  Prison  Commissioners  asked  the  Board  of  Health 
to  make  a  sanitary  inspection  of  the  State  Prison  at  Wethersfield. 
In  response  to  this,  Dr.  Chamberlain  and  Prof.  Brewer,  as  a  com- 
mittee, have  twice  visited  the  prison,  respectively  on  Tuesday, 
April  29,  and  Saturday,  Dec.  6,  1879. 

At  the  first  visit  a  careful  examination  was  made,  and  various 
things  were  found  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  place  which 
the  committee  found  reason  to  criticise,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations accordingly.  At  the  time  of  the  second  visit,  the 
sanitary  conditions  were  so  much  better  that  the  examination  was 
not  carried  farther  than  to  the  shops,  the  yard,  and  the  manure 
heaps  in  the  rear. 

Between  the  dates  of  these  two  visits,  inquiries  were  made  rel- 
ative to  other  prisons;  both  members  of  the  committee  visited  in 
person  the  Tennessee  State  Prison  at  Nashville,  and  one  member 
the  State  Prison  at  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  and  the  State  Prison  at  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  and  inspected  the  sanitary  conditions,  arrangements 
and  appliances,  the  hospital,  and  the  method  of  keeping  the  hos- 
pital books.  Every  facility  was  most  courteously  afforded  for  their 
investigations. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  how  much  of  the  sickness  and  mortality 
of  the  year  previous  to  our  first  visit  was  due  to  conditions  beyond 
the  control  of  the  prison  officials;  and  the  method  of  keeping  the 
hospital  records  is  such  that  it  is  very  difficult,  if  not  practically 
impossible,  to  learn  from  them  what  the  health  or  sickness  of  the 
prisoners  was  at  any  one  date  or  period. 

"  The  Cove  "  back  of  the  prison  is  doubtless  an  unwholesome 
neighbor,  but  so  long  as  the  prison  is  where  it  is,  this  must  be 
endured.  The  prison  itself  is  faulty  in  its  original  construction. 
The  hospital  accommodations  are  not  what  they  ought  to  be,  and 
the  committee  think  they  should  be  bettered,  and  if  the  State  con- 
cedes with  these  views  and  is  ready  to  act,  this  Board  will  be  glad 
to  render  any  aid  it  can. 
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In  the  meantime  the  committee  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
suggestions : 

1.  That  the  insane  be  treated  elsewhere  than  in  the  prison. 
This  ought  to  need  no  argument  at  this  period  in  the  history  of 
prisons,  and  in  the  light  of  our  present  knowledge  respecting  the 
treatment  of  the  insane — and,  indeed,  the  committee  have  no  new 
arguments  to  offer.  A  prison,  and  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
the  insane,  are  so  opposed  to  each  other  in  all  their  objects  and 
practices,  save  the  one  of  isolation  from  society,  that  it  ought  not 
to  be  asked  that  the  officers  of  the  prison  should  manage  both 
kinds  of  institutions.  When  the  physician  in  charge,  or  any  other 
properly  constituted  authority,  is  convinced  that  a  convict  is  in- 
sane, every  interest  of  humanity  and  the  ultimate  good  of  the 
State  demands  that  he  should  be  treated  in  the  way  which  expe- 
rience has  shown  as  best  for  the  insane,  and  by  those  persons  to 
whom  the  State  has  entrusted  the  special  care  of  such  unfortu- 
nates. 

DAILY   HOSPITAL  REGISTER 
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2.  That  a  different  system  of  hospital  records  be  adopted.  In 
all  those  other  States  where  we  have  any  special  information  per- 
taining to  this  subject,  the  records  are  kept  much  fuller  and  more 
systematically  than  in  ours,  and  in  some,  if  not  in  all,  this  fuller 
information  is  specially  demanded  by  State  laws. 

We  recommend  that  three  books  be  kept  for  classifying  hospi- 
tal information,  besides  the  daily  blotter. 

The  first,  which,  may  be  called  the  Personal  Record,  to  contain 
the  physical  condition  of  each  convict  at  the  time  he  is  received 
into  the  prison,  (or  when  the  book  is  opened,)  and  of  his  ailments 
later,  that  his  condition  during  his  prison-life  may  be  learned  with- 
out wading  through  the  daily  reports  for  the  whole  period. 

The  second  to  be  a  Daily  Hospital  Register,  so  kept  that  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  entire  prison  as  indicated  by  the  sickness 
of  the  prisoners  may  be  seen  each  day,  the  pages  so  ruled  that  each 
page  will  be  the  register  of  a  month.  A  blank  is  appended 
marked  A,  as  a  suggestion.  This  has  been  suggested  by  and  sim- 
plified from  the  "  Daily  Prison  Eegister"  used  in  the  prisons  of 
New  York  State,  where  the  record  is  carried  out  to  sixteen  col- 
umns, but  which  we  have  simplified  to  nine. 
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The  third,  which  may  be  called  Monthly  Health  Statement,  to  show 
the  prevalence  of  each  ailment  for  each  month  of  the  year.  A 
blank,  marked  B,  is  appended  as  a  suggestion  rather  than  as  an 
absolute  model,  the  list  of  diseases  to  be  as  full  as  the  size  of  the 
page  will  allow,  but  made  fuller  than  my  sheet  shows.  If  prefer- 
able, such  a  statement  might  be  made  for  each  week,  but  we  think 
that  for  each  month  will  be  on  the  whole  better.  In  some  States, 
such  a  monthly  statement  is  required  by  law  to  be  presented  to 
the  Legislature  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

The  value  of  such  records  as  we  have  suggested  will  not,  we 
think,  be  questioned,  and  that  it  is  perfectly  practicable  for  the 
hospital  attendant  to  do  it  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  in  other 
States  they  are  so  kept,  and  indeed  much  fuller  than  we  have 
recommended.  The  plan  for  hospital  records  was  submitted  in 
outline  to  the  physician  in  charge  and  the  warden,  and  met  their 
approval. 

3.  That  the  place  in  the  rear  of  the  yard  used  to  deposit  filth, 
to  be  sold  as  manure,  be  entirely  covered  by  a  roof,  and  that  the 
material  during  the  warm  weather  be  removed  as  fast  as  it  accu- 
mulates.

RAINAGE  OF  FAIRFIELD. 


SICKNESS  FROM  IMPURE  ICE. 


DRAINAGE  OF  FAIRFIELD. 


The  following  account  by  Mr.  F.  Sturgis  of'  Fairfield  presents  a 
graphic  account  of  the  changes  in  that  locality  and  the  drainage 
work  undertaken.  The  accompanying  map  shows  the  relation  of 
the  points  mentioned.  The  letter  presents  the  subject  so  fully  that 
no  further  comments  are  required.     With  the  omission  of  a  few 

sentences,  it  is  as  written: 

Fairfield,  November  25,  1879. 
Dr.  C.  W.  Chamberlain, 

Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

My  dear  Sir :  At  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  G-arlick,  I  beg  io  offer 
to  you  a  summary  of  the  drainage  work  undertaken  and  accom- 
plished during  this  season  in  this  village,  and  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  the  reasons  which  have  induced  us  to  undertake  it. 
The  accompanying  diagram  will  give  you  the  relative  positions  of 
the  various  portions  of  the  work,  and  will  serve  as  explanatory  of 
the  general  subject.  Fairfield  and  Mill  Plain  I  shall  speak  of  as  a 
whole,  in  order  that  I  may  cover  the  ground  which  has  occupied  our 
attention.  This  district  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  Mill  river,  on  the 
east  by  Ash  creek,  on  the  north  it  follows  the  course  of  Mill  river 
until  it  reaches  the  hills,  and  on  the  south  is  bounded  by  the  Sound. 
The  lay  of  the  land  is  first  the  sand  beach,  then  an  extent  of  salt 
meadows,  then  the  two  sections  of  flat  land,  comprising  the  thickly 
populated  part  of  each  village,  and  then  the  hills.  The  soil  of  Mill 
Plain  is  underlaid,  with  coarse,  porous  gravel  down  to  the  springs. 
That  of  Fairfield  is  underlaid  in  part  with  sand,  and  in  part  with 
loamy  gravel,  or  in  some  places  with  hard  pan.  As  you  approach 
and  rise  to  the  hills,  you  meet  spurs  of  rock,  generally  draining  in 
lines  paraUel  to  the  streams,  and  find  a  sandy,  loamy  soil  mixed 
with  coarse  stones.  My  recollection  of  the  physical  condition  of 
the  locality  goes  back  to  1840.  Since  then  I  have  marked  the 
changes  by  periods  of  years. 

Commencing  at  the  east,  or  Ash  creek,  in  the  past  we  found  a 
tide  stream  of  large  volume,  dammed  at  a  distance  of  half  a  mile 
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from  the  mouth,  and  occupied  by  two  large  flouring- mills.  The 
mouth  opened  at  right  angles  with  the  beach,  with  a  depth  of 
water  sufficient  for  sloops  to  go  to  the  mills. 

Now,  we  find  the  mills  and  tide-gates  gone,  the  dams  only  exist- 
ing as  barriers  to  the  proper  flow  of  water,  the  creek  gradually 
filling,  the  mouth  .  no  longer  navigable,  and  the  course  of  the 
stream  turned  parallel  with  the  beach.  Turning  to  Mill  river  on 
the  west,  we  found  a  stream,  forming  at  its  mouth  the  harbor  of 
Southport,  occupied  a  short  distance  from  the  mouth  by  a  tide- 
mill  to  which  sloops  could  go,  and  about  two  miles  above  no 
less  than  four  or  five  mills,  all  running.  Now  we  find  a  harbor 
with  difficulty  kept  open,  the  tide-mill  running  but  seldom,  and 
but  one  of  the  other  mills  in  existence.  The  mill-ponds  as  a 
rule  filled  up  with  mud  nearly  to  the  surface  of  the  water,  and  a 
constant  accretion  of  mud  in  all  parts  of  the  river-bed. 

Between  the  two  streams  mentioned  there  was  Pine  creek  com- 
ing in  from  the  Sound,  with  an  open  mouth,  and  furnishing  a 
large  volume  of  salt  water  for  all  the  marshes  of  the  village.  In 
its  wider  parts,  it  had  a  width  of  100  feet;  as  a  boy  I  have 
crabbed  from  bank  to  bank  with  ample  water  at  low  tide  for  my  boat. 
Now  you  find  the  old  mouth  closed  by  a  large  sand -bank,  and 
the  stream,  making  its  way  out  parallel  to  the  beach.  The  mouth 
is  reduced  in  width,  and  in  my  opinion  does  not  allow  one-half  the 
water  to  go  in  that  formerly  did.  The  channel  is  reduced  in  the 
wider  parts  to  a  width  at  low  tide  of  twenty  feet — the  remainder 
being  filled  with  mud  on  each  side,  scarcely  covered  at  high  tide. 
The  portions  of  the  creek  where  eel  grass  formerly  grew  as  the 
mud  has  accumulated  have  become  covered  with  a  species  of  pest- 
weed.  And  in  general,  where  formerly  were  wide  ditches  with 
abundance  of  water,  you  now  find  mud  and  but  little  water. 

Drawing  a  line  north  through  the  middle  of  the  village,  you 
find  the  minor  rills  draining  toward  Mill  river  on  the  west,  Pine 
creek  on  the  west  center,  and  toward  Ash  creek  on  the  east  center, 
and  east,  excepting  those  which  drained  into  a  pond  called  Hyde's 
pond,  which  lay  on  the  west  of  the  center  line  and  which  had 
no  visible  outlet. 

The  trees  in  this  locality  have  increased  largely  in  the  past  forty 
years.  Then  it  would  be  called,  perhaps,  sparsely  wooded,  now 
almost  densely  wooded.  In  1840  there  was  no  railroad,  and  the 
hill-streams  found  their  way  without  difficulty  to  their  natural 
outlet.     Now  we  find  the  railroad  embankment  cutting  off  many 
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of  the  streams  with  insufficient  or  filled  up  culverts,  and  in  many 
instances  no  outlet  provided.  -My  remembrance  of  the  health  of 
the  villages  is  that  we  had  no  thought  of  chills  and  fever,  or  ma- 
larial disease  in  any  form.  The  growth  of  chills  and  fever  has 
been  gradual  and  increasing,  until  within  the  past  two  or  three 
years  it  has  been  almost  an  epidemic.  It  has  seemed  to  me  that 
the  atmosphere  has  entirely  changed,  during  the  summer  it  has 
been  very  oppressive  and  dank,  producing  a  sensation  of  oppression 
to  the  whole  system  almost  insupportable. 

After  our  Centennial  celebration,  July  8,  1879,  several  gentlemen 
in  the  village  of  Fairfield,  whose  minds  had  been  considering  the 
faults  of  drainage  of  their  section,  and  who  appreciated  the  neces- 
sity of  restoring  by  some  means  the  character  for  health  of  our  town, 
met  together  and  resolved  to  form  a  Village  Improvement  So- 
ciety. Under  the  auspices  of  that  society  the  various  works 
have  been  done.  My  own  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  subject 
were  as  follows  : 

1st.  That  in  the  mill  streams  the  removal  of  the  mills  had  taken 
away  the  flush  necessary  to  keep  them  sweet,  and  free  of  mud 
banks.  Hence  the  gradual  filling  of  the  mill-ponds,  and  the  form- 
ation of  mud  banks  in  all  parts  of  the  stream. 

2d.  That  in  Pine  Creek  the  neglect  of  the  mouth,  allowing  it  to 
close,  and  the  neglect  in  not  regularly  cleaning  the  ditches, 
and  the  formation  of  obstructions  to  the  outlet  of  the  tide  water, 
have  caused  an  unhealthy  accumulation  of  vegetable  matter 
throughout  the  whole  meadow  surface. 

3d.  That  depression  of  the  surface  formerly  drained  has  been 
allowed  by  neglect  to  become  filled  up  and  stagnant. 

4th.  That  other  depressions  have  been  caused  by  the  running 
of  the  railroad  across  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  by  not  in  all  instances 
providing  proper  outlets  for  the  water. 

5th.  That  time  has  made  many  places,  formerly  not  unhealthy, 
now  positively  unhealthy  by  the  gradual  hardening  of  the  under 
gravel. 

(I  have  specimens  of  ground  taken  from  some  of  my  work 
where  water  has  stood  for  many  years,  which  are  as  hard  as  con- 
crete, and  entirely  impervious  to  water.) 

6th.  That  the  increased  number  of  trees  has  also  caused  places 
to  become  unhealthy  which  formerly  were  not  so. 

The  works  undertaken  and  completed,  and  which  all  bear  upon 
my  theory  of  the  remedy  for  our  difficulties,  I  will  enumerate  by 
number,  and  mark  them  on  the  map. 
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No.  1.  A  drain  of  1,800  feet,  to  carry  the  water  as  it  falls  and 
runs  from  the  neighboring  hills,  from  the  flat  and  depressed  sur 
faces  of  Mill  Plain  to  the  river,  instead  of  allowing  it  to  stand  and 
soak  away  into  the  ground,  or  to  rise  to  such  a  height  as  to  make 


its  way  over  gardens  and  under  barns  to  the  level  of  drain  No.  2. 
No.  2  is  a  short  drain  of  250  feet,  carrying  the  water  from  the 
road  and  from  a  field  where  a  pocket  had  formed  of  impervious 
ground,  and  where  water  lay  until  it  evaporated. 
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No.  3  is  a  short  drain  of  300  feet,  draining  a  hole  (formerly,  I 
am  almost  certain  drained,  although  we  found  no  evidence  of  it,) 
from  which  the  surrounding  inhabitants  say  a  cloud  arises  so  thick 
that  it  can  almost  be  cut  with  a  knife,  and  so  offensive  as  to  compel 
the  closing  of  doors  and  windows. 

No.  5  is  the  rebuilding  of  a  bridge,  and  the  lowering  of  its  bed 
two  feet  and  a  half,  so  that  the  water  flows  out  as  low  as  the  tide 
will  permit  it.  This  water  way  had  filled  up  two  feet  and  over, 
thus  preventing  the  flow  from  all  the  ditches  above  to  that  extent. 
This  creek  is  the  upper  part  of  Pine  Creek,,  and  receives  into  it  the 
water  from  the  hills  back  of  Mill  Plain,  through  the  brook  into 
which  No.  2  drain  empties,  also  the  water  from  No.  6  drain. 

No.  6  drains  Hyde's  Pond,  and  takes  off  all  the  water  from  a 
large  section  formerly  under  water  in  heavy  rains  and  spring  time . 
It  is  1,500  feet  long,  and  of  15  x  20  pipe. 

No.  7  is  a  drain  of  some  1,800  feet,  draining  a  bad  hole  (which 
was  formerly  drained,  but  entirely  filled  up,)  and  a  large  section 
of  the  back  part  of  the  village  of  Fairfield,  next  to  the  hills.  This 
was  a  most  important  work. 

No.  8  is  a  drain  from  the  section  of  meadows  lying  between  the 
center  of  the  village  of  Fairfield  and  the  Sound.  In  years  gone  by 
there  was  a  creek  putting  up  into  this  section  of  the  town,  and  into 
it  drained  that  part  of  the  village  around  the  churches  and  Court 
House.  Time  filled  up  the  creek,  and  the  drainage  water  made  a 
pond  called  Reed's  Pond.  This  is  now  successfully  drained,  and 
the  adjoining  land  owners  can  continue  the  work -of  draining 
their  own  land. 

No.  9  is  a  successful  drain  on  a  novel  plan.  The  water  is  taken 
from  the  Meadows  into  a  reservoir  or  catch-basin  on  the  crest  of 
the  beach,  and  makes  its  way  out  by  the  natural  passage  through 
the  sand.     A  tide  trap  prevents  a  flow  of  salt  water  backwards. 

No.  10  is  a  drain  from  a  depression  'in  the  hills  in  which  the 
water  had  become  stagnant. 

No.  11  along  extent  of  drain  pipe  (some  1,80  0  feet),  which 
relieves  a  hill  section  of  surface  and  standing  water. 

You  will  thus  see  that  we  have  done  a  large  amount  of  work 
since  September  1st.     lam  in  hopes  that  more  work  will  be  under- 
taken next  year,  after  the  public  mind  becomes  more  aroused,  and 
more  attention  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  subject.

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The  following  data  are  very  kindly  furnished  by  Dr.  Orlando 
Brown  of  Washington,  Litchfield  Co.,  under  whose  care  the  greater 
number  of  these  cases  were.  The  subject  is  a  very  important  one, 
and  all  clear  instances  should  be  recorded,  to  prevent  similar  occur- 
rences. 

The  town  of  "Washington  possesses  the  usual  topographical  fea- 
tures peculiar  to  Litchfield  County,  with  perhaps  less  swamp  land 
and  stagnant  water  than  the  towns  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 
Thus  far  it  has  enjoyed  complete  immunity  from  malarial  diseases, 
which  is  indeed  the  case  with  all  but  one  or  two  towns  in  the 
county.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  form  of  disease  of  any  kind 
for  several  years  past. 

The  local  conditions  of  the  case  are  as  follows: 

The  house  is  situated  in  a  little  valley  among  the  highest  hills  of 
the  region.  The  occupants  were  farming  people  of  intelligence, 
the  head  of  the  family  quite  prominent  in  the  public  affairs  of  the 
town. 

The  family  consisted  of  the  man  and  his  wife,  aged  respectively 
51  and  46,  the  wife's  mother,  aged  69,  two  children — a  boy  of  12 
and  a  girl  of  14  years — a  laborer  employed  on  the  farm,  and  a 
woman  employed  to  do  general  housework.  There  had  been  no 
sickness  in  the  family  previous  to  August  6,  1879.  The  boy 
was  then  attacked  apparently  with  a  mild  form  of  dysentery. 
There  had  been  during  the  summer  in  different  parts  of  the  town 
here  and  there  a  few  cases  of  dysentery,  otherwise  no  unusual 
prevalence  of  intestinal  diseases.  The  dejections  were  frequent  of 
bloody  mucous,  without  faecal  matter,  tenesmus  was  marked,  tem- 
perature never  rose  above  100,  pulse  about  104.  August  7th  the 
father  became  similarly  affected,  the  dejections  presenting  the 
general  appearance  of  beef  brine.  August  1 2th  the  daughter  was 
attacked,  being  seized  with  a  chill  followed  by  a  temperature  of 
105°,   pulse  130-140,  nausea  and   vomiting.       August    12th  the 
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grandmother  was  also  affected,  the  onset  similar  to  that  of  the 
girl. 

Collapse  came  on  as  suddenly  and  as  markedly  as  in  Asiatic 
cholera.  The  girl  died  on  the  fifth  day  after  seizure,  the  grand- 
mother on  the  seventh,  the  boy  on  the  ninth.  The  father,  after  a 
slow  and  tedious  convalescence,  recovered. 

The  mother  and  house  servant  had  persistent  diarrhoea,  controlled 
with  difficulty,  but  no  dysentery.  The  farm  laborer  was  early 
frightened,  and  left  the  town.  No  report'  of  his  illness  was  ever 
received. 

The  man  that  took  his  place  went  home  at  the  end  of  a  week, 
sick  with  dysentery,  but  recovered  in  about  ten  days.  No  cases 
occurred  in  his  family  or  neighbors. 

A  sister  of  the  wife  that  came  to  assist  in  the  care  of  the  sick 
was  seized  with  dysentery,  but  recovered  after  six  weeks'  severe 
illness.  Her  children  were  ordered  removed,  but  the  two  young- 
est, that  were  constantly  with  their  mother  during  the  day  before 
removal,  were  attacked  on  the  same  day  with  a  mild  form  of 
dysentery. 

The  cause  was  evidently  local,  the  type  of  the  disease  once  estab- 
lished mildly  contagious. 

The  following  facts  as  to  the  cause  are  obtained  from  the  report 
of  Dr.  Eaymond  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. : 

Examination  of  the  spring  used  to  obtain  drinking  water  excluded 
that  as  a  possible  source  of  the  disease.  The  surroundings  of 
the  spring  were  unquestionably  good,  and  analysis  of  the  water  as 
received  in  the  house  showed  it  to  be  of  exceptional  purity.  The 
window  curtain  was  examined  for  arsenic,  but  no  trace  of  mineral 
coloring  matter  found. 

The  cellar  was  very  damp,  and  the  soil  beneath  and  immediately 
adjoining  the  house  damp  from  the  free  water  supply  brought  into 
the  house  from  the  spring — five  pints  per  minute.  In  case  of  heavy 
rains,  water  rims  into  the  cellar  through  the  rear  wall.  How  much 
this  water  is  contaminated  from  the  privy  vault  is  not  easily  esti- 
mated. The  vault  had  not  been  emptied  for  twelve  years,  and  was 
far  from  being  full,  hence  there  must  have  been  considerable  soil 
saturation,  as  the  privy  was  constantly  used. 

The  stream  from  which  the  ice  suspected  was  gathered  runs 
through  a  field  along  side  the  road.  This  field  has  for  fifteen  years 
been  used  as  a  running  place  for  pigs,  and  swine  were  wallowing  in 
the  stream  at  the  time  it  was  examined. 

The  ice  water  on  analysis  showed:  • 
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Free  ammonia,  parts  per  million,  -  -  -         .08 

Albuminoid  ammonia,  parts  per  million,  -  -         .09 

The  water  was  of  a  greenish,  color,  with  light  colored  organic  par- 
ticles in  suspension.  The  stream  also  apparently  receives  drainage 
from  house  waste,  and  possibly  sewage  from  the  privy -vault  before 
mentioned.  The  analysis  and  general  character  of  the  ice  water 
show  sufficient  cause  for  the  production  of  the  symptoms  described. 
The  ice  water  at  Rye  Beach  contained  considerably  less  ammonia. 

Albuminoid  ammonia  is  a  reliable  indication  of  contamination 
when  excessive.  "When  accompanied  with  but  little  free  ammonia, 
and  no  evidence  of  chlorine,  its  presence  indicates  vegetable  decay, 
the  products  of  which  contaminate  the  water.  "When  the  albuminoid 
ammonia  amounts  to  .05  pai'ts  per  million,  the  quantity  of  free 
ammonia  that  accompanies  it  must  be  considered  in  estimating  the 
amount  of  contamination.*  A  large  percentage  of  albuminoid 
ammonia  may  exist,  .10  per  million  even,  if  there  be  no  free  ammo- 
nia present.  The  presence  of  the  chlorides  indicates  contamina- 
tion from  animal  decay,  when  present  with  the  forms  of  ammonia. 
Taken  together,  the  large  percentage  of  both  free  and  albuminoid 
ammonia  in  the  ice  water  proves  the  excessive  contamination  of 
the  water  from  which  the  ice  was  collected.

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SANITAEY  AND  UNSAMTAKY 

CONDITIONS  OF  THE  SOIL. 


That  "health,  is  wealth,"  has  become  an  accepted  axiom:  and 
hence  the  things  which  make  for  the  protection  and  preservation 
of  health  are  by  the  intelligent  and  considerate  man  put  on  a  level 
in  his  regard  with  whatever  helps  him  in  the  pursuit  and  posses- 
sion of  wealth.  It  is  proposed  in  the  following  brief  paper  to 
consider  how  the  health  of  people  may  be  influenced  by  the  condi- 
tions of  the  soil  upon  which  they  live  and  which  immediately 
surrounds  their  dwelling-places. 

The  practical  importance  of  fully  appreciating  the  extent  to 
which  various  conditions  of  the  soil  may  influence  the  physical 
well-being  of  persons  living  over  it,  is  becoming  more  and  more 
recognized. 

It  has  been  observed  almost  from  time  beyond  compute,  that 
the  health  of  men  is  influenced  by  those  varying  conditions 
which,  in  general  terms,  are  called  the  influences  of  climate.  But 
the  careful  study  of  the  soil  in  its  varying  conditions,  and  of  the 
pollution  to  which  it  is  liable,  as  they  are  related  to  human  health, 
has  only  in  comparatively  recent  times  received  the  systematic 
investigation  to  which  its  vast  importance  entitles  it. 

EELATION     OF     THE     SOIL     TO     THE     AIR     AND     TO     WATER. 

The  popular  mind  has  been  content  in  the  belief  that  some  occult 
peculiarities  of  the  air  of  different  regions  repair  or  impair,  as  the 
case  may  be,  the  health  of  those  who  breathe  it.  And  they  speak 
in  a  vague  way  of  the  air  of  this  country  or  that  as  being  bracing 
or  debilitating.  Pure  atmospheric  air  is  a  fluid  of  a  definite  chemi- 
cal constitution,  varying  chiefly  in  the  amount  of  aqueous  vapor 
it  may  contain  and  in  its  temperature. 

Any  peculiar  influence  which  it  may  exert  upon  the  health  of 
men  must  therefore  be  attributed  to  the  presence  in  it  of  some 
elements  not  native  to  its  constitution.     Whence  does  it  acquire 
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these  foreign  elements  ?  In  any  given  locality  it  is  possible  that 
they  may  be  brought  from  long  distances,  as  they  are  transported 
by  the  winds;  but  the  ultimate  source  or  origin  of  them,  it  is 
reasonable  to  believe,  must  be  found  largely,  if  not  wholly,  in  the 
earth  at  or  near  its  surface. 

It  has  been  long  recognized  that  the  air  of  certain  places  is 
poisoned  with  an  effluvia  from  the  ground  called  malaria,  but  it 
has  not  been  so  generally  understood  that  other  deleterious  agen- 
cies may  have  a  like  telluric  origin. 

It  will  be  interesting,  therefore,  to  inquire  what  relations  the 
soil  holds  to  the  air;  and  also,  because  all  the  water  consumed  by 
man  first  descends  from  the  upper  air,  and  before  it  is  used  flows 
upon  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  is  filtered  through  it,  the  inquiry 
is  scarcely  less  interesting  respecting  the  relations  of  the  soil  to 
water. 

The  late  Dr.  George  Derby  said,  "The  well  are  made  sick,  and 
the  sick  are  made  worse,  for  the  simple  lack  of  God's  pure  air  and 
pure  water."  This  sentiment  was  not  original  with  Dr.  Derby,  nor 
is  the  statement  a  novel  one.  More  than  four  centuries  before  the 
Christian  era  the  cardinal  formula  for  health  was  announced  by 
Hippocrates  in  these  words:  "  Pure  air,  pure  water,  and  a  pure  soil," 
and  to-day  we  cannot  improve  it.  Aye,  even  three  thousand  years 
ago  the  dangers  of  a  polluted  soil  were  fully  recognized  in  the 
sanitary  laws  of  Moses,  from  which  it  would  appear  that  such 
abominations  as  our  modern  privy-vaults  and  cesspools  were  not 
tolerated  in  the  camps  of  Israel.  For  we  find  recorded  in  the 
sanitary  code  to  which  they  were  subject  in  their  journey  through 
the  wilderness,  the  following  law: 

"Thou  shalt  have  a  place  also  without  the  camp,  whither  thou 
shalt  go  forth  abroad ;  and  thou  shalt  have  a  paddle  upon  thy 
weapon;  and  it  shall  be  when  thou  wilt  ease  thyself  abroad,  thou 
shalt  dig  therewith,  and  shalt  turn  back  and  cover  that  which 
cometh  from  thee." — Deut.  xxiii,  12,  13. 

It  is  proposed  in  what  follows  to  set  forth  the  danger  of  ignoring 
the  qualities  and  conditions  of  the  ground  at  and  near  its  surface ; 
and  also  to  show  how,  by  our  own  practices,  we  contribute  largely 
to  its  defilement  and  interfere  with  or*  wholly  prevent  the  processes 
which  Nature,  in  her  infallible  wisdom,  provides  for  its  purifica- 
tion. 
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THE    ACTIVITIES    OF    NATURE    IN    THE    SURFACE    GROUND. 

The  popular  mind  is  wont  to  regard  the  poetic  allusions  to  the 
absolute  rest  and  silence  of  the  grave  as  equally  descriptive  of 
everything  beneath  the  sod. 

A  little  reflection  and  the  application  of  our  common  knowledge 
of  facts  will  show  us  that  a  series  of  active  processes  are  going  on 
in  the  subsoil  which,  if  we  have  not  before  observed  them,  will 
excite  our  astonishment.  Instead  of  passive  inaction,  we  find  that 
Dame  Nature  is  no  less  busy  in  her  activities  beneath  the  surface 
of  the  ground  than  she  is  above  it. 

If  one  will  fill  a  pail  with  soil  from  the  dryest  part  of  the  gar- 
den, he  will  find  that  when  full  of  earth  he  can  still  pour  into  it  a 
considerable  quantity  of  water  without  causing  it  to  overflow.  In 
this  case  the  water  occupies  the  interstices  between  the  particles  of 
earth.  One  cannot  pack  the  earth  so  closely  but  that  such  spaces 
will  exist,  and  when  they  are  not  filled  with  water  then  the  air  will 
fill  them.  Again,  it  is  well  known  that  some  animals,  buried  alive 
in  the  ground,  continue  to  live  for  days,  breathing  only  the  air  they 
can  inhale  from  the  ground  itself.  Even  stones  and  rock  contain 
air,  and  whether  it  be  air  or  water  in  the  ground,  they  are  never 
stagnant,  but  always  moving  in  currents  up  and  down  or  to  and 
fro,  working  their  splendid  chemistry  in  God's  great  laboratory. 

They  are  always  active,  forming  new  combinations  wi-h  whatever 
they  may  meet  .or  dissolving  old  ones;  oxidizing  the  products  of 
decay  and  rendering  them  harmless,  and  generating  vast  volumes 
of  carbonic  acid  for  new  vegetable  life.  So  accurate,  too,  are  the 
adjustments  of  Nature  to  her  purposes  and  results  that  both 
animal  and  vegetable  existence  is  preserved  and  maintained. 

Notwithstanding  that  each  day  all  the  people  in  the  world  might 
be  asphyxiated  by  the  carbonic  acid  made  in  the  soil,  or  poisoned 
by  the  noxious  gases  of  decay,  yet  we  are  preserved  from  either 
calamity — on  the  one  hand  by  the  appropriation  of  the  carbonic 
acid  to  the  processes  of  vegetation,  and  on  the  other  by  the  oxydiz- 
ing  action  of  the  all  penetrating  atmosphere. 

If  now  we  expose  the  pail  of  earth  and  water  for  a  few  days  to 
the  rays  of  the  sun,  we  shall  find  that  the  water  has  disappeared, 
and  the  air  has  again  entered'  to  fill  the  space  it  occupied.  In  this 
fact  we  have  an  illustration  of  another  powerful  element  intimately 
concerned  in  the  activities  going  on  underground,  namely,  heat. 
Air,  water,  and  heat  are  the  chief  factors  of  motion  in  the  never- 
13a 
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ceasing  unrest  in  the  soil  beneath  our  feet.  Their  influences  upon 
each  other  are  incessant  and  perpetual.  The  penetrating  rays  of 
the  sun  evaporate  the  water  and  give  place  to  air,  to  a  depth  greater 
or  less  according  to  the  degree  of  heat  and  its  continuance.  Thus 
ever  changing  relations  of  temperature,  moisture,  and  ventilation  are 
produced  in  the  soil,  due  chiefly  to  the  alternations  of  day  and 
night  and  of  the  seasons,  and  to  the  porosity  of  the  soil.  There 
are  therefore  constant  currents  of  radiant  heat  passing  and  repass- 
ing to  a  very  considerable  depth  in  the  ground. 

As  a  motive  power,  heat  is  unrivalled;  even  slight  changes  of 
temperature  produce  action.  It  is  ever  working;  the  elements 
obey  its  bidding  in  new  combinations  and  decompositions  and 
ferments. 

THE    GROUND    WATER. 

A  scarcely  less  potent  factor  of  action  is  found  in  the  always 
varying  presence  of  water  near  the  surface.  This,  too,  is  in  motion, 
not  rapid,  but  yet  always  moving.  The  source  of  supply  is  the 
rainfall.  Fx-om  the  clouds  it  descends  upon  the  earth.  The  lesser 
portion— storm-water — flows  upon  the  surface  into  streams,  and 
thence  onward  to  the  ocean.  A  larger  part  is  received  into  the 
ground.  It  is  this  we  are  interested  to  watch.  It  sinks  down 
through  the  porous  layers  of  loam,  sand,  and  gravel  until  it  reaches 
a  stratum  of  rock  or  clay  which  is  impervious.  But  as  the  surface 
of  this  water-proof  stratum  is  not  level,  but  is  as  undulating  as  the 
ground  that  covers  it,  reason  and  fact  agree  in  finding  the  accumu- 
lated water  below  the  point  of  saturation  slowly  moving  onward, 
but  in  a  lateral  direction  now,  through  the  porous  superstrata  to  some 
lower  outlet.  It  does  not  stagnate.  It  is  ever  in  motion,  seeking 
its  level,  running  in  slow  currents  underground,  usually  towards 
some  river  or  the  ocean,  in  obedience  to  the  same  laws  that  control 
its  less  resisted  progress  on  the  surface. 

What  we  call  dry  ground  has  much  moisture  in  it,  varying  in 
quantity,  with  a  varying  amount  of  air,  in  all  degrees  to  the  point  of 
water  saturation.  Below  this  point  the  ground  is  filled  with  water. 
If  a  pit  is  sunk  below  it,  water  fills  the  cavity  and  constitutes  the 
familiar  "well"  in  common  use.  The  well  proves  also  the  fact, 
already  mentioned,  that  the  ground  Water  is  in  motion;  for  no  one 
believes  that  good  well-water  is  stagnant  water.  It  is  also  within 
the  experience  of  all  men  that  the  water  in  wells  rises  and  falls 
with  the  changing  seasons;  and  many  surface  springs  flow  full  or 
fail  under  like  conditions.     Thus  we  have  incessant  motion  in  the 
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soil  water,  following  laterally  the  incline  of  the  water-tight  layer  of 
clay  or  rock  upon  which  it  lies,  rising  and  falling  with  the  supply 
from  the  rain  clouds,  and  always  ascending  through  the  ground 
towards  the  surface  by  the  forces  of  capillary  attraction  to  moisten 
the  soil  and  supply  the  wants  of  vegetation. 

THE    GROUND    AIE. 

Above  the  level  of  the  soil  water  the  atmosphere  enters,  and 
plays  its  part  in  the  unseen  and  noisless  activities  of  the  under- 
ground. This,  too,  is  in  motion;  and  constant  currents  of  air  per- 
meate the  soils  passing  through  it  in  various  directions,  going  in 
and  out  of  it,  and  so  by  frequent  interchanging  with  the  upper  air 
contribute  the  powerful  influence  of  direct  ventilation  to  sweeten 
and  purify  the  surface  soil. 

The  causes  which  produce  motion  in  the  ground  air  are  diversi- 
ties of  temperature  at  different  depths,  the  force  of  the  wind,  bar- 
ometric pressure,  displacement  by  rainfall  and  movement  of  ground 
water,  and  finally  the  law  of  diffusion  which  governs  the  action  of 
all  gases.  The  force  with  which  the  wind  presses  into  the,  ground 
is  apt  to  be  under-estimated.  A  brief  wind  equals  a  pressure 
of  over  a  pound  to  the  square  foot  of  surface,  and  a  hurricane 
fifty  pounds,  and  this  upon  a  level  and  unobstructed  surface;  but 
if  it  blows  against  a  hillside,  or  its  current,  turned  against  the 
ground  by  some  resisting  obstacle,  the  pressure  is  vastly  increased. 

How  much  then  do  we  mistake  the  true  character  of  the  ground 
we  live  upon  when  we  regard  it  only  as  an  inert  mass  of  loam,  gravel, 
and  stone.  Heat,  water,  and  air  are  always  inseparable  elements 
in  its  constitution.  The  conditions  under  which  their  ceaseless  cir- 
culation goes  on  in  the  subsoil  are  not  one  whit  less  potent  for  good 
or  evil  to  man  than  are  the  influences  which  affect  his  health  above 
ground.  The  surface  of  the  earth  is  the  natural  and  necessary  re- 
ceptacle of  all  decaying  and  dead  matter,  of  all  worn-out  material, 
of  all  forms  of  refuse  dirt,  and  filth,  of  whatever  kind  or  nature. 
If  they  remained  where  deposited  in  inert  masses,  unchanged  and 
insusceptible  of  change,  the  accumulations  would  soon  exceed  all 
computation,  and  the  surface  of  the  earth  would  rapidly  become 
occupied  with  them  and  be  rendered  uninhabitable.  But  Nature 
defeats  this  result,  and  secures  the  safety  and  maintainance  of  ani- 
mal and  vegetable  life,  and  perpetuates  the  habitation  of  the  earth, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  those  energetic  actions  in  the  soil 
which  are  above  described.     Heat  and  moisture  promote  the  speedy 
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decomposition  of  all  organic  matters,  and  the  elements  of  which 
they  are  composed  are  variously  appropriated.  The  gases  of  decay 
by  the  universal  law  of  diffusion  are  evaporated  aud  dissipated  in  the 
vast  ocean  of  the  outer  air.  Other  elements  are  oxidized  by  the 
oxygen  of  the  ground  air,  and  still  others  are  revivified  through  the 
mysterious  processes  of  vegetation.  Thus  all,  by  the  harmonious 
action  of  these  various  agencies  are  disposed  of  speedily,  safely,  and 
without  waste  in  accordance  with  the  economy  of  Nature.  We 
observe  then  that  the  rain,  the  sunshine,  the  winds,  and  an  active 
vegetation  are  the  potent  and  all  sufficient  agencies  by  which  the 
ground  is  purified  and  made  a  wholesome  place  for  man  to  live  upon. 

man's  interference  with  the  interests  op  nature. 

This  view  of  the  subject  leads  directly  to  the  practical  query  : 
Do  our  houses  and  homes  harmonize  or  conflict  with  these  natural 
hygienic  processes  ?  How  does  the  ground  upon  which  a  city  is 
built  stand  related  to  these  grand  operations  of  Nature  ? 

In  the  first  place,  vegetation  is  destroyed  and  its  potent  energies 
in  consuming  the  products  of  decay  are  lost.  The  surface  of  the 
ground  is  so  covered  that  the  influence  of  the  sun-light  and  sun- 
heat  is  either  altogether  lost  or  greatly  modified,  and  for  the  same 
reason  the  rain-fall  reaches  the  surface  in  streams  as  it  is  shed  from 
roofs  and  pavements,  and  therefore  cannot  difuse  itself  through  it 
uniformly,  and  thus  the  condition  of  moisture  is  greatly  changed, 
and  the  underground  water  courses  are  altered.  Very  often  the 
result  of  such  artificial  inventions  as  the  cesspool,  the  cistern,  the 
privy-vault,  and  the  cellar  is  to  unite  them  together  into  a  sort  of 
system  of  underground  drainage.  Again,  the  soil  is  so  completely 
covered  by  structures  impervious  to  the  air  that  the  atmosphere  is 
excluded,  the  winds  are  diverted  in  their  course  and  the  ground 
does  not  feel  their  pressure,  and  thus  the  purifying  influence  of  un- 
derground ventilation  is  greatly  interfered  with  or  wholly  prevented. 
The  constant  interchange  of  the  upper  and  the  ground  air  is  im- 
possible, and  the  latter  becomes  stagnant  and  corrupt.  Such  under- 
ground ventilation  as  is  possible  under  such  conditions  is  largely 
out  of  proportion  into  and  through  the  cellars  of  dwelling  houses. 
The  stagnant  air,  contaminated  with  the  gases  of  decay  from  the 
filth  with  which  the  ground  is  over-charged,  is  sucked  through  the 
cellars  of  houses  as  the  most  accessible  permeable  places  of  escape, 
and  house  poisoning  is  the  inevitable  result.     That  such  is  the  fact 
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ordinarily,  whenever  the  ground  surface  is  rendered  air-tight  from 
any  cause,  has  been  often  proved.  It  happened  within  the  observa- 
tion of  the  writer,  a,  few  years  ago,  that  a  main  gas-pipe  laid 
through  the  middle  of  a  city  street  sprang  a  leak  in  a  winter  night, 
and  the  discharge  of  gas  was  so  great  that,  not  finding  escape 
through  the  frozen  ground,  it  permeated  latterly  through  the  soil 
under  the  air-tight  frozen  surface  forty  or  fifty  feet  to  the  cellars 
of  the  houses  nearest,  and  escaping  there,  so  poisoned  the  air  that 
the  sleeping  inmates  were  carried  out  of  their  houses  in  the  morning 
by  their  neighbors,  some  of  them  in  an  unconscious  state.  Three 
houses  were  thus  poisoned  by  the  gas,  and  neither  of  them  had 
ever  had  any  pipe  connections  with  the  main  pipe  in  the  street. 
If  the  leak  had  occurred  in  the  summer,  when  the  ground  was  not 
frozen,  it  would  have  occasioned  little  or  no  annoyance  to  the  fam- 
ilies in  those  houses,  because  the  escaping  gas  would  have  found 
its  way  directly  to  the  upper  air.  But  the  incident  illustrates  satis- 
factorily the  evils  of  sealing  the  ground  about  our  homes  with  an  air- 
tight covering,  and  leaving  our  cellar  bottoms  pervious  to  the  pas- 
sage of  all  the  noxious  gases  generated  in  the  filth-laden  soil.  And 
yet  it  is  within  the  experience  of  most  observing  people  to  have 
seen  a  cesspool  and  a  privy -vault  sunk  within  a  few  feet  of  the 
house-cellar,  and  the  ground  all  about  them,  and  all  the  interven- 
ing space  up  to  the  house  foundation,  covered  with  an  impenetra- 
ble coating  of  asphalt  pavement.  Where  else  can  go  the  noxious 
gases  that  will  invariably  be  generated  in  those  filth-pits-  than 
directly  to  that  graveled-bottom  cellar  ?  And  what  else  can  hap- 
pen to  the  residents  of  that  house  than  sickness  and  the  sympathy 
of  their  neighbors  for  the  mysterious  dispensations  of  Providence  ? 
And  so  it  is  plain  that  by  the  erection  of  human  habitations, 
whether  collected  in  a  city  or  isolated  in  the  country,  the  natural 
relations  of  the  surface-soil  are  necessarily  altered. 

The  hygienic  processes  which  Nature  institutes  for  soil  purifica- 
tion man  interferes  with  or  prevents.  Nor  only  so,  but  heedless 
of  the  dangers  of  such  interference,  he  aggravates  and  multiplies 
them  by  constantly  storing  about  his  home,  in  as  close  proximity 
to  it  as  possible,  the  increasing  accumulations  of  filth  which  the 
necessities  of  domestic  life  produce. 

HOUSE-POISONING     AND    WELL-POISONING. 

When  a  man  provides  a  home  for  himself  and  his  family,  there 
are  four  things  which  he  immediately  does  to  the  soil  about  it  as 
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necessary,  he  thinks,  to  the  appointments  of  his  home.  First  he 
digs  a  cellar,  over  which  he  builds  his  house;  next,  he  digs  a  well 
for  the  water;  then  he  digs  another  excavation,  not  so  deep  as  the 
well,  into  which  he  pours  all  the  liquid  filth  of  housekeeping;  and 
finally  he  digs  still  another  pit,  and  into  this  is  daily  dropped  for 
storage  the  excremental  discharges  of  all  his  family.  These  exca- 
vations are  for  convenience  placed  in  close  proximity  to  each  other. 
Commonly  a  few  feet,  say  fifteen  to  fifty,  will  measure  their  sepa- 
ration. Indeed,  instances  are  frequent  where  one  or  more  of  these 
are  included  within  another.  I  have  known  a  house  in  the  city  of 
New  Haven,  occupied  by  two  families,  in  which  these  arrange- 
ments were  so  very  convenient  that  two  cesspools  and  the  well  were 
all  in  the  cellar,  while  two  privy-vaults  were  only  just  outside  the 
cellar  walls,  and  they  were  all  serving  their  special  purposes  daily, 
for  both  families. 

This  instance  is  not  selected  from  the  habitations  of  the  igno- 
rant and  poverty-stricken.  But  as  indicative  of  the  intelligence 
and  social  position  of  the  occupants  of  the  house,  they  paid  an 
annual  rent  of  $1,000  for  a  dwelling  only,  which  price  it  readily 
commanded  because  of  its  conveniences  and  its  respectable  loca- 
tion. 

We  would  naturally  ask  how  the  underground  currents  of  air 
and  water  may  affect  the  water  in  the  well  and  the  air  in  a  house 
so  situated.  What  pleasant  virtues  does  the  well  derive  from  the 
mingled  fluids  of  those  cesspools  and  privy-vaults  between  which 
it  is  so  conveniently  located  ?  What  invigorating  and  health-giv- 
ing properties  are  imparted  to  the  atmosphere  by  the  fragrant 
exhalations  which  the  warmth  of  the  cellar  extracts  from  its  satu- 
rated bottom  ?  Surely  such  questions  require  no  formal  answer. 
In  illustration,  however,  of  what  happens  under  like  conditions,  I 
quote  an  abstract  from  a  letter  recently  received  from  a  physician 
in  a  neighboring  town. 

''I  have  a  family  under  my  care  in  which  for  some  years  past 
there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  sickness.  Of  late  it  has  in  part 
assumed  something  of  a  malarial  character — there  has  been  some 
sore  throat  of  a  catarrhal  nature,  no  diphtheria,  but  it  has  mostly 
assumed  an  indefinite  type,  slight  fever,  furred  tongue,  loss  of 
appetite,  and  more  or  less  prostration.  The  family  occupy  a  fine 
place  nicely  located — surroundings  neat,  and  at  first  sight  sanitary 
conditions  seemed  to  be  all  that  could  be  wished.  On  examina- 
tion, I  found  back  of  the  house  a  cesspool,  well,  and  privy- vaults. 
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The  latter  were  both  under  a  roof  connected  with  the  house.  The 
privy-vault  is  nineteen  feet  from  the  well,  and  ten  feet  from  the 
cellar.  The  cesspool  is  twenty -five  feet  from  the  well,  and  but 
eight  feet  from  the  cellar.  It  is  tightly  covered  at  the  top,  and 
has  no  ventilating  pipe  except  that  connecting  it  with  the  sink  in 
the  kitchen,  in  which  there  is  no  trap."  He  further  states  that 
no  unpleasant  smell  has  been  observed  in  the  house  and  they  think 
the  water  is  excellent,  and  concludes  with  asking  naively  if  I  "  should 
suspect  any  trouble  from  either  of  these  sources.1'1  It  seems  impossi- 
ble to  doubt  that  house-poisoning  must  occur  from  such  conditions 
without  the  demonstrative  proof  that  the  inmates  of  the  house 
were  so  poisoned. 

Another  source  of  poisoning  from  unsanitary  conditions  of  the 
soil  is  through  the  drinking  of  well-water.  The  purity  of  our 
wells  from  the  filth  dissolved  in  the  rain  water,  as  it  passes  through 
the  ground  to  the  wells,  must  depend  wholly  upon  the  filtering 
and  purifying  process  of  the  soil  itself.  Fresh  earth  is  an  un- 
rivalled filter.  But  this  function  depends  greatly  upon  the  free- 
dom with  which  the  air  circulates  within  it,  the  purification  being 
nearly  in  all  cases  a  process  of  oxidation.  A  few  feet  of  fresh 
earth  under  natural  relations  will  remove  all  the  color  and  odor 
from  the  foulest  slops  in  the  kitchen  yard.  And  if  time  enough 
is  allowed,  and  space  enough  through  earth  provided,  it  will  ef- 
fectually "  transform  the  foulest  and  most  noisome  sewage-water 
into  the  crystal  springs  which  poets  celebrate  in  verse,  and  which 
even  religion  takes  as  the  type  of  its  best  gifts  to  man."  But 
there  are  limits  to  its  purifying  powers.  It  is  possible,  too,  to  de- 
stroy its  qualities  as  a  filter.  What  filtering  power  can  the  ground 
preserve  in  the  back  yards  about  our  wells  if  we  keep  it  saturated 
year  after  year  with  the  sewage  from  our  kitchens,  and  the  excre- 
ment from  our  persons  ?  Filled  with  the  nastiest  of  filth,  it  is 
impossible  that  it  should  make  the  water  that  passes  through  it 
pure.  It  may  indeed  render  it  free  from  color  and  smell,  but  do 
not  forget  that  clear  water  is  not  necessarily  pure  water.  A  city 
well  may  give  no  warning  to  any  sense;  its  waters  are  refreshingly 
cool,  they  are  clear  and  sparkling,  free  from  all  solid  particles, 
without  odor,  and  yet  they  may  be  laden  with  the  germs  of  the 
deadliest  pestilence.  Such  cases  have  happened  a  thousand  times. 
In  the  cholera  epidemic  in  London  in  1866,  one  grain  of  sewage 
defilement  to  the  gallon  of  water  supply  was  found  to  be  directly 
connected  with  over  70  per  cent,  of  the  whole  mortality. 
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HOW    WELLS    ARE    DRAINS. 

Practical  men  know  that  land  drainage  is  effected  by  cutting  a 
ditch,  a  few  feet  deep  across  the  field  to  be  drained,  and  that  even 
in  very  compact  soils  a  cnt  five  feet  deep  will  take  the  water  from 
the  adjacent  ground  to  a  distance  of  twenty-five  feet  on  either 
side.  So  too,  with  a  pit  dug  in  the  ground,  the  water  from  the 
surrounding  ground  would  gravitate  into  it  from  as  great  a  distance 
by  the  same  law,  although  the  operations  of  nature  are  not  changed 
by  the  name  we  give  to  such  a  pit.  Therefore,  if  we  call  it  a  well, 
and  use  it  for  a  well,  it  still  performs  the  functions  of  a  drain  all 
the  same  as  if  it  was  called  a  drain,  and  dug  for  a  drain.  The  fact 
therefore  cannot  be  disputed  that  every  well  is  a  practical  dram  in 
good  working  order,  and  takes  the  water  of  the  surrounding  ground 
from  an  indefinite  distance  in  proportion  to  its  depth,  and  the 
porosity  of  the  soil.  With  this  fact  in  mind  it  is  not  pleasant  to 
think  of  the  cesspools  and  privy-vaults  within  drainage  distance  of 
the  wells  that  supply  our  drinking  water. 

WATER-TIGHT    FILTH-VAULTS. 

The  dangers  of  well -poisoning  and  house-poisoning  through  the 
ground  from  these  pits  of  pollution  have  so  impressed  the  Boards 
of  Health  of  some  cities  that  they  have  ventured  to  anticipate 
the  public  intelligence  on  this  subject,  and  enact  laws  requiring  all 
underground  reservoirs  of  filth  to  be  made  water-tight,  and  for- 
bidding the  construction  of  any  more  leaking  cesspools  and  privy- 
vaults.  As  was  expected,  the  enforcement  of  this  law  has  met 
with  decided  opposition.  It  seems  incredible  that  so  many  other- 
wise intelligent  people  should  be  so  ignorant  or  reckless  of  the 
dangers  of  those  soil  pollutions,  that  they  regard  the  law  oppres- 
sive and  wrong,  simply  because  it  involves  some  additional  expense 
for  more  frequent  emptying  of  such  vaults,  and  removal  of  con- 
tents. The  very  objection  itself  is  proof  of  the  evils  of  loose 
walled  vaults,  and  so  of  the  need  of  such  a  law. 

The  objectors  say  in  effect: — "  We  do  not  wish  to  have  these  filth- 
pits,  at  our  back  doors,  tight — we  like  to  have  them  leak;  the 
more  they  leak  the  better.  The  more  the  filth  about  our  houses 
soaks  into  the  ground  the  better  we  like  it,  because  then  it  don't 
cost  us  anything  to  carry  it  away."  They  do  not  count  the  cost  of 
having  typhoid  fever,  malaria,  cholera  infantum,  diphtheria,  etc.,  in 
their  families.     Yet  a  volume  could  be  filled  with  demonstrative 
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proofs  that  these  diseases  and  others  have  been  engendered  and 
propagated  by  exactly  such  soil  pollutions. 

WELL    AND    CELLAR    CONNECTIONS    WITH    PRIVY-VAULTS  AND   CESSPOOLS. 

Every  city  will  afford  hundreds  of  instances  in  which  direct 
communication  exists  between  these  vile  vaults  and  the  well  and 
cellar,  to  defile  the  water  and  pollute  the  air  of  the  house.  In  the 
construction  of  one  of  the  railroads  running  into  New  Haven  a  grade 
cut  was  made  through  a  hill,  and  in  one  bank  of  the  cut,  when 
the  writer  last  visited  the  spot,  there  might  be  seen  several  little 
streams  of  dirty  water  oozing  through  the  ground  from  a  cesspool 
more  than  fifty  feet  distance. 

Where  water  goes  one  day  it  is  more  likely  to  go  the  next,  and 
continual  going  in  one  direction  soon  establishes  a  channel  of 
direct  communication,  so  that  in  time  all  the  liquids  flow  through 
it.  This  is  frequently  the  fact  when  an  outlet  lower  than  the 
bottom  of  the  cesspool  exists,  whether  it  be  a  railroad  cut,  or  a  well, 
or  a  house  cellar. 

Several  years'  experience  as  the  health  officer  of  New  Haven  has 
brought  to  the  writer's  notice  many  instances  where  such  relations 
existed  between  the  cesspool  and  the  well.  These  were  most  con- 
spicuous after  the  weekly  washing  day,  when  the  water  drawn 
from  the  wells,  by  its  smell  and  appearance  (I  did  not  taste  it)  gave 
unequivocal  evidence  of  being  largely  charged  with  the  products 
of  wash  tubs  after  useful  service  in  purifying  the  family  linen. 

THE    SUBSOIL    AS    A    FILTER. 

It  is  quite  certain  we  are  disposed  to  put  too  much  confidence  in 
the  purifying  powers  of  the  soil.  There  is  not  only  a  limit  to  its 
powers,  but  there  are  also  conditions  essential  to  its  action  as  a 
purifier.  The  water  of  slops  and  sewage  and  human  excrement 
buried  near  our  wells  will  not  be  made  pure  and  fit  for  drinking 
by  filtering  through  a  few  feet  of  earth  except  under  most  favora- 
ble conditions.  What  Fare  the  conditions  favorable  to  its  purifica- 
tion ?  The  great  and  most  essential  requisite  is  a  free  ventilation 
of  the  ground;  instead  of  shuting  out  the  air  by  an  impenetrable 
covering,  the  utmost  freedom  of  air  circulation  should  be  afforded. 
Because,  as  the  chemists  tell  us,  the  air  acts  through  its  oxygen 
upon  the  impurities  which  the  soil  strains  from  the  dirty  water,  and 
oxidizes  or  burns  them.  Again,  it  is  obvious  that  to  get  the  best 
14a 
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results  as  a  purifier,  the  ground  charged  with  impure  liquids  should 
have  an  interval  of  time  between  its  wettings  long  enough  to 
become  so  dry  that  the  atmosphere  may  follow  the  receding  liquids 
and  destroy  what  the  filter  has  strained  from  them.  But  if  no 
interval  for  drying  is  permitted,  if  the  ground  is  kept  constantly 
wet  to  saturation,  then  it  is  quite  certain  the  air  cannot  enter  into 
it;  the  impurities  are  not  oxidized  but  accumulate;  the  ground  no 
longer  acts  as  a  purifier,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  increasing 
quantities  of  filth  incorporated  with  it  takes  on  its  own  chemical 
action,  and  becomes  prolific  in  the  production  of  inephitic  and 
poisonous  gases,  which  ascend  to  upper  air  to  work  their  unwhole- 
some action  upon  all  who  breathe  them. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  which  of  these  conditions  is  maintained 
by  these  filth  pits.  The  exudation  from  their  bottom  and  sides  is 
nearly  constant;  the  intervals  of  supply  are  so  regular  and  frequent 
that  no  opportunity  occurs  for  the  air  to  restore  the  filtering  power 
of  the  soil.  Thus  the  fouling  process  goes  on,  and  after  some  weeks 
or  months  there  is  no  clean  earth  between  the  well  and  these  pesti- 
lential sources  of  supply  to  it,  and  every  drop  of  water  from  them 
carries  with  it  its  atom  of  filth. 

The  most  elegant  and  tasteful  home  that  wealth  and  art  could 
provide  would  be  defective  in  the  most  essential  quality  if  it  was 
not  also  a  sanitarium. 

It  is  simply  astonishing  to  observe  what  trouble  and  expense 
people  will  incur  to  provide  themselves  with  what  they  call  the 
comforts  of  a  home,  while  at  the  same  time  they  are  so  indifferent 
to  unsanitary  conditions,  which  will  make  their  home  most  uncom- 
fortable through  the  sickness  and  death  which  they  cause. 

li  we  could  for  a  time  enjoy  the  powers  of  vision  which  the 
clairvoyant  professes  to  have,  and  could  peer  down  into  the  subsoil 
about  some  of  our  homes,  a  revelation  would  be  made  which  now 
we  little  realize.  Unsuspected  infiltrations  of  filth,  obstructed 
drains,  stagnant  water,  and  stagnant  air,  subterranean  channels 
radiating  from  wells  and  cellars  to  the  various  filth-pits  by  which 
they  are  surrounded,  would  meet  our  astonished  eyes,  while  many 
odors  of  a  fragrance  not  chosen  by  the  perfumer  for  a  toilet  use 
would  assault  our  disgusted  noses,  and  so  through  our  offended 
senses  we  might  be  convicted  of  living  in  more  dangerous  famil- 
iarity with  filth  than  the  brutes  in  their  natural  state. 

This  state  of  subsoil  nastiness  is  almost  wholly  due  to  the  leak- 
ings  from  the  cesspools  and  privy-vaults  with  which  the  ground 
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in  every  old  settled  town  is  honey-combed .  It  is  quite  impossible  to 
conceive  any  more  scandalous  imputation  upon  our  domestic  life 
than  that  we  are  frequent  victims  of  infectious  diseases,  which  we 
incur  through  the  action  of  our  own  excrement,  which  our  extreme 
filthiness  permits  to  mingle  with  our  air, '  and  food,  and  drink. 
The  dangers  which  attend  the  toleration  of  these  subterranean  res- 
ervoirs of  foulness  cannot  be  computed.  Dr.  John  Simon,  the 
great  English  sanitarian,  writing  on  this  subject,  says,  "  The  patho- 
logical studies  of  late  years,  including  eminently  certain  very 
instructive  researches  which  Professor  Sanderson  has  conducted, 
have  clearly  shown  that  in  the  '  common '  septic  ferment,  or  in 
some  ferment  or  ferments  not  hitherto  to  be  separated  from  it, 
there  reside  powers  of  disease  production  as  positive  as  those 
which  reside  in  the  varioloses  and  syphilitic  contagia." 

There  is  but  little  doubt  in  the  minds  of  those  who  best  under- 
stand the  subject  that  if  it  were  practicable  to  effect  the  prompt 
and  complete  removal  of  all  excremental  matters  and  all  other 
organic  wastes  to  such  distance  that  we  should  have  no  further 
contact  with  them,  "there  would  simultaneously  disappear  from  our 
midst  certain  of  our  most  grave  and  fatal  diseases,  especially 
those  of  the  intestines.  We  might  also  reasonably  expect  relief 
from  maiarial  diseases  which  are,  with  remarkable  unanimity  of 
opinion,  attributed  to  emanations  from  the  ground.  Unsanitary 
conditions  of  the  soil  are,  however,  not  always  due  to  human  agen- 
cies. As  the  subject  is  better  understood  by  systematic  investiga- 
tion, the  fact  is  developed  that  in  addition  to  those  diseases  which 
find  their  origin  in  soils  polluted  by  man,  there  are  also  many  other 
diseases  the  sources  of  which  are  found  in  various  natural  condi- 
tions of  the  earth's  form  and  substance.  The  relation  of  the 
geology  and  the  topography  of  places  to  the  health  of  residents  is 
a  large  study,  and  one  which  demands  an  extended  and  patient 
investigation.  Our  present  knowledge  of  it  is  as  yet  only  too  gen- 
eral and  indefinable  to  be  thoroughly  practical,  but  it  is  a  field  of 
inquiry  which  promises  great  results  from  a  broad  and  intelligent 
exploration. 

For  more  than  a  century  the  prevalence  of  malarial  diseases  has 
been  associated  in  our  experience  with  certain  topographical  con- 
ditions, but  almost  the  sum  of  positive  knowledge  of  their  relations 
was  comprised  in  the  statement  that  some  swamps  cause  malaria. 
More  recent  observations  have  shown  that  topography  alone  is  not 
adequate  to  explain  the  etiology  of  the  malarial  types  of  disease  : 
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that  they  are  found  to  occur  under  the  most  varied  conformation 
and  character  of  surface,  and  that  the  deeper  geological  construc- 
tion and  direction  of  the  strata  of  the  earth's  surface  are  intimately 
associated  with  their  production.  As  a  result  of  studying  the 
relations  of  the  soil  to  human  health,  one  conclusion  has  been 
reached  which  may  he  considered  as  established,  which  is,  that  an 
excess  of  moisture  in  the  ground  is  always  unsanitary.  There  are 
abundant  facts  in  proof,  and  the  inquiries  of  Dr.  Henry  I.  Bow- 
ditch  some  fifteen  years  ago,  respecting  the  connection  of  wet 
soils  with  the  prevalence  of  consumption  in  New  England,  have 
dispelled  all  doubt  about  it. 

In  the  foregoing,  the  writer  has  had  in  mind  chiefly  to  present 
what  agencies  Nature  employs  in  the  ordinary  condition  of  the  soil, 
to  dispose  safely  of  the  decomposing  organic  matters,  which  every- 
where may  fall  upon  its  surface,  and  which  would  otherwise  become 
dangerous  to  health.  In  addition  also  to  show  to  what  extent 
the  prevailing  habits  of  domestic  life  interfere  with  the  intentions 
of  Nature,  by  preventing  those  salutary  operations  which  keep  the 
soil  pure  and  wholesome  ;  and  how  in  the  most  reckless  and 
criminal  way  we  directly  render  the  soil  unsanitary  and  dangerous 
to  live  upon. 

It  is  another  branch  of  the  subject  to  study  the  varidus  condi- 
tions of  natural  soils,  in  their  sanitary  bearings,  and  one  which 
involves  a  much  wider  field  of  inquiry.  Its  elucidation  would  call 
for  detailed  topographical  and  geological  surveys  of  large  areas, 
to  be  followed  by  equally  careful  sanitary  surveys  of  the  same  areas. 
By  the  collective  classification  and  comparison  of  the  facts  thus 
obtained,  data  would  be  furnished  from  which  there  is  promise  of 
deducing  with  reasonable  certainty  some  of  the  principal  causes 
of  the  most  fatal  prevailing  diseases  ;  and  in  that  event  of  point- 
ing out  the  practical  remedies  which  will  materially  reduce  the 
death-rate  in  communities. 

There  are  quite  satisfactory  grounds  for  believing  that  the 
united  results  of  topographical,  geological,  and  sanitary  surveys 
of  extensive  areas,  carried  out  by  expert  and  trained  observers, 
acting  in  concert  and  by  authority,  would  be  the  production  of  a 
body  of  facts  from  which  might  be  determined  most  important 
laws  of  health.  This  is  too  great  an  undertaking  for  private 
enterprise,  and  can  only  be  successfully  pursued  by  governmental 
authority  and  aid. 
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SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 


The  value  of.  any,  educational  process  or  system  is  not  tested  by 
the  proficiency  acquired  in  its  methods,  nor  by  the  degree  of  per- 
fection reached  in  the  prescribed  course.  Nor  is  it  enough  to  prove 
the  system  a  success  that  the  utmost  possible  amount  of  knowledge 
and  mental  discipline  have  been  bestowed  within  the  limited  time, 
unless  the  training  has  been  in  the  line  of  developing  a  healthy 
maturity.  The  ultimate  object  sought  is  fitness  for  the  labor  of 
life,  a  symmetrical  development  of  all  the  faculties,  and  such  dis- 
cipline as  will  enable  one  readily  to  acquire  knowledge  and  skill- 
fully to  use  it  ;  the  ability  to  concentrate  at  once  and  at  will  all 
one's  energies  upon  new  facts,  new  ideas,  and  new  situations.  The 
age  in  which  we  live  is  fruitful  in  changes,  and  demands  the  power 
of  ready  adaptability  to  make  the  best  of  unfavorable  circumstances 
and  conditions  and  turn  them  to  our  advantage.  Skill,  effective- 
ness, and  endurance  should  be  the  resultants, — a  body  trained  to 
execute  the  mandates  of  the  mind,  as  well  as  a  mind  trained  to 
know  and  use  its  powers.  As  the  body  is  the  instrument  or  agent 
through  which  the  mind  must  work,  any  system  or  process  that 
weakens  or  enfeebles  the  body,  inducing  an  inaptitude  for  manual 
labor,  premature  invalidism,  lessened  powers  of  resistance  to  de- 
pressing influences,  and  an  imperfect  organization,  is  in  so  far  a 
failure.  It  is  a  grave  and  serious'  concern  to  the  State  that  the 
large  proportion  of  its  population,  in  Connecticut  about  one-third, 
engaged  in  going  to  school  should  during  the  ten  or  twelve  years  thus 
employed,  be  surrounded  by  no  avoidable  unsanitary  conditions  and 
subjected  to  no  influences  that  tend  to  induce  imperfect  physical  or 
mental  organization,  to  lower  vitality,  or  to  lay  the  foundation 
for  disabilities  in  after  life  that  shorten  the  limits  of  effective  life 
work.  This  period  included  in  school-life  is  the  most  impression- 
able, is  indeed  the  formative  period,  and  any  depressing  influences 
are  much  more  effective  here  than  during  any  other  period.  "  The 
young  lives  are  finer  tests  of  foul  air  than  the  older  and  perhaps 
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acclimatized  population."  The  capacity  for  resistance  is  in  inverse 
ratio  to  the  rapidity  of  growth. 

A  very  much  larger  proportion  of  invalidism,  ill  health,  disease, 
and  death  are  due  to  bad  hygienic  influences  than  is  commonly 
supposed.  Damp  houses,  undrained  premises,  unventilated  rooms, 
impure  water,  badly  placed  outbuildings,  and  carelessness  in  the 
disposition  of  the  garbage  and  filth  necessarily  resulting  from  do- 
mestic life,  have  a  closer  and  more  intimate  relation  to  ill  health, 
disease,  and  death  than  is  generally  recognized.  When  these 
truths  are  realized  and  acted  upon,  the  results  soon*  make  appar- 
ent the  reality  and  value  of  sanitary  laws.  Although  mankind  are 
naturally  careless,  negligent,  and  inclined  to  procrastinate,  still  we 
find  hygienic  improvement  to  advance  pretty  regularly  with  the 
advance  of  knowledge  and  intelligence. 

The  State,  in  a  certain  sense,  makes  the  children  its  wards,  as 
education  is  rendered  compulsory;  hence  not  only  should  all  pre- 
ventable unsanitary  conditions  be  removed,  using  the  term  in  its 
widest  sense  to  include  both  mental  and  physical  relations,  but 
should  train  the  pupils  in  right  methods  of  guarding  life  and  health 
by  obedience  to  sanitary  laws,  by  which  much  inherited  invalidism 
and  evil  tendencies  may  be  obviated.  The  most  decided  results 
could  be  achieved  by  furnishing  the  essential  requisites  for  a  vigor- 
ous, healthy  physical  development  and  maturity,  and  conforming 
educational  methods  to  physiological  and  hygienic  laws.  A  vast 
amount  of  sanitary  reform  would  be  the  necessary  resultant  of 
such  a  course.  So  far  from  this  so  desirable  a  state  of  affairs 
existing,  it  is  unfortunately  but  too  obvious  that  the  reverse  is  the 
truer  picture,  and  that  the  school-rooms  in  their  present  condition, 
and  the  prevalent  systems  of  education,  to  say  the  least,  imperil 
and  endanger  health. 

The  question  then  arises:  can  asymmetrical  mental  development 
and  discipline  be  secured  without  infringing  upon  the  conditions 
essential  to  a  harmonious  physical  development  and  maturity? 
This  involves  the  idea  that  brain-work  is  necessarily  exhausting 
and  depressing  as  compared  with  other  forms  of  labor;  the  con- 
trary, however,  is  the  truth;  exercise  of  the  mind,  if  rightly 
directed,  invigorates  the  body  and  conduces  to  health  and  long 
life  by  increasing  the  volume  and  vigor  of  the  brain,  the  store- 
house of  energy  for  the  whole  system.  Such  exercise,  however, 
must  be  suited  to  the  age.  development  of  the  brain,  and  conse- 
quent mental  receptivity  of  the  child,  must  be  regular,  not  unduly 
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forced,  and  must  be  kept  free  from  worry  and  anxiety.  In  the 
young  especially  the  evils  of  worry  and  anxiety  are  noticeable. 
By  emulation,  competitive  study,  or  penalties,  the  active,  impressi- 
ble brain  of  the  child  is  harassed  and  work  becomes  depressing. 
The  studious,  faithful,  conscientious  child,  who  needs  restraint 
rather  than  the  spur,  is  the  one  injured;  the  careless,  unimpressi- 
ble  child,  of  exuberant  animal  life,  who  shakes  off  all  care  as  soon 
as  he  leaves  the  school-room  (if,  indeed,  there  were  any  to  shake 
off),  for  whose  behalf  these  methods  were  resorted  to,  receives  no 
injury,  as  he  takes  no  heed.  The  results  of  the  forcing  system  are 
a  mental  discipline  that  has  its  fruition  in  what  should  be  its 
springtime,  and  a  mental  development  that  has  reached  its  acme 
ere  the  educational  process  is  completed.  Such  brains  may  be 
quick  but  are  not  productive,  and  are,  as  Kingsley  says,  "apt  to 
mistake  capacity  for  talk  for  capacity  for  action,  excitement  for 
earnestness,  vehemence  for  force,  and  too  often  cruelty  for  justice." 
By  physical  culture  is  not  meant  special  training  in  any  one  direc- 
tion, which  is  indeed  to  be  deprecated,  as  when  a  muscular  oars- 
man finds  he  has  developed  a  diseased  heart,  but  that  due  attention 
be  paid  to  that  exercise  of  the  different  bodily  structures  essential 
to  growth  and  development;  that  over-tension  and  cramping  re- 
straint be  avoided,  and  the  younger  the  children  the  more  frequent 
the  intermissions  and  varied  the  mental  exercises. 

Every  occupation  has  its  peculiar  dangers  and  liabilities  to  ill, 
and  the  occupation  of  going  to  school  is  no  exception.  To  a  cer- 
tain extent  it  violates  the  essential  conditions  of  healthy  child-life, 
which  demand  ceaseless  change  of  position  or  restless  activity, 
constant  change  of  attention,  and  frequent  periods  of  repose  and 
sleep  in  case  of  the  very  young.  This  leads  naturally  to  the  first 
violation  of  physiological  law  in  educational  methods,  which  relates 
to  the  time  for  mental  effort,  the  general  law  being  that  study 
and  all  mental  work  shall  be  adapted  to  the  age,  and  not  be  in 
advance  of  development.  The  time  'selected  by  the  physiologist 
and  hygienist  for  the  commencement  of  systematic  education  is 
when  the  child  has  reached  seven  years.  This  is  not  arbitrarily 
selected,  but  rests  upon  physiological  laws  that  cannot  be  violated 
with  impunity. 

The  source  of  mental  energy  is  in  the  gray  matter  of  the  brain, 
and  whatever  may  be  the  theory  of  mental  action,  the  brain  fur- 
nishes the  conditions  necessary  for  the  manifestation   of  mind, 
and  that  through  the  gray  matter.     Now  up  to  the  seventh  year 
15a 
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the  brain,  while  growing  at  a  more  rapid  rate  than  at  any  other 
period  of  life,  is  comparatively  deficient  in  gray  matter,  but  the 
white  matter  related  to  the  perceptive  faculties  predominates.  Up 
to  this  time,  therefore,  the  perceptive  faculties  are  sufficient  to  keep 
the  mind  fully  occupied  in  acquiring  the  knowledge  to  be  gained 
by  observation.  While  the  gray  matter  of  the  brain  is  but  partially 
developed,  mental  effort  involving  the  reflective  faculties  and 
abstract  ideas  should  not  be  allowed.  "  All  formal  labor  of  the  mind 
required  before  the  seventh  year  is  in  opposition  to  the  laws  of 
nature,  and  will  prove  injurious  to  the  organization."  The  super- 
intendent of  the  schools  in  St.  Louis  states  that  children  that 
enter  the  schools  at  eight  years  make  nearly  double  the  progress 
that  those  make  that  enter  at  five,  and  similar  testimony  might  be 
cited  indefinitely. 

There  are  many  physiological  reasons  for  selecting  this  age  for 
the  commencement  of  regular  education,  the  lower  vertebra?  of 
the  spine,  upon  which  the  upper  portion  of  the  body  rests  when 
in  a  sitting  position,  are  then  ossified  and  not  before.  The  propor- 
tion between  the  upper  and  lower  portions  and  the  trunk  is 
reached  during  this  year.  During  the  seventh  year  the  body 
commences  to  have  a  uniform,  steady  growth;  before  this  period 
different  portions  increase  with  different  rates  of  growth. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  brain  implies  an  increased  blood  sup- 
ply, and  explains  the  greater  nervous  susceptibility  of  children 
The  nervous  system  in  childhood,  besides  presiding  over  the  func- 
tions that  maintain  life  and  provide  for  the  repair  of  the  daily 
waste  of  tissues,  as  in  adults,  has  in  charge  those  of  growth  and 
development,  i.  e.,  the  production  of  new  functions,  and  the  mechan- 
ism for  their  exercise.  Now  if  its  energies  be  unduly  taxed  in 
mental  labor,  it  draws  upon  those  which  should  be  reserved  for 
digestion  and  assimilation;  these  processes  being  interrupted,  the 
brain  is  no  longer  supplied  with  nutritious  blood,  and  development 
is  checked  or  perverted.  The  reserve  force  is  much  less  in  child- 
hood, as  it  is  required  for  the  processes  of  development.  The 
process  of  repair  in  the  brain  takes  place  only  in  sleep,  as  well 
as  its  growth,  hence  a  greater  amount  of  sleep  is  required  and  at  more 
frequent  periods  than  in  the  adult.  If  denied,  nervous  irritability 
results,  followed  by  exhaustion  or  depression.  This  nervous  irrita- 
bility and  its  expression  are  too  often  .considered  as  requiring  and 
receiving  punishment,  as  it  leads  undoubtedly  to  infractions  of 
discipline.    There  is  one  other  point  in  this  connection:  the  constant 
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effort  to  accomplish  a  task  that  is  beyond  the  mental  powers  weak- 
ens the  brain  and  injures  mental  capacities  permanently. 

One  of  the  most  essential  requisites,  however,  for  a  healthy  and 
vigorous  physical  development  is  one  but  poorly  supplied  by  the  aver- 
age school  room,  and  that  is  pure  air.  This  is  essential  to  good  men- 
tal labor,  to  work  that  shall  task  the  powers  of  the  brain  to  the 
utmost,  and  at  the  same  time  invigorate  and  strengthen  it,  and  in- 
directly the  physical  frame. 

Children  breathe  with  nearly  double  the  rapidity  of  adults,  and 
hence  are  more  susceptible  to  the  ill  effects  of  impure  air.  It  is 
claimed  by  some  that  small  children  do  not  require  so  much  air 
space  as  the  older,  but  this  is  erroneous,  as  the  rapidity  of  breath- 
ing compensates  for  the  smaller  volume  of  air  respired.  At  each 
breath  we  inhale  carbonic  acid,  twenty-five  to  forty  ounces,  every 
twenty-four  hours,  we  exhale  watery  vapor,  and  fetid  organic  vapors, 
the  products  of  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  system;  these 
latter  give  the  offensive  smell  to  a  close,  ill-ventilated  room  when 
occupied.  The  air  is  also  contaminated  by  exhalations  from  the 
skin,  and  by  emanations  from  soiled  clothing;  the  latter  no  small 
item  in  a  crowded  room.  The  dust  of  the  school  room  is  pecu- 
liar, the  fine  particles  of  chalk  from  the  crayons  used  at  the  black- 
boards constitute  a  special  impurity;  imperfect  janitorship  often 
adds  others  from  the  accumulation  of  several  days,  around  the 
desks. 

The  use  of  windows  to  ventilate  the  school-room  during  the  ses- 
sion, is  very  objectionable,  as  the  sudden  exposure  to  a  draft  of  cold 
air  "  slays  like  the  stroke  of  a  sword,"  while  the  impure  air  produces 
ill  health  and  undermines  the  vital  forces  more  slowly.  The  follow- 
ing illustrations  show  two  methods  easily  available,  that  can  be  ar- 
ranged at  slight  expense  where  the  authorities  cannot  be  prevailed 
upon  to  ventilate  the  building  systematically.  A  strip,  the  length  of 
the  window-frame  and  width  of  the  opening,  should  be  placed  under 
the  lower  sash.  This  should  be  as  thick  as  the  lower  sash,  and  well 
fitted  to  its  place.  The  lower  sash  is  raised,  this  strip  put  in  place, 
and  the  sash  shut  down,  resting  upon  the  strip.  The  air  now  enters 
between  the  two  sashes,  and  is  given  an  upward  direction,  thus 
avoiding  a  draft, — the  direction  is  indicated  by  the  arrows  in  the 
side  section.  The  other  plan  is  to  nail  or  fasten  securely  a  strip  of 
board  at  a  sharp  angle  to  the  top  bar  of  the  upper  sash,  and  then 
lower  the  sash.  This,  of  course,  should  be  of  the  length  of  the 
sash,  the  width  determined  by  the  volume  of  air  desired.     More 
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air  is  admitted  by  this  method,  an  upward  direction  is  given  to  it, 
and  direct  draft  avoided.     By  these  means  the  air  supply  can  be

much  improved.     A  test  for  the  carbonic  acid,  which  is   a  fair 
measure  for  all  the  impurities,  is  easily  made.     The  normal  pro- 


portion in  air  is.  eight  parts  in  ten  thousand.     To  test  for  excess, 
take  an  eight-ounce  vial,  fill  with  rain  water,  preferably,  and  empty 
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out  the  water  in  the  room  the  air  of  which  you  wish  to  examine. 
As  the  water  flows  out,  air  passes  in,  and  the  bottle  becomes  filled 
with  the  air  of  the  room.  Pour  into  the  bottle  half  an  ounce  of 
clear  lime  water,  obtained  easily  at  any  druggist's;  cork,  and  shake 
thoroughly.  If  no  milkiness  or  turbidity  results,  the  air  does  not 
contain  more  than  eight  parts  carbonic  atcid  in  ten  thousand  of  air. 
If  a  six-ounce  bottle  is  used,  with  half  an  ounce  of  lime  water,  and 
gives  turbidity,  there  is  eleven  parts  carbonic  acid  in  ten  thous- 
and of  air.  If  a  two-ounce  bottle  show  turbidity,  it  would  indicate 
over  forty  parts  instead  of  eight.  Thus  the  quality  of  the  air  can 
be  tested.  Lime  water  can  be  obtained  from  any  druggist,  or 
easily  made.  Pouf  cold  water  over  unslacked  lime ;  let  it  stand 
over  night;  then  carefully  pour  off  the  clear  water.  More  water 
can  be  added  to  the  lime,  as  only  a  certain  per  cent,  is  dissolved. 
This  is  a  fair  test  of  the  quantity  of  impurity  in  the  air,  although 
there  are  many  deleterious  substances  that  are  not  indicated  at  all 
by  the  proportion  of  carbonic  acid.  Ammonia  is  tested  for  by  a 
paper  prepared  as  follows:  Evaporate  tincture  of  logwood  to  dry- 
ness; dissolve  the  residue  in  ether;  dip  strips  of  filtering  paper  in 
this.  Ammonia  gives  these  strips  a  brownish  tint.  Sulphuretted 
hydrogen  is  best  detected  by  strips  of  filtering  paper,  dipped  in  a 
solution  of  sugar  of  lead,  and  exposed,  wet,  to  the  air  of  the  room. 
The  gas  turns  the  paper  black.  The  test  is  a  very  delicate  one; 
very  small  quantities  are  detected.  The  absence  of  ozone  in  the 
air  indicates  a  large  percentage  of  organic  matter.  Hozeau's  test 
is  as  follows :  Soak  litmus  paper  of  a  neutral  tint  in  a  dilute  solu- 
tion of  iodide  of  potash.  The  ozone  sets  the  potash  free,  which 
turns  the  paper  blue.  A  person  can  become  habituated  to  the 
endurance  of  a  vitiated  atmosphere, — a  process  which,  while  it 
trains  a  child  to  live  on  impure  blood,  trains  him  to  live  a  poorer 
and  feebler  life. 

QUANTITY    OF    AIR    REQUIRED. 

To  preserve  the  air  in  a  reasonable  degree  of  purity,  from  200 
to  300  cubic  feet  of  air  space  and  25  sq.  feet  of  floor  space  are 
required  for  each  schoolar.  This  is  based  on  exact  mathematical 
calculations  of  the  amount  of  air  devitalized,  and  implies  constant 
change  by  ventilation.  As  the  smaller  children  breathe  with 
greater  rapidity,  their  requirements  are  about  the  same.  In  the 
worst  examples  in  this  State  I  found  4^  square  feet  floor  space, 
and  less  than  50  cubic  feet  air  space,  and  no  systematic  ventila- 
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tion.  It  is  only  in  the  buildings  lately  constructed  that  this  stand- 
ard is  nearly  reached,  usually  in  the  cities.  The  evils  of  impure 
air  are  too  well  known  to  require  discussion;  the  statement  is 
enough.  In  England  and  Wales  the  excess  of  deaths  in  the  school 
stages  of  life  amounted,  upon  examination,  a  few  years  since,  to 
fifty  thousand  annually.  These,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  are 
chargeable  to  the  unsanitary  relations  of  school  life.*  The  evil  of 
over-crowding  is  a  common  one  in  all  States,  especially  in  cities. 
The  discussions  concerning  the  New  York  City  Schools  furnish  a 
striking  commentary  on  this  point.  The  subject  is  very  compre- 
hensive, and  I  hope  to  discuss  it  more  fully  later.  There  are, 
however,  several  points  that  can  well  be  presented  in  a  preliminary 
paper  like  this.  Dyspepsia,  sleeplessness,  headache,  nervous  irrita- 
bility, neuralgia,  and  general  depression  are  some  of  the  evil 
results  of  overtasking  and  bad  ventilation. 

HEATING. 

Nearly  as  imperfect  a  condition  often  exists  with  reference  to 
heating  as  to  air  supply.  Sudden  excesses  of  heat,  and  then  expo- 
sure to  direct  draft  from  open  windows,  and  the  contamination  of  the 
air  by  carbonic  oxide  and  other  gases,  are  prevalent  evils.  The 
dryness  of  the  air  constricts  the  depth  of  inspiration,  and  predis- 
poses to  lung  disease.  Virchow  attributes  most  of  the  pulmonary 
diseases. of  children  to  over-crowded  rooms,  changes  of  temperature 
in  passing  from  hot  rooms  to  cold  stairways  or  the  outer  air,  to  the 
dust  of  the  school-room,  and  the  impaired  respiratory  movements 
induced  by  prolonged  sitting. 

One  of  the  best  desks  I  have  seen  is  that  in  use  in  the  Chaun- 
cey  Hall  School,  Boston.  The  desk  is  at  an  angle  of  23°  for 
writing,  and  so  constructed  that  it  comes  within  an  inch  of  the 
body.  The  lower  section  turns  back  with  a  noiseless  sliding  joint, 
making  a  book-rest  at  an  angle  of  45°  for  reading  or  studying. 
The  interior  of  the  desk  is  open  to  inspection  when  the  lower  sec- 
tion is  folded  back,  affording  no  chance  for  books  or  slate  to  drop, 
or  for  untidy  desks.  The  seats  were  arranged  with  reference  to  the 
natural  curves  and  outlines  of  the  body,  preventing  pressure  on  the 
large  nerve  of  the  limbs,  which  is  a  common  fault  and  produces  sci- 
atica. A  most  excellent  rule  obtains  here,  the  neglect  of  which  has 
been  productive  of  much  life-long  ill  health :  the  intermediate  pupils

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are  sent  to  the  highest  floors  instead  of  the  older  pupils.  The  rec- 
ommendation is  most  emphatically  urged  that  this  wise  course  be 
adopted  in  those  buildings  that  have  several  pairs  of  stairs  to  climb. 
The  pelvic  derangements  that  are  caused  by  this  excessive  stair- 
climbing  have  in  many  instances  destroyed  health  for  life.  While 
the  construction  of  lofty  school  buildings  is  to  be  condemned  in  a 
sanitary  point  of  view,  one  great  evil  may  be  thus  partially  pre- 
vented. 

DESKS. 

The  matter  of  seating  scholars  and  the  height,  size,  and  adap- 
tation of  the  desks  to  the  requirements  of  the  scholar  should  be 
considered.  The  following  table  is  by  Dr.  Guillaume — 1 1  Swiss 
inches  being  equal  to  1 3  English  inches.

The  increase  of  near-sightedness  is  marked  in  America  as  well 
as  in  Germany  and  other  countries.  The  evil  is  caused  by  a  faulty 
management  in  lighting  the  building,  faulty  desks,  imperfect  light 
or  too  intense.  The  direction  of  the  light  is  also  of  great  impor- 
tance ;  too  often  the  pupils  receive  light  directly  in  their  faces,  or 
cross  lights;  the  black  boards,  too,  are  often  imperfectly  lighted. 
The  size  of  the  windows  should  bear  a  direct  proportion  to  the 
floor-space,  from  one-quarter  (Burnett)  to  one-sixth  (Lincoln)  of 
the  floor-space.  It  is  best  to  have  the  light  come  in  from  be- 
hind, next  best  from  the  left  side.  Light  gray  tints  are  the  best 
for  the  interior  walls.

CONTAGIOUS    DISEASES. 

A  large  class  of  diseases  that  are  peculiar  to  childhood  belong 
to  the  communicable  or  infectious  class,  hence  the  propriety  of 
closing  schools  upon  the  appearance  of  anything  like  an  epidemic. 
Carelessness  in  this  respect  has  often  been  productive  of  the  great- 
est evils.     A  still  greater  protection  would  be  afforded  if  physicians 
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were  obliged  to  report  to  the  Health.  Board  of  the  city  all  cases  of 
malignant  communicable  disease.  This  is  done  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
Boston,  Mass.,  and  some  other  places.  Those  infected  might  then 
be  restrained  from  going  to  school,  or  to  any  places  of  public  resort, 
and  thus  from  becoming  carriers  of  contagion.  Epidemics  of  diph- 
theria have  in  many  instances  been  spread  through  the  medium  of 
schools,  the  patient  often  returning  before  danger  of  communi- 
cating the  disease  was  over. 

This  paper  is  presented  to  prepare  the  way  for  a  more  complete 
presentation  by  a  brief  statement  of  some  of  the  more  salient 
points.  The  school  system  of  this  State  is  so  excellent  that  greater 
confidence  is  felt  in  discussing  those  points  where,  as  in  common 
with  all,  improvement  can  be  made.  The  Kindergarten  methods 
advocated  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  recognize  the  relations 
of  mental  culture  to  brain  development.  The  Quincey  methods 
are  also  based  upon  these  principles.

Sir:  In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  this 
State,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  relating  to 
Births,  Marriages,  Deaths,  and  Divorces  occurring  in  Connecticut 
in  the  year  1878,  from  the  reports  returned  according  to  law  from 
the  several  towns. 

The  compilations  from  the  original  returns,  and  the  laborious 
mathematical  work  involved  in  the  construction  of  the  tables  indi- 
cating the  varying  influences  of  age,  sex,  season,  locality,  and 
nationality,  with  the  requisite  protracted  attention  to  details  neces- 
sarily implied  in  such  work,  have  been  performed  in  this  office  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Registration  without  recourse  to  expenditure 
for  clerical  aid. 

The  assistance  of  Dr.  C.  W.  Page  of  Hartford,  especially  in  the 
second  series  of  tables,  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  facts  contained  in  these  returns  have  been 
presented  and  discussed  in  such  a  way  as  to  render  the  lessons 
they  convey  plainly  intelligible  and  practically  useful.

REGISTRATION  REPORT, 

1878. 


The  present  is  the  first  Report  issued  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  to  which  is  given  the  general  supervision 
of  the  State  system  of  registration  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths. 
The  returns  for  the  year  were  made  to  the  Board,  but  direct  super- 
vision was  exercised  only  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year. 
The  subject  of  registration  was  very  fully  discussed  by  Dr.  Linds- 
ley  in  the  Sanitary  Report.  By  a  modification  in  the  law,  prompt 
returns  are  now  secured  generally  in  the  cities,  and  to  considerable 
extent  throughout  the  State.  It  is  impossible  to  secure  complete- 
ness and  accuracy  when  the  returns  are  made  to  the  registrar  only 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  certified  by  the  compilers  of  the  ninth 
census  and  all  statisticians.  Even  if  the  number  be  nearly  com- 
plete, the  cause  of  death,  or  other  important  facts,  will  be  incor 
rectly  stated,  if  at  all.  There  is  a  field  for  constant  effort  for 
some  time  to  come  in  improving  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of 
the  returns.  The  success  already  achieved  affords  encouragement 
for  the  future;  the  progress  appears  to  be  of  a  permanent  and  en- 
during nature,  and  the  measures  have  the  support  of  the  intelli- 
gent and  thoughtful.  Of  the  importance  to  the  State  of  complete 
public  records  in  this  department  no  argument  is  needed,  as  it  is 
by  this  means  alone  that  much  that  is  essential  to  the  successful 
management  of  public  affairs  can  be  learned.  The  protection  of 
individual  rights,  the  prevention  of  crime,  and  the  interests  of 
public  order  and  morality,  as  well  as  the  advancement  of  healthy 
living,  and  thereby  prosperity  as  well  as  longevity,  are  thus  secured. 
One  of  the  most  important  sanitary  laws  thus  derived  is  stated  by 
Dr.  Bowditch  in  two  propositions  : 

1st.  A  residence  on  or  near  a  damp  soil,  whether  that  dampness 
be  inherent  in  the  soil  itself,  or  caused  by  percolation  from  adja- 
cent ponds,  rivers,  meadows,  marshes,  or  spongy  soil,  is  one  of  the 
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principal  causes  of  consumption  in  Massachusetts,  probably  in  New 
England,  and  possibly  in  other  portions  of  the  globe. 

2d.  Consumption  can  be  checked  in  its  career,  and  possibly,  nay, 
probably,  prevented  in  some  instances  by  attention  to  this  law. 

The  application  of  this  law  to  England  and  other  lands  has  since 
been  demonstrated.  ■  The  control  over  the  development  of  epidemic 
diseases  like  cholera  and  small  pox,  the  powers  of  quarantine,  and 
indeed  not  only  does  our  knowledge  of  sanitary  laws  and  all  pro- 
gressive gain  rest  upon  a  statistical  basis,  but  also  much  of  our 
progress  in  medical  knowledge,  if  not  all  real  gain  in  the  power 
over  disease. 

In  the  present  report  the  statistics  of  the  year  1878  are  pre- 
sented, in  relation  to  age,  sex,  and  season,  and,  as  far  as  may  be, 
locality  and  nationality.  As  the  results  of  the  coming  census  will 
be  available  for  our  next  report,  many  comparative  statements  can 
more  profitably  be  then  discussed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  here- 
after we  may  have  a  census  once  in  five  years,  as  the  population, 
especially  of  the  manufacturing  centres,  is  so  mutable  that  no 
system  of  estimates  will  give  uniformly  satisfactory  results. 

During  the  year  1878  there  were  13,499  births,  4,285  marriages, 
9,352  deaths,  and  401  divorces.  The  number  of  registered  births 
was  less  than  in  1877  by  378.  The  number  of  registered  mar- 
riages by  24.  The  number  of  registered  deaths  'by  344.  The 
number  of  divorces  by  26. 

The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  4, 135,  which  is  241  less 
than  in  1877,  and  somewhat  less  than  the  average  for  the  last  ten 
years.  The  sanitary  history  for  the  year,  on  the  whole,  does  not 
give  a  favorable  showing,  and  special  causes  will  be  analyzed  later. 
One  singular  feature  is  the  large  number,  comparatively,  of  sudden 
violent  deaths.  The  tornado  in  Wallingford  killed  30,  the  rail- 
road accident  at  Tariff ville  12,  the  steamboat  explosion  at  Norwalk 
12.  These  contribute  to  swell  the  totals  from  accident  and  vio- 
lence. 

The  daily  average  of  natural  increase  was  1 1.3. 

Daily  average  of  births,  19  m.,  18  1,  37. 

Daily  average  of  marriages,  11.2. 

Daily  average  of  deaths,  25.6. 

There  were  221  colored  births,  five  less  than  in  1877;  80  mar- 
riages, 16  less  than  in  1877;  240  deaths,  one  hundred  more  than 
in  1877,  and  19  more  than  the  births  reported.  The  following 
table  shows  these  statistics  by  counties:

The  classification  of  causes  is  liable  to  the  same  imperfections  as 
before,  in  that  several  causes  are  often  assigned  instead  of  one, 
and  often  of  equal  importance.  The  repeal  of  the  so-called  omni- 
bus clause  and  other  changes  in  the  divorce  laws,  may  have  a  ten- 
dency to  decrease  the  number  of  divorces. 

The  nomenclature  of  diseases  adopted  in  1877  is  followed  with 
some  slight  variations,  as  it  is  the  one  most  commonly  in  use  at 
the  present  time,  and  renders  comparative  results  more  easily 
ascertainable,  as  well  as  secures  the  general  advantages  of  uni- 
formity. The  tables  will,  it  is  hoped,  aid  in  obtaining  a  better 
attention  to  details  in  the  returns,  as  their  relation  to  the  facts 
required  by  the  certificates  is  apparent,  and  also  the  value  of  these 
facts  in  giving  a  complete  abstract  of  the  vital  history  of  the  year 
and  the  manner  each  class  and  interest  is  affected  by  these  annual 
changes  and  movements. 

The  greatest  deficiency  exists  in  the  returns  of  occupations,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  greater  attention  will  be  paid  to  this  subject  by 
registrars  and  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  the  returns.  The 
relations  of  occupation  to  disease  are  extremely  important  as  well 
as  interesting;  a  brief  analysis  of  the  proportion  returned  will 
give  some  idea  of  the  value  of  complete  returns  upon  this  subject.

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BIRTHS, 

The  total  number  of  births  reported  during  the  year  1878  was 
13,499,  not  including  still  births,  which  are  returned  with  deaths. 
The  most  complete  return  of  still  births  in  the  State,  perhaps,  is 
from  New  Haven,  where  a  separate  blank  is  provided,  on  tinted 
paper,  to  avoid  confusion.  This  system  is  in  use  quite  generally 
in  the  larger  cities. 

The  returns  of  births  are,  as  a  rule,  more  incomplete  than  either 
those  of  deaths  or  marriages.  The  advantages  of  registration,  it 
may  be,  are  not  so  apparent,  and  it  is  most  decidedly  the  exception 
that  a  child  is  named  within  a  month  after  its  birth.  The  record 
should,  however,  be  promptly  made  and  completed  by  the  addition 
of  the  child's  name  as  soon  as  conveniently  obtainable.  The  pro- 
vision in  the  law  allowing  the  registrar  a  small  fee  for  completing 
the  record  of  a  birth  by  obtaining  the  name,  when,  as  is  too  often 
the  case,  it  is  omitted  altogether,  has  been  already  of  decided  ser- 
vice in  completing  otherwise  very  imperfect  records.  Few  outside 
of  a  registrar's  office  realize  how  frequently  the  information  that  a 
complete  record  affords  is  sought,  and  how  important  and  valuable 
such  facts  are  in  the  varied  business  and  social  relations  of  life. 

The  record  of  vital  statistics  is  indeed  as  valuable  as  any  of  the 
other  public  records  of  a  town,  and  it  is  as  important  that  they  be 
reliable  and  complete  as  that  any  public  records  should  be;  indeed, 
their  interest  and  value  often  outlast  any  other  of  the  facts  that  are 
deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  made  matters  for  public  rec- 
ord and  preservation. 

Of  these  births  7,073  were  males,  6,355 -females, — an  excess  of 
4,174  over  the  total  number  of  deaths.  The  proportion  of  males 
to  females  is  109.74  males  to  every  100  females,  or  in  each  100 
births  50.174  were  males,  49.826  females.  The  mean  ratio  for  the 
twenty  years  ending  1876  was  110.44  males  to  every  100  females; 
in  1877,  109.18  males  to  100  females.  The  following  table  shows 
the  ratio  in  different  countries:

According  to  the  researches  of  Lund  in  Denmark,  the  first 
years  of  marriage  are  more  fruitful  of  male  births,  and  the  latter 
of  female,  and  the  first  child  is,  in  the  greater  proportion  of 
instances,  a  male.  If  the  parties  are  each  less  than  25,  the  pre- 
dominance of  males  is  very  marked, — 105  to  50  females.  This 
diminishes  until,  after  fifteen  years  of  married  life,  nearly  an  equal 
ratio  exists, — 49  males  to  47  females.  The  ratio  is  then  reversed, 
and  soon  reaches  95  males  to  100  females.  These  observations 
extend  over  a  long  period  of  years,  and  are  apparently  very  care- 
fully made.  The  relative  age  of  the  parties,  it  is  generally  agreed, 
has  a  decided  influence  in  deciding  the  sex,  which  is  determined 
by  that  of  the  younger  and  more  vigorous  constitution. 

There  were  124  instances  of  plurality  births — 123  of  twins,  one 
of  triplets — the  latter  of  German  parentage., 

There  were  33  twin  births  in  Hartford  county,  30  in  New  Haven, 
7  in  New  London,  28  in  Fairfield,  12  in  Windham,  14  in  Litch- 
field, 7  in  Middlesex,  3  in  Tolland. 

Of  illegitimate  births  there  were  128  reported,  with  about  the 
same  ratio  of  males  to  females  as  in  the  legitimate.  They  were 
distributed  as  follows:  Hartford  county,  36;  New  Haven,  25; 
New  London,  17;  Fairfield,  23;  Windham,  11;  Litchfield,  10; 
Middlesex,  4;  Tolland,  2.  The  number  is  about  the  same  as  in 
1876;  in  1877  there  were  155  reported. 

The  following  table  shows  the  parentage  of  foreign  births.  As 
it  is  the  first  published  statement  of  the  kind  for  this  State  it  is 
impossible  to  give  any  comparative  statements.  The  complexity 
of  our  population  is  here  indicated,  and  it  would  hardly  seem  pos- 
sible that  so  many  heterogeneous  elements  were  represented: 
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COUNTIES. 
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Among  other  nationalities,  Russia  is  represented  by  1,  the 
Azores  1,  West  Indies  4,  Spain  1.  Portugal  4,  Siam  1,  Nova  Sco- 
tia 5,  Sandwich  Islands  2,  Bohemia  1.  Nearly  all  the  nationalities 
of  the  world  are  here  represented.  A  large -Canadian  immigration 
into  the  manufacturing  towns  is  shown.  These  are  for  the  most 
part  French  Canadians.  There  is  a  small  Portuguese  colony  in 
New  London,  and  a  few  in  other  portions  of  the  State — sailors  for 
the  most  part. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  reported  in  1878  was  4,315,  a  less 
number  than  for  fourteen  years,  although  the  number  has  not 
varied  half  a  score  for  the  last  three  or  four  years.  The  pressure 
of  the  times,  and  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  acquiring  even  a 
modest  competence,  show  pretty  uniformly  in  a  decreased  marriage 
rate.'  This  is  the  lowest  number  reported  since  1864,  when  but 
4,107  were  reported.  Of  these,  2,855  were  of  American  birth, 
721  foreign,  and  674  of  mixed  nationality. 

No  marriages  are  reported  from  Hampton,  Harwinton,  New 
Fairfield,  and  Wolcott.  Bridgewater,  Morris,  Marlborough,  Brook- 
field,  and  Lisbon  report  one  each,  and  Andover,  Beacon  Falls, 
Bethany,  Burlington,  Hartland,  Middlefield,  Prospect,  and  Willing- 
ton  report  two  each. 

The  number  of  colored  marriages  is  also  considerably  less  than 
in  any  preceding  year  for  some  time,  in  about  the  same  relative 
proportion  of  decrease  as  those  of  the  white  population. 
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The  only  offset  to  this  decrease  in  the  number  of  marriages  is  in 
the  fact  of  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  divorces,  a 
less  number  reported — 401 — than  for  many  years,  those  already 
married  apparently  showing  a  disposition  to  live  more  peaceably. 

To  obviate  complaints  relative  to  confusion  in  the  fees  charged 
for  issuing  a  marrage  license,  the  following  form  was  issued.  As 
the  old  plates  were  found  to  be  nearly  worn  out,  an  entire  change 
was  made  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  , blank,  which  is  now 
upon  one  sheet,  with  the  legal  fee  clearly  printed  on  the  reverse 
side,  so  that  mistakes  are  no  longer  possible.

Any  person  solemnizing  a  marriage  under  this  license  in  any 
other  town  than  that  in  which  it  was  issued,  or  joining  any  per- 
sons in  marriage  without  first  having  received  a  certificate  of 
license,  is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  in  a  common  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both 
fine  and  imprisonment.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  each  year  is  an  index  of  the 
annual  loss  to  the  State  which  necessarily  results  from  the  ebb 
and  flow  of  the  tide  of  life.  The  compensating  swing  is  shown 
by  the  birth-rate ;  the  gain,  if  gain  there  be,  by  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths,  and  the  influx  of  immigration;  the  latter,  however, 
does  not  appear  on  the  registration  records.  Prosperity  is  indicated 
by  a  high  birth-rate  and  low  death-rate,  if  the  other  elements  in 
the  problem  correspond.  Security  to  life,  vigorous  manhood,  and 
peaceful  old  age,  or  the  reverse;  premature  mortality,  death  at 
the  threshold  of  life,  wasted  energies,  and  burdened  age  are  un- 
folded in  these  records  of  the  vital  movements  of  the  year.  As 
the  death-rate  varies  in  different  localities,  and  different  years  and 
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seasons,  showing  often  double  or  even  fivefold  the  normal  rate, 
the  importance  of  the  study  of  these  variations  must  be  obvious, 
influenced  as  they  are  by  local  conditions. 

The  value  of  the  sanitary  observances  of  each  locality  is  tested 
by  the  comparative  freedom  it  enjoys  from  the  devastations  of 
diseases  that  should  be  controlled,  and  the  reasonable  expectation 
it  can  give  of  protection  from  influences  that  sap  life  and  vigor, 
but  yet  over  which  the  individual,  however  intelligent,  has  no  con- 
trol. The  Austrian  minister  of  commerce  said,  "  Statistics  are  no 
longer  viewed  as  a  mere  theoretical  science  for  the  gratification  of 
the  curiosity  of  the  learned,  since  they  subserve  the  practical  ends 
of  political  society,  and  lend  service  to  administration  as  well 
in  determining  the  value  of  existing  institutions  and  laws  as  in 
weighing  measures  not  yet  carried  out."  The  intimate  relation 
between  political  science  or  statesmanship  and  vital  statistics  is 
apparent  as  the  varied  relations  of  life  to  be  influenced  by  legisla- 
tive enactments  alike  are  influenced  by  the  laws  of  development 
and  inheritance. 

In  studying  the  vital  statistics  of  1878,  the  chief  effort  has 
been  expended  in  the  selection  and  formation  of  tables  that  should 
present  the  different  facts  clearly  and  distinctly,  and  yet  avoid  any 
unnecessary  detail.  Some  typographical  errors  in  the  construc- 
tion of  so  many  new  forms  of  tabular  statement  are  perhaps 
unavoidable;  a  glance  at  the  factors  that  are  credited  with  a  wrong 
showing  will  rectify  the  errors  in  nearly  every  case.  The  first  set 
of  tables  showing  causes  of  death  gives  the  cause  for  each  death 
in  the  towns  which  are  arranged  by  counties.  By  this  table  the 
manifestations  of  disease  will  be  seen  to  fluctuate  greatly  from 
year  to  year;  the  same  causes  do  not  produce  the  annual  mortality 
each  year.  There  are,  of  course,  certain  endemic  forms  that  appear 
from  year  to  year,  like  consumption  for  instance,  which  is  about  as 
uniformly  distributed  as  any  one  disease,  but  for  the  most  part  the 
causes  vary  very  decidedly. 

The  value  of  this  table  will  increase  from  year  to  year,  and  it 
forms  indeed  a  very  important  item  in  the  sanitary  history  of  each 
town.  These  facts  are  yearly  recorded  and  gathered,  and  by  this 
means  they  are  utilized  to  teach  many  an  important  lesson.  But  little 
attempt  is  made  to  draw  inferences  from  these  tables  this  year,  as 
the  exact  basis  of  the  census  will  render  future  calculations  more 
valuable,  and,  indeed,  scant  time  was  left  after  constructing,  with 
only  general   models,   these   comprehensive   tables.     The   second 
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shows  the  age,  time,  and  sex,  with  reference  to  each  disease;  for 
convenience  of  reference  the  diseases  are  arranged  alphabetically. 
In  the  last  table,  the  nationality,  age,  time,  and  sex  of  those  dying 
in  each  town  are  shown,  the  towns  arranged  alphabetically. 

The  year  was  not  characterized  by  the  existence  of  any  general 
epidemic,  but  localized  epidemics  of  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  and 
malarial  fevers  were  very  common.  The  greater  proportion  of 
deaths  from  these  causes  occurred  in  comparatively  a  few  towns. 
Scarlet  fever  was  more  prevalent  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
diphtheria  in  the  third  and  fourth.  There  were  some  unusual 
causes  reported.  Mumps  is  credited  with  one  death,  but  it  was 
by  metastasis  to  the  glands  about  the  windpipe,  which,  becoming 
enlarged,  caused  suffocation. 

Bleeding  at  the  nose,  base  ball,  acute  splenic  fever,  and  lupus  of 
the  face  are  each  credited  with  one  death.  Yellow  fever-  was 
reported,  but  the  death  occurred  at  sea  and  the  burial  also;  the 
captain  of  a  ship  imprudently  landed  at  a  fever-stricken  port. 
The  unusual  number  of  deaths  from  accidents  has  already  been 
alluded  to.  Two  deaths  are  reported  from  exposure,  and  three 
from  freezing,  and  three  from  lightning.

The  infantile  mortality  is  about  the  usual  ratio,  nearly  thirty  per 
cent.,  which  does  very  well  for  human  beings;  but  wouldn't  do  at 
all  for  sheep  or  cattle  if  the  essential  conditions  of  their  vitality 
were  so  disregarded.  The  greater  proportion  of  deaths  occurs 
during  the  first  twelve  months,  and  disorders  of  nutrition  are 
almost  invariably  the  cause,  although  meningitis,  convulsions,  and 
brain  disease  are  credited  apparently  with  a  large  percentage. 

The  deaths  during  the  third  period  represent  the  greatest  loss  to 
the  State,  as  these  are  the  producers,  so  to  speak,  who,  in  addition 
to  self-support,  are  accumulating  or  supporting  others.  As  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  the  tables,  the  deaths  from  consumption  and 
typhoid  fever  fall  heaviest  among  this  class. 

The  nationality  is  not  quite  so  complicated  as  that  of  births, 
although  decidedly  heterogeneous.  A  much  larger  proportion 
are  born  within  this  State,  and  with  the  mixed  population  the 
birthplace  is  not  so  generally  stated  as  in  the  case  of  births.  The 
following  statement  shows  the  proportion:

137.     Page  27,  footing  of  5th  column,  read  13  instead  of  70. 
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General  Walker  draws  the  following  conclusions  concerning  the 
mortality  among  foreigners: 

"Among  the  Irish,  a  marked  liability  to  general  constitutional 
diseases,  including  consumption  and  Bright's  disease  of  the  kidneys, 
with  exemption  comparatively  from  diseases  of  the  febrile  group." 
In  this  State  the  mortality  from  consumption  in  the  factory  towns 
among  the  operatives,  is  well  marked,  especially  among  the  younger 
women.  The  change  to  indoor  employment,  with  close  restraint, 
and  dust  laden  atmosphere  manifests  its  effects  after  a  compara- 
tively short  time. 

'•Among  the  Germans,  a  reduced  mortality  from  general  consti- 
tutional diseases,  and  a  decided  liability  to  the  febrile  group,  other- 
wise a  general  uniformity, — no  undue  prevalence  of  one  group. 

Among  the  English  and  "Welsh,  a  liability  to  diseases  of  the 
nervous,  circulatory,  digestive,  and  integumentary  systems, — com- 
parative immunity  from  general  constitutional  diseases.  Special 
forms  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  croup,  whooping-cough,  erysipelas, 
apoplexy,  and  paralysis  are  most  fatal. 

Among  the  Swedes,  Norwegians,  and  Danes,  a  marked  liability 
to  diseases  of  the  digestive  system  especially  dysentery,  diarrhea, 
and  enteritis,  and  extraordinary  mortality  from  the  febrile  group, 
immunity  from  deaths  from  general  constitutional  diseases,  and 
from  those  of  the  circulatory,  nervous,  urinary,  and  integumentary 
systems. 

Among  the  Scotch  an  evenness  to  the  distribution  among  the 
several  groups  within  marked,  exception  only  of  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system,  and  of  the  organs  of  locomotion,  cancer,  paralysis, 
measles,  and  whooping  cough,  the  most  marked,  immunity,  small 
pox,  scrofula,  and  the  fevers. 

Among  the  French  the  same  evenness  as  in  the  Scotch,  with 
more  irregularity  among  the  specific  diseases  than  in  case  of  the 
Scotch. 
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REGISTRATION  LAWS; 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  have  the 
general  supervision  of  the  State  system  of  registration  of  births, 
marriages,  and  deaths.  Said  board  shall  prepare  the  necessary 
methods  and  forms  for  obtaining  and  preserving  such  records,  and 
to  insure  the  faithful  registration  of  the  same  in  the  several  counties, 
and  in  the  central  bureau  of  vital  statistics  at  the  capital  of  the 
State.  The  said  Board  of  Health  shall  recommend  such  forms  and 
amendments  of  law  as  shall  be  deemed  to  be  necessary  for  the 
thorough  organization  and  efficiency  of  the  registration  of  vital 
statistics  throughout  the  State.  The  secretary  of  said  Board  of 
Health  shall  be  the  superintendent  of  registration  of  vital  statistics. 
As  supervised  by  the  said  board,  the  clerical  duties  and  safe  keep- 
ing of  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics  thus  created  shall  be  provided 
for  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  State,  who  shall  also  provide  and 
furnish  such  apartments  and  stationery  as  said  board  shall  require 
in  the  discharge  of  its  duties.  That  the  said  board,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  shall  make  a  report  in 
writing  to  the  Governor,  upon  the  vital  statistics  and  the  sanitary 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  State,  f 

Section  1.  Every  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  registrar  shall  ascertain,  as  accurately  as  he  can, 
all  the  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and 
record  the  same  in  a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
in  such  form  and  with  such  particulars  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law.  He  shall  give  licenses  to  marry,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  law,  and  shall  make  and  perfect  all  records  of  the  birth  of  any 
child  born  in  his  town.     He  shall  record  in  the  books  furnished

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by  the  Bureau  of  vital  statistics  such  facts  concerning  the  births, 
marriages,  and  deaths  in  his  town  as  maybe  therein  required;  and 
he  shall  amend  his  records  as  he  may  discover  omissions  or  mis- 
takes therein ;  .annually,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January, 
shall  send  the  superintendent  of  vital  statistics  an  attested  abstract 
of  said  records  for  the  year  next  preceding  the  first  day  of  said 
January,  which  shall  be  made  in  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  said  superintendent,  and  shall  deposit  a  true  copy  thereof  with 
the  town  clerk. 

Sec.  3.  Every  physician  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every 
attendant  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a  time,  where  no 
physician  or  midwife  is  employed,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of 
the  month  nest  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  the  registrar  of  the 
town  wherein  such  birth  may  have  taken  place  a  certificate  signed 
by  such  physician,  midwife,  or  attendant,  stating,  from  the  best 
information  which  the  signer  of  said  certificate  can  obtain,  the 
facts  required  by  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics. 

AN    ACT    CONCERNING    THE    REGISTRATION    OF    BIRTHS,   MARRIAGES,  AND 

DEATHS. 

Section  1.  The  registrar,  for  completing  each  record  of  birth 
by  inserting  the  full  name  of  the  child,  shall  receive  from  the 
town  ten  cents,  and  for  ascertaining,  recording,  and  indexing  each 
birth  of  which  no  certificate  has  been  furnished,  fifty  cents. 

Sec  2.  Every  physician  residing  without  the  town  wherein  a 
birth  or  death  occurred  under  his  charge  shall  make  return  there- 
of to  the  registrar  of  such  town,  and  he  shall  receive  therefor 
from  the  registrar  an  order  on  the  treasurer  of  such  town  for  the 
fee  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  3.  No  deceased  person  shall  be  buried  in  any  town  hav- 
ing an  incorporated  city  within  its  limits  until  a  burial  permit, 
stating  the  place  of  burial  and  that  the  certificate  of  death  required 
by  law  has  been  returned  and  recorded,  has  been  given  by  the 
registrar,  who  upon  receipt  of  such  certificate  shall  issue  such  per- 
mit; and  upon  application,  when  permits  are  required,  the  attend- 
ing physician  of  the  deceased,  and  the  coroner  in  case  of  an  in- 
quest, shall  give  such  certificate;  or  if  there  be  no  attending 
physician,  or  his  certificate  cannot  be  obtained  early  enough,  or 
where  immediate  burial  is  required,  any  member  of  the  local  board 
of  health,  or  any  physician  employed  to  have  charge  of  the  poor

of  said  town  or  city,  shall  give  such  certificate  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  belief,  and  the  registrar  shall  record  the  place  of 
any  burial  other  than  in  a  public  cemetery,  and  for  each  permit 
shall  receive  twenty-five  cents  from  the  town. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  towns  the  secretary  or  committee  of  each  ceme- 
tery association  shall  report  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which 
such  cemetery  is  situated  the  name  of  the  sexton  at  present  in 
charge  of  such  cemetery,  and  of  any  change  hereafter. 

Sec.  5.  Every  person  having  charge  of  any  burial  place  shall 
during  the  first  week  of  every  month  return  a  list,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  fifty  cents,  of  all  the  interments,  disinterments,  and 
removals  made  by  him  during  the  next  preceding  month,  with  the 
date  thereof  to  the  registrar  of  the  town,  who  shall  record  the 
same  in  a  book  to  be  furnished  by  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  RETURNS  OF  DIVORCES. 

Section  1.  The  returns  of  divorces  required  of  clerks  of  the 
superior  court  to  the  State  librarian,  by  section  three,  part  sixteen, 
chapter  one,  title  three  of  the  general  statutes,  shall  hereafter  be 
made  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  board  of  health,  which  returns 
shall  be  tabulated  and  published  in  the  annual  report  of  said 
board. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  March  28,  1879. 

TOWN    OR    CITY    BY-LAWS. 

Any  town  or  city  may  enact  by-laws,  not  contrary  to  law,  more 
effectually  to  obtain  a  perfect  registration  of  births,  marriages, 
and  deaths;  and  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  such  by-laws 
may  be  enacted  shall  execute  their  provisions  under  the  same 
oath  and  penalty  as  if  they  were  the  statute  laws  of  the  State. 


Eegistrars  of  births,   marriages,  and  deaths  shall  receive  for 
ascertaining  and  recording  each  birth,  marriage,   or    death  ten 
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cents;  for  issuing  a  certificate  of  license  for  marriage,  fifty  cents; 
for  making  an  abstract,  two  dollars ;  for  each  name  on  such  abstract 
over  two  hundred,  two  cents. 

No  person  shall  open  any  grave  for  the  disinterment  of  the 
body  of  any  deceased  person,  in  any  public  or  private  cemetery 
or  burial-place,  or  disinter  or  remove  such  dead  body  from  the 
town  in  which  the  death  took  place,  without  having  procured  from 
the  registrar  a  permit  therefor. — Feb.  28,  1877. 

DISINTERMENTS. 

On  the  receipt  by  the  registrar  of  a  certificate  of  death,  proper- 
ly made  in  the  form  furnished  by  the  superintendent  of  vital 
statistics,  the  registrar  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the  disinterment  or 
removal  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person,  stating  therein  the 
locality  of  the  interment,  disinterment,  or  removal.  No  permit 
for  the  disinterment  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  or  September  shall  be  issued, 
except  when  required  for  the  purposes  of  a  legal  investigation. 

Every  registrar  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  shall  receive 
for  issuing  each  permit  as  hei'ein  provided  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents.— Feb.  28,  1877. 

RETURNS  OF  BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS.* 

Duties  of  Persons  who   Shall  Make  Returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  to 

the  Registrars. 

BIRTHS. 

Physicians  or  midwifes,  or  any  person  acting  as  midwife  at  the 
birth  of  a  child,  should  make  return  of  the  same,  upon  the  blanks 
furnished  by  the  Registrar,  within  the  first  week  of  the  month 
next  succeeding  such  birth,  signed  by  the  person  making  the  returns, 
stating  the  facts  therein  required  from  the  best  information  which 
the  signer  can  obtain.  Each  birth  should  be  promptly  reported, 
and  the  record  of  the  name  inserted  afterwards.  Parents  should 
be  instructed  to  report  the  name  to  the  physician  or  registrar  as 
soon  as  determined.  A  provision  is  made  for  a  fee  for  the  regis- 
trar on  completion  of  an  imperfect  record. 

DEATHS. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  attending  physician  to  report  on  the  blanks 
furnished  by  the  registrar  each  death,  with  all  the  facts  required 

*  The  following  suggestions  concerning  the  provisions  of  the  registra- 
tion laws  are  given  in  reply  to  questions  that  have  been  submitted. 
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by  law.  In  cities,  this  certificate  of  death  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  registrar  before  a  burial  permit  is  issued.  There  is 
no  other  way  to  secure  complete  returns  of  deaths  in  populous 
places  than  by  the  system  of  burial  permits.  The  testimony  is 
unanimous  on  this  point.  By  reference  to  the  bulletins' of  the  Na- 
tional Health  Board  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cities  which  do  not 
require  a  burial  permit  previous  to  interment  are  rapidly  becoming 
exceptional.  The  attention  of  physicians  is  respectfully  urged  to 
the  requirement  for  promptly  filling  out  certificates  of  death.  A 
little  care  on  their  part  will  save  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  fric- 
tion. If  the  cause  of  death  be  written  in  by  the  physician,  and 
the  certificate  signed  by  him,  the  other  facts  can  be  readily  filled 
out  by  the  undertaker. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  physician  to  sign  the  certificate  of  death 
forthwith.  The  friends  of  the  deceased  should  secure  from  the 
attending  physician  as  soon  as  may  be  after  death  the  certificate 
required  by  law,  and  furnish  it  to  the  registrar,  who  shall  then 
issue  the  permit  for  burial.  Proper  respect  for  the  dead  demands 
at  least  that  much  attention  be  paid  to  their  memory.  The  friends 
of  the  deceased  are  the  proper  persons  to  arrange  this  matter,  to 
see  that  the  facts  concerning  the  last  event  in  life  about  which  the 
State  concerns  itself  with  relation  to  each  citizen  be  correctly 
stated.  The  business  and  social  elements  involved  also  justify  the 
utmost  precision  and  care.  Protection  of  life  and  prevention  of 
crime  are  also  involved  in  this  transaction. 

"Where  burial  permits  are  not  required,  the  physician  should  re 
turn  the  certificates  of  death  each  month  to  fulfill  the  require- 
ments of  the  law.     Negligence  here  is  by  far  too  common. 

COMPENSATION. 

The  fee  for  returning  the  certificates  of  birth  and  death  is 
twenty-five  cents.  The  penalty  for  violation  or  non-compliance 
with  the  registration  laws  relating  to  returns  of  births  and  deaths, 
is  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

DUTIES  OF  PERSONS  BEFORE  WHOM  MARRIAGES 
MAY  BE  SOLEMNIZED. 

Authority  and  its  Limitations. 

All  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  ordained  or  licensed  clergy- 
men belonging  to  this  State  or  any  other  State,  so  long  as  they  con- 
tinue in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  may  join  persons  in  marriage, 
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and  all  marriages  attempted  to  be  celebrated  by  any  other  person 
stall  be  void ;  but  all  marriages  which  shall  be  solemnized  accord- 
ing to  the  forms  and  usages  of  any  religious  denomination  in  this 
State  shall  be  valid. 

Marriage  within  certain  degrees  of  consanguinity  is  by  law 
declared  void. 

CERTIFICATE    OF    LICENSE    FOR    MARRIAGE    REQUIRED  PREVIOUSLY  TO 
THE    CEREMONY. 

No  clergyman  or  magistrate  is  authorized  to  solemnize  a  mar- 
riage until  a  certificate  of  license  is  first  delivered  to  him,  under 
penalty  of  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  impris- 
onment, one  or  both.  The  marriage  license  can  be  used  only  in 
the  town  where  it  was  issued;  if  used  in  any  other  town,  the  offici- 
ating clergyman  or  magistrate  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment,  one  or  both. 


RECORD    AND    RETURN    REQUIRED. 

Every  clergyman  or  magistrate  is  required  by  law  to  return  to 
the  Registrar,  within  the  first  week  of  the  month  next  ensuing, 
the  license  certificates,  with  the  fact,  time,  and  place  of  each  mar- 
riage certified  thereon  for  all  marriages  celebrated  by  him  during 
the  month  preceding,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  omis- 
sion. 

The  certificates  should  be  signed  with  name  and  official  title. 

LAWS  CONCERNING  MARRIAGE. 

(General  Statutes,  Title  XIV.) 

Chap.  I. 


Sec.  4.    Certificates  primafacie  evidence.

Section  1.     Marriage  between  certain  relatives  prohibited. 

Sec.  2.  No  persons  shall  be  married  until  one  of  them  shall 
inform  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  the  marriage  is  to  be 
celebrated,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  the  town  clerk,  of  the  name, 
age,  color,  occupation,  birth-place,  residence,  and  condition  (whether 
single,  widowed,  or  divorced)  of  each.  Such  registrar  or  town 
clerk  shall  thereupon  issue  his  certificate  that  the  parties  therein 
named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  which 
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certificate  shall  be  a  license  to  any  person  authorized  to  celebrate 
marriage  to  join  in  marriage  within  said  town  only  the  parties 
therein  named;  but  no  such  certificate  shall  be  issued  if  either  of 
the  parties  is  a  minor  under  the  control  of  parent  or  guardian,  until 
such  parent  or  guardian  shall  give  to  the  registrar  or  town  clerk 
his  written  consent;  and  any  registrar  or  town  clerk  who  shall 
knowingly  issue  such  certificate  without  such  consent  shall  forfeit 
to  the  State  one  hundred  dollars.  And  any  person  who  shaU  join 
any  persons  in  marriage  without  having  received  such  certificate 
shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  who  shall  join  any  person  in  marriage 
shall  certify  upon  the  license  certificate  the  fact,  time,  and  place  of 
such  marriage,  and  return  it  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  where  it 
was  issued,  upon  or  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  next  suc- 
ceeding such  marriage,  and  upon  failure  thereof  shall  forfeit  ten 
dollars.  The  penalties  for  joining  persons  in  marriage  in  violation 
of  this  and  the  preceding  section  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  where 
the  offense  is  committed,  and  the  registrar  shall  sue  therefor. 

Sec  4.  The  certificates  required  by  the  preceding  sections  of 
this  chapter  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Sec.  5.  All  judges,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  ordained  or 
licensed  clergymen  belonging  to  this  State  or  any  other  State,  as 
long  as  they  continue  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  may  join  persons 
in  marriage;  and  all  marriages  attempted  to  be  celebrated  by  any 
other  person  shall  be  void  ;  but  all  marriages  and  rites  which  shall 
be  solemnized  according  to  the  forms  and  usages  of  any  religious 
denomination  in  the  State  shall  be  valid. 

Title  20.     Chap.  II. 

Sec  17.  Every  person  who  shall  knowingly  publish  a  false  and 
fictitious  notice  of  any  birth,  marriage,  or  death  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six 
months. 

Chap.   VII. 

Sec  2.  Penalty  for  bigamy:  imprisonment  in  State  Prison  not 
more  than  five  years. 

Sec.  3.     Every  man  and  woman  who  shall  marry  within  any  of 
the  degrees  of  kindred  specified  in  the  first  section  Chapter  I,  Title 
XIV,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  State  Prison  not  less  than  two 
nor  more  than  five  years.

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Sec.  21.  "Whoever  undertakes  to  join  persons  in  marriage, 
knowing  that  he  is  not  authorized  so  to  do,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both. 

DUTIES  OF  REGISTRARS. 

The  registrar  is  the  executive  officer  in  each  town  for  the  regis- 
tration laws,  and  it  is  his  duty  to.  see  that  they  are  complied  with. 
It  is  his  duty  to  make  his  record  as  complete  as  he  can.  Special 
provision  is  made  by  the  act  of  1879  for  the  completion  of  returns 
of  births  by  securing  the  name  of  the  child.  The  records  of 
births  are  of  little  worth  without  the  name. 

In  cities  he  is  to  issue  burial  permits  when  required  by  law,  and 
also  permits  for  removal  from  one  town  to  another.  In  case  of 
disinterment  or  removal  from  one  cemetery  to  another  in  the  same 
town  a  permit  is  not  required. 

He  shall  record  the  facts  required  by  law  concerning  births, 
marriages,  and  deaths  in  the  record  books  furnished  by  the  State, 
and  should  refuse  to  receive  a  certificate,  glaringly  defective,  as  a 
satisfactory  performance  of  the  returns  required  by  law.  Where 
the  required  facts  are  manifestly  unobtainable,  of  course  a  virtue 
must  be  made  of  necessity,  and  the  incomplete  returns  accepted. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  registrar  to  issue  marriage  licenses  on 
receiving  a  declaration  of  intention  of  marriage  from  one  of  the 
parties,  and  to  record  all  marriages  returned  to  him  as  solemnized 
in  his  town.  In  case  of  his  inability  the  town  clerk  shall  perform 
these  duties. —  General  Statutes,  Title  8,  Part  V,  Sec.  2.  The  regis- 
trar is  forbidden  by  law,  under  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
to  issue  a  marriage  license  when  either  of  the  parties  is  a  minor, 
under  the  control  of  a  parent  or  guardian,  unless  such  parent  or 
guardian  shall  give  to  the  registrar  his  written  consent. 

IMJTIES  OF  SEXTONS. 

Every  person  having  in  charge  a  burial  place  shall  return  to  the 
registrar  a   monthly   list   of    all   interments,    disinterments,    and 
removals,  in  case  there  be  any  during  the  month.     For  such 
he  is  entitled  to  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  from  the  town.

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

For  the  first  time  in  three  years  the  Bank  Commissioners  are 
able  to  report  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  deposits  in  the 
savings  banks  of  the  State.  The  amount  of  the  increase  by  no 
means  fully  measures  the  evidences  of  improvement  which  at  the 
fall  examinations  were  everywhere  found  to  exist.  There  is  a 
better  feeling  with  the  officers  and  with  depositors — all  are  confi- 
dent that  the  worst  has  passed,  and  gratified  that  the  revival  of 
business  activity  brings  with  it  increased  interest  in  and  good 
will  to  our  savings  banks. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  the  date  of  the  reports,  the  number  of 
savings  banks  in  the  State  was  eighty-six.  Since  that  time 
the  New  Hartford  Savings  bank  has  paid  its  depositors  in  full 
and  ceased  to  do  business.  The  following  table  gives  a  summary 
of  their  condition,  and  a  comparison  with  the  reports  of  the  pre- 
vious year :

STATE   BANKS. 

The  number  of  banks  doing  business  under  State  charters  is 
four — the  same  as  at  the  date  of  the  last  report.  The  stock  of 
the  Connecticut  River  Banking  Company  lias  been  reduced  to 
$150,000,  as  approved  by  the  last  General  Assembly;  its  sus- 
pended and  over-due  paper  has  been  written  off,  and  with  its 
present  capital  it  has  a  handsome  surplus.  Dividends  were 
resumed  in  July.  The  Mechanics  Bank  at  New  Haven  also 
paid  a  dividend  in  July ;  so  that  all  the  State  Banks  are  now  on 
a  dividend-paying  basis.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  their 
condition :

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TRUST    COMPANIES. 

There  are,  as  last  year,  ten  of  these  institutions  in  the  State. 
The  Merchants  Loan  and  Trust  Company  at  Willimantic,  though 
retaining  its  organization  is  not  in  active  business,  and  the 
Thames  Loan  and  Trust  Company  at  Norwich  is  closing  up  its 
affairs.  The  Equitable  Trust  Company  at  New  London,  and'the 
Middlesex  Banking  Company,  deal  exclusively  in  real  estate 
loans ;  so  that  there  are  but  six  doing  a  general  banking  business. 
But  four  report  dividends  during  the  year.  The  following  is  a 
condensed  statement  of  their  condition :

THE  DIME  SAVINGS  BANK  OP  HARTFORD. 

On  the  12th  of  December  last  the  Bank  Commissioners  called 
up  their  application  of  the  30th  Sept.,  1878,  for  the  appointment 
of  a  receiver  for  this  bank,  and  one  was  appointed,  but  in  view 
of  the  expenses  incident  to  the  care  of  property,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  eminent  counsel  it  was  thought  a  receiver  might  be 
called  upon  personally  to  assume,  under  the  statute  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  he  declined  to  qualify,  and 
there  not  being  time  to  secure  a  suitable  person  before  the  ad- 
journment of  the  court,  the  case  went  over  to  the  January  term, 
the  court  ordering  a  dividend  of  twelve  and  one-half  per  cent. 
to  be  paid  to  depositors.  The  Bank  Commissioners,  as  well  as 
the  trustees,  had  hoped  that  the  bank  would  not  be  obliged  to  go 
into  liquidation,  and  during  the  year  earnest  and  faithful  work 
looking  towards  a  continuance  of  the  institution,  was  done  by  the 
officers.     Their  plans,  however,  were  finally  abandoned. 

Immediately  after  the  failure  of  the  bill  before  the  last  Gen- 
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eral  Assembly  for  the  incorporation  of  a  stock  savings  bank, 
through  which  the  trustees  of  the  Dime  Bank  hoped  to  afford 
relief  to  their  depositors,  the  Bank  Commissioners  notified  the 
officers  that  they  must  without  delay  determine  whether  there 
were  any  other  measures  which  could  be  taken,  looking  towards 
a  resumption  of  business.  If  there  were  none,  they  should  feel 
it  their  duty  at  once  to  take  steps  for  winding  up  its  affairs. 
The  matter  was  considered  at  a  full  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  we  were  informed  that  it  was  their  unanimous 
opinion  that  if  the  application  for  a  receiver  was  not  pressed, 
they  could  put  the  bank  in  condition  for  the  resumption  of 
business  as  early  as  the  1st  of  January,  1880,  and  if  a  different 
conclusion  was  reached  prior  to  that  time,  the  Bank  Commis- 
sioners should  be  promptly  notified.  After  hearing  their  plans, 
assent  was  given,  knowing  that  if  a  successful  result  was  not 
reached,  the  efforts  of  the  officers  would  be  to  the  advantage  of 
the  depositors,  and  such  has  been  the  case — the  indebtedness  of 
the  bank  for  borrowed  money  has  been  paid,  and  there  was  in 
the  treasury  over  $67,000  in  cash  at  the  time  the  order  for  a  divi- 
dend was  made.  At  a  subsequent  interview  with  the  officers  they 
informed  us  that  they  were  desirous  of  again  trying  to  procure  a 
charter  for  a  stock  savings  bank,  but  upon  learning,  a  short  time 
afterwards,  that  they  would  encounter  opposition  from  the  same 
sources  as  last  year,  they  abandoned  the  plan,  and  on  the  29th 
of  November  officially  notified  us  that  they  had  nothing  in  view 
"  looking  to  any  special  remedy  for  the  continuance  of  the  insti- 
tution." We  immediately  took  steps  for  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver,  with  the  result  as  stated. 

The  losses  of  the  bank  are  in  great  measure  the  result  of  loans 
made  by  a  former  treasurer,  N.  B.  Stevens,  upon  insufficient 
security,  and  in  many  instances  in  violation  of  law.  He  used 
the  bank  largely  in  his  own  interest,  making  loans  to  personal 
friends,  to  associates  in  real  estate  speculations,  and  to  himself 
through  veils  so  thin  that  the  real  nature  of  the  transactions  is 
not  concealed.  If  it  had  been  the  deliberate  intention  to  unload 
upon  the  bank  outlying  and  unsaleable  real  estate  at  excessive 
valuations,  some  of  the  loans  could  hardly  have  been  better 
arranged.  The  officers  and  trustees  seem  to  have  left  the  man- 
agement of  the  bank  pretty  much  to  the  treasurer,  and  cannot 
escape  whatever  of  censure  attaches  to  a  neglect  of  duty.     As 
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required  by  law,  we  report  the  irregularities,  or  the  more  promi- 
nent ones,  to  the  General  Assembly. 

On  the  29th  of  April,  1872,  the  bank  made  two  loans  of  $4,000 
each  to  Benjamin  A.  Cook,  upon  property  on  Elmer  street,  Hart- 
ford, and  on  the  26th  of  July,  1873,  two  loans  of  $4,500  each  to 
the  same  party  upon  property  located  on  Main  street,  Hartford — 
$17,000  in  all.  Having  foreclosed  the  property,  the  bank,  on  the 
30th  of  September,  1876,  by  N.  B.  Stevens  treasurer,  conveyed 
it  to  N.  B.  Stevens  individually,  the  consideration  as  stated  in 
the  deeds  being  $4,000  in  each  case.     On  the  5th  of  October, 

1876,  Mr.  Stevens  mortgaged  the  property  to  the  Dime  Savings 
Bank  of  Norwich  for  the  aggregate  amount  of  $11,000,  which 
sum  appears  to  have  been  paid  to  the  bank  at  Hartford.  The 
title  to  the  property  continued  in  Mr.  Stevens,  subject  only  to  the 
mortgages,  from  the  time  the  loan  was  made  until  the  15th  of 
February,  1877.  During  these  four  months  the  bank  had  no 
hold  upon  the  property,  and  either  there  was  a  large  equity  in  it 
at  that  time  which  the  bank  should  have  had,  or  it  was  a  piece  of 
sharp  practice  with  the  Norwich  bank.    On  the  15th  of  February, 

1877,  Mr.  Stevens  executed  a  second  mortgage  to  the  Dime  Bank, 
Hartford,  which  was  never  placed  on  record.  On  the  27th  of 
June,  1877,  the  loans  i^ere  balanced  on  the  books  of  the  bank  by 
an  entry  in  each  case,  "  carried  to  real  estate  account,  $1,500," 
making  $6,000  in  all.  This  "  carrying  to  real  estate  account," 
carried  nothing  but  deception  as  to  the  assets  of  the  bank.  The 
entry  was  fictitious,  as  the  bank  had  not  foreclosed  its  unrecorded 
second  mortgage,  and  had  no  title  to  the  property.  On  the  14th 
of  December,  1878,  it  was  quit-claimed  by  Mr.  Stevens  to  the 
Norwich  bank. 

In  1872  three  loans  amounting  to  $6,500  were  made  to  Daniel 
O' Sullivan,  Hartford,  upon  property  upon  which  the  State  of 
Connecticut  had  a  prior  mortgage  for  $3,000.  One  of  these 
deeds,  and  in  which  the  existence  of  a  prior  mortgage  is  stated, 
is  in  Mr.  Stevens'  handwriting. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1873,  a  loan  of  $800  was  made  to 
Frank  Connely  upon  property  on  Spruce  street,  Hartford,  the 
deed  reciting  the  fact  of  a  prior  mortgage  of  $7,500  to  another 
savings  bank,  made  three  days  previously. 

A  loan  of  $4,000  was  made  on  the  18th  March,  1875,  to 
Earnest  J.  Forest,  (assumed  by  C.  W.  Cook,)  on  uninproved 
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property  on  the  corner  of  Farmington  avenue  and  Highland 
streets,  West  Hartford,  upon  which  there  was  a  prior  mortgage 
of  11,500  not  expressed  in  the  deed. 

On  the  17th  of  April,  1875,  N.  B.  Stevens  and  C.  W.  Cook 
sold  land  on  Niles  street,  Hartford,  to  G.  B.  Jaycox ;  on  the  same 
day  Jaycox  borrowed  $5,000  at  the  savings  bank,  and  on  the  same 
day  conveyed  the  property  to  Mr.  Stevens  and  B.  Grove  Lawrence 
of  Norfolk.  On  the  12th  of  August,  1875,  Messrs.  Stevens  and 
Cook  sold  another  lot  on  Niles  street  to  Mr.  Jaycox ;  August  21st, 
Jaycox  borrowed  $5,000  of  the  bank,  and  on  the  same  day  mort- 
gaged the  property  to  Stevens  and  Cook,  and  on  the  1st  of  Sep- 
tember by  warrantee  deed  conveyed  it  to  Mr.  Stevens.  The  deeds 
are  silent  as  to  the  existence  of  prior  mortgages,  but  the  land 
is  part  of  a  purchase  of  J.  S.  Niles  in  1872  by  Stevens  and  Cook, 
and  by  them  mortgaged  to  Mr.  Niles — so  that  the  existence  of 
this  mortgage  could  not  have  been  unknown  to  the  treasurer. 

On  the  8th  of  January,  1876,  a  loan  of  $4,000  was  made  to 
David  L.  McClure,  on  an  unimproved  building  lot  corner  of 
Collins  and  Atwood  streets,  on  which  there  was  a  prior  mortgage 
of  $2,500.  On  the  same  day  that  the  loan  was  made,  McClure 
conveyed  the  property  to  N.  B.  Stevens,  and  the  money  borrowed 
was  for  his  benefit,  tis  appears  by  the  books  of  the  bank. 

On  the  1st  of  April,  1877,  a  loan  of  $2,000  was  made  to  L.  S. 
Hills  of  Hartford,  on  property  upon  Asylum  avenue,  upon  which 
there  was  a  prior  mortgage  of  $7,000,  and  it  is  so  stated  in  the 
deed. 

Loans  upon  these  and  other  second  mortgages  were  made  in 
violation  of  law,  the  existence  of  prior  mortgages,  as  has  been  m 
shown,  being  well  known  to  the  treasurer.  In  his  annual  return 
to  the  Bank  Commissioners,  Mr.  Stevens  made  no  allusion  to  the 
existence  of  prior  mortgages,  but  made  oath  that  the  assets  of  the 
bank  as  returned  "  are  the  absolute  property  and  estate  of  the 
bank,  and  subject  to  no  set-off,  drawback,  lien,  or  obligation." 

There  is  another  transaction  by  which  the  bank  is  a  loser, 
and  in  which  the  treasurer  was  an  interested  party.  The  Cottage 
Grove  Co.  for  the  improvement  of  property  in  Bloomfield  was 
organized  under  the  joint  stock  laws  of  the  State,  on  the  1st  of 
April,  1873,  N.  B.  Stevens,  C.  W.  Cook,  and  others  being  stock- 
holders. In  the  same  month  an  account  was  opened  with  the 
Dime  Savings  Bank — money  was  from  time  to  time  deposited 
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and  checked  out,  and  when  the  deposits  and  checkings  ceased  in 
1876,  $1,856.17  more  had  been  checked  out  than  deposited. 

The  amount  which  will  be  realized  from  the  assets  of  the  bank 
depends  almost  entirely  upon  the  cash  value  of  its  real  estate, 
and  that  which  it  will  be  obliged  to  take  by  foreclosure,  of  which 
no  accurate  estimate  can  now  be  made. 

THE   FREESTONE   SAVINGS   BANK   OP   PORTLAND. 

This  bank  which  was  last  year  reported  as  under  injunc- 
tion, resumed  business  on  the  1st  of  September  last.  A  careful 
examination  of  its  assets  made  it  apparent  that  its  deposits 
should  be  scaled  fifteen  per  cent.,  which  was  done,  and  depositors 
representing  a  large  proportion  of  the  liabilities  pledged  them- 
selves to  allow  their  deposits  to  remain  with  the  bank  for  eight- 
een months.  The  calls  from  depositors  have  been  less  than  was 
anticipated,  new  deposits  are  being  received,  the  officers  and 
trustees  of  the  bank  are  giving  its  affairs  careful  attention,  and 
confidently  expect  it  to  regain  the  confidence  of  the  community. 

THE  TOLLAND  SAVINGS  BANK. 

This  bank  has  during  the  year  improved  its  condition,  but  is 
not  yet  ready  for  the  resumption  of  business.  The  bank  has  a 
large  investment  in  the  stock  of  the  Tolland  National  Bank, 
which  cannot  now  be  disposed  of  without  loss.  Depositors  are 
to  be  paid  twenty  per  cent,  of  their  deposits  on  and  after  January 
1st,  1880. 

THE   THOMPSONVILLE   SAVINGS   BANK. 

Early  in  the  year  the  officers  of  this  institution,  which  had 
been  enjoined  in  October,  1878,  became  satisfied  that  the  confi- 
dence of  the  community  could  not  be  regained  to  an  extent 
sufficient  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  business,  and  under 
direction  of  the  Bank  Commissioners  steps  were  immediately 
taken  to  close  up  its  affairs.  A  dividend  to  depositors  of  fifty 
per  cent,  was  paid  on  the  4th  of  April,  and  a  further  dividend  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  on  the  5th  of  November.  This  leaves  the 
bank  with  a  deposit-liability  of  $17,736.14,  to  meet  which  they 
have  assets  of  a  nominal  value  of  $18,364,  and  an  estimated 
value  of  $15,285.  The  losses  of  this  bank  are  largely  due  to  the 
shrinkage  upon  bank  stock,  not  to  mismanagement. 
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THE   DIME   SAVINGS   BANK   OP   MIDDLETOWN. 

This  bank  has  not  declared  a  dividend  during  the  year,  and 
its  officers  are  engaged  in  closing  up  its  business.  Its  real  estate 
loans,  in  the  vicinity  of  Hartford  particularly,  were  badly  placed, 
and  it  has  had  to  f orelose  many  of  them.  Its  officers  are  its 
greatest  depositors,  and  they  are  doing  all  that  can  be  done  to  real- 
ize the  largest  amount  that  can  be  obtained  from  its  assets. 

REPORTS   OF   RECEIVERS. 

The  report  of  the  receivers  of  the  Townsend  Savings  Bank 
and  of  the  receivers  of  the  Willimantic  Trust  Company  are  ap- 
pended. During  the  year  a  dividend  of  ten  per  cent,  has  been 
paid  to  depositors  in  the  Townsend  Savings  Bank,  making  a  total 
thus  far  of  forty  per  cent.  The  receivers  report  assets  on  hand 
amounting  to  $935,020.27,  having  an  estimated  value  of  $200,- 
623.61.  From  this  amount  is  to  be  deducted  the  charges  of  the 
receivers  and  current  expenses,  so  that  a  small  final  dividend  only 
can  be  expected  by  depositors. 

The  receivers  of  the  Willimantic  Trust  Company  in  Decem- 
ber, 1878,  paid  a  dividend  of  fifty  per  cent,  upon  all  claims 
allowed,  and  they  now  report  assets  on  hand  amounting  to  $87,- 
832.12,  with  an  estimated  value  of  $24,991.71.  They  have 
brought  suit  against  the  officers  of  the  Trust  Company  and  others 
to  secure  the  refunding  of  the  money  paid  by  the  company  for  a 
portion  of  its  capital  stock,  the  amount  in  question  being  about 
$32,600.  If  the  receivers  are  successful  in  this  suit  the  claims 
against  the  company,  exclusive  of  capital  stock,  will  be  paid  in 
full. 

INVESTMENT   OP   DEPOSITS. 

The  statute  provides  that  savings  banks  may  employ  not  ex- 
ceeding half  of  their  deposits  in  making  loans  on  personal  secu- 
rity, and  in  the  purchase  of  the  stock  or  bonds  of  the  United 
States  ;•  of  any  of  the  New  England  States ;  of  the  States  of 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Michigan, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  or  Iowa ;  of  any  incorporated  city 
in  the  New  England  States ;  of  the  cities  of  New  York,  Brook- 
lyn, Albany,  Troy,  Rochester,  and  Buffalo,  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  or  of  any  town  or  borough  of  this  State,  or  of  the  stock 
of  any  bank  in  this  State,  New  York  City,  or  Boston,  or  of  the 
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stock  of  any  trust  company  in  the  cities  of  Hartford  or  New 
Haven,  and  all  other  loans  shall  be  secured  by  mortgage  of  unin- 
cumbered real  estate  in  this  State,  worth  double  the  amount  of 
the  loan  secured  thereon.  These  several  provisions  were  made 
at  various  periods  from  1858  to  1868,  since  which  time  there  has 
been  no  essential  alteration  in  the  statute  governing  loans. 
Meanwhile  the  condition  of  the  country  has  undergone  a  marvel- 
ous change,  and  the  rapid  development  of  the  west,  and  the 
economy  with  which  agricultural  products  are  there  raised,  with 
the  increased  and  increasing  facilities  for  rapid  transportation, 
have  combined  to  render  property  for  general  farming  purposes 
in  the  older  States  less  desirable  and  less  valuable.  This  state 
of  things  affects  other  than  farming  communities — young  men 
go  west,  and  with  them  much  of  the  enterprise  needed  to  build 
up  our  cities.  In  some  localities  in  this  State  there  is  not  now, 
nor  is  there  likely  to  be  in  the  near  future,  a  call  for  money, 
either  in  city  or  country,  sufficient  to  absorb  that  portion  of  the 
deposits  in  savings  banks  required  by  law  to  be  invested  upon 
real  estate  security.  It  is  a  rare  thing  for  some  of  our  largest 
institutions  to  receive  a  desirable  application  for  this  class  of 
loan,  and  as  the  range  for  investment  in  personal  securities  is 
limited  and  when  made  yields  but  small  return,  the  banks  are 
almost  universally  declining  to  receive  deposits  amounting  to  the 
legal  limit.  In  many  of  them  from  two  to  four  hundred  dollars  is 
the  maximum  amount  that  will  be  received  from  a  single  depositor 
in  a  year  ;  one  bank  declines  to  receive  over  one  hundred  dollars 
if  it  has  on  hand  uninvested  funds  amounting  to  three  thousand 
dollars ;  another  receives  but  two  hundred  dollars  from  a  new 
depositor,  one  hundred  dollars  from  an  old  one,  and  declines  to 
increase  his  account  if  a  depositor  has  a  thousand  dollars  stand- 
ing to  his  credit ;  another,  which  receives  only  small  sums  on 
deposit,  has  been  compelled  either  to  allow  large  amounts  to 
remain  uninvested,  or  overstep  the  legal  limit  of  investments  in 
bonds,  stocks,  and  other  personal  securities.  The  Bank  Commis- 
sioners therefore  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  law  requiring 
one-half  the  amount  of  deposits  to  be  invested  in  loans  on  real 
estate.  We  think  it  may  safely  be  left  to  the  trustees  of  the 
banks  to  determine  the  proportion  of  loans  on  real  estate,  and 
loans  on  and  investments  in  personal  securities  which  can  be 
most  advantageously  made  in  their  several  localities ;  and  there 
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need  be  no  fear  that  good  real  estate  loans  will  be  declined. 
Some  of  the  banks  are  now  encumbered  with  real  estate  in  con- 
sequence of  their  efforts  to  comply  with  this  statute.  The  home 
demand  being  limited  they  were  compelled  to  place  loans  at  a 
distance  from  the  bank,  relying  upon  appraisals  and  representa- 
tions as  to  the  value  of  property,  which  have  proved  delusive. 

We  think,  also,  that  an  enlargement  of  the  line  of  securities 
in  which  a  savings  bank  can  invest  may  safely  be  made.  There 
are  bonds  of  cities  and  States  other  than  those  named  in  the 
statute  which  are  equally  as  safe,  and  it  may  be  well,  also,  to  con- 
sider whether,  under  certain  restrictions,  banks  may  not  be 
allowed  to  invest  in  first  mortgage  railway  bonds.  The  present 
statutory  restriction  was  made  when  railroads  at  the  west  were 
being  rapidly  built,  and  the  high  rate  of  interest  offered  was  a 
temptation  to  injudicious  investments.  Several  savings  banks 
suffered  in  consequence.  So,  too,  have  they  suffered  by  invest- 
ments in  bank  stocks,  and  one  is  now  closing  up  its  affairs  in 
consequence  of  losses  in  this  latter  class  of  investment,  while 
several  hold  as  souvenirs  only,  certificates  of  stock  which  were, 
almost  without  warning,  rendered  valueless,  and  upon  some  of 
which  they  have  paid  assessments  under  the  double  liability 
clause  of  the  national  banking  act.  The  State  of  New  York 
does  not  permit  its  savings  banks  to  hold  bank  stock ;  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  permits  investments  in  both  bank  stock  and 
railway  mortgages.  It  seems  to  the  Bank  Commissioners  that 
the  State  of  Connecticut  should  not,  by  too  rigidly  restricting  the 
line  of  investment  securities,  almost  compel  a  larger  ownership 
in  bank  stocks  than  is  judicious,  but  might  under  careful  restric- 
tions allow  investments  in  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  established 
and  prosperous  railway  companies. 

We  should  not  favor  an  authorization  to  indiscriminately  pur- 
chase railway  bonds,  or  any  other  security  than  a  government 
bond,  but  if  the  banks  were  restricted  to  the  bonds  of  such  rail- 
way companies  as  earn  and  pay  regular  dividends  upon  their 
capital  stock,  or  have  done  so  for  a  specified  number  of  years, 
investment  in  such  securities  would  seem  to  be  as  safe  as  in 
anything  upon  the  market. 

Another  reason  for  enlarging  the  field  for  investment  may  be 
found  in  the  fact  that  the  savings  banks  hold  nearly  four  and  a 
half  millions  of  dollars  in  United  States  bonds  maturing  in  1881. 
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This  large  amount  must  be  re-invested,  and  the  banks  should 
have  an  opportunity  of  doing  so,  if  it  can  be  safely  done,  without 
the  loss  of  a  large  amount  in  premiums,  or  too  great  a  shrinkage 
in  the  rate  of  interest.  The  banks  already  have  about  two  and 
a  half  millions  of  uninvested  cash  on  hand. 

The  high  standing  of  the  savings  banks  of  Connecticut  is 
undoubtedly  in  large  measure  due  to  the  wise  restrictions  and 
conservative  policy  the  State  has  hitherto  insisted  upon,  and  care- 
ful consideration  should  be  given  to  proposed  changes  in  laws 
relating  to  investments,  that  public  confidence  in  the  banks  may 
not  in  any  measure  be  weakened. 

LOANS   OP   STATE   BANKS   AND   TRUST    COMPANIES. 

It  is  believed,  also,  that  some  of  the  restrictions  upon  loans  of 
State  banks  and  trust  companies  may  be  removed  without  detri- 
ment. Within  the  last  few  years  the  methods  of  business  have 
greatly  changed,  and  vastly  less  of  business  paper  is  offered  to 
the  banks  than  formerly.  The  necessity  for  the  restrictions  as 
to  the  amount  which  may  be  loaned  to  directors,  officers,  or  sin- 
gle individuals  no  longer  exists.  There  is  always  money  seeking 
investment,  and  good  home  paper  is  quickly  taken ;  but  there  is 
not  enough  of  it,  and  to  keep  their  funds  invested  the  banks  are 
driven  to  the  New  York  market  to  purchase  paper,  largely  with 
the  name  of  only  one  person  or  firm ;  and  in  addition,  large  invest- 
ments are  made  in  government  and  other  bonds,  yielding  a  low 
rate  of  interest.  If  the  restrictions  alluded  to  were  removed  or 
modified,  a  class  of  paper  better  known  might  be  secured  without 
detriment  to  any  interest. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The  general  reduction  in  the  rate  of  interest  upon  United 
States  bonds,  and  upon  State  and  municipal  securities,  has  affected 
to  a  considerable  extent  the  earnings  of  savings  banks.  Interest 
upon  loans,  real  or  personal,  is  by  law  restricted  to  six  per  cent., 
and  as  but  four  or  five  per  cent,  can  be  realized  from  investments, 
except  in  rare  instances,  it  is  evident  that  the  earnings  of  an 
equal  amount  of  assets  must  be  somewhat  reduced  from  those  of 
previous  years.  Considering  the  low  rate  of  interest  of  almost 
every  description  of  reliable  investment  securities,  the  depositors 
in  savings  banks  in  this  State  have  no  reason  to  complain  of  the 
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dividends  they  have  received  ;  and  the  fact  that  the  entire  income 
has  not  been  divided  shows  that  the  officers  are  pursuing  a  con- 
servative policy,  and  are  unwilling  to  jeopardize  the  principal  of 
the  deposits  for  the  name  of  paying  large  dividends.  After  allow- 
ing for  expenses  and  taxes,  a  surplus  of  $686,222  has  been 
earned,  over  and  above  the  amount  paid  to  depositors  the  past 
year.  This  surplus  has  been  largely  used  in  writing  off  the  pre- 
mium upon  United  States  and  other  called  bonds,  in  paying  the 
premium  upon  securities  subsequently  purchased,  in  paying  large 
sums  for  back  taxes  upon  foreclosed  real  estate,  and  in  putting  it 
in  repair,  and  in  many  instances  reducing  its  book-value.  The 
following  summary  shows  the  dividend-rates  paid  during  the 
year:

The  five  banks  which  did  not  pay  dividends  are  the  four  which 
were  under  injunction  during  the  year,  and  one  which  is  being 
wound  up  by  its  officers.  The  dividend  of  one  of  the  banks  pay- 
ing six  per  cent,  amounted  to  but  $15.49,  the  bank  having  paid 
off  nearly  all  its  depositors. 

In  this  connection  some  statistics  concerning  the  earnings  and 
dividends  of  the  national  banks  may  not  be  without  interest.  The 
report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  shows  that  the  ratio  of 
earnings  and  dividends  to  their  capital  and  surplus  of  the  national 
banks  in  Connecticut  in  the  years  indicated  was  as  follows :

The  losses  charged  off  by  the  national  banks  in  the  New 
England  States  during  the  same  time  amounted  to  $26,211,376. 
The  total  losses  charged  off  during  the  last  four  years  by  the 
national  banks  in  the  United  States  are  more  than  19  per  cent. 
of  their  entire  capital. 

The  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  [Report,  Dec.  1879,  p.  43] 
gives  a  table  showing  the  capital,  surplus,  dividends,  and  total 
earnings  of  all  the  national  banks  for  each  half  year  from  March 
1, 1869,  to  September  1,  1879,  together  with  the  ratio  of  divi- 
dends and  earnings  to  capital,  and  to  combined  capital  and 
surplus,  and  adds :  "  This  table  shows  that  there  has  been  a  steady 
falling  off  in  the  rate  of  earnings  since  1870.     In  that  year  the 
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ratio  of  dividends  to  capital  was  10.12  per  cent.,  while  this 
year  it  is  but  7.60  per  cent.  In  the  former  year  the  ratio  of 
dividends  to  capital  and  surplus  was  8.35  per  cent.,  while  now 
it  is  6.07  per  cent,  only;  and  since  the  date  mentioned  the 
ratio  of  earnings  to  capital  and  surplus  has  fallen  from  10.96  per 
cent,  to  5.49  per  cent.  This  marked  decline  is  directly  attri- 
butable to  the  losses  sustained  by  the  banks,  in  consequence  of 
which  many  of  them  have  declared  no  dividends  at  all,  while 
others,  though  declaring  dividends,  have  reduced  them  to  a  rate 
far  below  the  average  legal  rates  of  interest." 

These  facts  are  not  given  fur  the  purpose  of  instituting  com- 
parisons between  savings  banks  and  national  banks,  but  to  show 
that  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  earning  power  of 
money,  and  that,  in  the  last  few  years  especially,  the  losses  of 
capital  have  been  unusually  great.  Savings  banks  are  not  en- 
tirely exempt  from  the  hazards  to  which  other  banks  are  ex- 
posed. Though  their  direct  loss  on  commercial  paper  may  not 
be  great,  the  banks  in  Connecticut  as  stockholders  in  national 
banks  to  the  amount  of  83,700,000,  are  seriously  affected  in  their 
income  by  a  depression  in  business  interests,  or  other  causes 
which  necessitates  a  reduction  in  dividend  rates.  The  business 
and  banking  interests  of  the  country,  whether  national  or  savings, 
are  so  linked  together  that  one  cannot  be  disturbed  without 
affecting  the  other. 

BONDS     OP   TREASURERS 

The  law  requires  that  the  bond  of  the  treasurer  of  a  savings 
bank  be  kept  with  the  president.  This  requirement  renders  it 
almost  impracticable  for  the  Commissioners  at  their  semi-annual 
examinations  to  see  the  bonds,  to  know  that  they  are  correctly 
drawn,  and  that  the  sureties  are  alive  and  responsible.  Some  of 
the  treasurers  have  frankly  acknowledged  that  their  bonds  were 
given  so  long  ago  that  they  did  not  recall  much  about  their  pro- 
visions or  signers.  The  depositors  in  a  bank  now  in  liquidation 
will  probably  lose  the  amount  of  the  bond  in  consequence  of 
informality  or  neglect;  in  another  case  where  we  thought  it 
important  to  know  that  a  bond  existed,  it  could  not  be  found, 
notwithstanding  the  assertion  of  the  treasurer  that  he  had  given 
one ;  and  in  another  case  we  found  that  some  of  the  signers  were 
rl^ad.     We  recommend  that  the   bonds  be  deposited  with  the 
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Treasurer  of  the  State,  and  that  they  be  renewed  at  least  once 
in  five  years,  or  oftener  at  the  discretion  of  that  officer. 

The  revised  statutes  provide  that  if  the  cashier  of  a  bank  shall 
neglect  to  give  the  bond  required  by  law  for  thirty  days  after  his 
appointment,  his  office  shall  become  vacant.  We  have  failed  to 
find  the  law  alluded  to,  and  neither  is  there  any  law,  as  it  seems 
to  us  there  should  be,  requiring  treasurers  of  trust  companies  to 
give  bonds. 

CLOSING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  SAVINGS  BANKS. 

There  is  no  special  statute  for  closing  the  business  of  a  sav- 
ings bank.  The  law  of  1873  provides  that  the  act  relating  to  the 
closing  of  the  business  of  banks  of  discount  and  the  distribution 
of  their  assets,  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  be  applied  to  savings 
banks.  The  act  referred  to  gives  the  order  in  which  the  assets 
shall  be  distributed,  and  depositors  have  priority  over  general 
creditors  and  stockholders.  Depositors  in  savings  banks  are 
the  owners  of  the  bank,  standing  in  the  same  relation  to  it  as 
stockholders  to  banks  of  discount,  and  should  pay  all  its  indebt- 
edness, but  under  the  statute,  in  case  of  insolvency,  creditors 
other  than  depositors  may  lose  the  entire  amount  of  their 
claims.  While  a  savings  bank  should  have  no  liabilities  of  any 
amount  other  than  to  depositors,  there  are  always  small  sums 
due  for  salaries,  rent,  taxes,  and  other  current  expenses,  none  of 
which  could  be  paid  in  case  the  doors  of  a  bank  were  suddenly 
closed.     A  change  in  the  law  is  recommended. 

LOANS    UPON    COLLATERALS. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  a 
savings  bank  should  not  be  allowed  to  loan  upon  collaterals  which 
the  law  does  not  authorize  it  to  purchase.  The  examinations 
made  during  the  year  have  strengthened  our  conviction  that  such 
a  restriction  would  be  a  wholesome  one.  It  does  not  harmon- 
ize with  the  general  policy  of  the  State  with  regard  to  savings 
bank  investments,  to  permit  loans  upon  the  stock  of  manufactur- 
ing companies  located  hundreds  of  miles  away,  and  we  do  not 
believe  it  prudent  to  allow  loans  upon  securities,  the  shifting- 
character  of  which  does  not  permit  them  to  be  kept  in  the  bank, 
but  necessitates  their  being  with  agents  in  distant  places.  Under 
existing  laws,  the  Bank  Commissioners  in  such  cases  have  no 
power  to  direct  a  change. 
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REAL   ESTATE. 

Aside  from  the  ordinary  business  of  savings  banks,  the  officers 
of  these  institutions  now  have  the  custody  of  nearly  five  millions 
of  real  estate.  This  large  interest  devolves  upon  them  much 
additional  labor,  often  of  a  perplexing  and  laborious  character. 
As  a  general  thing,  the  property  is  not  being  forced  upon  the 
market  at  a  sacrifice,  but  is  sold  as  opportunity  offers,  or  rented 
to  the  best  possible  advantage,  hoping  that  in  time  the  most  of 
it  can  be  disposed  of  without  loss.  So  far  as  we  can  judge,  the 
action  of  the  banks  with  reference  to  their  real  estate  is  the  best 
that  can  be  taken.  Notwithstanding  this  increase  in  the  labor 
of  the  banks,  the  reports  show  a  slight  decrease  in  expenses. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  have  examined  each  of  the  banks  twice  during  the  year, 
as  required  by  law,  and  such  departures  from  the  statute  as  were 
found  have  been  promptly  corrected. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  tables  accompanying  the  report,  one 
is  this  year  given  showing  the  condition  of  the  banks  from 
1853  to  the  present  time.  It  will  be  noticed  as  an  interesting 
fact,  that  there  was  but  a  single  year  prior  to  the  recent  business 
depression,  in  which  there  was  not  an  increase  in  the  deposits. 
The  large  increase  in  the  excess  of  assets  over  liabilities  in  1864 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  summary  for  that  year  the  market 
value  of  stocks,  bonds,  etc.,  was  used  instead  of  the  cost,  as  before. 

There  is  also  given,  in  addition  to  the  laws,  a  synopsis  of 
the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Errors  of  this  State  in 
relation  to  savings  banks.

UNITED  STATES  LAW. 


An  Act  to  Amend  the  Laws  Relating  to  Internal  Revenue. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.  *  *  *  * 

Section  22.  That  whenever  and  after  any  bank  has  ceased  to  insolvent  bank 
do  business  by  reason  of  insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  no  tax  shall 
be  assessed  or  collected,  or  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  on  account  of  such  bank,  which  shall  diminish  the  assets 
thereof  necessary  for  the  full  payment  of  all  its  depositors;  and 
such  tax  shall  be  abated  from  such  national  banks  as  are  found  by 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  to  be  insolvent ;  and  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Revenue,  when  the  facts  shall  so  appear  to  him, 
is  authorized  to  remit  so  much  of  said  tax  against  insolvent  State 
and  savings  banks  as  shall  be  found  to  affect  the  claims  of  their 
depositors.

its  State,  and  having  no  capital  stock,  shall,  on  account  of  mercan- 
tile or  business  deposits  heretofore  received,  upon  which  no  inter- 
est has  been  allowed  to  the  parties  making  such  deposits,  be  denied 
the  exemptions  allowed  to  savings  banks  having  no  capital  stock, 
and  doing  no  other  business  than  receiving  deposits  to  be  loaned 
or  invested  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  parties  making  such  deposits, 
without  profit  or  compensation  to  the  banks,  if  such  bank  has  paid 
the  lawful  tax  upon  the  entire  average  amount  of  such  business  or 
mercantile  deposits;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  extend  said  exemptions  to  deposits  hereafter  made,  or  in  any 
way  to  affect  the  liability  of  such  deposits  to  taxation. 

That  section  thirty-four  hundred  and  eight  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes be  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  thirtieth  line,  and 
inserting  the  following: 

"Associations   or  companies   known   as  provident  institutions,  Exemptions 

,  „       ,  ....  ,    .  '  from  U.  S.  tax. 

savings  banks,  savings  funds,  or  savings  institutions  doing  no 
other  business  than  receiving  and  loaning  or  investing  savings 
deposits  shall  be  exempt  from  tax  on  so  much  of  such  deposits  as 
they  have  invested  in  securities  of  the  United  States,  and  on  two 
thousand  dollars  of  savings  deposits  and  nothing  in  excess  thereof, 
made  in  the  name  of  and  belonging  to  any  one  person." 

That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with*  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  *  *  *

SYNOPSIS  OF  DECISIONS 


OF    THE 


SUPREME  COURT  OF  ERRORS  OF  CONNECTICUT, 

RELATING  TO   SAYINGS  BANKS. 


DEPOSITS    IN    TRUST. 


A  widow  with  a  considerable  estate  and  no  children,  deposited  in 
a  savings  bank  $250  in  her  own  name  as  trustee  for  a  boy  thirteen 
years  of  age,  whose  parents  were  near  neighbors  and  friends,  and 
who  was  accustomed  to  do  errands  for  her.  Shortly  after  making  the 
deposit  she  told  the  boy's  parents  that  she  had  deposited  that  amount 
in  the  savings  bank  for  their  son,  and  again  alluding  to  it,  remarked 
that  it  would  be  needed  for  his  education.  She  kept  the  bank  book 
herself,  and  two  years  thereafter  drew  out  a  part  of  the  money,  and 
a  year  later  the  balance  with  accrued  interest,  signing  receipts  in  her 
own  name,  and  appropriating  the  money  to  her  own  use.  She  died 
four  years  later,  leaving  a  will  in  which  no  allusion  was  made  to  the 
deposit,  and  nothing  was  given  to  the  boy.  It  was  found  by  the  court 
below,  that  at  the  time  she  made  the  deposit  she  intended  to  make  a 
gift,  to  take  effect  either  then  or  at  some  future  time  Held  that  she 
made  a  complete  gift  at  the  time  of  the  deposit,  and  could  not  after- 
wards revoke  it.  Held  also,  that  the  trust  was  to  be  regarded  upon 
the  facts  as  only  for  the  boy's  minority,  and  that  upon  his  becoming 
of  age,  the  legal  title  would  vest  in  him  without  any  further  act  to 
end  the  trust. — Minor  vs.  Rogers,  40  Conn.  Reports,  p.  512. 

DEPOSITS    TO    THE    CREDIT    OF    ANOTHER. 

A  woman  deposited  $460  in  a  savings  bank  for  B.  K.,  her  niece, 
the  deposit  being  placed  to  the  credit  on  the  books  of  the  bank  of  "  E, 
K. — M.  K.  guardian;  "  she  at  the  same  time  informing  the  guardian 
of  her  niece  that  she  had  made  such  deposit.  A  bank  book  was  de- 
livered to  her  by  the  bank  with  the  deposit  so  entered,  but  she  retained 
possession  of  it,  and  afterwards  had  the  money  transferred  back  to 
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her  by  the  guardian.  The  court  below  found  that  at  the  time  the 
deposit  was  made  she  intended  it  as  a  gift  to  her  niece.  Held  to  be 
a  complete  gift,  and  beyond  the  power  of  revocation. — Kerrigan  vs. 
Rantigan,  43  Conn.  Beports,  p.  17. 

PAYMENT  OF  DEPOSITS  ON  FORGED  ORDER. 

A  savings  bank  paid  money  on  an  order  to  a'  person  who  brought 
with  it  the  depositor's  bankbook.  It  proved  that  the  order  was  forged 
and  that  the  bank  book  had  been  stolen.  The  savings  bank  had  a 
standing  rule,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  identifying  its  depositors, 
that  any  person  bringing  the  bank  book  of  a  depositor  should,  in  the 
absence  of  suspicious  circumstances,  be  taken  to  be  the  depositor,  or 
to  have  an  order  from  him ;  and  the  book  contained  in  conspicuous 
letters  on  the  cover  the  following  notice:  "Caution  to  depositors. 
This  book  should  be  preserved  with  great  care.  If  it  should  be  lost, 
give  immediate  information  at  this  office."  The  by-laws  of  the  bank 
were  also  printed  on  the  cover  of  the  book,  one  of  which  was  as  fol- 
lows: "Payment  on  deposits  shall  be  made  only  to  the  depositor  or 
his  order,  or  to  his  legal  representatives,  on  the  presentation  of  the 
depositor's  book."  The  depositor  had  no  actual  notice  of  the  rule  of 
the  bank  except  what  would  be  conveyed  by  this  by-law  and  .caution. 
Held,  in  an  action  brought  against  the  bank  by  the  depositor  to  re- 
cover the  amount  paid  out  on  the  forged  order,  that  the  bank  could 
not  avail  itself  of  that  payment  in  defense,  and  that  the  plaintiff  is 
entitled  to  recover.  Had  the  book  contained  this  further  notice,  that 
the  presentation  of  the  book  shall  be  taken  to  be  full  authority  for 
paying  the  money,  and  this  rule  been  brought  distinctly  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  depositor,  and  assented  to  by  him,  the  bank  would  have 
been  justified  in  the  payment  on  the  forged  order. — Eaves  vs.  People's 
Savings  Bank,  21  Conn.,  p.  229. 

SCALING    DEPOSITS. 

A  savings  bank  in  the  course  of  its  business  met  with  a  loss  equal 
to  24  per  cent;  of  its  deposits,  which  sum  was  by  vote  of  the  directors 
apportioned  pro  rata  among  the  depositors,  and  this  action  of  the 
directors  was  afterwards  validated  and  confirmed  by  resolve  of  the 
General  Assembly.  In  an  action  by  a  depositor  to  recover  his  pro  rata 
share  of  such  loss,  it  was  held  that  the  defendant  was  merely  the 
agent  of  the  plaintiff  to  receive  and  hold  his  money,  that  the  loss  was 
occasioned  by  the  plaintiff's  own  act  through  the  instrumentality  of 
his  agent,  and  that  independently  of  the  resolve  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly he  was  not  entitled  to  recover. — Bunnell  vs.  Collinsville  Sav.  Soc, 
39  Conn.  Reports,  p.  203. 
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SET-OFF. 

A  depositor  in  a  savings  bank  who  is  also  a  debtor  to  the  bank  as 
a  borrower  of  its  funds,  cannot  .  .  .  .  set  off  the  amount  of  his 
deposits  against  his  indebtedness.  When,  however,  a  man  indebted 
to  a  savings  bank  as  borrower  deposited  an  amount  less  than  the 
debt,' intending  to  use  the  money  so  deposited  for  a  payment  upon  the 
debt,  it  was  held  that  the  amount  deposited  could  be  set  off  against 
the  debt.  A  savings  bank  is  an  agent  for  the  depositors,  receiving 
and  loaning  their  money,  and  its  losses  are  their  losses,  and  are  to  be 
borne  by  them  equally  to  their  interest. —  Osborn  vs.  Byrne,  43  Conn. 
Reports,  p.  155. 

treasurer's  bond. 

The  treasurer  of  a  savings  association  appointed  in  1851  was  annu- 
ally re-appointed  until  1858.  Upon  his  first  appointment  he  gave  bond 
with  sureties  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
no  new  bond  was  afterwards  given.  He  committed  no  default  until 
after  his  re-appointment  in  1856.  By  the  constitution  of  the  corpora- 
tion the  directors  were  to  be  appointed  annually,  and  they  were  to  ap- 
point the  treasurer  and  other  officers — all  the  officers  of  the  corporation 
to  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until  others 
should  be  elected  in  their  stead.  Held,  that  the  office  was  an  annual 
one,  and  that  the  obligation  of  the  bond  did  not  extend  beyond  the 
year  for  which  the  treasui'er  was  first  appointed.  An  official  bond 
may  be  so  drawn,  in  the  case  of  an  officer  who  is  to  be  annually  ap- 
pointed, as  to  guarantee  his  fidelity  while  he  remains  in  office  under 
the  first  or  successive  appointments,  but  the  language  must  be  clear 
and  definite,  or  the  common  law  rule  will  control,  and  courts  will  treat 
it  as  an  annual  bond. —  Welch  vs.  Seymour,  28  Conn.  Reports,  p.  387.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, January  Session,  A.  D.  1880 : 

We  herewith  submit  the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of 
the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  "  the  general  conduct  and 
condition  of  all  railroads  and  of  any  violations  of  law  by  any 
of  them,"  as  by  law  required,  together  with  the  returns  of  the 
railroad  companies  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1879, 
and  the  statistical  tables  compiled  therefrom. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  in  our 
railroad  companies  or  their  management  have  been  the  ab- 
sorption of  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  into  the  New 
York  &  New  England,  which  was  noticed  at  length  in  our  last 
report,  though  occurring  after  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal 
year  last  past ;  the  contract  between  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford,  and  the  Boston  &  New  York  Air  Line 
Railroad  Companies  for  99  years,  by  which  the  latter  is,  till 
October  next,  to  receive  6  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  of 
both  companies,  the  terms  to  be  readjusted  then  and  every  five 
years  thereafter ;  a  like  contract  between  the  Naugatuck  and  the 
New  Haven  &  Derby  Railroad  Companies,  the  latter  to  re- 
ceive 20  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  two  roads,  the 
terms  to  be  readjusted  every  five  years ;  the  failure  of  the  New 
Canaan  Railroad  Company  to  pay  the  interest  due  December  1, 
1878,  on  its  mortgage  bonds,  and  its  surrender  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  bondholders,  and  the  termination  of  the  lease  of  the 
South  Manchester  Railroad  to  the  New  York  &  New  Eng- 
land. 

The  building  of  no  new  road  has  been  commenced,  but 
work  has  been  resumed  on  the  forty  miles  of  unfinished  road 
of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  between 
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Waterbury  and  Brewster's,  with  the  promise  that  this  portion 
of  the  road  shall  be  in  running  order  by  the  1st  of  October,  1880. 

The  articles  of  association  of  the  New  York,  Connecticut 
&  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under 
the  general  railroad  law  to  build  a  railroad  from  the  New 
York  State  line  in  Greenwich  to  New  Haven,  have  been  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  with  the  engineer's  re- 
port, profile,  and  maps,  and  a  contract  for  the  building  of  the 
road  is  reported  to  have  been  made,  though  we  have  no  official 
knowledge  on  the  subject — no  application  having  as  yet  been 
made  to  us  for  the  approval  of  the  location  of  any  part  of  the 
line. 

As  to  the  general  condition  and  progress  of  the  various 
roads,  the  past  year  has  been  an  uneventful  one.  No  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  number  of  miles  of  railroad  existing  in 
the  State,  nor  has  there  been  any  extraordinary  amount  ex- 
pended for  permanent  renewals  and  improvements.  Most  of 
our  railroads  were  originally  constructed  in  such  a. manner  as 
to  need  large  expenditures  in  this  direction  during  the  first 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  of  their  existence.  The  older  roads 
which  have  had  sufficient  time  to  make  these  improvements 
have  generally  been  put  in  excellent  condition.  Solid  earth  em- 
bankments have  replaced  temporary  trestles  and  pilings,  or  the 
latter  have  been  thoroughly  rebuilt ;  stone  arches,  iron  bridges, 
or  substantial  wooden  ones,  properly  covered,  have  taken 
the  place  of  timber  structures  exposed  to  the  weather  ;  road- 
beds have  been  improved,  cuts  widened  and  properly  ditched, 
and  steel  rails  substituted  for  iron  on  the  greater  part  of  their 
tracks.  A  large  amount  of  this  kind  of  work,  however,  still 
remains  to  be  done,  especially  on  roads  opened  for  business 
within  the  past  fifteen  years.  We  have  in  all  cases  urged  its 
prosecution  as  rapidly  as  possible,  not  only  as  essential  to  the 
safety  of  the  traveling  public,  but  as  a  measure  of  economy  to 
the  companies  themselves  in  the  future  operation  of  their 
several  roads.  Some  of  the  newer  companies  often  meet 
our  requirements  with  the  plea  of  want  of  means  to  carry  out 
such  needed  renewals,  and  it  is  sometimes  a  difficult  and  em- 
barrassing matter  to  determine  to  what  extent  a  plea  of  this 
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kind  should  excuse  the  owners  of  a  railroad  for  neglecting  any 
measures  necessary  to  put  their  lines  in  the  highest  attainable 
state  of  efficiency  and  safety.  More  detailed  statements  as 
to  the  condition  of  the  various  roads  will  be  found  in  other 
parts  of  this  report. 

GENERAL  CONDUCT  OF  THE  ROADS. 

In  regard  to  the  "  general  conduct"  of  the  roads,  but  few 
complaints  have  been  made  to  us  under  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes.  All  that  have  been  so  made  have  received  our 
prompt  attention,  and  are  reported  in  detail  elsewhere.  Fre- 
quent informal  complaints  of  high  rates  of  fare  and  freight, 
of  slow  trains  and  inconvenient  connections,  and  of  the 
methods  of  business  and  conduct  of  the  railway  corporations 
generally,  are  not  peculiar  to  our  own  State  or  country,  but 
seem  inseparable  from  the  railway  system  wherever  it  has 
been  introduced. 

The  London  Times,  for  example,  has  declared  within  a  few 
months  that  "  the  managers  of  the  great  English  railway  lines 
wield  powers  as  sweeping,  arbitrary,  and  offensive  as  those 
exercised  by  feudal  lords  in  the  middle  ages."  In  Germany 
several  celebrations  took  place  on  the  6th  of  October  last, 
of  the  semi-centennial  anniversary  of  the  trial  trip  of  the 
"  Rocket,"  the  first  locomotive  used  to  transport  passengers 
in  1829,  and  a  leading  German  journal  commenting  thereon 
says  that  "  infinitely  more  paper  and  ink  have  been  spent  in 
complaining  of  railroads  than  in  celebrating  them.  He  who 
should  obtain  his  knowledge  of  our  progress  from  this  lit- 
erature of  complaints,  would  inevitably  arrive  at  the  conclu- 
sion that  in  Germany,  and  generally  throughout  the  inhabited 
world,  up  to  the  year  1829,  the  art  of  transporting  freight 
and  passengers  cheaply,  quickly,  and  safely,  and  with  general 
satisfaction  had  been  preserved,  but  that  after  that  time  the 
art  had  been  lost,  and  the  previously  existing  excellent  trans- 
portation arrangements  had  been  succeeded  by  a  wretched 
make-shift,  the  railroads.  When  a  railroad  is  newly  opened, 
there  are  lew  who  rejoice  that  in  future  they  can  make  in  four 
hours  the  journey  that  has  hitherto  cost  them  twelve  ;  on  the 
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contrary,  there  is  complaint  of  the  slow  train,  and  a  demand 
for  an  express,  which  will  make  the  trip  in  two  hours.  The 
farmer  who  is  enabled  to  load  his  grain  within  a  few  hundred 
paces  of  his  barn  no  longer  remembers  that  he  was  obliged 
ten  years  ago  to  haul  his  products  twenty  miles  or  more  with 
his  own  horses,  but  he  spies  around  anxiously  to  see  if  there 
is  not  some  other  railroad  who  will  offer  him  lower  rates." 

This  picture  of  public  sentiment  in  Germany  corresponds 
with  the  tendency  in  many  places  nearer  home — less  perhaps 
in  our  own  State  than  in  many  other  parts  of  this  country. 
While  reasonable  complaints  always  should  and  generally  do 
receive  respectful  consideration,  it  can  hardly  be  expected 
that  universal  satisfaction,  either  by  legislation  or  otherwise, 
can  ever  be  given  to  all  diverse  and  conflicting  interests. 

THE   ACCIDENT   RECORD. 

We  are  glad  to  resume  our  record  of  freedom  from  acci- 
dents, which  was  interrupted  by  the  Tariffville  disaster  of  Jan- 
uary 15,  1878.  During  the  ten  years  previous  to  that  date, 
not  one  passenger  out  of  nearly  ninety-five  millions  carried 
over  the  railroads  of  this  State  was  killed  by  causes  beyond 
his  own  control.  Since  that  date,  being  a  period  of  nearly 
two  years,  over  nineteen  millions  of  passengers  have  been 
carried,  none  of  whom  have  been  killed,  and  but  one  slightly 
injured  by  similar  causes. 

ACCIDENTS   TO   TRAINMEN. 

So  accustomed  are  we  to  accidents  to  trainmen,  that  when 
we  have  reported  twenty-two  accidents  of  all  kinds  to  em- 
ploye's on  all  our  roads,  distributed  through  the  three  hund- 
red and  sixty-five  days,  it  fails  to  attract  any  particular 
attention;  but  when  we  read,  as  in  the  Hartford  Oourant  of 
Nov.  24th,  of  two  men  injured  in  coupling  and  one  between 
the  ladders  of  freight  cars  in  a  single  week  in  the  Hartford 
yard  of  the  N.  Y\,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  alone,  we  wonder 
how  it  is  that  while  so  great  advance  has  been  made  in  all 
that  pertains  to  the  safety  and  comfort  of  passengers,  nothing 
has   been    substituted    for   the    original    barbarous   mode    of 
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coupling  of  forty  years  ago,  and  are  inclined  to  think  with 
Mr.  Creamer,  as  expressed  at  the  meeting  of  Master  Car 
Builders,  "  that  if  the  superintendents,  presidents,  and 
directors  had  to  do  a  little  of  that  coupling  themselves,  in  a 
very  short  time  something  would  be  devised,"  even  though 
none  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  odd  devices  already 
patented  have  as  yet  been  adopted  in  general  use. 

Another  cause  of  accidents  to  employes,  and  one  more  likely 
to  result  fatally,  is  falling  from  freight  cars  either  when  climb- 
ing up  or  in  jumping  from  one  to  the  other.  The  space  be- 
tween the  cars,  or  the  running-boards  on  the  car  roofs,  varies 
from  twenty-one  to  forty-three  inches.  The  greater  distance 
would  make  the  step  at  any  time  uncertain  and  hazardous, 
while  in  the  darkness  of  a  winter  night,  the  running-board 
covered  with  snow  or  ice,  and  the  brakeman  benumbed  with 
cold,  the  chances  would  seem  to  be  that  it  would  be  a  miss 
and  a  fatal  fall.  The  locomotive  driver  brake,  controlled  by 
the  engineer,  and  applied  to  the  wheels  of  engine  and  tender, 
is  more  than  equivalent  to  the  brake  power  of  all  the  brake- 
men  usually  employed  on  freight  trains.  Its  adoption  would 
relieve  the  men  from  the  most  hazardous  of  their  present 
requirements,  while  from  the  greater  control  it  gives  the 
engineer  over  his  train  it  lessens  the  liability  to  train  acci- 
dents. This  is  another  subject  for  legitimate  legislative  inter- 
ference. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  the  unusually  small 
number  of  employes  injured  the  past  year — 22  as  against  39 
last  year.  Less,  also,  than  for  many  years.  Of  this  22, 
8  were  fatally  injured — the  same  proportion  as  last  year.  Of 
the  injured,  11  fell  from  the  cars,  6  were  hurt  in  coupling 
cars,  and  5  others  from  all  other  causes.  Forty-six  classed 
as  trespassers  were  injured,  33  fatally — a  very  large  propor- 
tion. Of  the  46,  there  were  7  injured  at  highway  crossings, 
3  of  them  killed. 

EARNINGS. 

The  great  activity  in  most  branches  of  business  in  which 
the  country  is  now  rejoicing  began  too  late  in  the  past  year 
to  have  had  much  influence  in  the  earnings  last  reported. 
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A  slight  improvement,  however,  appears  in  the  gross  earnings, 
which  have  amounted  to  $11,012,250.57,  a  gain  of  $205,756.39, 
or  1.8  per  cent. ;  a  small  gain  indeed,  but  indicating  a  turn 
of  the  tide.  In  making  the  division  between  passenger  and 
freight  earnings  there  occurs  the  difficulty  of  the  proper 
apportionment  of  the  $176,649.08  paid  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  the  Boston 
&  New  York  Air  Line  Railroad  Company  for  the  six  per 
cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  two  corporations  for  the 
last  eight  months  of  the  fiscal  year  ;  but  apportioning  it  upon 
the  basis  of  the  passenger  and  freight  earnings  of  the  Air 
Line  for  the  first  four  months,  it  would  give  the  gross  passenger 
earnings  of  all  the  companies  for  the  year  as  $4,700,986.20 — 
a  loss  of  $246,080.50,  or  4.97  per  cent,  from  last  year,  and  of 
$1,361,159.32,  or  22.45  per  cent,  since  1873.  The  only  com- 
panies reporting  any  increase  of  passenger  earnings  are  the 
Housatonic,  Naugatuck,  and  New  Haven  &  Derby — $4,606.15 
for  the  three.  The  gross  freight  earnings  upon  the  same 
basis  were  $5,418,734.04,  a  gain  of  $532,400.50,  or  10.9  per 
cent,  for  the  year,  and  $178,165.50  more  than  ever  before 
reported. 

EXPENSES. 

The  gross  expenses  show  a  slight  increase  of  $38,605.00, 
having  been  $6,719,005.67,  or  60.96  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
earnings,  about  three-quarters  of  one  per  cent,  less  proportion 
than  last  year. 

NET    EARNINGS. 

The  total  net  earnings  show  a  gain  of  $170,858.87,  or  4.11 
per  cent.,  amounting  to  $4,296,952.38. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Nine  companies  paid  dividends  amounting  to  $2,543,717, 
an  average  of  8.98  per  cent,  on  their  $28,302,150  of  stock 
issued,  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  this  year  having  made  a  divi- 
dend of  2  per  cent.  The  rate  of  dividends  varied  from  2  per 
cent,  on  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk,  to  10  per  cent,  on  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  and  the  Naugatuck. 
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EARNINGS    AND    EXPENSES    PER  MILE   OP   ROAD  OPERATED.    • 

The  gross  earnings  per  mile  of  road  operated  averaged 
18,513.63,  varying  from  $26,250.11  on  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  (a  falling  off  of  $1,681.31),  down  to 
$1,611.17  on  the  New  Canaan.  The  gross  expenses  per  mile 
operated  averaged  $5,147.76,  the  highest,  $13,691.48,  being 
on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford,  and  the  lowest, 
$1,101.92,  on  the  Shepaug.  The  net  earnings  varied  from 
$184.42  on  New  Canaan,  up  to  $12,558.63  on  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford,  the  average  being  $3,261.46. 

EARNINGS  PER   MILE   RUN. 

The  gross  earnings  per  mile  run  averaged  $1.39,  being 
seven  cents  a  mile  less  than  last  year,  the  highest,  as  last 
year,  being  the  New  Haven  &  Derby,  $2.36,  and  the  lowest 
on  the  New  Canaan,  $0.74,  both  roads  showing  a  little  more 
than  last  year,  the  Derby  two  cents  a  mile,  and  the  New 
Canaan  five  cents.  The  net  earnings,  though  greater  in  the 
aggregate,  were  less  per  mile  run,  being  but  fifty-four  and  two- 
tenths,  instead  of  fifty-five  and  nine-tenths,  the  Derby  show- 
ing the  highest,  $1.16,  and  the  Connecticut  Valley  the  low- 
est, $0.07. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES  PER  MILE  RUN. 

The  operating  expenses  per  mile  run  varied  fromjf>0.62  on 
the  Shore  Line,  to  $1.44  on  the  South  Manchester,  the  aver- 
age being  $0.85. 

The  average  cost  of  fuel  per  train  mile  was  eight  and  nine- 
tenths  cents,  ranging  from  ten  and  one-half  cents  on  the  New 
London  Northern  and  the  Boston  &  New  York  Air  Line,  to 
four  and  nine-tenths  on  the  New  Canaan. 

The  average  cost  of  coal  was  $4.39  per  ton,  the  lowest 
being  $3.79  for  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton,  and  the 
highest  $6.13  for  the  South  Manchester. 

MAINTENANCE    OF    ROAD. 

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  per  mile  of  road  operated 
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was  $999.32,  being  $16.51  less  than  last  year ;  as  last  year, 
the  Central  was  the  lowest,  $212.11,  and  the  South  Manches- 
ter, which  has  had  its  superstructure  essentially  renewed  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  the  highest,  $2,251.14. 

STOCK   AND   DEBT. 

The  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  having 
acquired  the  property  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill 
Railroad  Company,  that  company,  with  its  stock  and  debt,  is 
no  longer  included  in  our  report.  The  stock  issued  of  the 
twenty-three  companies  is  reported  at  $45,125,400,  and  the 
debt  at  $21,477,808.89 ;  total  $66,603,208.89,  the  reduction 
on  account  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  having 
been  nearly  balanced  by  the  increase  of  debt  and  stock  of 
the  New  York  &  New  England. 

LENGTH    OP   ROADS. 

The  total  length  of  all  the  roads  in  the  State  is  921.55 
miles,  the  double  track  being  107.5  and  the  sidings  172.47 
miles,  an  increase  of  4.7  miles ;  making  the  total  number  of 
miles  of  single  track  1,201.52. 

CONSTRUCTION    AND    EQUIPMENT    ACCOUNTS. 

The  total  of  the  construction  and  equipment  accounts  of 
our  railroad  companies  is  reported  as  $77,959,280.71 ;  con- 
struction, $70,986,244.54,  equipment,  $6,973,036.17. 

PASSENGERS   AND   FREIGHT   CARRIED. 

The  whole  number  reported  of  passengers  carried  was 
9,538,056,  a  decrease  of  157,726,  the  mileage  being  208,745,- 
920,  a  falling  off  of  5,726,761  miles. 

The  freight  carried  was  4,371,845  tons,  an  increase  of  580,- 
050  tons,  with  a  mileage  of  189,524,899,  an  increase  of  34,- 
662,778  miles.  This  reported  decrease  in  the  number  of 
passengers  carried  is,  however,  an  apparent  decrease  only,  and 
not  an  actual  decrease  in  the  number  of  travelers,  since  here- 
tofore those  passengers  passing  over  both  the  New  York  & 
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New  England  and  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Rail- 
roads were  counted  twice,  once  on  each  road ;  while  now,  of 
course,  they  are  counted  but  once.  Laying  out  of  the  ac- 
count, therefore,  in  the  comparison  these  two  roads  and  the 
South  Manchester,  for  a  similar  reason,  we  find  that  the  other 
roads  in  the  State  show  an  increase  of  passengers  for  the  year 
of  109,473.  The  miles  run  by  passenger  trains  increased 
206,034  miles,  from  which  it  appears  that  again  this  year,  as 
last,  the  passenger  business  of  our  roads  has  been  done  at 
considerably  increased  cost,  while  the  rate  of  compensation 
received  has  been  less  than  ever  before. 

THE   EXCURSION   BUSINESS. 

There  is  one  branch  of  passenger  business  which  has  here- 
tofore received  little  attention  in  this  country,  and  that  is  the 
excursion  business.  This,  we  believe,  has  been  because  its 
capacities  have  never  been  appreciated.  There  has  been  more 
of  it  the  past  year  than  in  any  previous  season,  and  the  results 
have  been  such  as  to  warrant  much  greater  attention  to  it. 
The  commonly  accepted  idea  among  railroad  men  has  been 
that  to  cultivate  it  was  to  lose  their  ordinary  travel.  The 
same  idea  was  held  in  England  until  experience  demonstrated 
that,  instead  of  hindering  it  helped  ordinary  travel,  or,  at 
least,  that  it  was  independent  of  and  not  made  up  from  ordi- 
nary travel.  So  that  now  excursion  trains,  at  low  rates  of 
fare,  are  a  regularly  established  part  of  the  business  of  the 
principal  lines,  and  to  them  is  attributed  the  large  passenger 
business  which  they  enjoy,  yielding  a  greater  gross  income, 
and  necessarily  a  far  greater  net  income,  than  their  freight 
business,  while  in  this  country  it  is  the  reverse.  As  yet,  of 
course,  not  sufficient  experience  has  been  had  to  determine 
what  effect  the  placing  of  regular  excursion  trains  on  our 
roads,  at  very  low  rates,  would  have  upon  the  passenger  earn- 
ings, but  now  that  the  attention  of  our  railroad  managers  has 
been  so  favorably  directed  to  the  subject,  we  may  hope,  before 
long,  to  see  the  system  fairly  tried. 
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CONDITION  OF  THE  EOADS. 

NEW   YORK,   PROVIDENCE   &   BOSTON   RAILROAD. 

Only  seventeen  miles  of  this  road  are  within  the  limits  of 
the  State,  of  which  the  portion  from  Stonington,  easterly  to 
the  State  line,  a  distance  of  five  miles,  opened  for  business 
in  1837,  was  the  first  railroad  built  in  Connecticut.  The 
remaining  twelve  miles,  from  Stonington  westerly  to  the 
Thames  river,  was  not  opened  until  more  than  twenty  years 
afterward.  This  road  is  always  kept  in  good  condition,  most 
of  its  track  is  laid  with  steel  rail,  many  of  the  original  pilings 
have  been  replaced  by  earth  or  broken  stone  embankments, 
and  those  which  remain,  as  well  as  the  bridges,  have  been 
thoroughly  rebuilt,  and  are  kept  in  good  repair.  The  cross 
ties  on  all  the  bridges  are  ten  feet  long,  supported  by  extra 
stringers  at  each  end.  During  the  past  season  all  the 
bridges  and  other  timber  structures,  exposed  to  the  weather, 
have  been  thoroughly  painted,  adding  much  to  their  good 
appearance  as  well  as  durability.  The  earnings  of  the  road 
show  a  decrease  of  $50,072.79  or  six  per  cent.,  compared 
with  the  preceding  year,  and  8£  per  cent,  in  dividends  have 
been  paid. to  the  stockholders. 

NEW   YORK,    NEW    HAVEN    &    HARTFORD    RAILROAD. 

The  opening  of  the  Stonington  railroad  in  1837,  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad  in  1839,  which 
was  extended  to  Springfield  five  years  later.  It  was  originally 
a  cheaply  built,  single  track  road,  laid  with  strap  rail  2£xf 
inches  in  size,  spiked  to  longitudinal  sills,  and  equipped  with  18- 
tou  locomotives,  each  with  only  a  single  pair  of  driving  wheels. 

The  line  from  New  Haven  to  New  York  was  opened  in 
1848,  and  this  was  originally  a  single  track  road,  laid  without 
chairs  or  other  joint  fastenings,  except  the  ties.  Having  had 
ampler  time  and  opportunity  for  renewal  and  improvement,  the 
whole  has  now  become  a  thoroughly  equipped,  double-track 
road,  second  in  efficiency  to  none  in  the  country,  laid  through- 
out with  steel  rail,  with  a  great  part  of  the  original  perishable 
timber  bridges  replaced  either  by  structures  of  iron  or  sub- 
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stantial  stone  arches.  During  the  past  season  a  commendable 
improvement  has  been  commenced,  below  Wallingford,  in  the 
ballasting  of  the  track  with  broken  stone  14  inches  in  depth, 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  road  bed  and  diminishing 
the  great  annoyance  from  dust  on  that  part  of  the  road. 
About  2,800  feet  of  double  track  has  now  been  thus  treated, 
with  very  satisfactory  results.  A  new  and  commodious  brick 
freight  depot  has  been  erected  at  Meriden,  322  feet  in  length, 
by  32.5  in  width.  During  the  past  year  a  considerable 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  accommodations  furnished 
by  this  road  to  the  people  of  Middletown,  the  track  of  its 
branch  line  having  been  extended  to  the  foot  of  Washington 
street,  near  the  passenger  depot  of  the  Connecticut  Valley 
Railroad  Company,  and  commodious  depot  accommodations 
furnished  in  connection  therewith.  This  location  is  much 
more  central  and  accessible  than  the  former  one,  and  adds 
greatly  to  the  convenience  of  the  passenger  business  to  and  from 
that  city.  The  net  earnings  of  the  road  are  slightly  in  advance 
of  those  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  usual  10  per  cent, 
dividend  has  been  paid  to  the  stockholders. 

HOUS ATONIC  RAILROAD. 

This  road  was  opened  from  Bridgeport  to  New  Milford  in 
1840,  and  like  the  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  was  orig- 
inally laid  with  strap  rails  on  wooden  sills,  which  were  re- 
placed by  iron  rails  a  few  years  later,  and  these  have  in  turn 
been  replaced  by  steel  from  Bridgeport  as  far  north  as  Mer- 
winsville,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  the  steel  track  dur- 
ing the  present  year  through  to  the  State  line,  thus  adding 
another  to  the  list  of  roads  whose  tracks  are  entirely  of  steel. 
The  bridges,  track,  and  rolling  stock  of  this  road  are  all  in 
good  condition.  Some  of  the  de'pSts  are  small  and  inconven- 
ient and  not  in  keeping  with  the  general  good  appearance  of 
the  road,  and  we  have  suggested  the  construction  of  new  and 
more  commodious  ones  at  some  of  the  more  important  stations. 
The  total  gross  earnings  for  the  past  year  show  a  decrease  of 
129,246.61,  or  4.87  per  cent.,  and  the  net  earnings  of  about 
the  same  amount.  The  usual  dividend  of  8  per  cent,  has 
been  paid  to  the  preferred  stockholders. 
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NORWICH   &   WORCESTER   RAILROAD. 

Although  this  •road  was  opened  in  1840,  in  the  same  year 
as  the  Housatonic,  only  16  per  cent,  of  its  main  line  in  this 
State  has  as  yet  been  re-laid  with  steel.  Renewals  of  rails, 
which  are  controlled  by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Rail- 
road Company,  have  for  several  years  been  made  by  re-rolled 
iron,  which  has  not  been  done  on  any  other  road  in  the  State. 
While  the  road-bed  has  been  well  kept  up  and  the  track  main- 
tained in  good  alignment,  we  find  a  large  and  increasing 
number  of  defective  rails  on  various  parts  of  the  line  which 
need  renewal,  and  we  have  advised  not  less  than  five  hundred 
tons  of  steel  to  be  immediately  put  in.  The  stone  piers  at 
Jewett  City,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  have  at  last  been 
substantially  rebuilt,  and  the  openings  are  to  be  spanned  by 
substantial  iron  bridges.  The  amount  of  earnings  does  not 
differ  materially  from  those  of  last  year,  and  the  road  con- 
tinues to  be  run  by  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad 
Company  under  a  lease  executed  in  1869. 

NEW    HAVEN    &   NORTHAMPTON   RAILROAD. 

This  road  was  opened  for  business  from  New  Haven  to 
Plainville  in  1848.  Two  years  later  a  branch  was  built  to 
Collinsville  and  the  main  line  extended  to  Granby,  and  in 
1870  the  Collinsville  branch  was  extended  to  its  present  ter- 
minus at  New  Hartford.  Various  extensions  of  the  road 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  State  have  since  been  made,  making 
the  total  number  of  miles  now  in  operation  109.33.  A  further 
extension  of  27  miles  in  Massachusetts  is  contemplated  the 
coming  season — from  Northampton  to  Conway,  17  miles,  and 
from  South  Dcerfield  to  Turner's  Falls,  10  miles — for  which 
contracts  are  now  made.  The  expenditures  of  this  enterpris- 
ing company  in  thus  extending  their  line  are  not  permitted 
to  interfere  with  necessary  improvements  and  repairs  on  the 
road  in  operation,  which  is  always  kept  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. Most  of  the  original  wooden  bridges  have  been  replaced 
by  iron  ones.  Nearly  all  the  main  line  in  this  State  is  laid 
with  steel  rail.  The  bridge  piers  and  abutments  near  New 
Hartford,  whicb  were  carried   away  by  the  disastrous  flood

of  Dec.  10,  1878,  have  been  substantially  rebuilt,  and  three 
iron  bridges  built  by  the  Keystone  Bridge  Company  are  to  be 
to  be  put  in,  two  of  140  feet,  and  one  of  108£  feet  span. 
We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  long-continued  litigation 
between  this  company  and  the  town  of  New  Hartford  in  re- 
gard to  the  proper  method  of  crossing  the  highway  adjoining 
this  bridge,  and  referred  to  on  pages  16  and  17  of  our  annual 
report  of  1877,  has  been  amicably  and  satisfactorily  arranged. 
The  earnings  of  the  road  are  $40,080.77  less  than  reported 
last  year,  being  a  decrease  of  6.8  per  cent.  The  operating 
expenses,  however,  having  been  reduced  $29,409.31,  the  net 
earnings  are  only  $10,671.46  below  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

NEW   YORK'&  NEW   ENGLAND    RAILROAD. 

This  company  now  operates  350  miles  of  railroad,  being  a 
much  greater  length  than  that  of  any  other  company  reporting 
to  us,  and  has  on  its  pay-rolls  1,972  men.  It  has  recently  placed 
under  contract  forty  miles  more,  being  the  extension  of  its 
line  westward  from  Waterbury  on  the  Naugatuck  Railroad, 
through  Hawleyville  on  the  Housatonic  and  Shepaug  Railroads, 
and  Danbury  on  the  Danbury  &  Norwalk  Railroad,  to  Brews- 
ter's station  on  the  Harlem  Railroad,  all  of  which  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  in  operation  before  our  next  annual  report. 
The  first  portion  of  this  road  opened  in  Connecticut  was  from 
Hartford  to  Willimantic,  in  1849,  since  which  time  up  to 
1872  other  parts  have  been  completed  at  various  times,  as 
fully  detailed  in  our  last  annual  report.  In  regard  to  the 
general  condition  of  the  road,  the  portion  from  East  Thomp- 
son to  Willimantic,  and  thence  to  Hartford,  is  good,  a  large 
part  of  the  track  being  of  steel,  but  on  the  western  division, 
from  Hartford  to  Waterbury,  and  on  the  Providence  division 
from  Willimantic  to  Oneco,  considerable  renewals  of  iron  are 
required.  The  suspension  rods  of  the  bridges  have  been 
brought  up  to  the  standard  of  strength  required,  and  some  of 
the  more  important  ones,  such  as  the  one  over  the  Connecti- 
cut river  at  Hartford,  and  over  the  Quinnebaug  near  Putnam, 
are  to  be  still  further  strengthened  by  a  system  of  timber 
arches.     Other  improvements  are  in  contemplation,  and  we 
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are  assured  by  the  managers  that  no  efforts  will  be  spared  to 
bring  the  whole  line  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  efficiency. 
The  earnings  .of  the  road  for  the  year  were  $107,462.83  in 
excess  of  the  aggregate  earnings  of  the  whole  length  of  the 
road  as  reported  last  year,  being  an  increase  of  5.76  per  cent. 
The  net  earnings  show  an  increase  of  $91,418.33  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year. 

NAUGATUCK   RAILROAD. 

This  road  commenced  running  in  1849.  Some  parts  of  it 
as  originally  built  were  greatly  damaged  by  the  severe  floods 
of  the  Naugatuck  river,  but  such  portions  have  been  raised 
and  substantially  reconstructed.  Many  unnecessary  curves 
were  put  into  various  parts  of  the  line,  and  some  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  substitution  of  straight  lines  for  them  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  the  most  notable  improvement  being  near 
Hinchcliff's,  where  four  curves  were  replaced  by  a  single 
straight  line  at  a  moderate  expense.  The  suspension  rods  of 
the  bridges  have  been  brought  up  to  the  required  standard, 
and  an  excellent  iron  bridge  of  140  feet  span  built  by  the 
Keystone  company  has  been  put  in  at  Seymour.  Steel  rails 
have  taken  the  place  of  the  original  iron  the  whole  length  of 
the  road,  and  the  track  is  kept  in  good  surface  and  alignment. 
The  passenger  cars  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  equipped 
with  the  Miller  platform  and  Westinghouse  automatic  brake, 
in  accordance  with  our  previous  frequent  recommendations. 

The  Watertown  &  Waterbury  branch  continues  to  be 
operated  by  this  company,  and  has  been  much  improved  by  a 
large  renewal  of  cross  ties  during  the  past  season. 

The  earnings  of  the  past  year  are  $23,124.49  in  advance 
of  the  previous  year,  being  an  increase  of  4.65  per  cent.,  but 
as  the  operating  expenses  have  increased  $29,248.55,  the  net 
earnings  are  $6,124.06  less  than  those  of  the  preceding  years. 
The  usual  dividend  of  10  per  cent,  has  been  paid  to  the 
stockholders. 

NEW   LONDON   NORTHERN   RAILROAD. 

This  road  also  commenced  running  in  1849,  and  great 
improvements  have  been  made  in  it  since  its  original  con- 
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struction.  Most  of  the  pilings  on  the  lower  part  of  the  road 
have  been  replaced  by  solid  embankments,  and  substantial 
iron  girders  have  been  substituted  for  wooden  stringers. 
About  half  the  track  in  this  State  is  laid  with  steel  rail,  and 
great  care  is  taken  to  keep  it  in  good  repair.  The  gross  earn- 
ings of  the  present  year  are  slightly  in  advance  of  those  of 
the  preceding  year,  and  the  net  earnings  are  about  $10,000 
less.  Six  per  cent,  in  dividends  have  been  paid  to  the  stock- 
holders. 

DANBURY    &   NORWALK    RAILROAD. 

This  road  was  opened  in  1852,  and  everything  connected 
with  it  is  kept  in  good  condition.  About  70  per  cent,  of  the 
main  line  is  laid  with  steel  rail,  590  tons  having  been  put  in 
during  the  past  year.  Most  of  the  bridges  are  of  short  span, 
and  the  few  repairs  found  necessary  have  been  made,  and  all 
are  now  in  good  order.  A  commodious  new  brick  engine- 
house  has  been  put  up  in  Danbury. 

The  Ridgefield  branch  during  the  past  year  has  been  relaid 
with  iron  taken  fr5m  the  main  track.  This  branch  was  opened 
in  1870,  and  was  then  laid  with  iron  which  had  been  used  in 
the  main  track  eighteen  years,  and  much  of  the  same  iron 
remained  in  use  on  this  branch  until  last  year,  making  a  total 
service  of  over  twenty-six  years. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  show  an  increase  of 
$4,671.28  over  the  preceding  year,  but  owing  to  the  large 
expenditure  for  steel  rail  the  operating  expenses  have  been 
increased  $17,474.53,  leaving  the  net  earnings  $12,803.25 
less  than  for  previous  year.  One  dividend  of  2  per  cent,  has 
been  paid  to  the  stockholders  during  the  year. 

SHORE   LINE   RAILROAD. 

This  road  also  commenced  operations  in  1852,  and  has 
since  1870  been  operated  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  an  annual  rental  of  $100,000. 
The  track  is  entirely  of  steel  rail,  and  is  kept  in  excellent 
condition.  Considerable  work  has  been  done  with  gravel 
trains  in  the  improvement  of  the  road-bed  during  the  past 
year,  and  the  numerous  pilings  having  sometime  since  been 
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thoroughly  rebuilt,  are  maintained  in  good  repair.  A  new- 
freight  depot  90  by  25  feet  has  been  erected  at  New  London. 
The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  show  a  decrease  of  118,892.56, 
being  about  6  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 
but  the  operating  expenses  having  been  reduced  $60,523.96. 
the  net  earnings  are  $41,631.40  larger  than  last  year. 

ROCKVILLE    RAILROAD. 

For  a  period  of  sixteen  years  after  1852,  while  several 
extensions  of  old  roads  were  made,  no  new  lines  were  con- 
structed in  this  State  except  the  Rockville,  4.8  miles  in  length, 
in  1863. 

During  this  time  the  Railroad  Commissioners  declared  in 
their  reports  that  all  needful  railroad  facilities  were  afforded 
our  citizens,  and  in  their  opinion  no  new  roads  were  required. 
Those  who  have  become  stockholders  in  new  railroad  enter- 
prises in  this  State  since  that  time  have  ascertained  by  ex- 
perience that  the  new  roads  in  which  they  have  invested  were 
certainly  not  so  much  required  by  business  interests  as  to  pre- 
vent their  stock  in  them  from  becoming  entirely  worthless. 

The  Rockville  Railroad  is  a  short  branch  line  running 
from  Vernon  station  on  the  New  York  &  New  England  Rail- 
road to  the  village  of  Rockville,  and  is  operated  by  the  last 
named  company,  who  maintain  it  in  good  condition. 

NEW   CANAAN   RAILROAD. 

In  1868  the  New  Canaan  Railroad  commenced  running. 
It  is  8.3  miles  in  length  from  Stamford  on  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  to  New  Canaan.  It  was 
operated  by  the  stockholders  until  January  1,  1879,  when  it 
was  surrendered  to  the  trustees  for  the  bondholders,  in  ac- 
cordance with  an  act  passed  by  the  legislature  of  1878,  and 
has  since  been  in  the  possession  of  said  trustees.  The  report 
of  the  company  therefore  includes  the  business  of  the  three 
months  from  October  1  to  December  31,  1878,  and  the  re- 
port of  the  Trustee  for  the  remaining  nine  months  of  the  year. 
The  road  is  in  reasonably  good  repair.  No  steel  rails  have 
yet  been  laid  on  it,  but  the  track  has  been  improved  by  the 
relaying  of  a  large  number  of  ties  during  the  past  summer. 
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NEW    YORK,    HOUSATONIC    &    NORTHERN    RAILROAD. 

No  report  has  been  received  by  this  Board  of  the  condition 
of  the  affairs  of  this  company  since  September  30,  1872.  Tt 
was  chartered  in  1864,  with  the  view  of  constructing  a  railroad 
from  White  Plains,  on  the  Harlem  Railroad,  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  northeasterly  through  the  towns  of  Greenwich, 
Ridgefield,  and  Danbury  in  this  State,  to  some  suitable  point  on 
the  Housatonic  Railroad  in  the  town  of  Brookfield.  In  1868, 
this  company  finished  the  road  between  Danbury  and  the 
Housatonic  Railroad,  a  distance  of  5.5  miles,  and  ran  the  same 
until  March,  1872,  when  it  was  leased  to  the  Housatonic  Rail- 
road Company,  by  whom  it  has  since  been  operated.  In  1876 
a  decree  of  foreclosure  was  obtained  against  the  company  in 
the  Connecticut  courts  by  David  S.  Duncomb  and  Erastus 
Mead,  trustees  for  the  mortgage  bondholders,  and  the  title  to 
the  property  in  this  State  became  absolute  in  them  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April,  1877.  The  bondholders  themselves 
have  been  and  still  are  involved  in  considerable  litigation  in 
the  New  York  courts  as  to  their  respective  rights,  and  all  the 
property  covered  by  their  mortgage,  was,  by  virtue  of  a  decree 
of  sale  and  foreclosure  issued  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
York,  offered  at  public  auction  at  White  Plains  on  the  13th 
of  December,  1879,  in  which  the  trustees  joined  in  order  to 
convey  to  the  purchaser  the  property  and  franchises  in  this 
State ;  which  sale  was  adjourned  to  the  30th  of  December, 
1879,  a  date  too  late  for  this  report. 

SOUTH   MANCHESTER   RAILROAD. 

This  road  was  opened  for  business  in  1869,  and  until  April 
1,  1879,  was  operated  by  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill 
and  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Companies,  at  which 
date  it  was  surrendered  to  the  South  Manchester  Railroad 
Company,  by  whom  it  has  since  been  run. 

The  track  has  been  put  in  excellent  condition.  Steel  rails 
have  taken  the  place  of  defective  iron  ones,  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  present  proprietors,  with  their  characteristic 
enterprise,  to  make  this  little  road  a  model  one  in  every  re- 
spect. 
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BOSTON   &   NEW   YORK   AIR  LINE   RAILROAD. 

This  road  commenced  running  from  New  Haven  to  Middle- 
town,  in  1870,  and  that  portion  of  the  road,  contrary  to  the 
usual  custom,  was  originally  built  with  substantial  iron  bridges, 
which  have  since  needed  few  repairs.  It  was  extended  to 
Willimantic  in  1873,  and  on  this  part  of  the  work  a  large 
amount  of  temporary,  wooden  trestle  work  was  put  in,  much 
of  which  has  since  been  filled  up  or  replaced  by  permanent 
iron  structures.  Nearly  half  of  the  original  iron  has  been  re- 
newed by  steel,  but  many  defective  rails  still  remain,  the  re- 
newals not  having  progressed  as  rapidly  as  recommended  by 
us.  Guard  rails  have  been  placed  in  the  Lyman  and  Rapallo 
viaducts,  and  two  new  over-head  highway  bridges  have  been 
constructed  in  the  city  of  Middletown,  one  to  accommodate  the 
travel  of  Main  street,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  width,  and 
the  other  at  Prospect  street,  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  feet 
in  length  and  thirty-six  feet  above  the  level  of  the  track. 

This  road  continues  to  run  the  Colchester  branch,  upon 
which  we  have  advised  a  considerable  renewal  of  iron. 

The  report  of  earnings  of  this  road  shows  only  the  business 
of  the  first  four  months,  the  receipts  since  February  1,  1879, 
having  been  collected  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad,  and  the  Boston  tfe  New  York  Air  Line  receiving 
in  return  6  per  cent,  of  the  total  gross  earnings  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  added  to  its  own. 

NEW    HAVEN    &    DERBY   RAILROAD. 

This  road  commenced  running  in  1871.  All  its  Howe 
truss  bridges  were  built  without  protection  from  the  weather, 
and  although  we  have  repeatedly  recommended  that  they  be 
replaced  by  new  ones,  properly  covered,  none  have  as  yet  been 
rebuilt,  and  most  of  them  are  supported  by  temporary  trestles. 
There  is  also  a  large  amount  of  trestle  work  and  piling  which 
we  have  advised  to  be  gradually  replaced  by  earth  filling,  but 
very  little  has  been  done  in  this  direction  for  several  years 
past.  The  track  is  in  reasonably  good  condition,  the  cuts, 
however,  requiring  a  considerable  amount  of  ditching  to  keep 
them  in  proper  order. 
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The  earnings  show  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $4,365.54 
or  4.27  per  cent.     The  operating  expenses  have  been  reduced 
$6,531.15,  making  the  net  earnings  $10,896.69  in  advance  of 
the  preceding  year,  an  increase  of  26  per  cent. 

CONNECTICUT   WESTERN   RAILROAD. 

This  road  was  also  opened  in  1871,  and  like  the  one  last 
named,  built  all  its  bridges  without  protection  from  the 
weather,  and  most  of  them  now  need  renewal.  Some  progress 
has  been  made  in  this  direction  by  the  building  of  the  iron  bridge 
of  206  feet  span  at  Satan's  Kingdom,  referred  to  in  our  last 
report,  and  by  the  rebuilding  during  the  past  season  of  the 
Howe  truss  spans  over  the  Housatonic  river,  over  Still  river 
near  Winsted,  and  the  short  span  in  the  Tariffville  trestle. 
The  pilings  originally  constructed  have  depreciated  by  long 
exposure,  and  should  be  replaced  by  earth  embankments  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  This  work  has  been  in  progress  during 
the  past  two  years  at  Twin  Lakes,  and  during  the  past  year 
at  Lakeville.  Fourteen  per  cent,  of  the  track  has  been  relaid 
with  steel,  but  there  is  now  a  large  amount  of  iron,  especially 
on  the  western  part  of  the  road,  which  should  soon  be  taken 
out.  The  renewals  heretofore  made  have  hardly  kept  pace 
with  the  depreciation,  and  we  have  continued  to  urge  a  more 
vigorous  prosecution  of  the'work.  We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  present  managers  have  been  prevented  from  doing  as 
much  as  they  desired  by  the  peculiar  condition  of  the  present 
organization  of  the  company.  The  holders  of  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness, instead  of  foreclosing  and  wiping  out  all  prior 
claims,  have  permitted  the  original  company  to  continue  to 
exist,  so  that  a  large  amount  of  the  earnings  have  been  ab- 
sorbed by  the  payment  of  old  debts,  every  dollar  of  which  was 
needed  for  the  proper  improvement  and  renewal  of  the  road. 

Compared  with  the  preceding  year,  the  gross  earnings 
have  decreased  2  per  cent,  and  the  operating  expenses  1.5 
per  cent.  The  net  earnings  were  $50,714.71,  a  decrease  of 
$1,970.14  as  compared  with  the  report  of  1878. 
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CONNECTICUT    VALLEY   RAILROAD. 

This  road  commenced  running  in  1872,  and  fortunately 
built  its  Howe  truss  bridges  with  proper  protection  from  the 
weather,  so  that  with  the  addition  of  extra  suspension  rods  they 
are  now  in  good  condition.  The  work  of  filling  the  Cromwell 
piling  has  been  continued,  about  36,000  cubic  yards  having 
been  put  in  during  the  past  year.  There  are  several  other 
pilings  on  the  road  which  should  be  similarly  treated.  About 
forty-four  per  cent,  of  the  track  is  laid  with  steel  rails,  804 
tons  having  been  put  in  during  the  past  year.  The  gross  earn- 
ings have  decreased  $751.68,  and  the  operating  expenses  in- 
creased $5,449.55,  making  the  net  earnings  $6,201.23  less 
than  last  year. 

The  road  continues  to  be  operated  by  Samuel  Babcock  as 
agent  for  the  Trustee  of  the  first  mortgage  bondholders. 
An  act  of  incorporation  was  passed  by  the  last  legislature, 
incorporating  the  holders  of  these  bonds  under  the  name  of 
the  Hartford  <fe  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad  Company,  a  copy 
of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  A  decree  of  fore- 
closure has  been  granted,  limiting  the  time  of  redemption  to 
the  first  Monday  of  January,  1880,  after  which  some  steps 
will  undoubtedly  be  taken  toward  a  reorganization. 

SHEPADG    RAILROAD. 

This  road  was  opened  in  1872,  and  from  the  character  of 
the  valley  in  which  it  is  located  it  abounds  in  sharp  curves 
and  heavy  grades.  Tbe  tendency  to  derailment  on  the  curves 
has  been  lessened  by  the  laying  of  new  and  extra  heavy  cross 
ties  under  the  most  of  them  during  the  past  season.  The 
timber  work  of  the  bridges  and  trestles  is  in  reasonably  good 
condition,  though  some  of  it  will  soon  need  renewal.  Very 
little  steel  rail  has  as  yet  been  put  into  the  track,  and  owing 
to  the  small  number  of  trains  (one  each  way  daily  being  found 
sufficient  during  the  winter),  the  iron  does  not  rapidly  depre- 
ciate, though  some  renewals  are  at  present  necessary.  The 
gross  earnings  have  inci  eased  $6,528.51,  and  the  operating 
expenses  have  decreased  $2,038.91,  making  the  net  earnings 
$8,567.42  greater  than  last  year — a  gain  of  nearly  85  per  cent. 
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CONNECTICUT   CENTRAL   RATLROAD. 

This  road  was  opened  in  1876,  and  being  built  mostly  over 
a  level  country  and  sandy  soil,  with  few  bridges,  it  has  as  yet 
needed  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  renewals.  No  steel 
rails  have  been  laid  and  but  little  of  the  original  iron  has 
been  renewed. 

Compared  with  the  preceding  year  the  gross  earnings  have 
increased  19,817.35,  or  11.68  per  cent.,  and  the  net  earnings 
$5,333.39,  or  37.5  per  cent. 

GRADE   CROSSINGS. 

No  new  grade  crossing  has  been  granted  by  us  during  the 
year,  and  the  number  reported  is  six  less  than  last  year. 
Considering  the  number  of  crossings  in  the  State,  1,044  with- 
out gates  or  flagmen,  the  injuries  have  been  few — seven  in  all, 
three  of  them  fatal.  Two  of  these  accidents  were  followed 
by  petitions  to  us  for  flagmen,  gates,  or  signals. 

On  the  17th  of  March,  a  man  who  had  waited  at  the  Sig- 
ourney  street  crossing  in  Hartford  for  a  freight  train  to  pass 
up,  drove  across  just  in  time  to  be  struck  by  an  extra  engine 
going  down  which  had  been  concealed  by  the  up  freight  train. 
The  man  and  horse  escaped  serious  injury,  though  the  car- 
riage was  completely  wrecked. 

On  the  25th  of  March,  the  selectmen  of  Hartford  brought 
their  petition  for  a  flagman  to  be  stationed  at  that  crossing. 
This  petition  was  heard  on  the  9th  of  April,  and  the  crossing 
examined.  It  did  not  seem  to  us  that  public  safety  required 
a  flagman  at  this  place. 

The  other  case  was  in  regard  to  the  second  crossing  west 
of  Willimantic,  on  the  Boston  &  New  York  Air  Line  Railroad, 
known  as  Kingsley's  crossing,  where,  on  the  10th  of  Septem- 
ber last,  an  old  man  who  was  riding  in  a  cart  with  a  boy  was 
killed,  the  cart  being  struck  by  the  engine  and  overturned. 
The  whistle  was  heard  and  the  train  seen,  but  the  cattle  be- 
came unmanageable  and  ran  across  the  track.  Other  serious 
accidents  with  narrow  escapes  had  previously  occurred  at  the 
same  crossing.  The  selectmen  of  Lebanon,  therefore,  brought 
their  petition  praying  that  either  gates  or  an  electric  signal 
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might  be  established,  or  a  flagman  stationed  there.  We  vis- 
ited the  crossing  and  heard  the  petition  on  the  14th  of  Novem- 
ber, and  it  appearing  to  us,  in  accordance  with  the  testimony 
of  most  of  the  witnesses,  that  owing  to  the  location  of  the  rail- 
road and  highway  at  and  near  the  crossing,  neither  gate, 
signal,  or  flagman  would  give  adequate  protection,  but  that 
some  alteration  in  the  crossing,  its  approaches,  the  method  of 
crossing,  the  location  of  the  highway  or  railroad,  or  the 
removal  of  obstructions  to  the  sight  at  such  crossing  were 
required  by  public  safety,  we  declined  to  grant  the  petition 
and  recommended  the  selectmen  to  bring  their  petition  under 
the  act  of  1876  for  the  alterations  to  be  made,  which  petition 
has  since  been  brought.  The  only  other  applications  for  flag- 
men was  that  of  the  selectmen  of  Bridgeport,  on  the  8th 
of  August,  for  flagmen  at  the  Crescent,  Fairfield,  and  South 
avenue  crossings  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad.  This  was  heard  on  the  19th,  and  again 
on  the  26th  of  August,  when  it  appeared  that  Soutli  avenue 
did  not  cross  the  track,  nor  was  there  any  highway  cross- 
ing at  this  point,  but  that  the  crossing  to  the  steamboat 
landing  was  a  private  one,  much  used  indeed  by  the  public, 
and  dangerous  by  reason  of  the  frequent  passage  of  trains, 
still  not  within  our  jurisdiction.  It  was,  however,  repre- 
sented that  certain  changes  in  the  track  at  this  point  were 
contemplated  by  the  railroad  companies,  which,  when  made, 
would  materially  lessen  the  danger.  These  changes  we  recom- 
mended should  be  made  without  unnecessary  delay.  This 
has  not  yet  been  attended  to.  Crescent  avenue,  it  was  found, 
did  not  cross  the  railroad  track,  but  was  parallel  with  and  on 
both  sides  of  it  for  many  rods,  and  Kossuth  street,  which  was 
pointed  out  to  us  as  the  most  dangerous  of  the  many  streets 
crossing  both  the  avenue  and  the  railroad,  did  not  seem  to 
us  to  require  a  flagman.  At  the  Fairfield  avenue  crossing 
the  tracks  are  used  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford, 
the  Housatonic,  and  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Companies,  and 
we  were  of  opinion  that  public  safety  required  a  flagman  to 
be  stationed  there,  and  so  ordered,  which  order  has  been  com- 
plied with. 
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THE   FAIR   HAVEN   PETITION. 

We  noticed  in  our  last  report  the  petition  of  the  warden  and 
burgesses  of  Fair  Haven  for  permission  to  carry  Grand  street 
across  the  track  of  the  Shore  Line  Railway  Company,  and  our 
refusal  to  grant  the  request.  Subsequently  another  petition 
was  brought,  under  the  act  of  1876,  representing  that  public 
convenience  and  necessity  required  that  this  street  be  extended 
at  grade  across  the  track,  a  portion  of  the  crossing  then  in  use 
immediately  adjoining  closed,  and  the  removal  of  certain 
obstructions  to  the  sight  upon  the  property  of  the  railway 
company.  This  petition  was  heard  on  the  8th  of  April,  1879, 
and  refused,  on  the  ground  that  a  grade  crossing  for  Grand 
street  could  only  be  permitted  in  case  the  crossing  next  north 
was  entirely  removed,  and  the  street  closed,  which  was  con- 
trary to  the  wishes  of  the  petitioners  and  the  public.  We, 
however,  ordered  all  obstructions  to  the  sight  in  the  property 
of  the  railway  company  at  this  point  removed,  which  has  been 
done,  and  the  safety  of  the  existing  crossing  much  improved 
thereby. 

RAILROAD    CONNECTIONS   AT   WATERBURY. 

At  the  date  of  our  last  report  the  petition  of  the  selectmen 
of  Torrington,  Harwinton,  and  Thomaston  was  pending,  rep- 
resenting that  the  New  York  &  New  England,  Connecticut 
Western,  and  Naugatuck  Railroad  Companies  were  not  operat- 
ing their  roads  in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford  reasonable  facil- 
ities for  receiving  passengers  from  and  delivering  them  to 
each  other,  and  to  other  railroads  of  the  State,  as  by  law 
required,  the  grounds  of  complaint,  as  developed  in  the  hear- 
ing, being  that  citizens  of  the  towns  along  the  line  of  the  Nau- 
gatuck, between  Waterbury  and  Winsted,  could  no  longer 
reach  Hartford  in  the  morning,  as  they  had  been  accustomed 
to  do  for  twenty  years,  but  could  only  reach  there  by  after- 
noon, and  at  no  time  of  the  day  could  reach  there  without  a 
delay  of  several  hours  either  at  Waterbury  or  Winsted.  That 
the  existing  connections  were  not  convenient  was  admitted 
by  the  companies,  but  it  was  claimed  by  each  that  their  own 
arrangements  could  not  be  changed  in  the  respects  desired 
without  serious  inconvenience  to  larger  numbers,  and  that  the 
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Commissioners  had  not  authority  to  require  additional  trains 
to  be  run  at  a  pecuniary  loss.  The  correctness  of  the  latter 
claim  we  did  not  have  occasion  to  put  to  the  test,  since  we 
sustained  the  former,  and  were  also  of  opinion  that  in  the  then 
existing  condition  of  business  the  expense  of  an  extra  train  or 
trains  would  be  so  far  in  excess  of  the  receipts  that  it  would 
not  be  reasonable  to  require  them  to  be  run.  We  therefore 
found  that  good  and  sufficient  cause  did  not  exist  for  our 
making  any  regulations  in  relation  thereto.  The  want  of 
facilities  complained  of  still  continues,  except  so  far  as  it  has 
been  relieved  by  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company  in  running 
a  freight  train  from  Winsted,  at  5.10  a.  m.,  to  Waterbury,  in 
time  to  connect  with  the  morning  train  for  Hartford.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  revival  of  business  may  lead  to  the  vol; 
untary  granting  of  greater  facilities  here,  as  has  lately  been 
done  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  in  answer  to  complaints 
made. 

THE   CONNECTIONS   AT   WINSTED. 

The  only  other  formal  complaint  presented  to  us  of  the 
want  of  reasonable  connections  was  in  regard  to  the  Connec- 
ticut Western  and  Naugatuck  roads  at  Winsted.  The  former 
having  established  a  station  in  Winsted,  some  1,800  feet  east- 
erly of  the  Naugatuck  station,  on  the  19th  of  May  last  dis- 
continued the  use  of  the  Naugatuck  depot,  and  ceased  to  stop 
its  trains  there,  while  the  Naugatuck  Co.  would  not  stop  its 
trains  at  the  new  station  of  the  Connecticut  Western  road. 
Passengers  by  the  one  road,  desiring  to  take  the  trains  on 
the  other,  were  obliged  to  get  from  one  station  to  the  other 
as  best  they  might,  though  the  trains  of  each  road  ran  close 
alongside  the  stations  of  the  other.  The  president  of  the 
Naugatuck  road,  therefore,  on  the  27th  of  May,  brought  his 
petition  under  the  statute  representing  the  great  and  unreason- 
able inconvenience  caused  to  the  patrons  of  both  roads  by  the 
action  of  the  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company,  and 
praying  for  immediate  attention  and  such  action  by  us  as 
should  protect  the  interests  of  both  roads  and  their  patrons. 
This  petition  was  heard  on  the  6th  of  June,  when  we  were 
of  opinion  that  good  and  sufficient  cause  existed  for  the  com- 
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plaint,  and  for  making  regulations  in  regard  to  the  business 
connections  of  the  two  companies,  and  we  therefore  ordered 
that  on  and  after  the  9th  of  June  the  Naugatuck  should 
deliver  to  the  Connecticut  Western,  at  a  point  opposite  its 
depot,  to  be  cared  for  by  it,  such  passengers,  with  their  bag- 
gage, as  they  might  bring  up,  desiring  to  take  the  trains  of 
the  Connecticut  Western,  and  that  the  latter  should,  in  like 
manner,  deliver  to  the  Naugatuck,  opposite  its  depot,  all  pas- 
sengers by  the  Connecticut  Western  desiring  to  take  the 
trains  on  the  Naugatuck.  This  order  was  complied  with,  and 
found  to  give  general  satisfaction. 

A  petition  was  also  presented  to  us  by  eleven  freeholders  of 
the  town  of  Winchester,  representing  that  the  Conn.  Western 
Railroad  Company,  after  using  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  pas- 
senger station  at  Winsted  as  the  Winsted  station  of  their  own 
road,  and  recognizing  it  as  such,  had  without  authority  of  law 
abandoned  the  use  of  it  and  ceased  to  stop  their  trains  there, 
or  receive  or  deliver  passengers,  and  praying  that  we  order 
said  company  to  reestablish  its  station  at  that  point  and  com- 
pel the  company  to  stop  all  its  trains  and  receive  and  deliver 
passengers  with  their  baggage  there.  Over  this  matter,  how- 
ever, the  Commissioners  had  no  jurisdiction.  The  subject 
was  therefore  brought  before  a  committee  of  the  Superior 
Court  pursuant  to  the  statute,  who  ordered  the  railroad  com- 
pany to  stop  its  trains  (named  in  the  petition  and  those  that 
might  be  substituted  therefor)  at  a  point  on  its  road  nearest 
said  Winsted  station  of  the  Naugatuck  Railroad  Company,  and 
there  provide  suitable  accommodations  for  the  sale  of  tickets 
and  the  reception  and  delivery  of  all  passengers  and  baggage. 
This  order  has  also  been  complied  with,  and  so  far  as  we 
know,  the  public  are  now  satisfactorily  accommodated. 

LIBERTY   HILL   STATION. 

Another  petition  in  a  matter  over  which  the  Commissioners 
have  no  jurisdiction  was  that  of  citizens  of  Lebanon  and 
Columbia,  for  better  depot  accommodations  at  Liberty  Hill 
station,  on  the  Boston  &  New  York  Air  Line  Railroad. 

No  depot  accommodations  existed  there,  and  though  we  had 
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no  power  to  order  any  we  wrote  to  the  company,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  matter  and  suggesting  that  the  want  be  supplied. 
To  which  a  reply  was  received  that  plans  and  specifications 
were  all  prepared  for  .a  depot  at  that  place,  but  that  there  had 
been  trouble  in  the  question  of  title  to  the  land  on  which  it 
was  proposed  to  erect  it,  and  promising  to  try  to  arrange  the 
matter  at  once.  Being  subsequently  notified  by  the  petitioners 
that  nothing  had  been  done,  we  visited  the  place  and  inquired 
into  the  facts,  and  found  that  the  owner  of  the  land  desired 
for  the  site  of  the  depot  demanded  what  seemed  to  us  an 
exorbitant  price.  Of  this  fact  we  notified  the  petitioners, 
with  the  assurance  that  so  soon  as  the  land  could  be  secured 
for  a  reasonable  sum  we  would  do  all  in  our  power  to  secure 
the  depot.  We  have  heard  nothing  further  in  regard  to  the 
matter. 

accommodations  at  tdrnerville. 

The  only  other  complaint  presented  to  us  was  that  of  John 
T.  Brown  of  Norwich,  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  plat- 
form of  the  Turnerville  station  of  the  Boston  &,  New  York 
Air  Line  Railroad  Company,  at  which  accidents  more  or  less 
serious  and  not  unfrequently  occurred.  This  was  immediately 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  railroad  company,  and  prompt 
attention  promised  by  them,  but  in  the  uncertainty  and  delay 
attending  the  proposed  erection  of  a  new  depot,  nothing  of 
importance  has  yet  been  done  there. 

CONTINUOUS   BRAKES. 

We  regret  that  of  the  seven  companies  last  year  reported 
as  using  the  old  hand  brake,  we  can  report  but  one — the 
Naugatuck — as  having  during  the  year  equipped  its  passenger 
rolling  stock  with  the  Miller  platform  and  the  Westinghouse 
automatic  brake.  We  have  urged  this  matter  year  after  year, 
and  as  we  have  before  said,  no  excuse  longer  exists  why  our 
companies  should  not  provide  these  safeguards  for  their 
patrons.  So  long  as  there  was  any  question  as  to  the  superi- 
ority of  the  Westinghouse  automatic,  delay  might  be  pardoned ; 
but  it  can  no  longer  be  questioned  that  this  brake  possesses 
in  a  far  greater  degree  than  any  other  the  necessary  requi- 
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sites  of  a  train  brake.  We  believe  the  time  has  come  when 
legislative  action  should  be  taken  to  compel  its  adoption  on 
all  our  roads. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Automatic,  as  in  use,  was 
the  most  efficient  of  any  of  the  train  brakes,  yet  Mr.  West- 
inghouse  has  within  the  year  added  an  invention  which 
greatly  increases  that  efficiency.  The  experiments  made  by 
Capt.  Douglas  Galton  on  the  Brighton  Railway  with  the 
self-recording  apparatus  of  Mr.  Westinghouse  demonstrated 
certain  facts  either  not  known  before  or  disputed.  It  was 
found,  for  instance,  that  when  the  brakes  were  applied  with 
force  just  short  of  that  required  to  cause  the  wheels  to  slide 
on  the  rails,  the  retarding  effect  was  much  greater  than  when 
the  wheels  were  permitted  to  slide,  and  "  the  calculations  show 
that  the  friction  between  the  wheel  and  the  rail  when  the 
wheel  is  sliding  on  the  rail  is  less  than  one-third  of  the  fric- 
tion produced  between  the  brake-blocks  and  the  wheel  when 
the  brake-blocks  are  so  applied  as  to  allow  the  wheel  to  con- 
tinue revolving." 

The  next  point  established,  and  one  most  important  in 
regard  to  the  efficiency  of  a  brake,  was  that  the  friction 
between  the  brake-blocks  and  the  wheels  varied  with  the 
speed  of  the  train,  and  was  not,  as  generally  claimed,  inde- 
pendent of  it — the  greater  the  speed  the  less  the  friction  with 
the  same  pressure  ;  and  again,  whatever  the  speed  of  the 
train  the  holding  power  of  the  brake-blocks  was  found  to  be 
much  less  after  a  few  seconds  than  when  first  applied,  and 
this  loss  was  sometimes  found  to  overcome  the  increased 
friction  gained  by  the  decrease  of  speed.  Other  circumstances, 
such  as  the  material  of  the  brake-blocks,  and  state  of  the 
weather,  have  their  influence  on  the  amount  of  friction.  All 
these  causes  make  it  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  lay 
down  an  absolute  law  as  to  the  decrease  of  friction  in  increased 
velocity,  but  Capt.  Galton  says  "  the  retarding  force  which 
causes  a  train  to  be  stopped  by  the  application  of  brakes  is 
limited  to  the  adhesion  or  resistance  obtained  between  the 
wheel  and  the  rail,  therefore  the  greatest  effect  in  stopping  a 
train  is  produced  when  the  friction  between  the  brake-blocks 
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and  the  wheel  amounts  to  a  quantity  just  short  of  the  resist- 
ance caused  by  the  adhesion ;  because  as  soon  as  the  brake- 
block  friction  exceeds  the  adhesion,  the  wheel  becomes  fixed 
and  begins  to  slide.  ...  Therefore,  in  order  to  secure  the 
best;  results  in  stopping,  it  is  obviously  necessary  that  the 
brake-block  pressure  should  be  regulated  to  give  a  friction 
about  equal  to  the  adhesion  of  the  wheels  at  every  stage 
during  the  process  of  stopping." 

It  is  this  requirement  of  a  self-acting  regulator  of  brake 
pressure  which  the  invention  of  Mr.  Westinghouse  fulfills. 
He  has  devised  a  valve,  so  arranged  that  the  friction  between 
the  block  and  the  wheel  regulates  the  pressure  upon  the 
blocks ;  the  greater  the  speed  the  greater  the  pressure,  up  to  a 
point  just  short  of  what  would  cause  the  wheels  to  slide  upon 
the  rails.*  Such  a  brake  as  described  below  is  furnished  only, 
so  far  as  yet  appears,  by  the  Westinghouse  Automatic  Brake, 
with  the  improvement  there  noticed. 

*Capt.  Galton  says  a  perfect  continuous  brake  should  comply  with  the  follow- 
ing conditions  for  the  prevention  of  accidents,  viz.  : 

1.  It  should  be  fitted  to  act  upon  each  wheel  of  the  engine,  tender,  and  every 
other  vehicle  in  a  train  of  any  length. 

2.  However  brought  into  action  it  should  be  capable  of  exerting  upon  the 
blocks  of  each  pair  of  wheels,  within  two  seconds,  a  force  of  twice,  or  at  the 
very  least  one  and  three-quarter  times,  the  load  on  those  wheels. 

3.  The  brake-block  pressure  acting  on  each  wheel  should  be  regulated  so 
that  the  friction  between  the  brake-block  and  the  wheel  may  always  be  limited 
so  as  not  to  exceed  the  adhesion  between  the  wheel  and  the  rail ;  by  which 
means  it  will  produce  the  maximum  effect  at  each  moment  of  its  application. 

4.  The  brake-block  pressure  should  be  capable  of  being  applied  by  the  engine- 
driver,  or  by  the  conductors  or  brakemen. 

5.  The  engine,  tender,  and  vehicles  should  each  carry  its  own  store  of  brake 
power,  which  should  be  independent  of  the  brake  power  on  any  other  vehicle. 

6.  The  brake-block  pressure  should  be  automatically  applied  to  every  vehicle 
by  the  separation  of  the  train  into  two  or  more  parts ;  and  it  should  also  be 
applied  by  a  pair  of  wheels  on  a  carriage  leaving  the  rails. 

7.  The  brake-block  pressure  should  be  automatically  applied  by  such  failure 
of  the  connections  or  appliances  as  would  render  it  afterwards  incapable  of  ap- 
plication until  the  failure  has  been  remedied. 

8.  The  brake-block  pressure  should  be  capable  of  application  with  any  degree 
of  force  up  to  the  maximum ;  and  it  should  be  capable  of  continued  action  on 
inclines  or  of  repeated  applications  at  short  intervals  at  junctions  and  stations. 
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STEEL   RAILS. 

There  were  76  miles  of  steel  rails  laid  in  this  State  during 
the  last  fiscal  year,  being  7.3  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
of  miles  of  single  track  exclusive  of  sidings,  a  greater  pro- 
portion than  in  any  previous  year.  There  are  now  739.83  miles 
of  steel  rails,  or  72  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  miles 
in  the  State.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  companies 
generally  did  not  secure  many  more  rails  at  the  late  low 
prices,  for  while  it  is  true  that,  at  the  relative  cost  of  steel 
and  iron,  it  would  unquestionably  be  economy  for  roads  with 
any  considerable  traffic  to  continue  to  lay  steel  whenever  re- 
newals are  necessary,  yet  the  absolute  cost  of  steel  having 
advanced  fifty  per  cent.,  we  fear  companies  may  be  deterred 
from  buying  as  freely  as  they  ought.  The  large  importation 
of  English  steel  rails  ordered  for  the  New  York  Central  road 
last  summer  has  awakened  a  vigorous  discussion  of  the  rela- 
tive economy  in  the  use  of  English  or  American  rails.  The 
London  Standard  of  Sept.  27th  throws  down  the  gauntlet 
with  the  assertion,  "  Happily  the  Bessemer  rails  of  England 
are  making  their  way  in  the  American  marketj  despite  the 
obstacle  presented  by  the  high  protective  duty  ($28  per  ton). 
An  order  for  10,000  tons  of  English  steel  rails  for  the  New 
York  Central  Railroad  was  given  a  short  time  since  by  Mr. 
Vanderbilt,  for  the  reason  that  although  the  English  rails 
cost  twenty-five  per  cent,  more  than  the  American  rails,  they 
were  cheaper  in  the  end,  owing  to  their  greater  durability. 
No  American  manufacturer  would  guarantee  his  rails  to  last 
longer  than  five  years  subject  to  the  heavy  strain  of  the  New 
York  Central  line.  But  the  English  manufacturer  offered  a 
guarantee  of  twelve  years'  wear,  all  rails  not  coming  up  to 
the  standard  to  be  replaced  free  of  cost.  Tha$  this  was  no 
fallacious  undertaking  was  proved  by  the  fact  that  there  were 
English  rails  on  the  American  lines  which  had  "been  in  con- 
stant use  for  many  years  without  showing  the  least  signs  of 
wear,  while  American  steel  laid  at  the  same  time  was  worn 
out  and  required  to  be  replaced,"  etc.  The  American  Iron  and 
Steel  Association  has  taken  up  the  gauntlet,  and  entered  the 
lists  with  a  pamphlet  replete  with  facts  bearing  on  this  question 
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of  the  relative  durability  of  English  and  American  steel  rails, 
from  which  the  apparently  sound  conclusion  is  drawn  that 
American  rails  made  since  the  first  experimental  days  are 
more  durable  than  those  of  the  English  manufacturer.  The 
pamphlet  gives  some  tables  showing  the  wearing  qualities  of 
both  foreign  and  domestic  rails.  These  tables  are  made  up 
from  data  furnished  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
and  are  necessarily  restricted,  since  scarcely  on  any  of  the 
roads  in  this  country  is  care  taken  to  keep  and  perfect  such  a 
record,  and  no  where  does  there  exist  so  complete  a  system 
as  that  of  the  German  Railway  Association,  given  in  our  re- 
port of  1877.  These  tables,  however,  show  that  of  the  foreign 
rails  laid  down,  the  first  laid  have  worn  better  than  those  sub- 
sequently laid,  while  the  reverse  is  true  of  American  rails ; 
the  quality  has  steadily  improved,  except  those  of  1871,  when 
all  kinds  of  pig  iron  was  so  scarce  in  this  country  that  a  poor 
quality  was  necessarily  used  in  the  Bessemer  rails. 

We  had  not  supposed  that  the  claim  above  made  that 
American  steel  rails  had  steadily  improved  in  quality  was 
warranted  by  the  facts,  but  had  the  impression  that,  while 
manufacturers  were  allowing  to  pass  unchecked  the  idea  that 
a  Bessemer  rail  was  a  Bessemer  rail  however  made,  they 
were  in  many  cases  turning  out  an  inferior  quality  in  order 
to  hold  the  market.  Such  certainly  is  the  opinion  of  some 
of  our  most  sagacious  and  careful  railroad  men.  This  we 
say  without  questioning  in  the  least  the  claim  that  our  manu- 
facturers both  can  and  do  turn  out  rails  superior  to  those  im- 
ported. Indeed,  this  complaint  of  depreciation  in  the  quality  of 
rails  has  been  greater  abroad  than  here. 

There  is  one  respect,  and  that  an  important  one,  in  which 
the  American  steel  rail  is  superior  to  the  English,  and  that 
is  its  less  liability  to  break.  In  England,  with  its  mild  climate, 
superior  road  beds,  and  heavy  rails,  more  than  two  hundred 
steel  rails  broke  in  the  track  during  1878,  a  defect  in  English 
rails  attributed  by  their  own  writers  to  the  old  mode  of 
straightening  the  rails  cold  by  presses  with  hammer  or  gag, 
whereby  not  only  is  an  unequal  strain  given,  but  the  surface 
is  often  nicked  or  broken,  while  by  the  American  process 
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the  rail  is  straightened  hot  by  rollers.  The  adoption  of  this 
system  is  urged  upon  English  manufacturers,  both  as  a  matter 
of  economy  and  safety.  As  to  what  experience  proves  in  re- 
gard to  the  ultimate  life  of  steel  rails,  different  conclusions 
are  of  course  reached,  but  we  may  safely  place  it  at  140,000,- 
000  tons  for  a  rail  of  ordinary  quality  on  a  straight  line,  up 
to  200,000,000  tons  for  those  of  the  best  quality.  Applied 
to  our  own  State,  on  the  basis  that  the  transportation  of  each 
passenger  involves  the  hauling  of  one  ton  of  gross  weight, 
and  each  ton  of  freight  the  hauling  of  two  and  one-half  tons,* 
a  steel  rail  would  last  from  seven  to  ten  years  were  the  com- 
bined passengers  and  freight  traffic  of  all  our  roads  carried 
over  it,  while  on  some  of  our  roads  the  rail  would  be  practi- 
cally indestructible  by  the  traffic  it  would  have  to  sustain. 
There  having  been  such  an  advance  in  the  price  of  rails  a 
comparative  table  may  again  be  of  interest.  It  will  be  found 
in  the  Appendix. 

THE   WHISTLE. 

The  whistling  nuisance,  as  it  is  called,  is  necessarily  attract- 
ing increased  attention,  and  receiving  vigorous  condemnation. 
On  roads  running  infrequent  trains  through  the  open  country 
it  is  of  little  consequence,  but  on  those  with  many  trains 
and  through  our  principal  towns  and  cities,  it  becomes  an 
annoyance  of  such  magnitude  as  only  to  be  endured  if  neces- 
sary, for  the  protection  of  life.  We  do  not  know  that  this 
discomfort  can  be  well  weighed  against  safety,  nor  are  there 
any  statistics  to  prove  the  strong  statement  of  the  Stamford 
Herald,  that  "  probably  more  people  are  killed  every  year 
from  the  effects  of  this  unearthly  screeching  of  locomotive 
whistles  than  there  are  saved  by  those  instruments  as  a  means 
of  warning  to  clear  the  track."  But  it  is  indubitable  that  in 
our  cities  and  chief  towns,  not  only  is  the  comfort  of  all 
greatly  interfered  with  by  the  constant  whistling  now  prac- 
ticed, but  the  health  of  invalids  is  materially  affected  and 
their  recovery  retarded  by  this  trial  of  their  nervous  system. 

*Manual  for  Railroad  Engineers,  Vose,  page  453. 
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So  great  had  this  annoyance  become  in  the  city  of  Hart- 
ford, particularly  the  quadruple  whistle  as  used  on  the  New 
York  &  New  England  Railroad,  that  a  petition  was  presented 
to  the  Common  Council  representing  that  this  whistling  was 
unnecessary,  and  almost  intolerable,  and  praying  for  the  im- 
mediate attention  of  the  Common  Council  thereto.  The 
Common  Council  having  decided -that  they  had  no  authority  in 
the  matter,  the  petition  was  at  the  request  of  the  petitioners 
referred  to  us.  This  was  a  subject  we  had  before  considered, 
but  the  legislature  had  not  conferred  on  us  the  power  to 
make  any  orders  in  the  matter.  We  however  wrote  to  Gen. 
Wilson,  the  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  of  the  com- 
pany, calling  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  law  of  this 
State  allowed  the  sounding  of  the  engine  bell  instead  of  the 
whistle,  that  their  whistle-signal  was  regarded  as  unnecessa- 
rily annoying,  and  recommending  as  "  conducive  to  the  public 
interest  "  that  in  the  cities  of  Hartford,  New  Britain,  and 
Waterbury  the  ringing  of  the  bell,  and  elsewhere  a  single 
whistle,  continued  one  or  two  seconds,  be  substituted  for  their 
signal  then  in  use. 

The  company  evinced  their  desire  to  comply  with  the  rea- 
sonable demands  of  the  public  by  substituting  a  single  blast 
of  the  whistle  for  the  quadruple  ones  on  all  their  lines,  and 
the  bell  for  the  whistle  in  the  city  of  Hartford  east  of  the 
depot.  The  annoyance  caused  by  this  signal  was  the  same 
in  kind,  though  greater  in  degree,  as  that  experienced  along 
all  our  railroads.  It  was  adopted  solely  out  of  regard  to  the 
safety  both  of  the  patrons  of  the  line  and  of  travelers  on  the 
highways,  it  being  claimed  that  the  signal  in  general  use  of 
one  or  two  blasts  of  the  whistle  had  become  so  common  as 
often  to  pass  unnoticed  and  unheeded.  This  is  undoubtedly 
true  and  is  an  argument  in  favor  of  a  change  of  the  kind  of 
signal  used,  but  we  apprehend  that  accidents  at  grade  cross- 
ings come  not  so  much  from  persons  not  hearing  or  noticing 
the  whistle  as  from  their  reckless  mistake  in  calculating  the 
chances  to  cross  ahead  of  the  train,  not  realizing  that  the 
train  is  rushing  down  upon  the  crossing  ten  times  as  fast  as 
they  may  be  moving  across  the  track. 
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There  is  therefore  an  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  compa- 
nies to  make  use  of  such  signals  as  shall  give  the  best  possible 
warning  to  the  traveler  upon  the  highway  with  the  least  pos- 
sible annoyance  to  the  residents  along  their  lines. 

THE    ELECTRIC   SIGNAL. 

The  system  of  automatic  electric  signals  has  now  become  so 
fully  perfected  that  there  is  no  reason  other  than  its  cost 
which  should  prevent  its  general  adoption  on  our  principal 
roads.  We  have  in  former  reports  called  attention  to  these 
signals.  Some  years  ago  a  few  of  them  were  in  use  on  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  road,  but  were  given  up 
on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  keeping  them  in  order  and 
their  failure  at  times  to  act.  The  defects  and  failures  in  the 
earlier  devices  have  caused  more  distrust  of  the  system  than 
justice  would  permit. 

In  the  earlier  days  of  these  signals,  separate  batteries  were 
used  for  each  signal,  which,  requiring  of  course  constant  care, 
made  their  maintenance,  especially  at  country  crossings,  both 
expensive  and  annoying.  In  Hall's  system  as  now  in  use 
this  objection  is  entirely  obviated,  all  the  signals  on  single  or 
double  track  roads,  whether  at  highway  crossings,  depots,  or 
switches,  being  operated  by  wires  connecting  with  a  single 
battery  located  at  some  convenient  point.  As  applied  to 
highway  crossings,  a  bell  located  at  the  crossing  begins 
sounding  when  the  train  is  approaching,  and  has  reached  a 
point  say  a  half  mile  away,  and  continues  till  the  entire  train 
.  has  passed.  So  long  as  the  electric  bell  continues  sounding 
so  long  there  is  danger  in  crossing.  On  double  track  roads 
it  constantly  happens  that  a  train  approaching  a  crossing  on 
one  track  is  concealed  from  sight  by  the  train  which  has  just 
passed  on  the  other,  and  the  traveler  on  the  highway  thus 
finds  himself  in  unexpected  danger,  and  of  which  he  necessa- 
rily may  have  no  warning,  as  the  whistle  of  the  approaching 
train  may  readily  be  mistaken  for  that  of  the  train  departing. 
The  electric  bell  would  warn  him  of  the  unseen  danger.  The 
chance  that  these  signals  may  sometimes  fail  to  work,  which 
has  heretofore  been  urged  as  an  objection  by  the  companies, 
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has  by  their  improvement  been  rendered  infinitesimal,  and  the 
alleged  objection  that  they  may  sometimes  continue  to  sound 
after  the  train  has  passed  is  on  the  side  of  safety  ;  while  the 
advantage  of  a  signal  at  the  point  of  danger,  instead  of  one 
running  forty  miles  an  hour  through  cuts,  behind  hills, 
around  curves,  is  self-evident. 

Another  very  important  use  of  the  electric  signal  is  in  the 
block  system  so  generally  employed  in  England,  and  to  some 
extent  in  this  country,  whereby  the  engineer  of  a  train  is 
notified  whether  each  successive  section  of  his  road  as  he 
enters  it  is  clear  or  blocked.  The  traffic  of  our  Connecticut 
roads  has  not  as  yet  required  such  frequent  trains  as  to  make 
the  adoption  of  this  system  imperative,  but  there  is  one 
adaptation  of  it  which  could  immediately  be  made  use  of 
with  manifest  advantage,  and  that  is  its  application  to 
switches.  By  it,  not  only  may  the  agent  at  the  station  set 
the  danger  signal,  but  the  switches  themselves  are  so  inter- 
locked with  the  signals  that  a  switch  cannot  be  opened  for 
the  side  track  without  setting  the  signal  at  danger,  and  so  it 
must  remain  till  the  switch  is  again  closed,  when  the  signal 
will  automatically  be  set  back  to  safety. 

In  Hall's  system,  as  we  have  noticed,  the  connection  be- 
tween the  signals  and  the  battery  is  by  means  of  wires.  In 
the  system  of  the  Union  Electric  Signal  Co.,  the  rails  them- 
selves are  made  to  take  the  place  of  wires,  wires  only  being 
used  as  accessory.  Certain  superiorities  are  claimed  for 
this  system  not  possessed  by  others,  as  for  instance  that  in 
any  system  depending  upon  wires,  the  rails  might  be  entirely 
removed  from  the  track  and  the  signals  be  unaffected,  while 
in  the  Union  system  the  current  being  broken  by  a  displaced 
rail,  the  signals  immediately  turn  to  danger.  And  again,  if 
a  car  becomes  uncoupled  from  a  train,  or  in  any  way  is  left 
upon  the  track  at  any  point,  the  signals  in  that  section  will, 
in  the  Union  system,  continue  to  be  set  at  danger,  while  on  a 
road  using  the  other  system,  the  signals  would  indicate  safety 
so  soon  as  the  engine  had  reached  the  signal  lever  at  the  end 
of  the  section,  whatever  obstruction  might  have  been  left 
behind  it.     In  common  with  the  other  electric  systems,  the 
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Union  also  protects  highway  crossings,  stations,  and  switches, 
and,  as  it  claims,  with  greater  certainty,  and  that  always  in 
case  of  accidents  or  derangements  its  signals  will  rest  at 
danger. 

Our  laws  at  present  provide  that  "  no  railroad  company 
shall  permit  any  passenger  train  to  be  run  over  any  switch, 
at  any  railroad  junction  of  different  roads,  or  at  any  station 
where  such  train  does  not  regularly  stop,  or  is  not  then  to  be 
stopped,  unless  there  be,  at  the  time  when  such  train  shall 
arrive  near  such  switch,  a  switchman  standing  at  such  junc- 
tion switch,  or  the  station  switch,  so  first  approached,  with 
a  white  flag  by  day,  or  a  light  at  night,  to  indicate  that 
such  switches  are  in  a  proper  position  for  the  passage  of 
such  train  ;  or  unless,  in  the  absence  of  such  switchmen, 
said  train  shall  be  first  brought  to  a  full  stop,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet,  nor  more  than 
seven  hundred  feet  therefrom  ;  and  every  person  who  shall 
run  a  train  over  any  such  switch,  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  both ;  and 
the  president  and  directors  of  any  railroad  company  who 
shall  permit  such  train  to  be  run  over  any  such  switch,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  fined  five 
hundred  dollars ;  but  the  Railroad  Commissioners  may  dis- 
pense with  such  switchmen,  at  any  places  ;  and  that  the  Com- 
missioners may  permit  passenger  trains  to  be  run  past  any 
switch,  station,  or  highway  crossing  without  stopping,  at  such 
rate  of  speed  as  they  may  prescribe,  upon  the  provision  by 
said  company  of  such  safeguards  for  the  protection  of  its 
passengers  and  the  public  as  said  Commissioners  may  require  ; 
and  for  neglecting  to  make  such  provision,  such  company 
shall  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars." 

Should  the  interlocking  electric  system  as  now  perfected 
be  adopted,  we  should  not  hesitate  to  grant  permission  to 
trains  to  run  past  all  station  switches,  at  least,  without  stop- 
ping, though  hitherto  such  permission  has  only  been  granted 
in  rare  instances  at  special  points. 
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PROTECTION    AT    DRAWBRIDGES. 

The  question  will  naturally  be  asked,  If  this  system  has 
been  so  perfected  would  we  concur  with  Mr.  Adams  in  rec- 
ommending that  this  State  should  except  from  the  operation 
of  the  law  requiring  stops  at  drawbridges  all  those  bridges 
provided  with  suitable  interlocking  apparatus,  such  as  that  of 
Mr.  Hall  ?  Mr.  Adams  never  has  any  doubt  about  what  he 
thinks,  nor  does  he  leave  any  in  the  mind  of  his  hearer  or 
reader.  He  pronounces  this  system  a  perfect  protection,  and 
says,  "  The  danger  of  collision  at  crossings  is  undoubtedly 
much  greater  than  that  of  going  through  open  draws.  Pre- 
cautions against  danger  in  each  case  are  unquestionably  proper, 
and  they  cannot  be  too  perfect,  but  to  have  recourse  to  stop- 
ping either  in  the  one  case  or  the  other  simply  reveals 
utter  ignorance  of  the  great  advance  which  has  been  made  in 
railroad  signals,  and  the  science  of  interlocking.  In  both 
these  cases  it  is,  indeed,  entitled  to  just  about  the  same 
degree  of  respect  as  would  be  a  proposal  to  recur  to  pioneer 
engines  as  a  means  of  preventing  accidents  to  night  trains."* 

Without  now  pausing  to  examine  whether  this  system  is 
entitled  to  be  called  "  perfect,"  or  whether  it  is  in  the  fullest 
sense  "  interlocking,"  it  does  not  seem  to  us  that  the  cases 
cited  by  Mr.  Adams  sustain  his  position  in  regard  to  the  use- 
lessness  of  the  stop. 

He  cites  the  accident  at  Oceanport  on  the  Long  Branch  sec- 
tion of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  Aug.  9,  1877, 
where  the  safety-signal  was  shown,  though  the  draw  was  not 
fastened,  as  one  due  to  the  neglect  of  interlocked  signals,  and 
which  the  stop  would  not  have  prevented,  but  the  Railroad 
Gazette  said  at  the  time,  as  we  think  justly,  "  If  the  lesson 
taught  many  years  ago  by  the  Norwalk  disaster  had  been  ob- 
served, and  the  train  had  been  stopped  before  crossing,  in  all 
probability  its  motion  in  passing  over  the  bridge  would  have 
been  so  slow  that  no  injury  or  damage  would  have  occurred." 
It  will  be  remembered  that,  as  it  was,  about  seventy  persons 
were  more  or  less  injured,  five  of  them  fatally.

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Another  case  relied  on  by  Mr.  Adams  is  the  accident  which 
occurred  on  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  Nov.  21,  1862. 
In  this  case  "  it  so  happened  that  the  train  had  stopped  at  the 
Charlestown  station  just  before  going  on  to  the  bridge,  and  at 
the  time  the  accident  occurred  was  moving  at  a  speed  scarcely 
faster  than  a  man  could  walk,  and  yet  the  locomotive  was  en- 
tirely submerged,  as  the  water  at  that  point  is  deep  ;  and  the 
only  thing  which  probably  saved  the  train  was  that  the  draw 
was  so  narrow  and  the  cars  were  so  long  that  the  foremost 
one  lodged  across  the  opening,  and  its  forward  end  only  was 
beneath  the  water.  At  the  rate  at  which  the  train  was  moving 
[the  italics  are  ours]  the  resistance  thus  offered  was  sufficient 
to  stop  it,  though,  even  as  it  was,  no  less  than  six  persons  lost 
their  lives,  and  a  much  larger  number  were  more  or  less  in- 
jured. Here  all  the  precautions  imposed  by  the  Connecticut 
law  were  taken,  and  served  only  to  reveal  the  weak  points  in 
it."  It  seems  to  us,  on  the  contrary,  that  it  serves  to  show 
the  strong  point  of  the  law,  since,  but  for  the  slow  rate  of  speed 
consequent  upon  the  stop,  the  train  would  have  made  its 
plunge  at  thirty  or  forty  miles  an  hour  and  the  dead  been 
many  times  six.  For  the  signal  may  be  disregarded,  and  the 
train  plunge  in  as  did  the  passenger  train  on  the  New  York 
&  Greenwood  Lake  Railroad  on  the  morning  of  Nov.  4th,  last, 
though  the  regular  signals  were  displayed,  or  not  seen  in  time, 
as  was  the  case  in  Milwaukee  in  the  13th  of  October. 

We  prefer,  therefore,  to  expose  ourselves  to  the  charge  oi 
"  utter  ignorance,"  rather  than  recommend  the  giving  up  oi 
this  added  safeguard,  vexatious  though  it  be,  and  leave  the 
matter  as  the  Hartford  Courant  left  it  after  the  Oceanport 
accident,  saying,  "  It  is  a  good  Connecticut  statute,  however, 
and  is  likely  to  remain  on  the  books  for  a  good  while.  Per- 
haps it  is  all  useless,  but,  strangely  enough,  they  do  have  these 
accidents  in  States  where  they  haven't  the  law,  and  we  don't 
have  them." 

THE   ELECTRIC   LIGHT. 

Since  the  recent  inventions  for  the  use  of  electricity  for 
illuminating  purposes,  its  application  for  head-lights  for  loco- 
motives, as  well  as  for  the  mast  heads  of  ocean  steamers,  has 
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often  been  suggested.  We  have  no  knowledge  of  its  use  for 
this  purpose  in  this  country,  but  in  England  the  experiment 
has  been  tried  of  its  use  for  head-lights,  and  it  is  said  to  have 
worked  satisfactorily,  the  locomotive  furnishing  the  necessary 
power  for  generating  the  electricity. 

COLOR   BLINDNESS. 

Closely  allied  to  the  subject  of  railroad  signals,  and  of  the 
first  importance,  is  color  blindness.  There  is  no  reason  for 
supposing  that  this  infirmity  has  not  always  existed  among 
men,  yet  its  detection,  or  at  all  events  the  mention  of  it,  only 
dates  back  an  hundred  years,  while  we  need  not  go  back 
much  more  than  one-fourth  that  time  to  find  the  earliest  efforts 
to  bring  before  the  public  the  practical  importance  of  the  sub- 
ject in  our  daily  lives.  In  this  country  the  first  public  discus- 
sion of  the  question  of  color  blindness  and  its  dangers  was 
by  an  ophthalmic  surgeon  of  Boston,  Dr.  B.  Joy  Jeffries,  before 
the  Boston  Society  of  Natural  History,  in  March,  1877.  He 
has  become  the  acknowledged  authority  in  this  country  on  the 
subject  by  the  publication  of  his  investigations  in  a  recent 
volume  entitled,  "  Color  Blindness,  its  Dangers  and  its  Detec- 
tion " — a  book  of  much  interest  to  the  general  reader,  and  one 
with  which  every  railroad  manager  should  make  himself  fa- 
miliar. 

Persons  are  red,  green,  or  violet  blind — the  first  two  nat- 
urally including  each  other.  Those  alone  whom  railroad 
work  concerns,  viz.,  the  red  and  green  blind,  see  black  and 
white,  with  their  intermediate  gray,  also  the  colors  yellow 
and  blue,  if  unalloyed,  just  as  do  others ;  but  these  are  the 
only  colors  of  which  they  have  any  proper  sensation. 

Dr.  Jeffries  describes  the  color  sense  of  the  color  blind  as 
follows :  "  The  red  blind  sees  all  objects  of  this  color  of  a 
darker  hue  than  they  are;  the  same  of  the  green  blind  as  to 
green.  Both  confound  these  colors  with  each  other  and  grey. 
A  mixture  of  white  and  black  in  proper  proportions  to  rep- 
resent the  luminosity  of  any  shade  of  red  or  green  will  give 
the  color  blind  the  same  sensation  as  that  shade."  In  other 
words,  the  color  blind  do  not  see  color,  but  only  a  difference 
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in  the  intensity  of  light.  Strawberries  or  cherries,  and  the 
like,  are  distinguished  from  the  leaves  not  by  their  color  but 
by  their  form.  A  large  number  of  cases  are  cited  and  de- 
scribed in  his  book,  exceedingly  interesting,  and  fully  estab- 
lishing the  not  uncommon  instance  of  this  infirmity. 

Now  when  it  is  remembered  that  on  our  railroads  red  is 
the  necessarily  universal  color  of  danger  signals  by  day  and 
by  night,  and  that  green  is  somewhat  used  by  day,  and  much 
by  night  for  safety  signals,  we  at  once  inquire  what  propor- 
tion of  mankind  are  so  color  blind.  Dr.  Jeffries,  by  his  own 
statistics  and  from  those  in  various  parts  of  the  world,  places 
it  at  about  four  per  cent,  for  males,  and  one-fourth  of  one  per 
cent,  for  females :  so  that  we  may  expect  to  find  one  out  of 
of  every  twenty-five  of  railroad  employe's  who  cannot  tell 
whether  the  switch  light  shows  red  or  green,  only  as  they 
judge  of  the  brightness  of  the  light.  This  we  should  say 
could  not  be  true,  else  accidents  without  number  would  occur. 
Some  such  are  known  to  have  occurred ;  in  how  many  other 
cases  this  has  been  the  unknown  cause  no  one  can  tell.  Two 
reasons  are  given  why  mistakes  are  not  oftener  made  by  the 
color  blind — one  as  noticed  above,  that  the  eye  which  cannot 
detect  the  color  or  quality  of  light  becomes  more  acute  in 
observing  the  quantity  or  intensity  of  it,  and  second,  the 
great  regularity  with  which  all  railroad  work  is  done,  so  that 
the  engineer  soon  learns  what  kind  of  a  light  is  regularly 
exhibited  at  the  stations  as  he  stops  or  runs  by,  and  so 
readily  detects  a  change  if  there  is  one. 

But  if  it  has  been  thought  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
life  to  adopt  signal  colors  of  such  marked  difference  to  the 
normal  eye  as  red  and  green,  then  the  danger  of  trusting  life 
to  the  ability  of  the  color  blind  eye  to  detect  a  difference 
simply  in  quantity  or  intensity  of  light,  affected  by  all  the 
variations  of  the  atmosphere  and  conditions  of  the  individual's 
eye,  will  be  readily  admitted. 

Examination    of  railroad    employes  becomes  therefore  a 

matter  required  by  public  safety.     These  examinations  should 

not  only  be  required  of  each  applicant  for  employment,  but 

should  be  made  periodically  and  systematically;  for  while

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those  born  color  blind  can  never  be  cured,  those  at  one  time 
normal  eyed  may  become  color  blind  through  injuries,  disease, 
or  the  excessive  use  of  alcohol  and  tobacco. 

And  again,  these  examinations  must  be  by  qualified  per- 
sons with  suitable  tests,  since  an  imperfect  examination  is 
worse  than  none,  allowing  as  it  would  a  blind  man  to  act 
with  the  confidence  of  one  seeing. 

Periodic  examination  by  competent  specialists  are  required 
on  most  of  the  European  roads;  they  should  be  by  law  en- 
forced here,  for  although  some  of  our  railroad  companies 
have  within  the  past  six  weeks  turned  their  attention  to  this 
subject,  and  had  examinations  of  their  employes  made,  the 
examinations  should  be  universal  and  uniform,  carried  out 
thoroughly  by  skilled  experts,  and  not  left  to  the  discretion 
of  any  one.  These  examinations  for  color  perception  have 
been  recently  ordered  in  the  United  States  army  and  navy, 
where  they  are  intrusted  only  to  the  medical  officers.  The 
medical  officers  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service  are  also  di- 
rected to  examine  seamen  of  the  revenue  and  merchant 
marine  for  color  blindness  when  they  are  requested  so  to  do  ; 
at  present  it  is  only  compulsory  in  the  army  and  navy.  Con- 
gress can,  of  course,  make  it  for  pilots  and  sailors. 

Dr.  Jeffries'  book  is  distributed  to  the  medical  officers  of 
these  two  departments,  and  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service. 
The  method  introduced  by  Prof.  Holmgren  and  advocated  by 
Dr.  Jeffries  is  adopted  by  regulations,  and  the  materials  for 
conducting  examinations  provided  on  request  of  the  examin- 
ing officers.  Tims,  where  the  government  can  act  to  protect 
life  and  property  by  the  control  of  color  blindness,  it  has  done 
so  promptly.  Were  the  railroads  of  this  country  in  the  hands 
of  the  government,  all  employes  who  would  ever  have  to  dis- 
tinguish color  signals  would  be  subject  to  the  same  tests.  As 
it  is,  however,  it  depends  on  the  several  States  to  establish 
this  acknowledged  important  reform,  and  legislative  enactments 
are  desirable  not  only  to  secure  uniformity  and  exactness,  but 
to  avoid  all  cause  of  complaint  and  any  possibility  of  diffi- 
culty between  the  corporations  and  their  employes.  The  gen- 
eral   government   has   recognized   the   necessity  not  only  of 
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proper  tests,  but  also  of  having  them  applied  by  medical 
officers  specially  instructed,  and  our  State  legislatures  should 
do  the  same,  more  particularly  as  we  have  the  advantage  of 
knowing  the  mistakes  made  in  Europe  in  this  respect.  For 
instance,  even  in  Sweden,  where  the  matter  of  the  control  of 
color  blind  employe's  originated,  the  railroad  officials  were  at 
first  directed  to  make  the  tests.  This  soon  failed,  and  then 
the  railroad  surgeons  were  directed  to  carry  them  out,  but 
even  they  had  to  be  specially  instructed  by  Prof.  Holmgren, 
as  chief  of  the  control.  In  Holland  ophthalmic  surgeons 
are  appointed  for  this  purpose,  with  the  celebrated  Prof. 
Donders  of  Utrecht  as  chief  of  control.  In  Austria,  even, 
the  railroad  surgeons  made  sad  work  of  their  examinations, 
and  they  must  be  all  made  over  again.  The  "  International 
Periodic  Congress  of  Medical  Sciences  "  met  at  Amsterdam 
in  September  last,  and  after  discussion,  the  following  "  regula- 
tions for  the  examination  of  the  visual  faculties  of  railroad 
employes"  as  prepared  by  Prof.  Donders,  were  adopted,  to  be 
recommended  to  all  governments  and  railroad  corporations  as 
a  basis  for  laws  of  control  of  color  blindness  and  visual 
acuteness : 

I. — REASONS     FOR   ACTION. 

1.  Actual  experiments  made  on  the  railroads  show  that 
normal  vision  is  required  to  distinguish  the  signals  at  the 
requisite  distance. 

2.  From  the  examinations  of  the  railroad  personnel  it  has 
been  found  that,  a,  even  where  a  certificate  of  capacity  has 
been  required,  about  3  per  cent,  of  the  employes  were  unfit 
for  railroad  duty ;  6,  that  these  unfit  employes  were  admitted 
notwithstanding  their  visual  defects  ;  c,  that  few  visual  troubles 
arise  from  railroad  work. 

II. — GENERAL   MEASURES. 

3.  The  following  are  indispensable :  a,  a  general  re-exami- 
nation of  the  entire  personnel ;  5,  a  very  careful  testing  of  all 
new  employe's  ;  e,  a  special  re-examination  in  the  cases  and 
under  the  eircumstances  indicated  in  article  6,  a. 

The  general  examination  is  to  be  made  but  once,  by  special

experts  designated  for  this  purpose,  in  accordance  with  pre- 
scribed regulations,  and  under  the  direction  of  a  competent 
ophthalmic  surgeon  as  counsellor  for  the  railroad  corporation, 
to  whom  the  individual  reports  are  to  be  transmitted,  and 
who  is  to  further  examine  all  persons  in  whose  cases  a  doubt 
as  to  fitness  has  arisen ;  and  he  gives  the  final  decision. 

5.  New  employe's  are  only  to  be  engaged  who  present  a 
certificate  of  fitness  from  one  of  the  experts  employed  by 
the  corporation  on  recommendation  of  the  directing  ophthal- 
mic surgeon. 

6.  A  special  examination  is  to  be  made  in  reference  to — 

A.  Visual  aeuteness,  every  two  years  by  an  official  desig- 
nated for  this  purpose,  who  has  been  properly  instructed  by 
the  chief  ophthalmic  surgeon,  or  by  one  of  the  official  experts 
mentioned  in  article  5. 

B.  The  visual  power  in  general :  a,  at  45  years  of  age,  and 
each  five  years  afterwards  by  the  special  expert  designated  in 
article  5  above  :  b,  in  the  special  cases,  1st,  after  any  disease 
of  the  eyes  ;  2d,  after  injuries,  namely,  such  as  may  have 
caused  commotion  of  the  brain,  and  after  any  cerebral 
trouble ;  c,  after  mistakes  or  acts  which  call  in  question  the 
integrity  of  the  visual  functions ;  d,  when  by  the  periodic  re- 
examination under  A,  doubt  has  arisen  as  to  the  necessary 
aeuteness. 

III. — THE    EXAMINATION. 

7.  The  examination  is  principally  of  a,  the  refraction  ;  b, 
visual  aeuteness  ;  c,  color-perception  ;  d,  visual  field. 

8.  The  reflection  and  visual  aeuteness  will  be  determined 
at  the  same  time  in  the  usual  way  for  distance  by  Snellen's 
test-type  and  by  glasses,  first  for  each  eye  separately  and  then 
for  both  together.  Where  there  is  slight  corneal  opacity,  in 
the  open  air. 

9.  For  the  qualitative  determination  of  the  color-sense 
Holmgren's  method,  the  pseudo-isochromatic  tables  of  Stilling 
and  the  color-test  patterns  of  Donders  are  to  be  employed. 
The  quantitative  determination  is  to  be  made  by  Donder's 
method,  both  by  reflected  and  transmitted  light. 

10.  The  visual  field  is  to  be  tested  by  mutual  fixation  of 
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the  observed  and  observer's  eyes,  and  questioning  as  to  motion 
of  the  hands  or  figures. 

11.  The  biennial  re-examination  of  the  visual  acuteness. 
(Art.  6,  A)  is  to  be  made  in  the  open  air  under  special  in- 
struction and  by  the  movable  test-type  of  Snellen.  If  the 
visual  acuteness  is  found  to  be  less  than  four-sixths,  the  per- 
son is  to  be  sent  to  the  special  expert  for  re-examination. 

REQUISITES    FOR   FITNESS. 

12.  For  the  position  of  engineer  or  fireman  there  is  neces- 
sary, a,  a  certificate  of  healthy  eyes  and  eyelids,  without  hab- 
itual congestion  or  inflammation,  unrestricted  visual  field, 
normal  visual  acuteness,  normal  refraction  (emmetropia), 
quantitative  color  perception  at  least  four-fifths  ;  entire  absence 
of  cataract  or  other  progressive  disease  of  the  eyes.  For  all 
other  positions  in  railroad  service  is  necessary,  b,  a  certificate 
of  healthy  eyes  and  eyelids,  without  habitual  congestion  or 
inflammation,  unrestricted  visual  field  in  both  eyes,  normal 
visual  power,  normal  refraction  (emmetropia)  and  color  per- 
ception of  at  least  three-fifths  in  one  eye ;  in  the  other  eye, 
visual  acuteness  and  color  perception  of  at  least  one-half; 
absence  of  any  trace  of  cataract  or  other  progressive  disease 
of  the  eye. 

13.  In  the  re-examination  of  engineers  and  firemen  who 
have  been  a  year  or  more  in  such  service,  in  one  eye  visual 
acuteness  of  at  least  three-fourths  (without  glasses)  and  color 
perception  of  at  least  three-fourths  ;  in  the  other  eye,  visual 
acuteness  of  at  least  three-fourths  (without  glasses)  and  colors 
perception  of  at  least  one-eighth  (other  requisites  as  in  article 
12,  a).  In  the  re-examination  of  station  masters  and  their 
assistants,  inspectors,  conductors,  and  others  who  have  held 
their  posts  for  a  year  or  more,  there  is  required  unrestricted 
visual  field  in  one  eye  at  least ;  in  each  eye,  visual  acuteness 
of  at  least  two-thirds  and  color  perception  two-thirds.  If 
this  visual  acuteness  and  color  perception  are  only  attainable 
by  glasses,  then  these  are  required  to  be  worn  (other  requi- 
sites as  in  article  12,  b). 

14.  Relatively  fit  are  those  whose  visual  power  or    color- 
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perception  for  day  or  night  signals  is  less  than  two-thirds,  but 
above  one-third.  These  are  to  be  reported  as  only  partially 
fit,  and  to  be  employed  only  when  they  need  tell  the  signals  at 
short  distances.  Relative  fitness  is  not  allowable  with  engineers 
and  firemen. 

15.  Unfit  for  all  railroad  service  are  those  whose  visual 
power  and  color-perception  are  with  both  eyes  together  and 
witli  glasses  only  one-third  or  less. 

REMARK. 

If  the  examination  on  admission  has  been  very  strict  as  to 
absolute  fitness,  the  subsequent  re-examination  for  relative 
fitness  may  call  for  visual  power  and  color-perception  of  but 
one-half. 

NECESSARY    ACDTENESS   OF    VISION    AMONG    RAILROAD    EMPLOYES. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  proposed  regulations  emanating 
from  so  high  an  authority  as  the  International  Medical  Con- 
gress, that  normal  visual  acuteness  is  regarded  of  equal  im- 
portance with  good  color  perception.  The  United  States 
government  recognizes  the  importance  of  this  also,  and  in 
the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Hospital  Service  requires  ex- 
aminations for  acuteness  of  vision  similar  to  those  for  color 
blindness  to  be  made  by  the  several  medical  officers  to  whom 
alone  is  left  the  decision.  If  perfect  vision  is  required  among 
sailors  and  soldiers,  certainly  it  must  be  among  railroad  em- 
ployes. Fortunately  the  two  examinations  can  be  made  at 
the  same  time  by  the  same  experts.  Methods  of  deciding- 
color  perception  and  visual  acuteness  are  now  so  readily  car- 
ried out  by  competent  specialists  that  but  little,  if  any,  time 
of  the  employe*  need  be  sacrificed.  Those  who  are  found 
color  blind  or  deficient  in  visual  acuteness  can  be  re-examined 
afterwards,  and  the  necessary  action  taken  in  regard  to  them 
then  decided. 

The  only  direct  expert  testimony  we  have  at  present  pub- 
lished in  New  England  is  the  report  of  Dr.  Jeffries'  examin- 
ation of  94  employes  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Com- 
pany, in  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser  of  August  14, 1879.    He 
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found  two  red  blind,  and  seventeen  below  the  visual  standard 
adopted  by  the  International  Medical  Congress  as  a  safe  rule 
to  govern  legislative  action  for  the  control  of  color  perception 
and  visual  acuteness.  In  his  report  to  the  manager  he 
says  : 

"  By  your  direction  I  have  tested  the  visual  power  and  the 
color  sense  of  ninety-four  of  your  engineers,  firemen,  and 
switchmen.  I  herewith  transmit  the  result  of  the  examina- 
tion and  my  certificate  in  each  individual  case.  In  compli- 
ance with  your  request  to  suggest  such  data  as  may  assist 
your  action,  I  would  say  as  to  '  requisite  visual  power,'  I  do 
not  think  we  can  do  better  in  this  country  than  to  adopt  the 
standard  required  in  the  Holland  railroads,  proposed  by  Pro- 
fessor Donders,  and  given  in  my  work  on  color  blindness,  its 
dangers  and  its  detection  ;  at  least  until  some  other  is  agreed 
upon  by  an  international  commission,  or  a  convention  of  the 
railroad  commissioners  of  the  several  States  of  the  Union. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  American  Ophthalmological  Society 
at  Newport,  July  25,  I  brought  up  this  point  for  discussion, 
and  the  society  concurred  with  me  in  assuming  this  as  a  safe 
standard.  As  the  railroad  service  of  this  country  is  so  differ- 
ent from  that  of  Europe,  it  is  necessary  to  classify  the  em- 
ploye's to  correspond  with  the  two  grades  there  recognized. 
The  first  class  (A)  would  include  engineers,  firemen,  and 
switchmen.  In  accordance  with  the  above  it  is  requisite  for 
this  class  that  the  eyes  and  eyelids  be  healthy  externally,  with- 
out habitual  congestion  or  inflammation  ;  the  field  of  vision 
not  limited  in  either  eye ;  the  acuteness  of  vision  in  each 
eye  normal,  without  glasses  ;  the  color  perception  normal  by 
Professor  Holmgren's  test. 

"  The  second  class  (B)  would  include  all  other  employe's 
who  are  called  upon  or  may  be  called  upon  to  distinguish  the 
colored  night  or  day  signals,  and  who  have  to  do  with  the 
movement  of  the  trains — viz.:  conductors,  brakemen,  bridge- 
keepers,  gatekeepers,  station-masters,  and  train  hands.  For 
these  it  is  requisite  that  the  eyes  and  eyelids  be  healthy  exter- 
nally, without  habitual  congestion  or  inflammation,  the  field 
of  vision  not  limited  in  either  eye  ;  normal  acuteness  of  vis-

ion  in  one  eye  without  glasses.  With  the  other  eye,  acuteness 
of  vision,  one-half  the  normal;  color-perception  not  below 
partial  color-perception,  by  Professor  Holmgren's  test. 

"  The  ninety-four  employe's  I  was  requested  to  test  were  all 
under  class  A.  ...  As  has  been  shown  by  my  examina- 
tions on  your  road,  Professor  Holmgren's  method  of  detecting 
color-blindness  and  the  usual  methods  of  determining  visual 
power  can  be,  primarily  at  least,  carried  out  by  the  examin- 
ing ophthalmic  surgeon  in  an  ordinary  passenger  car,  which 
may  be  attached  to  the  paymaster's  train,  and  the  employe's 
be  tested  while  awaiting  their  turn  with  him  without  delay. 
Doubtful  cases  can  be  again  subsequently  tested  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  officials  of  the  road  at  headquarters,  or  in  the  office 
of  the  examining  surgeon  when  requisite." 

As  to  how  it  is  that  the  color  blind  employe's  get  on  so  well, 
Dr.  Jeffries  considers  the  explanation  of  Professor  Holmgren 
so  clear  and  satisfactory  as  to  make  it  worth  while  to  quote 
it  in  full,  and  we  have  thought  it  important  to  reproduce  it 
from  the  Doctor's  book,  and  it  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix, 
as  also  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Magnus  ;  also  the  quotation  from 
Professor  Holmgren  as  to  the  proper  action  to  be  taken  for 
protection  from  the  danger  of  color  blindness. 

ANNUAL   RETURNS   OF   THE   COMPANIES. 

The  annual  returns,  which  formerly  were  made  without  any 
apparent  attempt  at  accuracy,  now  come  to  us  so  correct  in 
detail  that  there  would  seem  to  be  a  rivalry  among  the  account- 
ing officers  of  the  companies  as  to  which  should  make  the 
most  nearly  perfect  return. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  railroad  com- 
missioners held  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  November,  1878,  to  prepare 
a  schedule  for  the  returns  of  railroad  companies  which  should 
be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States,  met  the  railroad 
accountants  at  New  York  in  April  last,  and  with  their  assist- 
ance prepared  certain  rules,  and  a  form  of  returns  which,  as 
finally  amended,  were  adopted  at  the  convention  of  commis- 
sioners held  at  Saratoga  in  June.  The  accountants  who  as- 
sisted in  this  work  were  all  acknowledged  authorities  in  their 
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department,  and  it  is  the  first  time  that  a  schedule  for  returns 
has  been  presented  in  the  preparation  of  which  the  coopera- 
tion of  skilled  financial  officers  of  the  railroad  companies  had 
been  so  generally  secured.  Among  these  gentlemen  were 
those  who  have  made  the  operations  of  railroads  a  scientific 
study,  and  we  have  their  assurance  that  this  form  will  give 
information  never  before  furnished  by  any  railroad  report, 
particularly  the  actual  and  exact  cost  of  moving  trains,  inform- 
ation essential  to  correct  judgment  on  many  questions  more 
and  more  constantly  coming  before  both  commissioners  and 
legislators  for  decision. 

This  schedule  calls  only  for  information  in  regard  to  matters 
pertaining  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  companies,  includ- 
ing necessarily  the  collateral  ones  of  traffic  and  mileage,  leav- 
ing all  such  questions  as  appear  in  our  own  form,  under  the 
head  of  "  General  Information,"  to  be  added  in  each  State  as 
the  local  requirements  or  fancies  may  dictate.  It  differs  from 
that  now  in  use  in  this  State  chiefly  in  the  thoroughness  of  the 
"  analysis  of  earnings  and  expenses."  We  recommend  that 
our  present  form  be  amended  by  substituting  the  new  one  for 
what  precedes  the  heading  of  "  General  Information,"  and 
that  the  latter  be  retained  unchanged  except  so  far  as  ques- 
tions therein  are  embraced  in  the  proposed  schedule.  The 
adoption  of  this  schedule  is  the  more  desirable  since  it  has  al- 
ready been  adopted  in  Massachusetts,  and  most  of  our  prin- 
cipal railroad  companies  have  now  to  make  their  returns  there 
in  accordance  therewith,  and  some  have  already  expressed  the 
wish  that  it  might  be  adopted  in  this  State.  The  proposed 
schedule  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

UNIFORM  DATE  OF  RETURNS. 

Of  equal  importance  with  an  agreement  in  the  form  of  the 
annual  returns,  and  essential  to  the  perfection  of  such  a  sys- 
tem, is  uniformity  in  the  period  covered,  and  the  time  of 
making  the  returns.  After  full  discussion,  the  30th  of  June 
in  each  year  was  fixed  by  the  Convention  at  Saratoga  as  the 
best,  all  things  considered,  and  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
were  instructed  to  prepare  a  memorial  on  the  subject  to  be 
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presented  in  behalf  of  the  convention  to  the  Legislatures  of 
the  several  States.  This  memorial  is  submitted  herewith. 
See  Appendix. 

TAXATION  OP  RAILROADS  AND  RAILROAD  SECURITIES. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  convention  of  commis- 
sioners held  in  Columbus,  November  12,  1878,  to  examine 
into  and  report  the  methods  of  taxation,  as  respects  railroads 
and  railroad  securities  now  in  use  in  the  various  States  of  the 
Union,  as  well  as  in  foreign  countries,  and  further  to  report 
a  plan  for  an  equitable  and  uniform  system  for  such  taxation, 
soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  convention  sent  out  a  circu- 
lar, making  inquiries,  to  thee  xecutives  of  the  several  States, 
many  of  the  principal  railroad  companies,  and  our  representa- 
tives at  the  principal  European  capitals,  and  answers  were 
received  from  the  various  States,  Canada,  England,  France, 
Germany,  Russia,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Holland,  and  Hun- 
gary. So  great  was  the  undertaking  that  the  final  report  has 
only  just  been  issued,  not  in  time  to  be  noticed  at  length  in 
our  report,  but  printed  at  length  in  the  Appendix.  A  pre- 
liminary report  was,  however,  presented  at  the  Saratoga  Con- 
vention in  which  the  committee  say : 

The  conclusions  reached  by  your  committee  as  the  result  of  its 
investigations  can  be  very  briefly  stated.  The  requisites  of  a 
correct  system  of  railroad,  as  of  other  taxation,  is  that  it  should, 
in  so  far  as  it  is  possible,  be  simple,  fixed,  proportionate,  easily 
ascertainable,  and  susceptible  of  ready  levy.  Very  few  of  the 
systems  now  in  use  were  found  to  have  any  of  these  features.  So 
far  from  being  fixed,  they  are  most  of  them  extremely  arbitrary 
and  fluctuating.  Neither  are  they  proportionate,  as  in  some  cases 
the  measure  of  valuation  is  the  market  price  of  securities;  in 
others,  the  arbitrary  estimates  of  appraisers;  in  yet  others,  gross 
receipts;  and  in  others,  local  assessment.  That  the  tax  should  be 
almost  impossible  of  ascertainment  under  these  circumstances  does 
not  need  to  be  said.  As  to  being  susceptible  of  ready  levy, 
any  tax  assessed  on  and  paid  by  a  railroad  corporation  must 
be  that,  in  so  far  as  it  is  thus  levied  and  assessed.  This,  however, 
is  the  case  with  only  a  portion  of  the  taxes  on  railroad  property, 
and  of  the  others  it  is  evident  that  to  a  very  great  extent  they 
must  either  be  evaded  or  else  are  in  the  nature  of  double  taxation, 
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for  the  securities  on  which  they  are  levied  are  in  the  eye  of  the  law 
personal  property,  assessable  at  the  residence  of  the  owner.  Local 
taxes  paid  by  the  corporation  in  one  State  do  not  affect  these  secu- 
rities if  held  in  another,  and  they  are  thus  subject  to  an  additional 
levy,  the  amount  of  which  must  practically  depend  upon  the  honesty 
of  the  owner  or  the  astuteness  of  local  tax  gatherers.  The  conclu- 
sion at  which  your  committee  arrived  was  that  all  the  requisites 
of  a  sound  system  were  found  in  taxes  on  real  property  and.  on 
gross  receipts,  and  in  no  others, — in  fact,  that  if  these  are  properly 
imposed  no  other  taxes  would  be  necessary,  as  nothing  could  escape 
untaxed.  Under  this  system  the  real  estate  of  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions held  for  corporate  uses  outside  of  their  rights  of  way  would  be 
locally  assessed,  exactly  in  the  same  way  as  the  real  estate  of  private 
persons  or  of  other  corporations  adjoining  it  was  assessed.  There 
would  be  no  distinction  made  in  regard  to  it.  It  is  the  ordinary 
tax  on  real  property.  Beyond  that  a  certain  fixed  percentage, 
established  by  law  and  of  general  application,  should  be  assessed  on 
the  entire  gross  earnings  of  the  corporations,  and  this  should  be 
in  lieu  of  all  forms  of  taxation  on  what  is  known  as  personal  prop- 
erty. Under  this  system  the  rolling  stock  of  the  corporation, would 
not  be  assessable  in  its  own  hands,  nor  its  securities,  whether 
stock  or  bonds,  either  indirectly  through  the  corporation  or  directly 
in  the  hands  of  those  owning  them.  The  entire  burden,  be  the 
same  more  or  less,  would,  be  imposed  in  one  lump  on  the  corpora- 
tion and  levied  directly.  It  does  not  need  to  be  pointed  out 
that  this  system  is  perfectly  simple  ;  that  under  it  taxation  is  fixed 
by  a  general  law  and  not  by  local  valuations ;  that  it  is  thoroughly 
proportionate,  inasmuch  as  the  amount  levied  depends  on  the 
amount  of  gross  receipts  ;  finally,  it  can  be  ascertained  by  any  one, 
and  it  can  by  no  possibility  be  evaded. 

The  importance  of  the  subject,  the  character  and  standing 
of  the  gentlemen  composing  the  committee,  and  the  exceeding 
thoroughness  with  which  they  have  discharged  their  duty  will, 
we  doubt  not,  secure  for  their  report  careful  consideration 
and  proper  action  by  your  Honorable  Body. 

General  Francis  A.  Walker  of  New  Haven,  who  was,  by 
Governor  Andrews,  appointed  railroad  commissioner  for  the 
term  beginning  July  1,  1879,  was  subsequently  appointed 
Superintendent  of  the  United  States  Census.  The  Adminis- 
tration insisted  on  applying  to  General  Walker  a  Cabinet  or- 
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der  of  the  preceding  administration  to  the  effect  that  no  sala- 
ried federal  office-holder  should  be  allowed  to  hold  any  sala- 
ried State  office.  He  therefore  resigned  his  office  of  Railroad 
Commissioner,  and  our  State,  and  the  country  at  large,  has 
lost  his  services  in  our  commission,  to  the  statistical  depart- 
ment of  which  he  would  have  brought  unequalled  ability. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  First  Mortgage  Bondholders  of 
the  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad  Company  as  the  Hart- 
ford &  Connecticut  Valley  "Railroad  Company. 

Whereas,  the  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad  Company  did,  on  the 
31st  day  of  December,  ]  870,  make  and  execute  in  due  form  of  law 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  a  first  mortgage  of 
its  railway,  equipment,  franchises,  and  other  property  therein 
described,  in  trust  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  sundry  first 
mortgage  bonds  issued  by  said  company  and  amounting  in  all  to 
one  million  dollars;  and 
Whereas,  by  reason  of  default  in  the  payment  of  said  bonds 
said  Treasurer  did,  on  the  9th  day  of  January,  1878,  under  the 
provisions  of  said  mortgage  and  of  the  statute  laws  of  this 
State,  take  possession  of  said  railway  and  other  property,  for 
the  benefit  of  said  bondholders,  and  is  now  in  possession  thereof, 
and  has  instituted  or  is  about  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  said  railroad  company  and  other  parties  in  interest  for 
the  foreclosure  of  said  mortgage  in  behalf  of  said  bondholders  ; 
and 
Whereas,  if  a  decree  of  foreclosure  shall  be  ordered  and  shall 
become  absolute,  it  will  be  necessary  that  said  bondholders 
should  be  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to 
take  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  a  conveyance  of  the 
interest  secured  by  said  mortgage  and  foreclosure,  and  to 
complete,  operate,  and  maintain  said  railroad  ;  now,  there- 
fore, 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly:  Section  1.  That  the  first  mortgage 
bondholders  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad  Company,  or  any 
number  of  them  representing  a  majority  in  interest  of  all  said 
bonds,  may  associate  together  by  articles  in  writing  as  a  railroad 
corporation  in  manner  and  form  as  herein  provided  :  Henry  Kel- 
logg, T.  M.  Allyn,  and  Charles  T.  Hillyer  of  Hartford,  and  Joseph 
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~W.  Alsop  of  Middletown,  as  commissioners,  shall  call,  at  such 
time  or  place  and  with  such  notice  as  they  may  think  reasonable,  a 
preliminary  meeting  of  said  bondholders  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing, if  they  shall  see  fit,  a  corporate  organization.  At  such  meet 
ing  each  bondholder,  and  at  every  subsequent  meeting  of  the 
corporation  until  stock  shall  have  been  issued  by  said  corporation, 
each  corporator  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  bond  by  him 
so  held,  which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

At  such  preliminary  meeting  the  holders  of  said  bonds  may 
determine  by  a  major  vote,  representing  not  less  than  a  major  in- 
terest of  all  said  bonds,  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  said 
corporation  shall  be  formed,  and  may  prepare  articles  of  associa- 
tion to  be  signed  by  said  bondholders  with  a  view  to  corporate 
organization. 

Whenever  said  bondholders  shall,  at  such  preliminary  meeting, 
by  a  major  vote  in  interest,  have  agreed  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions and  have  prepared  articles  of  association  as  above  provided, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  open  books  for  sub- 
scription to  said  articles  of  association,  and  said  books  shall  remain 
open,  under  the  direction  of  said  commissioners,  to  subscription 
by  all  owners  and  holders  of  said  bonds,  upon  such  notice,  at  such 
place  or  places,  and  at  such  time  or  times,  and  for  such  length  of 
time,  as  said  commissioners  shall  prescribe.  "When  such  books  of 
subscription  shall  have  been  open  for  such  length  of  time  as  in  the 
judgment  of  said  commissioners  to  afford  fair  and  reasonable  op- 
portunity to  all  the  holders  of  said  bonds  to  subscribe  said  articles, 
said  commissioners  may,  if  a  majority  in  interest  of  all  said  bond- 
holders have  subscribed  thereto,  close  said  books,  and  thereupon 
the  several  persons,  corporations  included,  who  have  signed  said 
articles,  shall  be  and  become  a  body  politic  and  corporate  for  rail- 
road purposes  by  the  name  of  The  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Valley 
Railroad  Company.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners to  call  within  a  reasonable  time  thereafter  the  first  meeting 
of  said  corporators  for  organization  and  choice  of  officers,  and  to 
do  such  other  things  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act.  The  principal  office  and  place  of  business  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Hartford. 

Sec  2.  The  direction  of  the  affairs  of  such  corporation  shall 
be  vested  in  a  board  of  not  less  than  nine  (9)  directors  annually 
chosen  by  the  company,  who  may  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  oc- 
cur in  their  number,  and  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  president 
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of  the  board,  who  shall  also  be  president  of  the  company,  and 
may  also  choose  a  secretary,  who  shall  also  be  secretary  of  the 
company  and  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  give  bonds  to  the  company  in  such  sum  as  may 
be  required  by  the  by-laws,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  trust, 
and  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  make  by-laws 
and  regulations  in  regard  to  the  stock,  property,  and  affairs  of  said 
company.  Any  duly  incorporated  company  of  this  State  owning 
before  the  issue  of  stock  by  said  corporation  not  less  than  twenty 
thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  of  said  bonds,  or  after  such  issue  not 
less  than  two  hundred  (200)  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said 
corporation,  may  designate  one  of  its  stockholders  to  be  its  legal 
representative,  who  shall  be  eligible  as  director  of  said  corpora- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  be  less 
than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  million  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
with  liberty  at  all  times  to  increase  from  a  lesser  amount  to  one 
million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  indebtedness  secured  by  said  first  mortgage, 
whether  represented  by  bonds  or  by  coupons  due  and  not  extin- 
guished by  payment,  shall  be  convertible  into  or  exchangeable  for 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, on  such  uniform  terms,  rates,  and  proportions  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  said  corporation.  The  directors  may,  and,  whenever  ' 
said  corporation  shall  so  direct,  shall  appoint  a  time  for  such  con- 
version or  exchange,  and  give  previous  notice  thereof  by  mail  to 
the  holders  of  said  indebtedness,  so  far  as  such  holders  shall  be 
known  to  said  directors,  and  such  other  and  further  notice  as  they 
shall  judge  practicable.  And  said  directors  shall,  from  and  after 
the  time  by  them  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  upon  such  uni- 
form terms,  rates,  and  proportions  as  may  have  been  prescribed  as 
aforesaid,  issue  to  the  holders  of  said  bonds,  and  of  coupons  due 
and  not  extinguished  by  payment  at  the  time  so  appointed  as  afore- 
said, shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  in  exchange 
for  said  bonds  and  coupons,  whenever  presented,  and,  so  far  as 
such  exchange  can  be  made,  without  the  issue  of  fractional  shares 
of  stock. 

Sec  5.  Whenever  said  company  shall  have  been  duly  organized, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  the'  State  of  Connecticut,  trustee  under  the 
first  mortgage  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad  Company,  shall 
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have  obtained  foreclosure  against  said  company,  and  said  com- 
pany's right  of  redemption  shall  have  been  barred  by  judicial  de- 
cree, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  on  request 
made  by  said  corporation,  to  transfer  and  convey  in  due  form  of 
law  to .  said  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad  Company  all 
the  railway,  rights,  franchises,  estate,  and  property  of  any  kind 
then  in  existence  and  conveyed  by  said  first  mortgage,  including 
all  property  subsequently  acquired  and  so  conveyed,  and  earnings 
and  other  acquisitions  of  said  trustee  while  in  possession  of  said 
road,  and  to  deliver  possession  thereof  to  said  corporation,  said  cor- 
poration paying  all  reasonable  charges  of  said  trustee  by  reason  of 
said  foreclosure,  and  of  any  and  all  acts  legally  done  by  him  under 
said  trust.  And  thereupon  said  corporation  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing,  completing,  maintaining, -and  operating  said  rail- 
road, be  vested  with  all  the  rights,  powers,  franchises,  and  privi- 
leges granted  by  its  charter  to  the  said  Connecticut  Valley  Railroad 
Company,  or  granted  by  the  public  statutes  of  this  State  to  railroad 
corporations,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  duties  imposed  by 
such  statutes.  Said  corporation  is  also  authorized,  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  the  business  of  its  line  of  railway,  to  own  and  run  in 
connection  therewith  such  lines  of  boats,  barges,  or  steamers  as  it 
may  find  for  the  convenience  of  the  public,  in  the  transportation 
of  freight  and  passengers  between  its  said  railway  and  New  York, 
or  other  ports  with  which  it  may  find  itself  in  business  relations. 

Sec.  6.  All  guardians,  executors,  administrators,  and  trustees 
holding  said  first  mortgage  bonds  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  subscribe  in  their  official  capacity  to  the  articles  of  asso- 
ciation provided  for  in  this  resolution,  and  to  transfer  and  surren- 
der any  and  all  bonds  and  coupons  held  by  them  in  their  official 
capacity  in  exchange  for  stock  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec  7.  Said  corporation  may,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
the  construction,  completion,  and  equipment  of  said  road  and  of 
paying  any  charges  thereon,  issue  and  dispose  of  bonds  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  convertible  into  stock  or  otherwise  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may 
secure  the  same  by  a  mortgage  of  the  said  railway,  railway  fran- 
chises, and  property  acquired  and  to  be  acquired  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  general  statutes  of  this  State  relating  to  railroad 
mortgages,  but  no  certificate  of  expenditure  to  the  Comptroller  of 
public  accounts  shall  be  required  as  a  condition  of  issuing  said 
bonds. 
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Sec.  8.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
leasing  or  operating  contracts  with  any  railway  company  or  com- 
panies having  lines  of  road  on  the  east  side  of  Connecticut  river, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  form  a  through  or  connecting  line  from 
Saybrook  through  the  city  of  Hartford  to  the  city  of  Springfield, 
in  the  State  of  Massachusetts  :  provided,  that  said  company  by  such 
contract  or  lease  shall  obtain  the  right  to  pass  with  its  trains  to  the 
Massachussetts  State  line,  before  it  shall  make  any  contract  with 
any  railroad  company,  or  lease  any  railroad  without  this  State ; 
and  provided  further,  that  such  leasing  or  operating  contracts  shall 
not  be  made  without  the  approval  of  the  railroad  commissioners. 

Sec.  9.  This  resolution  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at, the 
pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

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COLOR  BLINDNESS. 

Explanation  by  Prof.  Holmgren  of  how  the  Color-Blind  Em- 
ployes GET  ON  SO  WELL,  CONCEAL  THEIR  DEFECTS  AND  PERHAPS 
AVOID  ACCIDENTS. 

From  "  Color -Blindness,  its  Dangers  and  its  Detection"  by  B.  Joy 
Jeffries,  M.D.      Pages  lJtf-152. 

"  We  should  imagine  a  color-blind  railroad  employe  would  be 
immediately  detected,  or  would  have  at  least  discovered  his  own 
defect.  This  very  natural  idea  has  greatly  tended  to  retard  the 
reform  we  have  called  for.  It  is,  however,  incorrect,  and  does  not 
stand  the  test.  On  the  contrary,  examinations  showed  that  a  large 
number  of  color-blind  were  employed  in  nearly  all  the  positions  on 
a  railroad,  without  they  or  others  being  aware  of  their  faulty  color 
perception.  And  further:  a  number  of  these,  far  from  being  con- 
vinced of  their  defect,  even  after  the  examination,  insisted  on  re 
peating  the  test  (even  six  or  seven  times),  giving  all  sorts  of  excuses 
in  explanation  of  their  constant  mistakes.  They  all  agreed  in  say- 
ing that  they  had  excellent  sight,  never  had  experienced  the  slight- 
est difficulty  in  distinguishing  the  signals,  and  though  a  long  time 
in  service,  and  in  most  important  posts,  as  locomotive  engineers 
for  instance,  never  had  made  the  slightest  mistake. 

"  Certainly  we  may  well  be  astonished  at  this  condition  of  things, 
and  very  naturally  ask  how  it  is  possible  for  any  one  to  perform 
the  duty  of  engine-driver,  for  instance,  any  length  of  time  with- 
out exposing  a  deficiency  of  vision  so  important  for  the  performance 
of  this  duty.  There  are,  so  far  as  we  know,  only  two  explanations: 
one  is  in  the  peculiar  visual  sense  of  the  color-blind,  and  the  exer- 
cise of  this  sense  in  distinguishing  the  signals;  while  the  other 
depends  on  the  conditions  under  which  an  engine-driver  ordinarily 
does  duty. 

"  As  to  the  first  explanation,  we  must  remember  that  every  color 
coming  from  an  illuminated  colored  surface  may  be  more  or  less 
bright  or  dark,  and  every  lantern -light,  even  colored,  maybe  stronger 
or  weaker.  Hence,  in  a  colored  object  or  colored  light,  the  eye  does 
not  alone  take  note  of  the  color  or  quality  of  the  light,  but  also  of 
its  quantity  or  intensity.  When  two  objects  or  two  lights  appear  of 
the  same  color  to  the  eyes  of  a  color-blind  person,  they  may  differ 
as  respects  intensity.  This  being  the  sole  difference  between  these 
lights,  it  is  particularly  noted ;  and  thus,  often  as  a  result  of  special 
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exercise,  such  color-blind  person  may  strengthen  his  perception  so 
as  to  in  a  certain  degree  make  up  for  his  color-deficiency.  He  re- 
sembles somewhat  the  persons  who,  deprived  of  one  sense,  replace 
it  to  a  degree  by  the  greater  exercise  of  one  or  more  of  their  other 
senses.  We  have  already  noticed  this  point,  so  very  important  in 
practice,  but  could  not  refrain  from  again  reverting  to  it  here. 
Any  one  who  has  experience  from  conversation  with  intelligent 
color-blind,  or  experimenting  with  Maxwell's  rotating  disk,  will 
have  noticed  their  peculiar  sensitiveness  to  varying  intensity  of  light 
whilst  comparing  two  colors,  and  hence  can  have  no  doubt  as  to 
how  a  color-blind  person  can  so  often  distinguish  between  railroad 
signals,  and  give  the  colors  their  true  names. 

"  Did  we  not  know  this,  we  should  be  greatly  astonished  to  find 
with  what  facility  a  color-blind  railroad  employe  can  distinguish 
between  the  red  and  green  flag,  and  generally  call  the  red,  green, 
and  yellow  lanterns  by  their  right  color  :  but  it  is  the  intensity 
of  the  light,  and  not  the  color,  which  governs  his  decision;  and 
>ltis  is  the  whole  secret.  The  "flags  and  lanterns  have,  in  fact,  usually 
a  constant  difference  as  to  intensity.  The  green  flag  is  to  the 
color-blind,  as  also  to  the  normal  eye,  undoubtedly  of  the  deepest 
or  darkest  color,  and  the  red  the  most  brilliant.  As  to  the  lan- 
terns, the  red -blind  always  recognizes  the  red  light  by  its  being 
darker  than  the  green,  and  the  yellow  by  its  being  clearer  or  more 
brilliant  than  the  other  two.  The  green-blind  finds  also,  in  his 
turn,  the  red  more  brilliant  than  the  green,  and  distinguishes  it 
by  this. 

"The  other  explanation  lies  in  the  conditions  in  which  the  engi- 
neer has  to  observe  the  signals.  First  of  all,  we  must  remember  the 
great  regularity  with  which  all  the  details  of  railroad  service  takes 
place.  An  engineer  starting  from  a  station  at  one  end  of  the  line 
knows  very  well  in  advance  what  station  to  stop  at,  and  which  to  pass. 
Under  ordinary  circumstances  he  knows  which  light  ought  to  be 
exhibited  on  the  signal-posts  above  the  several  stations.  The 
hand-lanterns  are  not  as  important,  since  their  color  is  not  so 
essential,  being  supplemented  by  movements.  Hence  it  is  only 
under  exceptional  conditions  that  accidents  can  happen  at  stations 
from  mistakes  as  to  the  color  of  fixed  lights.  There  may,  of. 
course,  be  a  number  of  other  cases  exceptional  to  the  ordinary  reg- 
ularity ;  but  we  must  here  notice  one  circumstance,  which  probably 
has  been  and  still  is  of  very  great  importance  :  namely,  that  the 
engineer  is  not  the  only  one  who  has  to  watch  fur  the  signals. 
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There  is  always  with  him  the  stoker,  and  near  him  a  conductor,  an 
oiler,  etc.,  to  aid  him  at  critical  moments.  It  must  be  extremely 
rare  that  all  the  personnel  of  a  train  are  affected  with  color-blindness. 

li  Considering  only  practically  the  fact  mentioned,  and  the  ex- 
planation we  have  given,  one  might  perhaps  imagine  that  color 
blindness  had  some  scientific,  but  hardly  any  practical  interest, 
and  hence  that  all  the  talk  that  has  been  made  about  its  existence 
among  railroad  employes  in  our  country  was  unnecessary;  because, 
as  may  be  said,  the  color-blind  have  often  been  employed  a  long 
time  in  railroad  service  without  its  being  noticed,  and  without 
accident  or  the  slightest  inconvenience  arising;  and  finally,  that, 
since  they  can  really  distinguish  the  signals  (although  this  is  oth- 
erwise than  by  color),  their  kind  of  blindness  need  not  call  for  any 
preventive  measures.  It  is  thus  that  a  great  many  persons  still 
reason. 

"  We  do  not  stop  here  to  give  the  testimony  of  experience  on 
this  point  in  our  country.  One  fact  is  certain :  namely,  that  color, 
blindness  in  other  countries  has  caused  numerous  and  very  fatal 
accidents.  Even  if  this  had  not  been  definitely  proved,  it  is  none 
the  less  evident  that  we  have  no  right  to  await  another  such  expe- 
rience before  passing  to  words  and  acts,  and  in  every  way  showing 
that,  notwithstanding  the  numerous  circumstances  which  assist  the 
color-blind  in  responding  to  the  signals,  danger  is  not  wholly 
avoided,  and  the  uncertainty  remains.  This  is  readily  shown. 
Neither  the  fact  that  the  color-blind  have  been  employed  many 
yeai'S  on  the  railroads  without  causing  accident,  or  even  without 
their  defect  being  discovered,  nor  the  circumstances  we  have  cited 
in  explanation  of  this  fact,  furnishes  the  least  assurance  of  security. 

"  A-  typical  color-blind  person  cannot  distinguish  between  red 
and  green.  This  is  an  incontestable  fact,  readily  explained  by 
theory,  and  sufficiently  proved  by  experience.  All  his  judgment 
as  to  the  difference  of  colors  rests,  in  consequence,  on  conjecture. 
If,  perhaps,  exercise  enables  him,  up  to  a  certain  point,  to  distin- 
guish between  the  red  and  green  railroad  lights,  this  is  dependent 
on  the  intensity  of  the  light  telling  him  the»  color.  But  there  is, 
of  course,  great  uncertainty  in  this  means  of  reading  the  signals ; 
and  the  man  who  may  be  right  in  a  certain  number  of  special 
cases  will  surely  go  wrong  in  some  other.  It  is  a  principle  not 
dependent  on  theory,  but  confirmed  by  our  experience  in  examin- 
ing more  than  two  hundred  color-blind;  and  we  may  extend  it 
beyond  the  limits  we  have  here  kept, — in  other  words,  to  the 
majority  of  cases  also  of  incomplete,  or  partial  color  blindness. 
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"That  the  situation  of  the  color-blind  in  respect  to  signals  may 
be  thoroughly  understood,  we  must  here  add  a  few  important 
words  on  the  point.  What  is  the  intensity  of  light  ?  Strictly 
speaking,  it  is  nothing  but  the  force  of  the  impression  of  the  light 
which  our  eye  receives.  This;  however,  is  dependent  on  two 
factors, — one,  the  quantity  of  light  radiating  from  the  object  ob- 
served or  reflected  by  it;  the  other,  the  strength  or  amount  to 
which  the  eye  reacts  to  this,  or,  in  other  words,  the  sensibility  of 
the  subjected  visual  sense.  We  may  readily  understand  that  both 
of  these  factors  are  extremely  variable  under  the  circumstances 
of  the  engineer's  service.  The  amount  of  light  which  comes  to 
his  eye  depends  naturally  on  the  amount  reflected  from  the  col- 
ored object,  or  which,  for  example,  radiates  from  a  railroad  lan- 
tern. It  is  very  evident  that  this  quantity  may  vary  from  many 
causes,  such  as  the  nature  of  the  illuminating  material  and  the 
wick,  the  coloring  matter  of  the  glass,  its  thickness,  the  peculiar 
property  of  the  glass,  etc.  If  a  little  moisture  or"  smoke,  vapor, 
ice,  snow,  etc.,  adheres  to  the  glass,  the  lantern  is  less  luminous. 
A  lantern  illuminates  differently  in  clear  from  what  it  does  in 
foggy  weather.  All  this  may  give  rise  to  mistakes.  But,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  sensibility  of  the  eye  differs  greatly  under  different 
circumstances.  The  nervous  apparatus  of  the  eye  may,  like  all 
other  parts  of  the  system,  vary  in  its  sensitiveness.  The  same 
light  is  brighter  to  a  healthy  eye  in  repose  than  to  an  eye  fatigued 
and  weakened.  Every  modification  of  the  intensity  of  the  light 
is,  however,  for  the  color-blind  a  change  in  color.  From  this  we 
may  judge  how  little  dependence  can  be  placed  upon  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  signals  which  the  color-blind  gain  from  exercise. 

"  Hence,  if  we  admit  among  a  large  number  of  color-blind  an 
extraordinary  faculty  gained  by  the  exercise  of  the  eye  with  differ- 
ent degrees  of  intensity  of  light,  we  must  equally  deny  that  this 
is  sufficient  for  the  security  of  the  roads,  as  we  cannot  be  assured 
of  all  the  lantern-flames  being  of  the  same  strength;  all  the  glass 
of  the  same  kind,  of  the  same  thickness,  purity  of  color,  allowing 
the  radiation  of  the* same  quantity  of  light;  and,  finally,  of  the 
eyes  of  the  employe's  being  always  at  rest  to  the  same  degree,  this 
being  practically  impossible.  No  person  in  his  senses  would  de- 
liberately trust  his  life  in  the  hands  of  an  engineer  who  could 
only  distinguish  the  signals  by  the  difference  in  the  intensity  of 
the  light.  Ask  any  superior  official  of  a  road  if  he  would  be  will- 
ing to  take  charge  of  and  run  a  locomotive,  assuming  the  respon- 
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sibility,  when  uncolored  signals  alone  were  permitted,  and  a  feeble 
light  meant  "  danger,'1''  a  medium  one  "  attention  or  caution"  and 
a  strong  one  "  road  clear.''''  If  he  says  no,  tell  him  that  these  are 
just  the  conditions  under  which  every  color-blind  engineer  has 
performed  his  duties.     The  absurdity  is  evident  at  once. 

"The  aid  an  engineer  can  expect  from  those  within  his  reach  is 
as  little  to  be  depended  on  as  the  intensity  of  the  light,  especially 
as  he  himself  is  directed  to  observe  the  signals,  and  is  responsible 
for  what  happens.  Without  noticing  all  the  possible  cases  when 
he  may  at  the  moment  of  danger  find  himself  without  help,  it  will 
suffice  to  mention  but  a  single  one:  namely,  when  his  neigh- 
bors are  also  color-blind  like  himself. 

"To  sum  up:  we  may  grant  that  a  number  of  circumstances 
concur  in  rendering  railroad  accidents  from  color-blindness  of  the 
personnel  relatively  rare,  even  when  no  measures  have  been  taken 
to  avoid  them,  and  experience  has  fortunately  confirmed  this 
opinion;  but,  on  the  other  hand  it  is  self  evident  that  such  acci- 
dents may  happen  sometimes.  Here  also  experience  testifies;  and 
there  are  probably  many  more  accidents  due  to  this  cause  than 
those  proved  to  have  so  occurred.  Under  these  circumstances  it  is 
the  absolute  duty  of  railroad  managements  and  maratime  authori- 
ties to  look  to  it  that  no  measure  which  can  aid  in  avoiding  the 
possibility  of  these  accidents  shall  be  neglected,  and  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  guard  the  lines  of  communication  in  the  land  and 
on  the  sea  against  all  the  dangers  which  menace  them." 

Direct  testimony  on  these  points  is  of  so  much  value  that  I 
quote  from  Dr.  Magnus,  who  says, — 

"  I  knew  an  engineer  who  was  red -blind.  Red  and  green  were 
absolutely  undistinguishable  to  him;  yet  he  could  tell  the  red  from 
the  green  signal,  from  having  cultivated  his  perception  of  the  differ- 
ence in  the  intensity  of  the  light.  However  valuable  this  capacity 
may  be  for  the  individual  color-blind,  there  is  danger  in  it.  It  may 
happen — and,  no  doubt,  often  does — that  the  color-blind,  by  the  cul- 
tivation of  their  power  of  appreciating  varying  intensities  of  light, 
conceal  their  defect,  and  induce  their  surroundings  to  suppose  that 
they  are  normal-eyed.  But  this  cultivated  power  of  distinguishing 
the  lights  by  difference  of  intensity  must  always  be  a  very  unsafe 
artifice,  which  succeeds  a  hundred  times  to  fail  the  hundred  and 
first.  It  is,  therefore,  a  very  critical  thing  for  a  color-blind  railroad 
employe — for  instance,  an  engineer — to  be  able  to  conceal  his 
defect  for  any  length  of  time.  So  long  as  he  does,  so  long  are  the 
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trains  in  danger  under  his  control;  for  how  readily  may  his  artifice 
fail  him  by  which  alone  he  distinguishes  the  red  and  green  signal- 
lanterns  from  each  other!  Only  the  most  careful  examination  of 
all  railroad  employes  can  protect  the  public,  which,  thanks  to  our 
railroad  authorities,  is  now  conducted  on  all  the  German  lines."

Statement  from  Prof.  Holmgren  as  to  Examinations,  Tests,  etc. 

[Color-Blindness,  etc.,  Pages  179-181.] 

"No  half  way  measures  are  allowable.  All  employes  with 
defective  chromatic  vision  must  be  removed  from  posts  of  danger. 
They  should  be  required  to  distinguish  the  signals  by  their  color 
as  the  normal-eyed  can.  The  violet-blind  may  be  allowed  on  the 
road.  This  defect  is  so  rare  as  to  be  scarcely  ever  met  with.  There 
are,  of  course,  positions  on  the  road  not  requiring  the  reading  the 
signals;  but  it  is  a  bad  plan  not  to  be  able  to  call  on  any  employe 
in  an  emergency.  Any  method  of  testing  for  the  elimination  of 
the  color-blind  will  be  in  place  which  is  ttito  cito  et  jucunde,  the 
carrying  out  of  which  gives  the  best  results  in  the  quickest  time, 
and  is  open  to  the  smallest  amount  of  difficulties  and  misunder- 
standings. We  must  not  fail  to  detect  a  color-blind,  or  prove  that 
an  employe  is  normal-eyed.  "Whilst  there  must  be  no  question  of 
thoroughness,  it  is  to  be  remembered  there  are  hundreds  to  be 
examined,  and  but  little  time  can  be  given  to  each  individual. 
We  cannot  have  heavy  or  costly  apparatus  to  be  transported. 
These  points  are  to  be  considered  in  reference  to  any  method." 

"Testing  should  be  only  in  the  hands  of  those  who  understand 
it.  On  the  roads  and  in  the  marine  the  surgeons  have  the  scien- 
tific knowledge  necessary  to  carry  out  examinations.  On  board 
ship  the  sailors  could  at  least  be  roughly  tested  by  the  captain. 
There  are  cases  where  a  specialist  would  need  to  be  employed  to 
decide  whether  color-blindness  existed  or  not,  as  an  ordinary  sur- 
geon would  shrink  from  answering  because  not  in  a  position  so  to 
do.  So,  also,  a  specialist  would  be  called  upon  to  decide  whether 
the  defect  was  simulated.  There  is  a  difference  to  be  made 
between  those  in,  and  those  seeking,  service.  The  latter  we  can 
have  time  for  individually.  The  former,  where  a  general  examina- 
tion is  undertaken,  requires  from  the  numbers,  great  care  and 
decision.  A  thorough  examination  would  seem  to  insure  safety; 
but  acquired  color-blindness  must  be  remembered.  And  if,  as  is 
claimed,  color-blindness  may  grow  better,  it  also  may  grow  worse; 
hence  the  necessity  of  continued  vigilance,  and  watching  for  cases 
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from  disease  or  injury,  in  addition  to  the  thorough  examination 
for  all  congenital  cases.  The  possibility  of  an  employe  claiming 
to  have  been  made  color-blind  by  accident,  after  having  been 
received  into  service  and  passed  his  color-test,  is  a  matter  also  to 
be  thought  of.  Color-blindness  from  railroad  injury  has  been  found 
by  Dr.  Favre  for  instance.  The  rights  and  claims  of  the  road, 
or  rather  the  public  and  the  individual,  are  often  nicely  balanced, 
and  great  circumspection  is  necessary.  Severe  diseases  like  typhus, 
as  well  as  injuries,  and  also  the  abuse  of  spirit  and  tobacco,  cause 
color-blindness.  Hence,  after  accidents,  the  personnel  interested 
should  be  again  tested,  and  always  any  drinking  men  or  heavy 
smokers  quite  often  looked  after." 

"  After  every  railroad  accident  or  collision  at  sea,  dependent  in 
whole  or  part  on  misunderstanding  colored  signals,  not  only  must 
the  men  directly  at  fault  be  tested,  but  also  all  those  used  as  wit- 
nesses. The  necessity  of  this  is  self-evident.  It  would  be  absurd 
to  punish  any  one  because  a  blind  man  says  he  saw  him  break  a 
rule,  or  let  a  man  go  free  because  a  blind  man  says  he  saw  him 
obey  the  rule.  The  same  as  to  color-signals:  no  witness  should  be 
admitted  who  is  not  proved  to  be  free  from  color-blindness.  This 
is  so  plain  that  discussion  of  it  seems  useless;  but  it  is  not  recog- 
nized by  the  guardians  of  the  law.  The  whole  question  of  color- 
blindness or  not,  when  claimed  or  denied,  must  fall  within  the 
province  and  decision  of  the  specialist  alone." 

"  Granted  now  that  tests  are  introduced,  and  thorough  examina- 
tions carried  out  on  our  roads,  what  is  to  become  of  the  color- 
blind? The  defect,  we  know,  exists  in  all  degrees  of  severity. 
"Whilst  there  will  be  no  doubt  of  the  necessity  of  dismissing  the 
large  majority,  the  decision  as  to  the  others  can  be  determined  by 
the  examiner  consulting  with  the  management,  and  explaining  the 
character  and  degree  of  the  trouble.  The  possible  danger  of  the 
incompletely  color-blind  being  called  upon  to  decide  color  quickly, 
must  never  he  put  out  of  sight,  and  this  may  occur  whatever  his  position 
on  the  road." 

"We  would  again  repeat  that  it  is  the  interest  of  the  manage- 
ment, as  well  as  of  the  public,  to  remove  absolutely  all  difficulties 
and  dangers  arising  from  color-blindness.  This  end  cannot  be 
considered  as  attained  so  long  as  a  single  color-blind  employe  re- 
mains in  the  service.  When  all  color-blind  are  eliminated  is  the 
reform  first  commenced.  It  is  no  less  necessary  to  carefully  test 
periodically  those  with  doubtful  color-sense  allowed  to  continue  in 
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service,  to  find  if  they  are  better  or  worse  ;  and  these  periodical 
examinations  are  necessary  as  long  as  any  with  but  imperfect  color 
sense  are  retained,  and  the  question  remains  undecided  whether 
their  defect  on  the  one  hand  may  improve  or  be  cured,  or,  on  the 
other,  become  worse  or  develop  later." 

"To  settle  positively  these  questions,  periodical  examinations 
must  be  made,  1st,  of  all  with  defective  color  sense,  once  so 
proved  ;  2d,  of  those  who  have  been  injured  ;  3d,  of  the  whole 
personnel,  in  order  to  detect  any  who  have  become  color-blind  with- 
out perceptible  cause.  How  far  these  periodic  tests  should  be  car- 
ried out  depends,  of  course,  on  how  thoroughly  the  original  exam- 
ination has  been,  and  how  strict  our  laws  of  rejection  have  been." 

"  From  what  has  been  said,  we  see  the  absolute  necessity  of  the 
government  and  railroad  administration-  being  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  color-sense  of  their  employes,  and  the  thorough 
testing  and  elimination  of  all  color-blind,  as  also  the  preventing  the 
admission  of  any  such  hereafter  into  service.  Whatever  stand- 
point is  taken,  there  rests  the  very  serious  importance  of  the 
strictest  examination  of  the  entire  personnel.  To  carry  such  out 
with  success,  it  is  of  course,  first  of  all,  necessary  to  have  a  prac- 
tical method  of  testing  that  fulfills  its  purpose  in  every  possible 
direction.  We  lay  all  the  more  stress  on  this  point,  since  we 
believe  that  it  has  been  principally  the  want  of  such  a  method  of 
testing  which  has  hitherto  prevented  the  reform  desired  and  urged 
bv  us." 
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Rules  for  Keeping  Accounts,  and  Forms  for  Annual  Returns 
of  Railroad  Companies,  as  Reported  by  the  Committee  of 
Commissioners  and  Railroad  Accountants,  and  Adopted  at 
the  Convention  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  held  at  Saratoga, 
June  10,  1879. 

The  undersigned,  in  behalf  of  the  committee  on  book-keeping 
and  accounts  appointed  at  the  convention  held  in  Columbus,  Ohio, 
on  the  12th  of  November,  1878,  and  of  the' railroad  accountants 
who  were  requested  to  act  with  said  committee,  respectfully 
report : 

That  in  pursuance  of  their  instructions  to  prepare  a  uniform 
system  of  accounts  and  returns,  this  committee  first  issued  a 
schedule  for  the  consideration  and  criticism  of  those  interested  in 
the  subject,  and  on  the  24th  of  April  last  met  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  with  Messrs.  Leland  of  Ohio,  Shinn  of  Pennsylvania,  Wil 
bur  and  Towne  of  Boston,  railroad  accountants,  where  a  large 
number  of  communications  from  representative  accountants  were 
considered,  and  certain  rules  and  a  form  of  returns  agreed  upon, 
which,  as  finally  amended  and  adopted  at  an  adjourned  meeting, 
held  on  the  10th  inst.,  are  herewith .  submitted,  viz.: 

rules,  etc. 
I. 

All  liabilities  (including  interest  accrued  on  funded  debt)  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  books  in  the  month  when  they  are  incurred, 
without  reference  to  date  of  payment. 

II. 

Expenses  shall  be  charged  each  month  with  such  supplies,  mate- 
rials, etc.,  as  have  been  used  during  that  month,  without  reference 
to  the  time  when  they  were  purchased  or  paid  for. 

III. 

No  expenditure  shall  be  charged  to  property  accounts,  except  it 
be  for  actual  increase  in  construction,  equipments,  or  other  prop- 
erty, unless  it  is  made  on  old  work  in  such  a  way  as  to  clearly 
increase  the  value  of  the  property  over  and  above  the  cost  of 
renewing  the  original  structures,  etc.  In  such  cases  only  the 
amount  of  increased  cost  shall  be  charged,  and  the  amount  allowed 
on  account  of  the  old  work  shall  be  stated. 
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IV. 

Mileage  of  passenger  and  freight  trains  shall  include  only  the 
miles  shown  to  be  run  by  distances  between  stations;  allowances 
made  to  passenger  or  freight  trains  for  switching,  and  all  mileage 
of  switching  engines  computed  on  a  basis  of  eight  miles  per  hour 
for  the  time  of  actual  service,  shall  be  stated  separately. 

V. 

Season-ticket  passengers  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis  of 
twelve  (12)  passengers  per  week  for  the  time  of  each  ticket. 

VI. 

Local  traffic  shall  include  all  passengers  carried  on  local  tickets, 
and  all  freight  carried  at  local  tariff  or  special  local  rates.  All 
other  traffic  shall  be  considered  through.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Taxation  of  Railroads  and  Railroad 
Securities,  as  presented  to  the  Saratoga  Convention. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  convention  of  commission- 
ers to  examine  into  and  report  the  methods  of  taxation,  as  respects 
railroads  and  railroad  securities  now  in  use  in  the  various  States  of 
the  Union,  as  well  as  in  foreign  countries,  and  further  to  report  a 
plan  for  an  equitable  and  uniform  system  for  such  taxation,  at  the 
next  meeting  of  this  convention,  present  the  following  preliminary 
report: 

Shortly  after  the  last  convention  of  commissioners,  your  com- 
mittee issued  a  circular  and  accompanying  interrogatories,  which 
were  sent  to  all  the  State  executives,  and  to  a  large  number  of 
the  leading  railroad  corporations  of  the  country.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  State  Department  at  Washington,  the  representa- 
tives of  the  national  government  at  the  principal  capitals  in  Europe 
were  also  called  upon  for  information  on  the  railway  tax  systems 
there  in  use.  Asa  result,  some  sixty  answers  were,  in  all,  received, 
covering  the  various  States  of  the  Union,  Canada,  England,  Bel- 
gium, Holland,  Germany,  Russia,  Switzerland,  and  Austro-Hun- 
gary.  An  answer  is  still  to  be  received  from  France.  The  infor- 
mation contained  in  these  answers  is  much  of  it  of  great  value, 
presenting  a  large  body  of  facts  bearing  directly  on  a  subject  of 
general  interest.  Your  committee  therefore  now  present  merely  a 
preliminary  report,  giving  the  general  results  of  their  inquiry  and 
the  conclusions  the}''  have  deduced  from  them,  reserving  a  more 
elaborate  presentation  of  the  subject  for  another  time. 

As  respects  the  systems  of  railroad  taxation  now  in  use,  the 
answers  received  by  your  committee  show  very  conclusively  that 
they  are  more  varied  than  had  been  anticipated,  or  than  would  be 
supposed  to  be  possible.  It  may  be  said  that  there  is  no  one 
principle  running  through  the  various  systems  described;  and 
further,  that  there  is  no  method  of  taxation  possible  to  be  devised 
which  is  not  at  this  time  applied  to  railroad  property  in  some  part 
of  this  country.  So  far  as  those  now  well-recognized  principles 
which  should  be  at  the  basis  of  all  systems  of  taxation  are  con- 
cerned, they  would  as  a  rule  seem  to  have  been  utterly  ignored. 
In  two  adjoining  States,  for  instance,  with  roads  belonging  to  one 
company  operating  in  both,  will  be  found  on  one  side  of  the  line  a

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rities  if  held  in  another,  and  they  are  thus  subject  to  an  additional 
levy,  the  amount  of  which  must  practically  depend  upon  the  honesty 
of  the  owner  or  the  astuteness  of  local  tax  gatherers.  The  conclu- 
sion at  which  your  committee  arrived  was  that  all  the  requisites 
of  a  sound  system  were  found  in  taxes  on  real  property  and  on 
gross  receipts,  and  in  no  others, — in  fact,  that  if  these  are  properly 
imposed  no  other  taxes  would  be  necessary,  as  nothing  could  escape 
untaxed.  Under  this  system  the  real  estate  of  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions held  for  corporate  uses  outside  of  their  rights  of  way  would  be 
locally  assessed,  exactly  in  the  same  way  as  the  real  estate  of  private 
persons  or  of  other  corporations  adjoining  it  was  assessed.  There 
would  be  no  distinction  made  in  regard  to  it.  It  is  the  ordinary 
tax  on  real  property.  Beyond  that  a  certain  fixed  percentage, 
established  by  law  and  of  general  application,  should  be  assessed  on 
the  entire  gross  earnings  of  the  corporations,  and  this  should  be 
in  lieu  of  all  forms  of  taxation  on  what  is  known  as  personal  prop- 
erty. Under  this  system  the  rolling  stock  of  the  corporation  would 
not  be  assessable  in  its  own  hands,  nor  its  securities,  whether 
stock  or  bonds,  either  indirectly  through  the  corporation  or  directly 
in  the  hands  of  those  owning  them.  The  entire  burden,  be  the 
same  more  or  less,  would  be  imposed  in  one  lump  on  the  corpora- 
tion and  levied  directly.  It  does  not  need  to  be  pointed  out 
that  this  system  is  perfectly  simple  ;  that  under  it  taxation  is  fixed 
by  a  general  law  and  not  by  local  valuations:  that  it  is  thoroughly 
proportionate,  inasmuch  as  the  amount  levied  depends  on  the 
amount  of  gross  receipts  ;  finally,  it  can  be  ascertained  by  any  one. 
and  it  can  by  no  possibility  be  evaded. 

The  apportionment  of  a  levy  on  gross  receipts  among  the  several 
States  through  which  a  single  railroad  may  run  is  in  this  country 
undoubtedly  attended  with  much  difficulty,  and  the  committee 
have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  subject.  The  conclusion  at 
which  they  have  arrived  is  that  it  should  be  made  a  matter  of 
mutual  understanding  among  the  States,  and  that,  as  the  levies  had 
to  be  independent,  they  should  be  apportioned  according  to  mile- 
age. That  is,  the  real  property  of  the  corporations  being  assessed 
where  situate, — the  terminal  grounds  at  New  Tork  and  Chicago  at 
those  points  and  on  the  basis  of  valuation  there  in  use,  and"  other 
grounds  also  where  located  and  at  the  valuations,  whether  business 
or  agricultural,  of  those  locations. — the  realty  being  thus  disposed 
of,  the  entire  gross  earnings  of  the  corporations  should  be  subject  to 
assessment  by  each  State  through  which  its  road  might  run  in  the 
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proportion  which  the  miles  of  road  in  that  State  bear  to  its  whole 
number  of  miles.  The  percentage  of  the  levy  would  then  be  greater 
or  smaller  according  to  the  law  of  the  State,  but  the  proportion  of 
the  whole  amount  upon  which  the  levy  was  to  be  made  would  be 
fixed  and  always  easy  of  ascertainment. 

The  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  tax  thus  levied  when  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  State  authorities, — whether  it  should  be  retained 
in  the  State  treasury  or  distributed  among  localities,  either  those 
through  which  the  road  might  run,  or  those  in  which  the  holders 
of  its  securities  resided, — would  be  matter  for  adjustment  by  leg- 
islation. The  disposition  to  be  made  of  a  tax  in  no  way  affects  the 
question  of  the  proper  mode  of  levying  it.  In  their  full  report, 
however,  the  committee  will  present  the  methods  now  in  use  on 
this  subject,  and  offer  some  suggestions  as  to  any  improvements 
which  might  be  made  in  them. 

Finally,  the  committee  will  say  that  of  all  the  systems  of  tax- 
ation examined  by  them,  those  in  use  in  England,  among  the  coun- 
tries of  Eui-ope,  and  in  Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  among  the  States 
of  the  Union,  seem  to  them  most  intelligent  and  in  conformity  with 
correct  principles.  The  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  systems  would 
seem  to  be  especially  commendable.  The  systems  in  use  in  many 
of  the  older  States,  on  the  contrary,  and  notably  in  the  States  of 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio,  are  very  cum- 
bersome and  present  hardly  any  features  worthy  of  study  or  imita- 
tion. The  subject  is  one  which  evidently  has  in  this  country 
received  very  little  mature  consideration.  It  is  one  also  which,  in 
view  of  the  influence  and  direct  interest  of  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions, ought  not  to  be  difficult  of  adjustment  on  correct  principles. 
To  such  an  adjustment  your  committee  have  hopes  that  the  more 
elaborate  report  they  now  have  in  preparation,  and  of  which  the 
points  only  are  here  submitted,  will  materially  contribute.  They 
would,  therefore,  ask  that  the  conclusions  thus  generally  stated 
may  be  accepted  by  the  convention,  and  that  permission  be  given 
them  to  report  hereafter  more  at  length  and  in  print.

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MEMORIAL 
In  relation  to  a  Uniform  Date  for  Returns. 
To  the  Legislatures  of  the  various  States  of  the  Union : 

Gentlemen, — At  a  meeting  of  Railroad  Commissioners  held  at 
Columbus,  Ohio,  on  the  12th  day  of  November,  1878,  it  was  voted, 
"That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  mature  a  form  of  re- 
turns and  system  of  uniform  railroad  book-keeping,  so  far  as  the 
same  is  practicable,  and  that  the  said  committee  be  instructed  to 
invite  the  co-operation  of  the  leading  railroad  accountants  of  the 
country  in  the  performance  of  this  duty,  and  that  they  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  this  convention."  This  was  the  first  general 
attempt  to  unite  in  this  work  the  authority  requiring  such  returns 
and  the  corporations  by  whom  they  were  to  be  made,  and  the  uni- 
versal approval  with  which  it  was  received  was  alike  an  indorse- 
ment of  its  correctness  and  a  guarantee  of  its  success. 

The  committee  and  accountants  prepared  a  schedule  which, 
while  calling  for  nothing  more  than  any  railroad  company  ought  to 
be  able  easily  to  furnish,  will  enable  any  one,  whether  investor, 
student,  or  legislator,  to  determine  for  himself  many  of  those 
matters  which  are  essential  to  intelligent  action. 

This  schedule  was  approved  at  the  meeting  of  Commissioners 
hold  en  at  Saratoga  on  the  10th  of  June  last,  as  the  basis  upon 
which  the  returns  in  all  the  States  should  be  made.  It  was, 
however,  the  general  sentiment  of  the  convention  that  the  advan- 
tages of  agreement  in  the  form  of  the  returns  would  be  but  par- 
tially realized  unless  uniformity  in  the  time  of  making  the  returns 
was  also  secured;  and  after  full  discussion  it  was 

Voted,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  convention  the  30th  day  of 
June  is  the  most  generally  convenient  date  for  closing  the  yearly 
accounts  of  railroad  corporations,  and  it  is  hereby  recommended 
for  adoption  in  all  the  States. 

It  was  also 

Voted,  That  the  present  committee  on  accounts  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  memorial  on  this  subject,  to  be  presented  on  behalf  of 
this  convention  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States  at  their 
next  sessions,  and  that  as  Commissioners  we  will  use  our  best 
endeavors  to  secure  a  favorable  consideration  of  the  same. 

The  expression  of  the  convention  we  believe  to  be  the  universal 
sentiment  of  those  interested  in  the  subject  in  any  capacity.     To 
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require  that  the  railroad  companies  make  their  returns  at  a  uni- 
form time  and  in  a  uniform  manner,  we  believe  to  be  the  most 
important  step  towards  acquiring  correct  and  exact  information  in 
regard  to  this  greatest  material  interest  in  our  country. 

In  accordance,  therefore,  with  the  vote  above  quoted,  we,  as  the 
committee  therein  referred  to,  recommend  the  passage  of  such  en- 
actments as  will  fix  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  for  railroad  corpora- 
tions on  the  30th  day  of  June.

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PINAL   REPORT   OF   THE  COMMITTEE    ON   TAXATION 
OP  RAILROADS  AND  RAILROAD '  SECURITIES. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  (Columbus)  convention  of 
railroad,  commissioners  to  examine  into  and  report  the  methods  of 
taxation,  as  respects  railroads  and  railroad  securities,  now  in  use 
in  the  various  States  of  the  Union,  as  well  as  in  foreign  countries; 
and  further  to  report  a  plan  for  an  equitable  and  uniform  system 
for  such  taxation,  present  the  following 

REPORT. 

Shortly  after  the  last  convention  of  commissioners,  your  com- 
mittee issued  a  circular  and  accompanying  interrogatories  in  rela- 
tion to  the  matter  referred  to  them  for  investigation,  which  were 
sent  to  all  the  State  Executives,  and  to  a  large  number  of  the  lead- 
ing railroad  corporations  of  the  country.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  the  State  Department  at  Washington,  the  representatives  of  the 
national  government  at  the  principal  capitals  in  Europe  were  also 
called  upon  for  information  on  the  railway  tax  systems  there  in 
use.  As  a  result,  some  sixty  answers  were  in  all  received,  cover- 
ing the  various  States  of  the  Union,  Canada,  England,  Prance, 
Belgium,  Holland,  Germany,  Russia,  Switzerland,  and  Austro- 
Hungary.  The  information  contained  in  these  answers  is  much 
of  it  of  great  value,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  documents  relat- 
ing to  the  systems  of  taxation  in  use  in  foreign  countries.  These 
the  committee  have  printed  in  full  as  part  of  the  present  report,  as 
the  facts  and  statements  contained  in  them  are  not  elsewhere  to  be 
found  in  any  easily  accessible  shape.  A  compendium  of  the  sys- 
tems in  use  in  all  the  States  of  the  Union  has  been  prepared,  and 
likewise  forms  a  part  of  this  report. 

On  examining  this  compendium  of  State  systems  in  present  use  in 
this  country,  it  will  at  once  be  observed  that  they  are  much  more 
varied  than  would  naturally  be  supposed,  or  perhaps  than  would 
have  been  thought  possible.  Generally  it  may  be  said  that  there 
is  no  one  principle  running  through  the  various  systems  described ; 
and  further,  that  there  is  no  method  of  taxation  possible  to  be 
devised  which  is  not  at  this  time  applied  to  railroad  property  in 
some  part  of  this  country.  So  far  as  those  now  well  recognized 
principles  which  should  be  at  the  basis  of  all  systems  of  taxation 
are  concerned,  they  would  as  a  rule  seem  to  have  been  utterly 
11 
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ignored.  In  two  adjoining  States,  for  instance,  with  roads  belong- 
ing to  one  company  operating  in  both,  will  be  found  on  one  side 
of  the  line  a  system  simple,  direct,  equitable,  imposing  a  moderate 
and  fixed  burden  from  which  there  is  no  escape,  while  on  the  other 
side  of  the  line  will  be  met  a  system  which  can  be  said  to  be  based 
on  nothing  more  reliable  than  arbitrary  guess-work.  In  certain  States, 
the  railroads  are  apparently  looked  upon  as  a  species  of  wind-fall,  from 
which  everything  which  can  be  exacted  in  the  way  of  taxation  is 
so  much  pure  gain.  In  other  States  they  escape  with  very  slight 
and  wholly  disproportionate  burdens.  The  franchise  tax,  the 
gross  and  net  earnings  tax,  the  personal  property  tax,  the  realty 
tax,  are  all  met  with  indiscriminately;  applied  sometimes  by  local 
boards,  sometimes  by  boards  of  State  equalization,  but  almost  inva- 
riably in  utter  disregard  of  any  principle. 

A  more  striking,  and  in  some  respects  discouraging  example  of 
general  confusion  as  regards  an  important  matter  of  fiscal  legisla- 
tion could  hardly  be  imagined. 

The  conclusions  reached  by  the  committee  as  the  result  of  their 
investigations  can  be  very  briefly  stated.  The  requisites  of  a  cor- 
rect system  of  railroad,  as  of  other  taxation,  are  that  it  should,  in 
so  far  as  it  is  possible,  be  simple,  fixed,  proportionate,  easily  ascer- 
tainable, and  susceptible  of  ready  levy.  Very  few  of  the  systems 
now  in  use  in  this  country  were  found  to  possess  any  of  these  requi- 
sites. So  far  from  being  fixed,  they  are  most  of  them  extremely 
arbitrary  and  fluctuating.  Neither  are  they .  proportionate,  as  in 
some  cases  the  measure  of  valuation  is  the  market  price  of  securi- 
ties; in  others,  the  arbitrary  estimates  of  appraisers;  in  yet  others, 
gross  receipts;  and  in  others,  local  assessment.  That  the  tax 
should  be  almost  impossible  of  ascertainment  under  these  circum- 
stances does  not  need  to  be  said.  As  to  being  susceptible  of  ready 
levy,  any  tax  assessed  on  and  paid  by  a  railroad  corporation  is 
that;  but  it  would  appear  that  a  large  portion  of  the  taxes  now 
nominally  levied  must  either  be  evaded,  or  else  are  in  the  nature 
of  double  taxation,  for  the  securities  on  which  they  are  assessed  are 
in  the  eye  of  the  law  personal  property,  assessable  at  the  residence 
of  the  owner.  If,  therefore,  these  securities,  whether  bonds  or 
stock,  are  taxed  to  the  corporations  in  the  State  where  its  road  is 
situated,  they  are  as  personal  property  subject  to  a  further  tax  in 
the  place  of  the  holder's  residence,  if  he  happens  to  reside  in 
another  State;  if  such  securities  are  not  taxed  to  the  corporations, 
then,  whether  they  are  taxed  at  all  must  depend  on  the  honesty 
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of  the  holder  wherever  he  lives,  or  the  astuteness  of  the  local 
tax-gatherer.  The  utmost  .  inducement  to  fraud  and  evasion 
is  thus  systematically  held  out.  For  the  conscientious  holder  of 
stock  or  bonds  there  raay  be  no  escape  from  double  taxation  of  the 
most  oppressive  kind,  while  for  the  unscrupulous  the  door  for  eva- 
sion is  wide  open. 

The  conclusion  at  which  your  committee  arrived  was  that  all  the 
requisites  of  a  sound  system  were  found  in  taxes  on  real  property 
and  on  gross  receipts,  and  in  no  others ; — in  fact,  that  when  these 
were  properly  imposed,  no  other  taxes  were  or  could  be  necessary, 
as  nothing  would  escape  untaxed.  Under  this  system  the  real 
estate  of  the  railroad  corporations,  held  for  corporate  use,  outside 
of  their  right  of  way,  would  be  locally  assessed  exactly  in  the  same 
way  as  the  real  estate  of  private  persons,  or  of  other  corporations 
adjoining  it,  was  assessed.  There  would  be  no  distinction  made  in 
regard  to  it.  It  is  the  ordinary  tax  on  real  property.  Beyond 
that  a  certain  fixed  percentage,  established  by  law  and  of  general 
application,  should  be  assessed  on  the  entire  gross  earnings  of  the 
corporations,  and  this  should  be  in  lieu  of  all  forms  of  taxation  on 
what  is  known  as  personal  property.  Under  this  system  the  roll- 
ing stock  of  the  corporation  would  not  be  assessable ;  nor  its  secur- 
ities, whether  stock  or  bonds,  either  indirectly  through  the  corpor- 
ation, or  directly  in  the  hands  of  those  owning  them.  The  entire 
burden,  be  the  same  more  or  less,  would  be  imposed  in  one  lump 
on  the  corporation,  and  levied  directly.  It  does  not  need  to  be 
pointed  out  that  this  system  is  perfectly  simple;  that  under  it  tax- 
ation is  fixed  by  a  general  law,  and  not  by  local  valuations ;  that  it 
is  thoroughly  proportionate,  inasmuch  as  the  amount  levied  depends 
on  the  amount  of  gross  receipts;  finally,  it  can  be  ascertained  by 
any  one,  and  can,  by  no  possibility,  be  evaded. 

The  apportionment  of  a  levy  on  gross  receipts  among  the  several 
States  through  which  a  single  railroad  may  run  is,  in  this  country, 
undoubtedly  attended  with  much  difficulty,  and  the  committee  have 
given  careful  consideration  to  the  subject.  The  conclusion  at 
which  they  have  arrived  is  that  it  should  be  made  a  matter  of 
mutual  understanding  among  the  States,  and  that,  as  the  levies 
must  be  independent,  they  should  be  apportioned  according  to  mile- 
age. That  is,  real  estate  owned  by  each  corporation,  outside  of  its 
right  of  way,  should  be  locally  assessed  where  it  is  situated,  with- 
out regard  to  the  fact  that  it  belongs  to  a  corporation  and  is  used  for 
railroad  purposes.     The  vast  and  costly  terminal  grounds  in  New 
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York,  Chicago,  and  all  the  other  great  trade  centers,  would  thus 
be  locally  taxed  at  those  centers,  and  on  the  basis  of  valuation  for 
similar  adjoining  land  there  in  use.  Real  estate  in  the  country,  on 
the  other  hand,  would  be  taxed  at  the  country  or  agricultural  val- 
uation. The  realty  outside  of  the  right  of  way  being  thus  disposed 
of  for  purposes  of  taxation  on  fixed  principles  easily  understood, 
the  entire  gross  earnings  of  the  corporations  should  be  subject  to 
assessment  by  each  State  through  which  its  road  might  run  in  the 
proportion  which  the  miles  of  the  road  in  that  State  bear  to  its 
whole  number  of  miles.  The  percentage  of  the  levy  would  then 
be  greater  or  smaller  according  to  the  law  of  the  State,  but  the 
proportion  of  the  whole  amount  upon  which  the  levy  was  to  be 
made  would  be  fixed  and  always  easy  of  ascertainment.  The  dis- 
position to  be  made  of  the  tax  thus  levied,  when  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  State  authorities — whether  it  should  be  retained  in 
the  State  Treasury  or  distributed  among  localities,  either  those 
through  which  the  road  might  run,  or  those  in  which  the  holders 
of  its  securities  reside — would  be  matter  for  adjustment  by  legisla- 
tion. It  could  either  be  retained  in  the  State  Treasury,  or  paid 
back  into  the  local  treasuries  of  the  counties  or  towns  in  which  the 
roads  are  located  on  mileage  proportions,  or  rateably  distributed 
among  all  the  municipalities  of  the  State.  It  is  a  tax  on  transpor- 
tation, whether  of  persons  or  property.  It  is  very  possibly  as 
equitable  a  method  of  raising  money  by  taxation  as  can  be  devised. 
If  it  could,  therefore,  once  be  uniformly  and  properly  adjusted, 
the  distribution  of  the  results  of  the  tax  would  present  very  few 
difficulties.  All  communities  and  every  part  of  each  community 
are  dependent,  more  or  less  directly,  on  railroad  transportation.  A 
general  tax  upon  it,  if  properly  imposed,  would  be  felt  not 
unequally  by  all,  and  might,  perhaps,  not  unjustly  be  shared  by 
all.  As  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  accompanying  reports  this 
method  of  imposing  an  indirect  tax  is  not  uncommon  in  Europe. 
In  France  especially  a  large  revenue,  which  has  amounted  to  more 
than  $20,000,000  a  year,  has  been  thus  levied.  This  is  not,  how- 
ever, properly  a  railroad  tax  ;  but  rather  a  tax  collected  through 
the  instrumentality  of  the  railroads,  the  companies  operating  them 
being,  in  so  far,  used  as  tax-gatherers. 

Recurring,  however,  to  the  railroad  tax  proper, — that  is,  to  the 
sum  collected  from  the  railroads  as  their  fairly  proportionate  part 
of  the  commou  burden, — where  this  tax  is  now  levied  as  an  entirety 
by  the  State  government,  the  most  usual  method  of  distribution  is  to 
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divide  it  among  the  counties  and  municipalities  through  which 
.each  road  runs  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  it  therein.  In  Mas- 
sachusetts the  tax  is  paid  over  to  the  place  of  residence  of  the 
individual  stockholder,  and  any  undistributed  balance  is  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  the  State.  In  Michigan  the  whole  amount  of  the 
tax  is  paid  to  and  retained  by  the  State,  being  devoted  to  special 
purposes.  In  Mississippi,  where  there  is  a  franchise  tax,  one-half 
of  it  goes  to  the  counties  through  which  the  road  runs,  the  balance 
to  the  State.  In  New  Hampshire,  again,  one-fourth  of  the  tax  is 
paid  to  the  towns  through  which  the  road  passess,  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  expended  in  each  town  for  right  of  way  and  taxes. 
The  other  three-quarters  is  divided  among  the  towns  in  proportion 
to  the  stock  owned  therein.  In  this  respect,  therefore,  as  in  all 
others,  the  existing  State  systems  afford  every  variety  of  precedent. 
The  disposition  to  be  made  of  a  tax  after  it  is  collected  in  no  way, 
however,  affects  the  question  of  the  proper  method  of  collecting  it. 
It  must  so  largely  depend  on  local  exigencies,  that  no  general  rule 
regulating  it  would  seem  to  be  possible. 

Finally,  the  committee  will  say  that  of  all  the  systems  of  taxa- 
tion examined  by  them,  those  in  use  in  England  among  the  coun- 
tries of  Europe,  and  in  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  among  the  States 
of  the  Union,  seem  to  them  most  intelligent  and  in  conformity 
with  correct  principles.  The  Michigan  and  "Wisconsin  systems 
would  seem  to  be  especially  commendable.  The  systems  in  use  in 
many  of  the  older  States,  on  the  contrary,  and  notably  in  the  States 
of  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio,  are  very 
cumbersome,  and  present  hardly  any  features  worthy  of  study  or 
imitation. 

That  of  Massachusetts  for  instance  is  based  upon  no  recognized 
principle,  would  admit  of  evasions  in  a  most  obvious  way,  and  is 
impossible  of  any  general  application.  The  fundamental  idea  with  it 
is  that  the  capital  stock  represents  the  property,  and  that  its  mar- 
ket value  will,  therefore,  approximately  measure  it  for  purposes  of 
taxation.  A  heavily  bonded  road  under  this  system  practically 
escapes  taxation  ;  and,  again,  where  the  stock  is  owned  outside  of 
the  State  in  which  the  road  is  situated  the  tax  levied  on  it  inures 
not  to  the  State  of  the  owner's  residence,  but  to  that  in  which  the 
property  is  located.  Under  such  a  system  it  hardly  needs  to  be 
said  that  the  taxation  fluctuates  widely  in  amount,  and  that,  the 
amount  of  debt  behind  the  capital  stock  being  disregarded,  the 
burden  bears  little  or  no  necessary  relation  to  actual  earning  capa- 
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city,  whether  net  or  gross.  Clumsy  and  devoid  of  scientific  merit 
as  it  unquestionably  is,  however,  the  Massachusetts  system  would  * 
seem  to  be  preferable  to  that  still  in  use  in  New  York,  concerning 
which  the  State  assessors,  in  their  annual  report  for  1873,  expressed 
the  opinion  that  under  it  there  was  '  no  uniform  rule  for  any  road 
in  any  county,  each  assessor  being  governed  entirely  by  his  own 
views."  In  certain  towns  the  railroads  appear  to  pay  about  one- 
third  of  the  entire  taxes,  while  the  assessed  valuation  in  1878 
varied  from  $400  per  mile  to  $100  per  rod.  The  "  difference  in  the 
assessment  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  road,  where 
for  all  the  purposes  that  the  road  can  be  used  it  is  of  the  same  value 
to  the  company,  is  $24,000  per  mile.  In  short,  it  is  scarcely  an 
exaggeration  to  say  that  the  assessments  are  as  unlike  as  the  com- 
plexion, temperament,  and  dispositions  of  the  assessors."  It  does 
not  need  to  be  pointed  out  that  a  system  such  as  this,  and  it  is  the 
system  in  most  general  use,  compels  the  corporations  in  self-defense 
to  an  active  participation  in  local  politics.  Indeed,  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  as  a  system  it  is  open  to  almost  every  conceivable 
objection. 

It  does  not  seem  necessary  to  proceed  in  the  enumeration  of 
States,  as  the  objections  to  which  the  system  of  each  is  open  will 
readily  suggest  themselves  to  any  one  at  all  familiar  with  the  prin- 
ciples of  correct  taxation,  on  reference  to  the  accompanying 
abstract  of  those  systems.  It  is  very  apparent  that  the  subject  of 
railroad  taxation  is  one  which  in  this  country  has  as  yet  received 
very  little  mature  consideration.  With  a  view  to  affording  some 
basis  for  better  legislation,  the  committee  submit  with  the  accom- 
panying documents  the  following  form  of  law,  in  which  the  phrase- 
ology of  the  Michigan  statute  has  been  very  closely  followed.

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DRAFT    OF    LAW. 

Section  1.  Every  corporation,  person,  or  association  owning 
or  operating  any  railroad  or  any  portion  thereof  in  this  State  shall, 
on  or  before  day  of  in  each  year,  pay  to  the  State 

Treasurer  an  annual  tax  upon  the  gross  receipts  of  said  railroad, 
computed  in  the  following  manner,  viz. :  iipon  all  gross  receipts  not 
exceeding  thousand  dollars  in  amount  per  mile  of  road  actu- 

ally operated,  per  cent,  of  such  gross  earnings  ;  upon  such  gross 
receipts  in  excess  of  thousand  dollars  per  mile  so  operated, 

per  cent,  thereof  ;  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  upon 
the  property,  capital  stock,  or  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  such 
corporations,  except  such  real  estate  as  lies  outside  of  the  location 
for  a  right  of  way  exclusively,  not  exceeding  rods  in  width. 

Sec  2.  The  real  estate  lying  outside  of  such  location  shall  be 
liable  to  taxation  in  the  same  manner  as  other  real  estate  in  the 
same  place. 

Seo.  3.  When  a  railroad  lies  partly  within  and  partly  without 
this  State,  there  shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury  such  propor- 
tion of  the  tax  imposed  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  as  the  length 
of  its  operated  road  in  this  State  bears  to  the  whole  length  thereof.

AUSTRIA 

Legation  of  the  United  States, 
Vienna,  Makch  15,  1879. 
Sir: — In  obedience  to  your  instructions  under  date  of  February 
18,  1879,  requesting  information  touching  the  system  of  taxation 
of  railroads  in  this  Empire,  1  have  now  the  honor  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report.  The  system  of  the  two  halves  of  the  Empire  being 
established  independently,  as  of  two  independent  States,  I  give 
first  that  of 

AUSTRIA. 

1.  "On  what  general  recognized  principle,  if  any,  is  the  rail- 
road taxation  of  Austria-Hungary  based  ?  " 

A.  On  that  of  absolute  assimilation  to  the  system  of  taxation 
applied  to  individuals.  The  corporation  is  treated  as  if  it  were  an 
individual  owning  the  same  property. 

2.  "  In  how  far  are  the  railroads  taxed  as  owners  of  realty?" 
A.     All  their  realty  is  taxed.     Their  land  which  is  taken  for 

the  line  from  the  adjoining  agricultural  lands  continues  to  be 
taxed  as  land  at  the  same  rate  as  the  lands  adjoining  it.  Their 
town  real  estate  is  taxed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  neighboring- 
private  real  estate  is  taxed. 

There  is  for  all  owners  of  realty  a  ground  tax  distinguishing 
between  the  value  of  the  land  and  of  the  buildings  erected  thereon. 
The  same  rule  and  rate  apply  to  railroad  real  property  in  the 
town. 
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3.  "  In  liow  far  as  holders  of  personalty  ?  " 

A.  They  are  considered  as  having  no  personalty  which  is  not 
either  produced  or  represented  by  franchise  or  income,  or  net 
earnings  of  some  sort. 

And  all  these  are  taxed  on  the  same  principle  as  those  of  indi- 
viduals. In  Austria  all  enterprises  (Enverbe)  business  undertak- 
ings are  taxed,  whether  undertaken  by  an  individual  or  a  share 
company,  from  that  of  a  shoemaker  to  that  of  construction  of  a 
great  railroad.  All  are  regarded  in  a  certain  sense  as  franchises, 
and  so  are  annually  taxed,  but  usually  to  a  very  small  amount. 

4.  "  In  how  far  are  they  subject  to  a  franchise  tax  ?  " 

A.  They  are  subject  to  no  franchise  tax  differing  in  principle 
from  that  applied,  as  above  stated,  to  individuals  (Erwerbsteuer.) 
The  amount  of  the  original  concession  or  franchise  tax  in  the  case 
of  share  railroads  is  fl.  15.75,  or  about  $7.55  per  annum,  a  trifling 
amount,  of  little  significance  except  as  maintaining  the  principle  of 
a  franchise  tax.  But  there  is  also  by  law  an  additional  annual  tax 
on  the  enterprise  (Erioerbsteuer)  regulated  according  to  its  capital 
and  extent,  and  reaching  at  the  highest  1,575  florins  in  the  case  of 
the  largest  enterprises,  and  as  the  ordinary  tax. 

5.  "In  how  far  is  their  stock  taxed  as  personalty  to  its  owners  ?  " 
A.     Each  share  usually  represents  the  nominal  value  of  two 

hundred  florins,  with  the  exception,  I  believe,  of  the  Nordbahn, 
where  they  are  issued  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  florins  per  share. 
The  issue  of  shares  and  of  provisional  certificates  is  subject  to  a 
stamp  duty  of  fl.  1t2q\  for  each  fl.  200  of  nominal  value.  The 
issue  of  priority  bonds,  issued  b}r  the  company  to  their  purchasers, 
is  taxed  at  the  same  rate  except  that  when  the  bonds  are  tempo- 
rary, having  less  than  ten  years  to  run,  and  are  issued  in  a  partic- 
ular name,  the  rate  of  tax  is  reduced  to  fl.  ly^V  f°r  each  fl.  400  of 
nominal  value  that  is  to  say,  is  reduced  one-half. 

When  the  bonds  or  shares  bear  coupons  calling  for  twenty  flor- 
ins or  less,  each  coupon  bears  a  stamp  tax  of  seven  Kreuzers  (3-i 
cents).  When  the  coupon  calls  for  larger  sums,  the  stamp  duty 
is  smaller  in  amount.  These  stamp  duties  properly  affect  the 
owner  of  the  coupon,  but  are  in  fact  usually  assumed  and  paid  by 
the  company. 

There  appears  to  be  no  annual  tax  upon  shares  as  such.  But 
income  from  them  is  fully  taxed  to  the  owner  at  the  income  rate 
fixed  by  law. 

12 
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6.  "  What  taxes  are  levied  on  the  receipts  of  the  companies, 
whether  net  or  gross  ?  " 

A.     Net  receipts  are  ascertained  as  follows : 

All  collections  of  money  for  transport,  whether  of  passengers, 
luggage,  freight,  express  goods,  or  other  transport  charges,  and  all 
sums  derived  from  the  letting  or  rent,  or  other  usufruct,  of  prop- 
erty which  is  not  subject  to  other  taxation — as  to  the  land  and 
house  tax,  for  example — constitutes  the  gross  receipts.  From  this 
aggregate  may  be  deducted  the  sums  disbursed — 

(a).     For  expenses  of  the  administration  of  the  company. 

(b).     For  current  running  expenses. 

(c).  For  maintenance  of  the  road,  including  repairs,  replace- 
ment of  perishable  property,  of  rails,  bridges. 

(d).  All  stamps  and  taxes  paid  in  the  course  of  their  business, 
and  generally  all  expenses  incurred  for  conducting  their  enterprise, 
and  for  maintaining  an  efficient  condition  of  all  its  parts. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  may  not  be  deducted  from  the  gross 
income — 

(o).     Their  payments  of  interest. 

(b).  The  annual  quotas  paid  for  the  liquidation  of  the  capital, 
or  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  enterprise,  nor  any  repayment  of 
capital. 

(c).     The  fees  paid  to  the  directors  for  their  services. 

(c/).  The  contributions  made  by  the  company  to  the  pension 
fund  for  their  employes. 

The  balance  thus  ascertained  constitutes  the  net  income  of  the 
enterprise.  The  average  of  these  net  sums  for  three  years  is  taken 
as  the  net  annual  taxable  income  of  the  enterprise.  From  this  the 
franchise  taxes  (Erwerbsteuer)  are  deducted.  Upon  the  residue 
an  income  tax  of  5$  is  fixed  as  the  regular  annual  tax  for  the  next 
tax  period  of  three  years. 

The  taxes  above-mentioned  are  the  regular  legal  rates,  the  ordi- 
narium.  But  in  late  years  the  necessities  of  the  treasury  have 
increased.  The  annual  finance  law  now  establishes  the  additional 
levy  to  be  made  on  this  property,  so  that,  in  fact,  the  present  taxes 
are  the  double  of  the  ordinarium  on  income  and  franchise — that  is 
to  say,  amount  to  10$  on  the  net  income,  and  in  the  case  of  the  high- 
est franchise  to  3,150  florins  (Erwerbsteuer). 

N.  B. — The  foregoing  system  is  applied  to  the  established  and 
prosperous  roads.     Exceptions  are  made  by  law  in  favor  of  young 
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and  unprofitable  enterprises,  which  are  sometimes  relieved  from 

some  of  these  burdens  by  special  enactments

Sir,  —  .  ...  In  the  first  place,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the 
taxation  of  railroads,  railroad  property,  securities,  and  personalty 
is  at  what  might  be  called  its  minimum  in  Canada  ;  and  com- 
plaints by  railway  corporations  of  excessive  taxation  are  of  rare 
occurrence. 

In  every  case  where  an  over-assessment  occurs,  there  is  a  muni- 
cipal court  of  revision  to  which  appeal  may  be  made,  and  if  such 
appeal  be  over-ruled  therein,  application  for  relief  may  be  made  to 
the  county  court  judge  of  the  county  in  which  the  tax  is  levied, 
who  is  empowered  to  examine  on  oath  all  parties  interested  ;  and 
after  hearing  evidence  as  to  value,  his  decision  as  to  the  proper 
assessment  shall  be  final. 

The  railway  interests  of  the  country  are  zealously  protected  by 
the  legislature. 

In  reply  to  your  questions  I  shall  answer  them  seriatim  : 

1st  Question. — "  Upon  what  general  recognized  principle,  if  any, 
is  the  railway  taxation  of  the  State  in  question  based  ?" 

Answer. — There  are  no  definite  rules  relative  to  taxation  except 
those  laid  down  in  the  Assessment  of  Property  Act  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  32  Victoria.  Chapter  XXXVI,  Section  7  of  this  act  reads 
as  follows : 

"  The  real  estate  of  all  railway  companies  is  to  be  considered  as 
lands  of  residents,  although  the  company  may  not  have  an  office 
in  the  municipality  ;  except  in  case  where  a  company  ceases  to 
exercise  its  corporate  powers  through  insolvency  or  otherwise." 

And  Section  33  reads  : 

"  Every  railway  company  shall  annually  transmit,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  February,  to  the  clerk  of  every  municipality  in 
which  any  part  of  the  roadway,  or  other  real  property  of  the  com- 
pany is  situated,  a  statement  showing  :  first,  the  quantity  of  land 
occupied  by  the  roadway,  and  the  actual  value  thereof,  according 
to  the  average  value  of  land  in  the  locality,  as  rated  on  the  assess- 
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merit  roll  of  trie  previous  year  ;  secondly,  the  real  property,  other 
than  the  roadway,  in  actual  use  and  occupation  by  the  company, 
and  its  value  ;  and  thirdly,  the  vacant  land  not  in  actual  use.  by  the 
company,  and  the  value  thereof,  as  if  held  for  farming  or  garden- 
ing purposes ;  and  the  clerk  of  the  municipality  shall  communi- 
cate such  statement  to  the  assessor,  who  shall  deliver  at,  or  transmit 
by  post,  to  any  station  or  office  of  the  company  a  notice  addressed 
to  the  company,  of  the  total  amount  at  which  he  has  assessed  the 
real  property  of  the  company  in  his  municipality  or  ward,  showing 
the  amount  for  each  description  of  property  mentioned  in  the 
above  statement  of  the  company." 

2d  Question.  "  In  how  far  are  the  corporations  taxed  as  holders 
of  realty?" 

Answer.  Keal  estate  consists,  under  the  act,  of  the  right  of  way 
and  other  lands  acquired  by  the  corporation  for  station  grounds, 
shops,  and  borrowpits,  and  any  lands  requisite  for  the  use  and 
convenience  of  the  railway  proper.  These  lands  are  taxed  pro 
rata  with  those  adjoining,  both  in  town  and  country,  the  assessor 
basing  his  estimate  of  value  on  the  land  itself,  irrespective  of  the 
improvements  on  adjoining  property. 

Superstructure,  excepting  buildings,  is  exempt  from  taxation,  as 
are  also  rolling-stock,  engines,  machinery,  rails,  sleepers,  etc. 

I  may  here  add,  that  it  is  provided  by  Act  of  Parliament  that 
municipalities  may,  at  their  discretion,  exempt  railway  property 
from  taxation  of  every  kind.  This  is  accomplished  by  a  simple 
resolution  in  the  municipal  council  of  the  town  or  township  in 
which  the  property  in  question  is  situated. 

3d  Question.     ;'  In  how  far  as  holders  of  personalty  ?" 

Answer.     Personalty  is  not  ratable." 

Jf.th  Question.     "  In  how  far  are  they  subject  to  franchise  ?" 

.  I    i  wer.     There  is  no  franchise  tax. 

5th  Question.  "  In  how  far  is  their  stock  taxed  as  personalty  to 
the  owners  thereof?" 

Answer.  Their  stock  is  not  taxed,  being  exempted  by  clause 
17,  Section  9,  Assessment  Act  of  Ontario,  32  Victoria,  Chapter 
XXXVI,  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"Exemptions :  The  stock  held  by  any  person  in  any  railway 
company." 

Oth  Question.  "  What  taxes  are  levied  on  the  receipts  of  the 
company,  whether  gross  or  net?" 

Answer.     No  taxes  are  levied  on  the  receipts  of  the  company. 
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7th  Question.     "  Where  and  how  is  rolling  stock  taxed  ?" 

Answer.     Boiling  stock  is  not  taxed. 

8th  Question.     -'How  are  the  local  taxes  levied,  etc.  ?" 

Answer.  Each  municipality  and  school  section  collects  its  own 
taxes.  County  and  township  rates,  and  statutory  road  labor,  are 
payable  to  the  collector  or  township  clerk,  according  to  conven- 
ience. If  paid  to  the  latter,  he  remits  the  county  rates  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  county. 

9th  Question.  "What  process  of  appeal  is  provided  in  cases  of 
excessive  assessment  ?" 

Answer.  Court  of  revision,  composed  of  members  of  the  mu- 
nicipal council,  and  a  further  appeal  to  the  judge  of  the  county 
court.

BELGIUM.

Sir, — Referring  to  your  No.  31,  asking  for  particulars 

of  railroad  taxation  in  Belgium 

The  minister  now  proceeds  to  answer  in  detail  the  questions  pro- 
pounded, 1st  and  6th.  "  On  what  general  recognized  principle,  if 
any,  is  the  taxation  of  the  railroads  in  Belgium  based  ?"  "  What 
taxes  are  levied  upon  the  receipts  of  the  companies,  whether  net 
or  gross  ?  " 

The  first  article  of  the  law  of  the  21st  of  May,  1819,  upon  the 
license  duty,  sanctions  the  following  principle  :  no  one  can  practice 
for  himself,  or  any  one  in  another's  name,  without  having  a  license ; 
an  industry,  or  trade,  or  shop  is  not  exempted  by  article  3  of 
this  law.  The  license  is  based  upon  the  proportionate  amount  of 
profit  which  each  industry  may  realize,  taking  into  account  its 
usefulness,  more  or  less  great. 

The  workers  of  railroads  are  not  by  name  indicated  in  the  law 
of  license  duties.  However,  they  are  taxed  by  assimilation  with 
contractors  for  transports. 

The  minimum  duty  is  6  francs,  the  maximum  is  425  francs  in 
principal.      The    State  collects    besides   20    additional    centimes 
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upon  this  duty.  The  provinces  and  the  parishes  are  authorized  to 
add  also  some  additional  centimes,  of  which  the  amount  varies 
according  to  their  budget  necessities. 

Such  is  the  system  of  imposing  the  license  duty  on  railroad 
workers,  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  constituted  into  joint  stock  com- 
panies, or  into  companies  with  limited  liability  by  shares. 

But  in  Belgium,  the  grantee  railroad  companies  all  having  a 
joint  stock  form,  are  taxed  exclusively  upon  the  annual  profits. 

It  is  understood  by  profits  the  interest  of  capital  employed,  the 
dividends,  and  generally  all  amounts  divided  in  any  titres  what- 
ever, including  those  which  are  affected  by  the  increase  of  the 
social  capital,  and  the  reserve  fund. 

The  duty  is  2  per  cent,  upon  these  profits  independently  of 
20  additional  centimes. 

No  taxation  is  due  when  the  joint  stock  company  closes  its  bal- 
ance with  a  loss. 

2d  Question.  "  In  how  far  are  railroads  taxed  as  holders  of 
realty  ?  " 

The  land  necessary  for  the  construction  of  conceded  railroads 
for  a  service  of  public  usefulness,  being  acquired  in  the  name  of 
the  State,  which  is  the  proprietor,  the  companies  are  only  usufruct- 
uaries until  the  expirations  of  their  grants  of  railroads. 

The  surface  of  land  occupied  by  the  railroads,  being  assimilated 
to  the  highways,  is  exempt  from  land  tax.  The  buildings  which 
are  inherent  to  the  works  are  also  exonerated  from  taxation,  to 
wit  :  the  squares,  and  stations,  warehouses,  workshops,  guard 
houses,  and  buildings  used  for  lodging  for  station  masters. 

In  short,  the  only  landed  property  from  which  the  land  tax  is  ex- 
acted is  the  surplus  land,  etc.,  which  remains  the  property  of  the 
grantees  outside  of  the  railway. 

3d  Question.     "  In  how  far  as  holders  of  personalty  ?" 

In  Belgium,  there  is,  properly  speaking,  no  tax  upon  personalty. 

However,  the  assessed  taxes  include  a  tax  upon  the  furniture 
of  habitations.  The  law  which  rules  this  tax  is  applicable  to  rail- 
road companies,  as  to  all  private  persons,  excepting  Cor  the  furni- 
ture of  offices  and  buildings  which  serve  exclusively  for  the 
working. 

Jfth  Question.     "  In  how  far  are  they  subject  to  a  franchise  tax  ?  " 

Such  a  tax  does  not  exist  in  Belgium. 

5th  Question.  "  In  how  far  is  their  stock  taxed  as  personalty  to 
ts  owner?" 
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The  stock  and  bonds  of  railroad  companies  are  not  subject  to 
any  such  special  tax,  but  these  "  titres "  fall'  under  the  general 
application  of  articles  1  and  2,  No.  2,  of  the  stamp  law  of  the  21st 
March,  1839,  thus  worded  : 

"The  stamp  duty  upon  stocks  and  bonds,  and  all  other  deeds  at 
unlimited  periods,  is  payable  after  five  years  of  their  issue.  It  is 
fixed  for  those  of  500  francs  and  under,  at  frs.  0.50,  for  those 
above  500  francs  to  1,000  francs,  at  fr.  1  for  those  above  1,000 
francs  to  2,000  francs,  at  fr.  2,  and  so  on  at  fr.  1.00  by  1,000 
francs  without  fractions." 

Article  10  of  the  law  of  the  24th  March,  1873,  exempts  the 
registering  of  shares  issued  by  companies  whose  business  is  estab- 
lished in  the  kingdom ,

May  it  please  your  Lordships  : 

We  have  the  honor  to  return  the  papers  referred  to  us  by 
your  lordships  on  the  18th  instant,  wherein  the  minister  of  the 
United  States  seeks  information  as  to  the  taxation  of  railways  in 
this  country ;  and  we  beg  to  submit  the  following  replies  to  the 
questions  put,  as  we  understand  them  : 

1.  The  taxation  of  railroads  in  Great  Britain  appears  to  have 
been  based  on  the  previous  taxation  of  stage  carriages,  which  had 
been  in  existence  from  the  year  1779.  The  railroad  tax  does  not 
extend  to  Ireland.  When  the  tax  was  first  imposed  in  1832,  the 
charge  was  one-half  penny  per  mile  for  every  four  passengers, 
the  proprietors  being  required  to  keep  accounts  and  pay  duty 
monthly.  The  development  of  railway  traveling  soon  rendered 
necessary  a  simpler  mode  of  assessing  the  duty,  and  in  1842,  the 
charge  was  made  5  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts  from  all  pas- 
sengers. 

In  1 844  a  concession  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  poorer  class  of 
travelers,  and  all  fares  not  exceeding  a  penny  per  mile  by  trains 
stopping  at  every  station  were  allowed  exemption  from  duty. 

The  duty  on  stage  carriages  was  repealed  in  1869,  but  railroads 
having  now  obtained  a  practical  monopoly  in  conveying  passengers, 
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and  the  tax  having  become  an  important  branch  of  revenue,  it 
is  still  maintained. 

2  and  3.  Railways  are  only  subject  to  the  usual  stamp  duties 
in  dealing  either  with  real  or  personal  property. 

4.  A  franchise  tax  is  not  known  in  this  country. 

5.  Railroad  stock  or  debentures  bear  no  tax  as  such. 

6.  Railroad  proprietors,  like  other  trading  persons  or  compa- 
nies, are  liable  to  income  tax  on  their  net  annual  profits,  and  such 
tax  is  paid  before  any  dividend  is  paid.

FRANCE.

General: — In  your  letter  of  March  4th  last,  you  requested  de- 
tailed information  in  regard  to  the  system  of  taxation  applicable  to 
French  railroads. 

The  three  following  notes  from  the  different  bureaus  having  this 
matter  in  charge  contain  the  information  called  for  in  the  ques- 
tions submitted  by  you.

BUBEAU  OF  LANDS  AND  STAMPS. 

So  far  as  the  Bureau  of  Lands  and  Stamps  is  concerned  the  rail- 
way companies  are  subject  to  the  following  imposts  : 

1.  Railway  concessions  to  private  companies  are  subject  simply 
to  the  regular  registration  duty,  all  the  official  tariffs  containing  a 
formal  clause  to  that  effect.  The  sale  of  concessions  to  a  third 
party,  however,  is  subject  to  the  impost  of  2  per  cent,  on  all  sales 
of  personal  property. 

2.  Deeds  of  conveyance  of  real  estate  necessary  to  the  construc- 
tion of  railroads  are  examined  for  the  stamp  and  registered  with- 
out any  charge  whenever  the  land  is  taken  directly  for  the  govern- 
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ment,  or  whenever,  as  is  usually  the  case,  it  is  taken  by  a  private 
company  under  the  law  of  3  May,  1841,  for  public  uses.  The  as- 
signment or  awards  for  construction  or  equipment  approved  for 
railroads  not  chartered  and  not  operated  are  subject  only  to  the 
regular  fixed  duty. 

The  similar  assignments  or  awards  in  the  case  of  chartered  road, 
are  subject  to  the  ordinary  imposts.  They  accordingly  are  charged 
1  or  2  per  cent,  on  their  capital,  as  the  case  may  be,  depending  on 
whether  they  are  or  are  not  conveyances  of  personal  property  ; 
unless  the  case  falls  under  the  law  of  11  June,  1859,  permitting  the 
provisional  registration  at  a  fixed  charge  of  contracts  of  a  purely 
commercial  character. 

3.  As  respects  their  operation  railways  are  likewise  subject  to 
the  regular  impost.  Accordingly  tickets  and  baggage  slips  are  sub- 
ject like  individual  receipts  to  the  stamp  duty  of  10  centimes  (2 
cents)  when  the  sum  paid  exceeds  10  francs  ($2.00). 

4.  The  stock  and  bonds  of  railway  companies  are  subject  to  the 
same  imposts  as  those  of  other  companies,  to  wit  :  a  stamp  duty 
which  is. fixed  for  stock  certificates  at  50  centimes  (10  cents),  or  1 
franc  (20  cents),  according  to  the  duration  of  the  company's  charters 
and  at  1  per  cent,  invariably  in  the  case  of  bonds.  This  duty  may 
be  converted  by  registration  into  an  annual  tax  of  one-twentieth  of 
one  per  cent. 

The  certificates  of  stock  and  the  bonds  ai-e  further  subject  to  a 
transfer  tax  of  50  centimes  (10  cents),  or,  in  the  case  of  certificates 
payable  to  the  bearer,  a  regular  annual  tax  of  20  centimes  (4  cents). 

Finally,  the  stock,  bonds,  and  notes  of  railway  companies  are 
charged  with  a  tax  of  3  per  cent,  on  the  dividends  or  interest  paid 
on  them. 

5.  ...... 

6.  Railroads  operated  by  the  State,  so  far  as  imposts  are  con- 
cerned, are  subject  to  the  same  taxes  and  contributions  of  every 
description  as  private  railways. 

BUREAU    OF    DIRECT    TAXATION. 

The  three  first  questions  alone  affect  the  Bureau  of  Direct  Tax- 
ation. 

1st.     On  what  principal,  if  any,  is  the  taxation  of  railroads  based  ? 

Railways  are  subject  to  several  direct  taxes,  and  share  in  their 
degree  in  the  public  burdens  according  to  their  estimated  revenues, 
13 
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in  conformity  with  the  principle  of  proportions  which  is  the  funda- 
mental idea  of  direct  taxation  in  France. 

2d.  In  what  degree  are  the  companies  taxed  as  holders  of  real 
estate  ? 

The  companies  are  subject  to  the  land  tax, — a  tax  imposed  on 
unimproved  real  estate  in  proportion  to  the  net  revenue  derived 
from  it.  The  right  of  way  is  assessed  on  the  same  basis  as  the  best 
arable  land  of  the  town  in  which  it  is  situated.  The  stations,  build- 
ings, etc.,  are  assessed  on  the  same  basis  as  other  improved  prop- 
erty in  the  same  town. 

The  companies  further  pay  a  tax,  similar  in  character  to  the  leg- 
acy tax,  of  0.25  per  cent,  on  all  real  estate  held  by  them  which  is 
neither  included  in  their  right  of  way  nor  used  in  their  business  as 
common  carriers. 

The  companies  further  pay  the  window  and  door  taxes  on  all 
buildings  occupied  by  themselves  or  their  employees.     .     .     . 

3d.     What  license  tax  do  they  pay  ? 

Each  company  is  assessed  at  a  fixed  charge  of  240  francs  ($48) 
primarily,  over  and  above  a  graduated  tax  of  24  francs  ($4.80)  for 
each  myriometer  (6  miles),  and  a  proportional  duty  estimated  on 
the  basis  of  a  twentieth  of  the  local  valuations  of  the  dwellings  and 
offices,  and  a  fortieth  of  the  buildings  of  the  company  necessary  to 
the  regular  operation  of  its  road.  Certain  permitted  local  taxation 
is  additional  to  the  above. 

The  State  is  subject  to  the  same  payments  as  private  companies. 

BUREAU    OF    INDIRECT    TAXATION. 

The  first  and  sixth  questions  alone  relate  to  the  Bureau  of  Indi- 
rect Taxation. 

The  law  of  October  1,  1798,  fixed  in  a  general  way  an  indirect 
tax  on  all  conveyances,  whether  by  land  or  water,  proportioned  to 
the  fare  paid  by  the  traveler.  The  law  of  February  24,  1805,  has 
extended  this  tax  to  the  land  carriage  of  merchandise.  These  laws, 
though  established  prior  to  the  invention  of  railways,  have  been 
construed  as  applicable  to  them.  Later  the  railways  have  been 
specially  designated  in  the  laws  of  1S55  and  1871. 

Under  the  laws  of  1798  and  1805  the  indirect  tax  amounted  to 
10  centimes  (2  cents)  for  each  traveler,  and  the  same  amount  for 
each  bill  of  lading  or  way-bill.  A  law  of  1799  added  to  this  an 
additional  tenth  as  a  war  tax.  The  law  of  1855  added  a  second 
tenth,  which  increased  the  tax  to  12  centimes.     Finally,  the  law  of 
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1S71  fixed  a  further  tax  of  10  per  cent,  on  the  fares  of  railway  and 
steamboat  passengers,  as  well  as  on  the  charges  for  the  carriage  of 
baggage  and  express  matter  by  the  same  means  of  conveyance  ; 
meanwhile  this  law  does  not  affect  any  charge  less  than  50  cen- 
times. 

The  principal  which  has  prevailed  in  establishing  the  taxes  on 
railways  is  that  this  tax  ought  not  to  affect  the  official  tariff  fares, 
and  the  total  thus  forms  the  sum  paid  by  the  traveler.  Of  this 
total  the  companies  retain  the  regular  tariff  fare  and  pay  over  to 
the  government,  whose  agents  for  this  purpose  they  become,  the 
tax  they  have  collected  on  its  account. 

To  sum  up,  on  a  net  receipt  of  100  frs.  collected  by  the  railroad 
companies  on  their  own  account  and  made  up  of  fares  of  50  cen- 
time (10  cents)  or  more  the  additional  impost  on  account  of  the 
government,  and  the  total  sum  taken  from  the  public  are  as  fol- 
lows : —

The  tax  actually  collected  by  the  bureau  of  indirect  taxation  on 
carriage  by  railways,  amounts  therefor  to  23.5  per  cent,  of  the  net 
receipts  and  to  18.83  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  on  fares  of 
50  centimes  (10  cents)  or  more  ;  and  of  12  per  cent,  of  the  net 
receipts  or  10.71  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  for  fares  less  than 
50  centimes  (10  cents). 

The  calculation  is  based  not  on  the  carrying  capacity,  but  on  the 
actual  receipts  of  the  companies  from  passengers  and  merchandise

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carried.  It  is  payable  every  ten  days  and  is  ascertained  at  the  ex- 
piration of  eacli  tenth  day  from  an  inspection  of  the  companies' 
registers  by  a  superior  official  of  the  treasury. 

The  above  described  tariffs  are  applicable  to  the  great  railroad 
companies  which  carry  on  an  extended  traffic.  But  the  merely  local 
roads,  the  service  of  which  is  confined  to  the  interior  of  certain 
large  cities,  or  within  narrow  limits  about  those  cities,  have  the 
power,  if  they  find  the  proportional  impost  as  above  calculated  too 
onerous,  to  demand  the  privilege  conceded  by  a  law  of  1833,  modi- 
fied by  a  law  of  1839,  under  which  a  fixed  impost  is  substituted 
for  the  proportionate  impost  in  certain  prescribed  cases.

A  law  of  21st  March,  1871,  imposed  an  extraordinary  and  tem- 
porary tax  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  carriage  of  all  goods  sent 
by  regular  freight  trains,  this  tax  has  been  deemed  obstructive  to 
industrial  development,  and  abandoned  from  the  1st  of  July, 
1878. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  know  the  result  of  the  indirect  taxation 
of  railroads  in  France.  They  are  given  below  in  francs  for  the 
years  1875,  1876,  1877,  1878.

The  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  state  in  reply  to  the  respected 
note  of  March  8th.  of  Mr.  H.  Sidney  Everett,  Charge  d' Affaires  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  that  the  taxation  of  railroads  and 
railroad  bonds  has  as  yet  not  been  uniformly  regulated  in  Germany, 
but  that  on  the  contrary  it  varies  in  the  different  German  States. 
■  Since  of  all  the  States  in  question,  Prussia  alone  possesses  pri- 
vate railroads  of  considerable  extent,  the  undersigned  in  transmit- 
ting the  desired  information  thought  proper  to  confine  himself  to 
the  regulations  in  force  in  Prussia. 

A  more  detailed  review  of  the  above  will  be  found  in  the  memo- 
rial enclosed  and  respectfully  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Mr.  Everett 
by  the  undersigned,  who  also  takes  this  occasion,  etc.

MEMORIAL  CONCERNING  THE  TAXATION  OF  RAILROADS 
IN  PRUSSIA. 

I.     State  Taxes. 

It  was  already  prescribed  by  the  law  of  November  3,  1838, 
concerning  railroad  enterprises  (§  38),  that  railroads  were  to  pay 
a  tax,  the  regulation  of  which  was,  however,  reserved  for  a  later 
period. 

The  law  at  the  same  time  provides  "that  railroad  companies 
should  remain  free  from  license  taxes  (Gemoerbesteuer),  §  38. 

The  introduction  of  the  tax  provided  for  ensued  through  the 
law  of  May  30,  1853,  concerning  the  tax  to  be  paid  by  railroads. 
Pursuant  to  the  same  railroads  are  required  to  pay  to  the  State  a 
percentage  of  their  annual  net  receipts. 

On  March  16,  1867,  a  law  was  passed  concerning  the  taxation  of 
all  railroads  not  owned  by  the  State,  or  by  home  railroad  stock 
companies,  the  provisions  of  which  are  in  unison  with  those  of 
May  30,   1853. 

Railroad  bonds  are  not  taxed  as  such  by  the  State,  but  are  sub- 
ject, like  all  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  to  a  single  stamp  tax, 
the  proceeds  of  which  flow  into  the  treasury. 
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II.     Othek  than  State  Taxes. 

The  question  as  to  whether  and  to  what  extent  railroads  and 
railroad  bonds  may  be  taxed  by  municipalities,  circuits,  and  other 
communal  associations,  is  not  settled  in  Prussia  by  any  legislative 
provisions. 

The  answer  to  this  question  depends  rather,  as  railroads  belong 
either  to  the  State  or  to  stock  companies,  upon  the  provisions 

which  obtain  as  regards  communal  taxation  of  the  fisc 

and  of  stock  companies  which  are  different  in  different  parts 
of  the  country. 

To  the  six  questions  contained  in  the  esteemed  note  of  the  3d 
ult.,  an  answer  applying  uniformly  to  the  whole  State,  can  only  be 
given  with  reference  to  the  following  points  : 

In  so  far  as  the  realty  of  railroads  is  subject  to  the  State  realty 
or  buildings  tax,  which  is  not  the  case  as  regards  the  road-bods, 
the  same  are  required  to  pay  the  taxes  on  realty  imposed  on  the 
municipal  and  other  communal  associations,  in  particular  with 
additions  to  the  State  realty  and  buildings  tax. 

As  in  Prussia,  municipal  and  circuit  taxes  are  nowhere  levied 
in  the  form  of  a  property  tax,  there  is  no  distinct  taxation  of  rail- 
roads as  owners  of  personalty. 

Railroads  are  only  entitled  to  immunity  from  taxation  as  regards 
road-beds  in  so  far  as  it  is  a  question  of  the  levying  of  communal 
real  estate  taxes. 

The  stock  belonging  as  well  as  the  dividends,  according  to  hold- 
ers are  everywhere  subject,  as  their  personalty  to  the  income  tax 
of  municipalities,  circuits,  etc.  The  right  of  deduction  is  also  not 
at  present  conceded  to  holders  in  those  municipalities  in  which  a 
railroad  as  such  is  subjected  to  an  income  tax. 

The  interest  accruing  to  owners  of  railroad  bonds  is  taxed  as 
their  personal  property  in  the  same  manner  as  the  dividends  of  the 
stockholders.     A  tax  upon  the  bonds  as  such  is  nowhere  imposed. 

Communal  and  district  taxes  are  nowhere  imposed  on  gross  re- 
ceipts. In  cases  in  which  income  taxation  is  imposed  on  railroads 
at  all,  the  net  receipts  alone  are  regarded  as  subject  to  taxation. 
The  surplus  of  the  annual  revenue  over  and  above  the  annual 
expenditure  is  considered  the  net  receipts  ;  as  expenditures  are 
regarded  also  the  customary  annual  loss  by  use  of  buildings,  uten- 
sils, etc.,  further  the  necessary  additions  to  the  renovation-fund,  as 
well  as  the  amounts  expended  to  pay  interest  on  debts,  as  commis- 
sions to  officers  and  members  of  the  supervision  and  ministerial 
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councils,  but  not  the  amounts  added  to  the  capital  reserve  fund  or 
used  for  improvements  to,  or  enlargements  of  buildings. 

Such  taxation  of  the  net  receipts  of  railroads,  however,  only  takes 
place  on  the  basis  of  the  special  provisions  contained  in  the  regu- 
lations of  the  respective  city  and  rural  communities,  in  the  city 
communities  of  the  provinces,  East  and  "West  Prussia,  Branden- 
berg,  Pomerania,  Silesia,  Saxony,  Slavonia,  Holsatia,  "Westphalia, 
and  Rhineland,  in  the  City  of  Frankfort ;  and,  as  regards 
private  railways,  in  the  city  communities  ,of  the  province  of 
Hanover,  in  the  rural  communities  of  the  provinces  of  Westpha- 
lia and  Rhineland;  and,  further,  on  the  basis  of  §  14  of  the  circuit 
regulations  of  December  13,  1872,  as  regards  the  private  railroads 
in  the  provinces  of  Bast  and  West  Prussia,  Brandenberg,  Pome- 
rania, Silesia,  and  Saxony. 

As  entitled  to  tax  are  regarded  only  those  communities  and  cir- 
cuits in  which  there  is  a  station  ;  and  not  those  communities 
through  which  the  road  merely  lies. 

The  apportionment  of  the  entire  net  receipts  of  the  railroad 
among  the  individual  communities  and  circuits  entitled  to  tax,  is 
based  on  the  proportion  of  the  gross  receipts  of  the  individual 
stations,  (internal  business,)  to  the  entire  gross  receipts. 

HOLLAND. 

Translation  of  Memorandum  from  the  office  of  Minister  of  Finance. 

There  are  no  special  taxes  on  railway  works ;  the  railway  com- 
panies are  subjected  to  the  same  rules  as  other  companies,  except 
that  the  grants  for  the  right  of  way,  and  an  act  of  9th  April,  1875, 
regulating  the  operating  of  railways  by  private  companies  stipu- 
lates some  immunities  in  favor  of  the  realm,  viz. : 

1.  Transport  of  soldiers  and  munitions,  including  horses,  for 
half  pay. 

2.  Free  passage  to  policemen  traveling  on  duty. 

3.  Free  passage  to  people  traveling  under  direction  of  the 
public  authority. 

4.  Free  passage  to  the  mail. 

5.  Free  passage  to  custom-house  officers  traveling  on  duty. 

6.  Offices  free  of  rental  for  custom  house  officials,  and  suffi- 
cient space  for  the  erection  of  government  buildings  for  the  State 
telegraph. 
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ANSWERS    TO    THE    SIX    QUERIES. 

1.  As  above  stated,  there  are  no  special  railway  taxes. 

2.  The  railway  companies  pay  for  the  ground  they  hold  the 
same  rate  of  tax  on  realty  as  was  paid  for  it  before  said  ground 
became  its  property;  for  the  buildings  on  the  ground  the  same 
tax  is  paid  as  would  be  for  other  buildings  of  a  similar  kind. 

3.  There  is  no  tax  on  personalty,  except  a  tax  named  personal 
rate,  which  is  raised  according  to  six  bases,  viz. :  the  rental,  the 
value  of  the  buildings  occupied,  the  number  of  doors  and  win- 
dows in  the  building;  the  number  of-  chimneys;  the  market  value 
of  their  furnishings ;  the  number  of  domestics  and  horses.  To 
this  tax  railway  companies  are  liable.  Their  warehouse,  like  the 
warehouses  of  other  kinds  of  business,  are  exempt. 

4.  They  are  not  subjected  to  a  tax  on  their  shares  or  capital. 
They  pay  a  license  free  to  an  amount  of  2  per  cent,  of  their  divi- 
dends, all  business  being  liable  for  a  license  tax;  their  employees 
pay  the  same  as  all  other  clerks  in  trade. 

5.  Their  shares  and  bonds  are  at  their  issue,  and  when  pres- 
sing to  inheritors  subjected  to  the  same  stamp  duties  and  taxes  as 
all  other  shares  and  bonds. 

6.  There  is  no  tax  on  their  net  or  gross  receipts. 

HUNGARY. 

Legation  of  the  United  States, 
Vienna,  March  20,  1879. 
Sir:     Referring  to  my  despatch,  No.  174,  giving  the  informa- 
tion respecting  Austrian    railroad    taxation,   as  desired  by  your 
despatch,  No.  87,  I  now  submit  the  following  report  touching  the 
system  adopted  by  the  government  of  Hungary. 

1.  "On  what  general  recognized  principles,  if  any,  is  the  rail- 
road taxation  of  Hungary  based  V  " 

A.  On  the  principle  that  the  transportation  should  pay  the  taxes, 
these  being  levied  upon  the  passengers  and  owners  of  the  property 
transported.  The  particulars  appear  in  the  analysis  of  the  Hun- 
garian law  hereto  appended.     (Enclosure  I.) 

2.  "In  how  far  are  the  railroad  companies  taxed  as  holders  of 
realty  ? :' 

A.  All  the  realty  is  exempt  from  taxation. 
?>.  •■  In  how  far  as  holders  of  personalty  ?  " 
A.     The  personalty  is  also  exempt  from  taxation.

4.  "  In  how  far  are  they  subject  to  a  franchise  tax  ?  " 
A.     There  is  no  tax  on  the  franchise. 

5.  "In  how  far  is  their  stock  taxed  as  personalty  to  its 
owners  ?  " 

A.     The  shares  are  not  subject  to  taxation. 

6.  "  What  taxes  are  levied  on  the  receipts  of  the  companies, 
whether  net  or  gross  ?  " 

A.  There  is  no  tax  upon  either  gross  or  net  receipts  in  Hun- 
gary. 

EXPLANATIONS. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  in  both  Austria  and  Hungary  the 
plan  was  early  adopted  of  providing  for  the  ultimate  acquisition 
of  the  railroads  by  the  government.  To  this  end  the  concessions 
were  granted  for  ninety  years,  with  the  condition  that  at  the  end 
of  that  period  the  whole  franchise  and  property,  with  an  equip- 
ment equal  to  the  original  amount,  should  revert  absolutely  to  the 
State.  To  save  the  builders  and  owners  from  loss,  a  system  of 
amortization  was  established,  in  pursuance  of  which  a  certain 
portion  of  the  capital  in  shares  and  bonds  was  to  be  refunded  in 
each  year,  by  which  the  reimbursement  would  be  completed  in 
ninety  years.  In  principle  it  is  a  sinking  fund.  In  Hungary  the 
government  guarantees  the  amortization  fund,  and  an  interest  of 
five  per  cent,  on  capital  and  bonded  debts  in  silver,  and  if  the  net 
earnings  are  not  sufficient,  the  deficiency  is  made  good  out  of  the 
national  treasury, — but  to  be  refunded  if  subsequent  net  receipts 
are  sufficient.  In  point  of  fact,  in  the  aggregate,  there  is  each 
year  a  deficiency  of  several  millions  charged  upon  the  State  Treas- 
ury of  Hungary.  Under  such  circumstances  it  is  evident  that 
taxes  upon  the  corporation  would  involve  the  paying  in  of  money 
with  one  hand  only  to  be  paid  back  by  the  other. 

Hence  the  State  levies  its  revenue  upon  passengers  and  freight- 
ers as  a  surtax  upon  the  regular  tariff  charges  of  the  railroads, 
these  latter  being  the  agents  to  collect  it,  and  to  account  to  the 
government. 

In  effect  it  is  a  tax  on  the  gross  receipts,  while  in  law  it  is  a  tax 
on  private  business. 

This  explanation,  together  with  the  summary  of  the  legal  pro- 
visions hereto  appended,  will  fully  answer  the  inquiries  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  Hungary. 

Some  further  elucidation  of  the  railroad  system  is  reserved  for 
a  subsequent  despatch,  when  some  expected  documents  shall  have 
14 
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been  received  at  the  Legation,  showing  more  completely  the  legal 
provisions  for  Austrian  railroads.

KUSSIA. 

Legation  of  the  United  States, 
St.  Petersburg,  Eussia,  March  20,  1879. 
To  the  Honorable  W.  M.  Evarts,  Secretary  of  State,  Washington. 

Sir:  Referring  to  your  despatch,  No..  39,  addressed  to  Mr. 
Stoughton,  relative  to  methods  of  taxation  as  respects  railroads 
and  railroad  securities  in  use  in  Russia,  I  have  the  honor  to  report. 

1st.  That  the  railroad  companies  are  free  from  taxation  as 
holders  of  property,  real  or  personal. 

2d.     The  stock  is  free  from  taxation  to  its  owners. 

3d.  On  the  1st  day  of  January,  1879,  the  government  levied  a 
tax  of  25$  on  all  passenger  tickets  of  the  1st  class,  20$  on  2d 
class,  and  15$  on  3d  class.  With  the  above  exception  there  is  no 
direct  tax  on  the  receipts  of  the  companies,  net  or  gross. 

4th.  The  railroad  companies  of  Russia  are  under  the  control 
and  exercise  of  the  government,  and  by  their  respective  statutes 
subject  to  a  general  franchise  tax. 

But  before  the  usual  conditions  of  a  franchise  can  be  satisfac- 
torily stated,  an  explanation  must  be  given  of  the  method  followed 
to  obtain  it. 

The  founders  of  the  company  must,  in  accordance  with  the  form 
instituted  for  that  purpose  in  the  Empire,  present  to  the  Minister 
of  Ways  and  Communication  an  outline  of  the  enterprise. 

By  direction  of  the  Minister  the  matter  is  then  entrusted  to  a 
Board  of  Engineers  belonging  to  the  Ministry,  with  instructions 
to  examine  and  report  as  to  the  feasibility  of  the  project,  and  to 
prepare  plans  and  estimates  of  construction.  If  after  examination 
it  be  deemed  beneficial  to  give  effect  to  the  enterprise,  the  plans 
and  estimates  are  placed  by  the  Minister  before  the  Committee  of 
Ministers  for  their  consideration  and  action,  and  if  approved  are 
submitted  for  the  inspection  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor. 

After  the  imperial  sanction  has  been  obtained  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  company,  the  Ministers  of  Ways  of  Communication 
and  of  Finance  elaborate  the  conditions  of  the  concession  and  the 
statutes  of  the  company. 
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The  concession  with  the  statutes  elaborated  and  recommended 
by  the  Minister  of  Ways  of  Communication  and  of  Finance  are 
submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Ministers,  and  if  approved  are 
presented  for  the  inspection  and  sanction  of  His  Majesty  the 
Emperor. 

The  concession  usually  defines — 

1st.     The  name,  object,  and  extent  of  the  undertaking. 

2d.  The  duty  of  the  founders  of  the  company,  including  the 
amount  of  caution  money  to  be  deposited  by  the  founders  in  a 
government  depository,  in  order  to  guarantee  the  establishment  of 
the  company  within  a  specified  time. 

The  statutes  of  the  companies  are  the  laws  to  be  observed  by 
the  companies,  and  are  invariably  after  the  sanction  of  the  Emperor 
printed  and  filed  among  the  collection  of  laws  for  the  Empire. 

The  following  appear  to  me  to  be  the  principal  provisions  of 
the  statutes  of  the  various  companies. 

1st.  They  fix  the  duration  of  the  franchise,  usually  from 
seventy-five  to  eighty-one  years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  period 
the  exclusive  ownership  of  the  entire  line,  with  all  the  real  estate 
and  rolling  stock  of  the  company,  is  vested  in  the  government 
without  any  payment  therefor. 

2d.  They  specify  the  amount  of  the  capital  of  the  company, 
which  is  usually  one-third  in  shares  and  two-thirds  in  bonds. 

3d.  They  define  the  number  and  dimensions  of  the  postal  cars 
to  be  furnished  by  each  company  for  the  gratuitous  transportation 
of  post  officials,  mails,  packages,  etc.,  etc. 

4th.  They  exact  the  gratuitous  use  by  the  government  of  the 
company's  telegraph. 

5th.  They  define  the  quantity  of  rails,  rolling  stock,  bridges, 
etc.,  which  must  be  bought  in  Russia. 

6th.  They  determine  the  percentage  of  reduction,  usually  from 
40  to  75$  of  the  tariff,  by  which  soldiers  under  arms  are  to  be 
transported. 

7th.  They  determine  the  percentage  of  the  net  receipts  to  be 
paid  to  the  reserve  fund  and  as  dividends  to  share  holders. 

8th.  They  concede  to  the  companies  free  of  cost  all  government 
land,  stone,  or  other  material  within  certain  specified  limits,  and 
which  may  be  required  for  the  legitimate  use  of  the  companies,  in 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  their  lines. 

9th.  They  declare  the  property,  shares,  and  bonds  of  the  com- 
panies exempt  from  taxation. 
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10th,  They  guarantee  to  the  companies  an  annual  net  revenue 
of  five  per  cent.  (5/0)  on  the  share  of  the  bonded  capital. 

I  am  trustworthily  informed  that,  with  the  exception  of  three  com- 
panies, the  government  pays  annually  to  the  various  companies  from 
1£  to  4^  of  this  guarantee. 

The.  companies  are  all  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  Ways 
of  Communication,  who  among  other  things  determines  the  tariffs 
for  passengers  and  freights. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statements  here  presented,  that  the 
government  takes  away  from  the  founders  substantially  the  con- 
trol and  exercise  of  the  roads.  The  above  answers  are  therefore  as 
complete  as  circumstances  will  admit  of  their  being  made,  and  I 
trust  they  will  be  found  satisfactory.

In  answer  to  the  note  of  the  Charge  d'Affaires  of  the  United 
States  of  the  10th  instant,  the  Federal  Council  has  the  honor  to 
furnish  him  with  the  following  information  : 

1 .  The  Swiss  Confederation  does  not  impose  direct  taxes  ;  con- 
sequently the  railway  companies  pay  no  contribution  to  the  federal 
treasury.  On  the  other  hand,  the  companies  are  bound,  as  regards 
the  Confederation,  by  virtue  of  article  19,  of  the  law  of  December 
23,  1872,  concerning  railways : 

(a).  To  carry  free  of  charge  the  letters  and  parcels  concerning 
which  the  prerogative  of  the  State  has  reserved  the  right  of  trans- 
portation to  the  postal  administration. 

For  the  other  parcels  (de  messagerie)  expressed,  the  postal  admin- 
istration pay  to  the  railway  company  a  compensation  calculated  on 
the  basis  of  the  general  express  tariff  (general  de  grande  vitesse)  by 
calculating  the  total  weight  of  the  parcels  for  one  month,  and  also 
taking  into  account  the  diminution  of  the  (prestations)  contributions 
occasioned  the  companies  by  such  transportations.  If  the  Confed- 
eration and  the  companies  cannot  agree,  the  Federal  Tribunal  de- 
cides. The  conductor  attached  to  this  service  is  carried  free  ;  (5) 
to  carry  free  of  charge  the  postal  cars,  as  well  as  their  employees 
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and  the  persons  charged  with  the  inspection  ;  (c)  to  pay  an  annual 
tax  of  concession  of  fifty  francs  for  each  section  of  the  kilometre 
in  operation,  when  the  revenue  of  the  operating  attains  four  per 
cent,  after  deducting  the  amount  for  loss  by  wear  and  tear,  or  that 
assigned  to  the  reserve  fund.  In  the  event  of  this  revenue,  thus 
calculated,  attaining  bf0,  the  tax  of  concession  may  be  raised  to  fr. 
100,  and  to  fr.  200  if  this  revenue  is  6$  or  over. 

2.  Moreover,  the  Cantons  have  the  right  to  tax  the  railway  com- 
panies in  conformity  with  their  legislation  respecting  taxation. 
Nevertheless,  according  to  the  circumstances,  not  only  have  certain 
companies  obtained  from  the  Cantons  a  complete  exemption  from 
taxation,  while  other  railway  enterprises  have  been  called  on  to  pay 
contributions  to  the  Cantons  or  to  the  communes,  there  exists  such 
a  variety  of  provisions  that  it  is  not  possible  to  fix  a  general  prin- 
ciple applicable  to  the  collection  of  these  taxes. 

The  Federal  Council  regrets  that  consequently  it  is  impossible 
to  reply  categorically  to  the  questions  specially  presented  by  the 
Charge-  d 'Affaires  of  the  United  States,  and  it  avails  itself  of  the  occa- 
sion to  renew  to  him  the  assurances  of  its  high  consideration.

SUMMARY    OF    LAWS, 

IN     RELATION     TO    RAILROAD     TAXATION,    IN     FORCE     IN     THE     VARIOUS 
STATES    OF    THE    UNION. 

[The  States  are  in  alphabetical  order.] 
ALABAMA. 

Returns  are  made  to  a  State  Board  of  the  whole  length  of  track, 
and  of  the  length  in  each  county  and  town;  also  of  the  value  of 
the  road,  and  of  all  real  estate  used  for  operating  it,  and  of  the 
rolling  stock.  TUe  Board  finds  the  value  of  each  mile  of  road,  and 
notifies  the  assessors  of  counties  and  towns  of  the  amount  assess- 
able by  them,  depending  on  the  number  of  miles  in  their  limits. 
They  add  the  value  of  other  real  estate,  and  of  tools  and  machinery, 
and  assess  on  the  aggregate  as  on  the  estate  of  an  individual.  The 
value  of  real  estate  is  to  be  assessed  as  if  owned  in  fee  simple, 
without  any  deductions  for  mortgages  or  other  cause.  And  the 
value  of  the  whole  road  is  never  to  be  estimated  as  less  than  a 
principal  sum,  which  at  eight  per  cent,  would  produce  the  net 
earnings,  meaning  thereby  the  gross  earnings  less  the  running 
expenses. 

There  is  no  tax  on  receipts,  and  none  on  individual  holders  of 
stock.  From  the  State  Board  there  is  no  appeal.  The  penalty  for 
not  making  returns  is  double  taxation,  obtained  by  adding  one 
hundred  per  cent,  to  the  assessable  value  as  found. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  County  Clerks  of  the  several  counties  through  which  a  rail- 
road runs  are  constituted  a  Board  to  annually  "ascertain  the  value 
of  all  personal  property,  money,  and  credits  of  such  company,  and 
appraise  the  same  as  its  true  value  in  money." 

They  may  require  detailed  statements  under  oath,  and  in  ascer- 
taining values,  road  beds,  stations,  and  other  realty  necessary  to 
the  daily  running  operations  of  the  road  are  to  be  estimated  as 
personal  property. 

The  value  thus  ascertained  is  then  apportioned  by  the  Board 
among  the  several  counties  through  which  the  road  runs,  so  that 
to  each  county,  and  to  each  city,  incorporated  village,  township, 
and  district,  or  part  thereof  therein,  shall  be  so  apportioned  as 
shall  equalize  the  relative  value  of  the  real  estate,  structures,  and 
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stationary  personal  property  of  such  railroad  company  in  this 
State;  and  so  that  the  rolling  stock  of  such  company  shall  he 
apportioned  in  the  same  proportion  that  the  length  of  such  road  in 
said  county  bears  to  the  entire  length  thereof  in  all  said  counties 
or  county,  and  to  each  city,  incorporated  village,  township,  and 
district,  or  any  part  thereof  therein  interested,  the  amount  appor- 
tioned to  each  county;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
County  Clerk  to  apportion  the  amount  so  found  for  his  county,  to 
the  cities,  incorporated  villages,  townships,  districts,  or  parts 
thereof.  "Where  only  a  part  of  a  railroad  is  in  Arkansas,  its  entire 
value  is  appraised  and  divided  in  the  proportion  the  length  of  road 
in  Arkansas  bears  to  its  entire  length,  and  "the  principal  sum  for 
the  use  of  the  "  road  in  Arkansas  is  determined  accordingly. 

In  case  of  an  alleged  over- valuation,  an  appeal  lies  to  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners,  which  is  authorized  to  reduce  the  val- 
uation. 

Neither  the  securities  of  the  corporations  in  the  hands  of  the 
holders  thereof,  nor  their  gross  or  net  receipts  are  taxed. 

The  right  to  levy  additional  tax  on  realty  is  in  litigation. 

The  fundamental  principle  is  that  of  a  property  tax  levied  upon 
an  arbitrary  valuation,  and  paid  directly  by  the  corporation. 

CALIFORNIA. 

In  this  State,  before  the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution  (1879), 
only  material  and  visible  property  was  taxed,  excluding  all  fran- 
chises, stocks,  bonds,  &c.     It  was  all  assessed  at  full  cash  value. 

Railroad  corporations  were  taxed  as  holders  of  realty  on  the 
land  occupied  as  right  of  way,  with  the  track  and  all  structures 
thereon  as  a  whole,  at  a  certain  sum  per  mile.  On  land  not  used 
as  track,  railroads  were  taxed  like  other  property  holders  on  "the 
cash  value  of  real  estate,"  and  separately  on  "the  cash  value  of 
improvements ' '  thereon.  The  personal  property  was  assessed 
wherever  it  was  found,  except  the  rolling  stock,  which  was 
assessed  in  each  county  through  which  the  road  ran,  in  proportion 
to  the  length  of  road  in  each  county.  As  above  stated,  no  tax 
was  laid  on  franchise  or  receipts,  or  on  the  stock  of  individuals. 
The  assessment  of  each  county  was  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors, acting  as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  hearing  complaints,  and 
making  valuations  conform  to  actual  cash  value.  Thence  it  went 
through  the  County  Auditor  to  the  State  Board  of  Equalization, 
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consisting  of  the  Governor  and  other  officials,  who  levied  a  suffi- 
cient rate  to  raise  the  amount  directed  by  legislation. 

Each  County  Board,  having  received  the  State  rate,  collected 
the  State  tax,  and  both  fixed  the  county  rate  and  collected  it. 
Municipal  authorities  assessed  and  collected  taxes  on  property 
found  within  each  town  or  city. 

Under  the  new  Constitution  the  property  to  be  taxed  includes 
credits,  bonds,  stocks,  dues,  and  franchises.  A  State  Board  of 
Equalization  and  county  boards  are  provided  for.  The  State 
Board  is  to  assess  the  franchises,  roadway,  road-bed,  rails,  and 
rolling  stock  of  all  railroads  running  through  more  than  one 
county  at  their  actual  value,  and  apportion  it  to  each  county  and 
municipality  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  road  therein. 

All  other  property  is  assessed  in  the  place  in  which  it  is  situated. 

COLORADO. 

The  State  Board  find  the  value  of  all  property,  real  and  personal, 
used  for  railroad  purposes,  considering  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
road,  and  transmit  to  the  County  Board,  for  assessment,  the 
amount  assessable  by  them  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  miles 
of  main  track  in  each  county. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Railroad  companies  are  assessed  one  per  cent,  on  such  proportion 
of  their  stock  and  debt  at  market  value,  less  cash  assets,  as  the 
length  of  the  road  in  the  State  bears  to  the  whole  length  thereof, 
deducting  the  amount  of  legal  taxes  paid  on  land  not  used  for 
railroad  purposes.  The  amount  of  municipal  railroad  bonds,  of 
which  the  avails  have  been  used  for  the  roads,  is  included  as  part 
of  the  debt  on  which  taxes  are  assessed. 

This  is  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer,  and  in  lieu  of  all  taxes  on 
the  property  or  rights  of  the  company. 

Individuals  are  not  taxed  either  on  the  stock  or  securities  of 
the  railroad  company  held  by  them.  No  taxes  are  levied  on  the 
rolling  stock,  nor  on  the  receipts.  The  only  local  taxation  is  on 
land  not  used  for  railroad  purposes.  The  State  tax  of  one  per 
cent,  is  assessed  on  the  amount  as  returned  by  the  railroads  and  as 
corrected  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  whose  decision  is 
final. 
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DELAWARE. 

Railroad  corporations  are  taxed  on  land  just  as  other  owners 
of  land  are  taxed,  unless  exempt  by  charter.  They  are  not  taxed 
on  personal  property.  Nor  are  they  taxed  on  their  franchise, 
unless  by  charter  provisions.  A  yearly  tax  of  l  of  one  per  cent, 
is  laid  on  the  actual  cash  value.  A  tax  is  laid  of  ten  per  cent,  on 
net  income.  And  when  the  road  extends  to  other  States,  both 
these  taxes  are  laid  in  proportion  to  the  length  within  Delaware 
to  the  whole  length  of  the  road. 

There  is  also  a  tax  of  ten  cents  on  each  passenger  carried  within 
the  State.  Such  a  tax  as  applied  to  persons  brought  into  the 
State,  or  carried  through  it,  or  out  of  it,  has  been  held  to  be  un- 
constitutional by  the  Supreme  Courts  of  Delaware  and  of  the 
United  States.  The  law  remains  on  the  statute  book,  and  is  ap- 
parently enforced  as  to  passengers  only  carried  within  the  State. 
An  annual  tax  was  laid  of  $100  on  each  engine,  $25  on  each 
passenger  car,  and  $10  on  each  freight  car  or  truck  used  during 
the  year  by  any  railroad  company  incorporated  by  or  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  State.  But  the  act  was  declared  to  be  unconstitutional 
by  Justice  Strong  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and 
an  appeal  which  was  taken  was  not  prosecuted. 

The  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  &  Baltimore  railroad  company 
pays  by  statute  authority  a  commutation  tax  of  $13,000  in  lieu  of 
the  ten  per  cent,  tax  on  passengers.  And  other  roads  are  per- 
mitted to  commute  in  like  manner.  All  the  taxes  except  that  on 
land  are  State  taxes,  laid  on  amount  returned  by  the  company  by 
the  State  Treasurer,  or  in  case  of  failure  to  return,  computed  by 
him.  The  tax  on  land  is  laid  by  local  officers,  with  an  appeal  to 
the  Levy  Court. 

FLORIDA. 

Each  road  returns  to  the  State  Comptroller  the  length  and  value 
of  the  road,  including  the  right  of  way  and  rolling  stock.  The 
Comptroller  apportions  the  amount  to  each  mile,  and  informs  the 
county  assessors,  who  add  to  their  county's  share  the  other  prop- 
erty in  said  county  and  levy  a  tax  on  the  aggregate  as  on  the  prop- 
erty of  an  individual. 

GEORGIA. 

When  there  is   no   charter   exemption   confining  taxation  to  l 
per  cent,  of  net  income,  the  railroad  companies  are  taxed,   like 
15 
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individuals,  on  the  value  of  road-bed,  track,  stations,  rolling  stock, 
and  all  other  property,  real  and  personal.  The  rate  has  been  -|  per 
cent.  No  tax  is  laid  in  franchise  or  on  stock  in  the  hands  of 
owners. 

The  question  of  charter  exemption  has  long  been  in  litigation ; 
and  the  State  has  made  many  attempts  to  evade  the  constitutional 
protection  given  to  roads  by  the  contracts. 

County  taxes  are  levied  at  a  per  cent,  on  the  State  tax;  and  on 
the  same  valuation.  In  case  of  alleged  excess  in  valuation,  the 
parties  select  arbitrators,  who  agree  on  an  umpire. 

ILLINOIS. 

Taxes  are  levied  on  railroad  corporations  as  on  other  corpora- 
tions, and  on  individuals  according  to  the  value  of  their  property. 

The  right  of  way,  all  tracks,  stations,  and  improvements  on  the 
right  of  way,  are  assessed  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization. 
All  other  real  estate  is  assessed  as  the  land  of  individuals  is.  All 
personal  property  except  rolling  stock  is  assessed  wherever  it  is 
found  on  May  1  st.  If  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  exceeds  the 
value  of  the  real  and  personal  estate,  the  increase  is  assessed  as 
capital  stock.  There  is  no  franchise  tax,  and  no  tax  on  stock  to 
the  holders  thereof,  nor  is  there  any  tax  on  receipts.  The  value 
of  rolling  stock  is  fixed  by  the  State  Board,  and  distributed  for 
taxation  among  the  counties  and  municipalities,  in  proportion  to 
the  length  of  road  therein. 

The  value  of  right  of  way,  after  being  assessed  by  the  State 
Board,  is  distributed  in  like  manner,  except  that  side  and  second 
tracks  and  buildings  on  the  right  of  way  are  taxed  where  they 
are  situated. 

There  is  no  appeal  from  the  State  Board.  But  the  valuation 
fixed  by  local  assessors  may  be  revised  by  the  town,  and  then  by 
the  County  Board,  whose  decision  is  final. 

INDIANA. 

The  law  of  taxation  is  the  same  as  in  Illinois,  except  in  three 
particulars.  (1.)  The  whole  capital  stock  is  liable  by  law  to  be 
valued  by  the  State  Board,  and  distributed  for  taxation  to  the 
counties  and  towns  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  road  in  each. 
But  this  is  not  done,  and  this  part  of  the  law  is  obsolete. 
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(2.)  Railroad  stock  in  the  hands  of  individuals  is  taxed  to  them, 
as  other  stocks  are. 

(3.)  There  is  no  appeal  from  excessive  taxation. 

IOWA. 

The  general  principle  is  equality  of  taxation  for  all  property. 
Assessments  are  made  on  the  value  of  the  entire  railroad  at  the 
estimated  value  of  each  mile,  including  in  the  estimate  right  of 
way,  bridges,  rolling  stock,  stations,  and  all  other  property  exclu- 
sively used  for  railroad  purposes. 

There  is  no  franchise  tax,  nor  tax  on  receipts;  and  shares  are 
taxed  at  their  market  value  to  the  holders  thereof. 

KANSAS. 

The  general  principal  of  taxation  is  assessment  on  all  property 
at  its  value  in  money.  "  Railroad  property  "  is  assessed  by  a  State 
Board,  who  estimate  the-  value  of  the  real  estate  connected  with 
the  right  of  way,  and  used  in  the  daily  operation  of  the  road,  in- 
cluding rails,  ties,  "franchises,  "  and  buildings.  To  this  is  added 
all  moneys,  credits,  and  profits,  all  rolling  stock  owned  or  used  by 
the  company.  And  the  taxable  value  as  ascertained  by  this  addi- 
tion is  apportioned  among  the  counties  and  municipalities  in  pro- 
portion to  the  length  of  road  therein. 

Real  estate  not  included  in  the  above  description,  i.  e.,  real  estate 
not  used  in  the  daily  operation  of  the  road,  is  taxed  like  the  land 
of  individuals  in  the  locality  where  it  lies. 

Railroads  are  not  subject  to  a  franchise  tax,  whatever  the  word 
"  franchises  "  in  the  law  quoted  above  may  mean.  Nor  are  they 
taxed  on  receipts,  except  as  they  swell  the  amount  of  money  or 
profits  on  hand  in  March,  when  the  valuation  is  made. 

Stock  is  not  taxed  to  its  holders.  Local  taxes  are  levied  by 
local  authorities  on  "  railroad  property,  "  as  returned  to  them  by 
the  State  Board  of  Assessors.  State  taxes  are  apportioned  by  the 
State  Board,  and  collected  by  the  county  treasurers.  Real  estate 
not  "  railroad  property  "  is  assessed  by  the  local  authorities,  with 
an  appeal  to  the  State  Board,  whose  decision  is  final. 

Payment  of  taxes  may  be  made  by  semi-annual  installments. 
This  method  of  assessment  is  said  to  have  increased  the  amount 
on  which  taxes  are  levied  by  three  million  dollars  over  the  old 
method  of  local  assessment. 
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MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  assessors  of  each  place  annually  report  to  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner the  names  of  corporations,  except  banks,  established  or 
owning  real  estate  therein,  with  an  account  of  the  real  estate  and 
machinery  in  said  place,  and  its  value,  and  the  amount  at  which  it 
is  assessed,  and  also  the  amount  of  taxes  laid  for  the  year  in 
said  place.  Each  corporation  returns  a  list  of  stockholders,  with 
the  number  of  shares  held  by  each,  the  amount  of  capital  stock, 
the  par  value  and  market  value  thereof;  and  also  the  real  estate, 
structures,  and  machinery.  Railroad  companies,  in  addition,  re- 
turn the  whole  length  of  their  lines,  and  the  length  lying  without 
the  State.  Guardians  and  executors  also  make  returns.  The  Tax 
Commissioner  ascertains  the  market  value  of  the  shares  on  May 
1st  preceding,  and  this  is  the  taxable  value  of  the  franchise.  The 
rate  is  determined  by  an  apportionment  of  the  whole  amount  to 
be  raised  by  property-taxes  in  the  State  during  the  .year  as  re- 
turned by  the  assessors,  upon  the  aggregate  valuation  of  all  the 
towns  and  cities  for  the  preceding  year.  From  the  valuation  for 
railroad  companies  is  deducted,  (1)  an  amount  proportioned  to 
that  portion  of  their  length  lying  beyond  the  State  limits;  (2) 
the  value  of  real  estate  and  machinery  located  and  subject  to  local 
taxation  within  the  State.  A  n  appeal  is  given,  if  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner estimates  the  value  of  real  estate  and  machinery  at  a  less 
amount  than  the  assessors  have  done.  Taxes  are  paid  by  the 
railroad  corporations  to  the  State  Treasurer,  who  is  nominally  Tax 
Commissioner,  and  who,  with  the  Auditor  and  one  member  of  the 
council,  constitute  a  board  of  appeal  for  correction  of  all  errors, 
and  their  decision  is  final.  Stock  is  not  taxed  in  the  hands  of  the 
holders  thereof,  nor  is  there  any  franchise  tax  except  as  above 
stated,  nor  any  tax  on  receipts.  The  proportion  of  tax  received 
corresponding  with  the  amount  of  stock  owned  in  each  city  or 
town  is  credited  to  that  place.  Land  to  the  width  of  five  rods 
taken  for  the  railroad  is  exempt  from*  taxation,  and  so  are  all 
buildings  for  railroad  purposes  erected  on  such  strip  of  land. 

LOUISIANA. 

In  this  State  the  capital  of  all  corporations  is  taxed,  and  property 
"  over  the  capital  "  and  property  held  in  trust  for  business  pur- 
poses for  non-residents.     Otherwise  there  is  no  special  provision. 
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MAINE. 

No  recognized  general  principle  *  seems  to  govern  the  railroad 
taxation  of  this  State.  Railroad  corporations  are  taxed  for  real 
estate  in  each  town  just  as  individuals  are  taxed  for  town  pur- 
poses, but  the  track  is  not  deemed  to  be  real  estate.  They  are 
not  taxed  for  personal  property.  They  are  subject  to  a  franchise 
•  tax  of  one  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  the  franchise. 
This  value  is  found  by  ascertaining  the  market  value  of  the  stock 
of  each  road,  and  deducting  the  value  of  the  property  subject  to 
local  taxation.  "When  roads  extend  beyond  the  State,  the  value 
is  proportioned  to  the  length  of  line  within  the  State.  This  is 
done  by  the  Governor  and  council. 

The  State  Treasurer  credits  each  town  according  to  the  shares 
held  therein,  and  the  remainder  is  retained  by  the  State. 

Stock  is  not  taxed  to  the  owners  thereof.  No  taxes  are  levied 
on  receipts,  nor  on  rolling  stock. 

Local  taxes  are  laid  by  each  town  on  real  estate  outside  of  the 
location,  with  an  appeal  to  county  commissioners  in  case  of  ex- 
cessive valuation. 

In  case  of  over- valuation  by  the  Governor  and  council,  there  is 
no  appeal. 

MARYLAND. 

In  this  State  all  taxation  of  railroads  for  State  purposes  is  on 
gross  receipts.  County  and  municipal  taxes  are  laid  on  property, 
as  the  declaration  of  rights  requires  all  taxes  to  be.  Real  estate 
is  taxed  for  county  and  municipal  purposes  where  it  lies.  Per- 
sonal property  is  taxed  where  the  home  office  is  established,  when 
the  railroad  company  has  not  a  capital  divided  into  shares,  or  has 
shares  wholly  or  in  part  exempt  from  taxation.  If  there  is  no 
home  office  in  the  State,  their  personalty  is  not  taxed.  Holders  of 
stock  are  taxed  thereon,  but  in  computing  the  value  thereof  the 
assessed  value  of  the  real  estate  is  deducted  from  the  whole  value 
of  the  capital  stock,  which  is  computed  by  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion. And  an  allowance  is  made  on  each  shareholder's  stock  in 
proportion  to  this  amount.  The  corporation  pays  the  tax  for  each 
stobkholder,  and  charges  him  with  the  amount. 

The  tax  on  gross  receipts  is  one-half  of  one  per  cent.,  paid 
directly  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

Rolling  stock  is  taxed  at  the  home  office,  if  that  is  within  the 
State.     Otherwise  it  is  not  taxed.

The  Appeal  Tax  Court  in  Baltimore,  and  the  county  commis- 
sioners in  the  several  counties,  correct  valuations,  and,  under  direc- 
tion of  the  State  Tax  Commission  and  Attorney- General,  strike  off 
such  property  as  is  not  subject  to  taxation. 

The  law  as  above  stated  is  modified  in  regard  to  some  railroad 
companies  by  their  charters,  which  are  irrepealable  except  by 
consent. 

Where  a  road  lies  partly  in  another  State,  it  is  taxed  on  gross 
receipts  on  the  number  of  miles  in  the  State,  if  the  company  re- 
turns the  same;  otherwise  on  such  proportion  of  gross  receipts  as 
the  number  of  miles  within  the  State  bears  to  its  whole  length. 

MICHIGAN. 

In  lieu  of  all  taxes,  except  those  on  real  estate  not  used  for 
railroad  purposes,  a  tax  is  laid  of  two  (2)  per  cent,  on  gross  earn- 
ings not  exceeding  $2,000  per  mile,  and  of  three  (3)  per  cent,  on 
gross  earnings  exceeding  that  sum.  There  is,  also,  a  tax  of  three 
per  cent,  on  receipts  from  passengers  carried  in  any  place,  or  sleep- 
ing car,  or  any  car  for  which  an  extra  price  is  paid  ;  and  a  tax  of 
two  per  cent,  on  gross  receipts  derived  from  the  leasing  or  hiring 
of  cars  by  any  " special,"  "fast,"  "colored,"  or  other  freight  line. 

Real  estate  not  used  for  railroad  purposes  is  subject  to  local 
taxes  where  it  lies.  There  is  no  tax  on  the  personal  property  of 
railroad  companies,  nor  on  franchise,  nor  on  rolling  stock.  Nor 
is  stock  taxed  in  the  hands  of  its  owners.  There  is  no  apportion- 
ment of  tax  among  counties  or  municipalities,  the  whole  amount 
being  paid  to  the  State,  and  devoted  to  special  purposes.  The 
railroads  incorporated  before  1850  were  subject  to  an  annual  tax 
of  |  of  one  per  cent,  on  their  capital  stock  and  all  loans  used  in 
construction.  The  Lake  Shore  and  the  Southern  Michigan  are 
still  taxed  in  this  way. 

MINNESOTA. 

A  tax  of  three  (3)  per  cent,  on  gross  earnings  is  laid  in  lieu  of 
all  other  taxes,  but  by  special  legislation,  the  amount  of  tax  has 
been  reduced  for  some  roads  for  a  term  of  years,  including  the 
Northern  Pacific.  Taxes  for  each  year  are  assessed  on  the  earn- 
ings for  the  year  preceding. 
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MISSISSIPPI. 

A  franchise  tax  of  $80  per  mile,  and  of  $40  per  mile  for  nar- 
row gauge  roads  is  laid,  in  full  of  all  State,  county,  and  municipal 
taxes  on  railroad  property. 

Real  estate  not  used  for  railroad  purposes  is  taxed  locally,  like 
the  land  of  individuals.  And  the  same  is  true  of  personal  prop- 
erty not  used  for  railroad  purposes.  Stock  is  taxed  to  its  holder 
at  its  market  value.  No  tax  is  laid  on  receipts,  nor  on  rolling 
stock. 

One-half  of  the  franchise  tax  goes  to  the  counties  through  which 
the  road  runs  ;  the  balance  to  the  State.  Towns  are  prohibited 
from  taxing  the  roads  running  through  them.  There  is  no  appeal, 
nor  any  occasion  for  it.    . 

MISSOURI. 

The  constitution  of  Missouri  provides  that  all  railroad  corpora- 
tions in  the  State,  or  doing  business  therein,  shall  be  subject  to 
taxation  on  all  property  owned  or  used  by  them,  and  on  gross  and 
net  earnings,  and  on  franchises  and  capital  stock. 

The  law  provides  that  for  purposes  of  taxation  each  road  shall 
furnish  the  State  Auditor  a  statement  of  the  length  of  road,  and 
of  extra  tracks,  with  depots,  water  tanks,  and  turn-tables  ;  the 
length  in  each  county  and  municipality  ;  the  number  of  engines 
and  cars,  and  all  other  movable  property  owned  or  used  by  them, 
and  the  value  thereof.  Like  statements  are  sent  to  each  county 
court.  The  statement  may  be  revised  by  said  court,  and  all  prop- 
erty omitted  is  taxed  at  double  its  cash  value.  The  State  Board  ■ 
of  Assessment  and  Equalization  revised  the  estimates.  When  a 
road  extends  into  another  State  where  rolling  stock  is  taxed,  such 
a  proportion  of  the  value  of  such  stock  as  the  length  of  road  in 
Missouri  bears  to  the  whole  length  thereof  is  taxed.  [Thus,  if  a 
road  was  taxed  on  rolling  stock  in  one  other  State,  and  extended 
into  half  a  dozen  other  States  where  rolling  stock  was  not  taxed, 
still  the  tax  on  such  stock  would  only  be  proportionate  to  the 
whole  length  of  the  road.] 

The  State  Board  apportions  the  value  of  the  property  above 
named  to  each  county  and  municipality  in  proportion  as  the  ratio 
of  miles  of  each  road  therein  bears  to  the  whole  length  of  the 
road  in  the  State.     And  taxes  are  assessed  on  such  apportionment. 

Local  taxes  are  assessed  on  all  property  not  specified  above,  in- 
cluding lands,  work -shops,  round  houses,  and  other  buildings,  fur- 
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niture,  and  other  personal  property  by  local  assessors  in  the  county 
or  municipality  where  such  property  is.  The  assessment  is  certi- 
fied to  the  county  court,  with  the  rate  of  levy,  and  that  court  levies 
the  tax  on  railroad  property  as  on  other  estates  except  the  school 
tax.  The  average  rate  of  this  tax  is  ascertained  by  adding  the 
local  rates  of  all  the  school  districts,  and  dividing  that  sum  by  the 

number  of  districts.     Then  taxes  are  levied  on   the  railroad  com- 

• 

pany  on  the  proportionate  value  of  said  railroad  property. 

[The  distribution  of  the  amount  depends  upon  the  fact  whether 
counties  and  municipalities  have  subscribed  to  aid  railroads,  and 
also  upon  the  number  of  children  in  each  school  district.]  Lands 
and  other  property  not  taxed  under  the  general  provisions  for 
railroad  property  are  taxed  in  the  school  districts  where  they  are 
situated.     No  appeal  lies  from  the  decisions  of  the  State  Board. 

NEBRASKA. 

Railroad  officials  list  the  road-bed,  right  of  way,  rolling  stock, 
fixtures,  and  personal  property,  stating,  also,  the  whole  number  of 
miles  in  the  State,  and  in  each  county.  This  list  is  sent  to  the 
State  auditor.  The  State  Board  of  Equalization  assesses  the  prop- 
erty of  the  corporation  at  the  cash  value  for  each  mile,  and  divides 
the  whole  amount  by  the  number  of  miles  to  get  the  value  of  each. 
In  doing  this  they  use  the  report,  and  any  other  information  that 
they  can  get.  The  board  does  not  assess  the  value  of  any  machine 
shop,  or  any  buildings  or  grounds,  or  any  other  real  estate,  but 
the  assessors  of  "  each  city  or  ward  or  precinct "  assess  these. 
The  auditor  certifies  to  the  county  clerks  in  the  counties  where  the 
railroad  property  lies,  the  amount  per  mile,  and  the  number  of 
miles  assessed,  and  the  amount  in  each  county.  The  county  com- 
missioners adjust  the  number  of  miles  and  amount  among  the 
various  municipalities,  adding  50  per  cent,  when  a  report  has  not 
been  made  by  the  railroad  company. 

There  is  no  tax  on  receipts  or  on  franchise. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Railroads  are  taxed  on  all  their  property,  including  road-bed, 
buildings,  rolling  stock,  and  equipments,  at  the  average  rate  of 
taxation  in  all  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  State. 

There  is  no  tax  on  franchise,  nor  on  receipts,  nor  is  stock  taxed 
to  the  holders  thereof.     The  State  Board  of  Equalization  having 
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found  the  value  of  the  road,  and  assessed  the  tax  thereon,  divide 
one-fourth  Q)  of  it  among  the  towns  through  which  the  road 
passes,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  expended  in  each  town  for 
right  of  way  and  taxes.  The  other  three-fourths  (f)  is  divided 
among  the  towns  in  proportion  to  the  stock  owned  therein,  and  the 
State  keeps  the  tax  on  shares  owned  by  non-residents  or  persons 
unknown. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

All  railroad  companies,  unless  exempt  by  charter,  are  taxed 
one-half  per  cent,  on  the  true  value  of  the  road  used  by  them, 
equipments,  and  appendages.  The  company  makes  returns  of  this 
value,  the  railroad  commissioners  have  power  to  revise  it,  and  an 
appeal  lies  to  a  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who  hears  it  sum- 
marily. 

Upon  all  real  estate  owned  or  used  for  a  road,  except  the  main 
track  one  hundred  feet  in  width,  railroad  companies  pay  county 
and  town  taxes  where  it  is  situated,  at  one  per  cent,  on  the  value, 
except  that  at  the  termini  each  road  may  have  ten  acres,  with  the 
buildings  thereon,  free  from  all  county  and  municipal  taxes.  , 

The  only  special  tax  on.  personalty  seems  to  be  the  State  tax  on 
"equipment  and  appendages"  ;  and  there  is  no  other  provision  as 
to  rolling  stock.  There  is  no  franchise  tax,  nor  any  on  gross  or 
net  receipts.  Stock  is  taxed  in  the  hands  of  the  owners  thereof. 
Valuation  for  county  and  municipal  purposes  is  made  once  in  three 
years  by  the  commissioners  of  railroad  taxation.  Personal  property 
not  connected  with  the  road  is  taxed  as  it  is  to  individuals. 

Special  provision  is  made,  whereby  the  limited  New  Jersey  Rail- 
road and  Canal  Company  may  pay  a  fixed  sum,  $298,128.96,  in  full 
of  all  State  taxes  on  all  its  roads,  on  certain  conditions. 

NEW  YORK. 

In  this  State  there  are  no  taxes  except  local  ones,  and  these  are 
laid  on  the  real  and  personal  estate  in  each  municipalty  according 
to  its  value ,  as  taxes  are  laid  on  individuals. 

There  is  no  franchise  tax,  nor  any  tax  on  receipts,  nor  is  stock 
taxed  to  its  holders. 

And  no  special  rule  is  followed  as  to  the  taxation  of  rolling 
stock.  The  valuation  of  the  local  assessors,  if  regularly  made,  is 
final.

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NEVADA. 

Railroad  taxes  are  assessed  on  the  cash  value  of  the  property  in 
each  county  by  the  county  assessors,  both  of  real  and  personal 
estate.  No  franchise  tax  is  laid  nor  any  tax  on  receipts,  nor  is 
stock  taxed  to  the  holders  thereof. 

Rolling  stock  is  taxed  in  each  county  in  proportion  to  the  length 
of  road  therein.     Appeals  lie  to  the  County  Board  of  Equalization. 

OHIO. 

All  property  is  taxed  on  a  basis  of  its  true  value  in  money.  The 
real  estate  of  each  railroad  is  taxed  in  the  place  where  it  lies,  but 
personal  property  is  held  to  include  the  road-bed,  water,  and  wood 
stations,  and  all  other  such  realty  as  is  necessary  for  the  daily  run- 
ning operation  of  the  road.  A  board,  consisting  of  county 
auditors  of  the  counties  through  which  any  railroad  runs,  estimates 
the  value  of  all  the  personal  property  of  the  railroad  company, 
including  the  aboved  named  items,  and  apportions  it  among  the 
counties  and  municipalities  through  which  it  runs,  so  that  to  each 
"shall  be  appointed  such  part  thereof  as  shall  equalize  the1  relative 
value  of  the  real  estate,  structures,  and  stationary  personal  prop- 
erty of  such  railroad  company"  in  the  State,  and  so  that  the  rolling 
stock  (including  that  hired  or  run  under  control  of  the  company) 
shall  be  apportioned  to  each  county  and  place  in  proportion  to  its 
part  of  the  whole  road  in  the  State.  And  when  only  part  of  the 
railroad  is  in  the  State,  the  principal  sum  to  be  apportioned  is  the 
proportion  of  the  road  in  Ohio  to  the  whole  road.  When  the  road 
is  wholly  in  one  county  the  auditor  thereof  acts  as  a  board. 

The  county  boards  report  to  a  State  board  of  equalization,  which 
has  power  to  raise  or  reduce  the  valuation  of  each  road,  provided 
that  the  aggregate  valuation  cannot  be  reduced.  No  appeal  is 
provided. 

There  is  no  franchise  tax  nor  tax  on  receipts,  and  stock  in  the 
hands  of  individuals  is  taxed  to  them. 

OREGON. 

The  only  provision  peculiar  to  railroads  seems  to  be  that  rolling 
stock  is  taxed  in  the  county  where  the  princial  depot  or  terminus  is, 
but  if  either  terminus  or  any  depot  is  in  the  county  where  the 
principal  office  is,  it  shall  be  taxed  there. 
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PENNSYLVANIA. 

All  railroad  companies  paying  dividends  of  six  per  cent,  or 
more  pay  a  State  tax  of  one-half  mill  on  each  dollar  of  capital 
stock.  When  the  dividend  is  less  than  six  per  cent.,  the  tax  is 
three  mills  upon  each  dollar  of  appraised  value  of  capital  stock. 

In  addition  to  this,  all  railroad  companies  (and  also  telegraph, 
palace  cars,  and  sleeping-car  companies)  pay  a  tax  of  ^  per  cent, 
on  gross  receipts.  Rolling  stock  is  not  separately  taxed.  No  tax 
is  laid  on  branches,  and  no  tax  is  assessed  on  shares. 

Railroads  themselves,  and  all  real  estate  and  structures  essential 
for  operating  the  roads,  are  exempt;  but  real  estate  and  structures 
only  incidentally  useful  for  the  transaction  of  railroad  business 
are  taxable  locally. 

A  special  act  makes  the  real  estate  of  railroads  in  Philadelphia, 
except  superstructure  and  water  stations,  liable  to  local  taxes.  A 
similar  act  is  in  force  in  Pittsburgh. 

If  State  officers  are  dissatisfied  with  the  valuation  of  capital, 
another  appraisal  may  be  made;  and  an  appeal  may  be  had  to  the 
court.  Excessive  appraisals  for  local  taxation  may  be  reviewed 
by  county  commissioners.  And  local  acts  give  appeals,  in  various 
places,  to  local  courts. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

Railroad  corporations  are  taxed  like  other  corporations,  and  like 
individuals,  on  the  value  of  their  estates.  Each  town  taxes  the 
road  running  through  it  on  the  value  of  its  tracks  and  other  real 
estate,  but  not  apparently  on  personal  property.  No  franchise  tax 
is  levied.  Holders  of  stock  are  taxed  according  to  its  value. 
There  is  no  apportionment  nor  any  occasion  for  it. 

Appeals  may  be  made  from  the  judgment  of  the  assessors  to 
town  councils,  but  this  is  rarely  done,  as  public  notice  is  given  to 
each  person  to  state  to  the  assessors  his  property  and  its  value. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Constitution  requires  equal  taxation  of  all  property  accord- 
ing to  its  value.  By  law,  the  road-bed,  right  of  way,  and  stations 
are  regarded  as  personal  property.  An  annual  return  is  made  of 
the  length  of  tracks,  main  and  side,  the  value  of  all  buildings, 
stationary  engines,  implements,  rolling  stock,  moneys,  and  credits; 
also  of  the  value  of  the  whole  road  and  equipments  in  and  out  of  the

State ;  and  the  value  of  the  part  within  the  State.  The  return  also 
states  how  much  of  the  track  and  of  each  item  of  property  is  in 
each  county  and  in  each  town.  A  State  Board  finds  the  value  of 
the  road-bed,  right  of  way,  rolling  stock,  moneys,  and  credits,  and 
apportions  it  to  each  mile  of  the  main  track  in  or  out  of  South 
Carolina.  This  valuation  per  mile  is  multiplied  by  the  number  of 
miles  in  the  State,  and  in  each  county  and  town,  and  the  product 
is  the  taxable  valuation  therefor.  To  this  is  added,  for  the  State, 
the  value  of  all  the  real  estate,  fixtures,  stationary  engines, 
machinery,  and  stationary  property,  and  for  each  county  and 
town  the  value  of  such  property  situated  therein.  And  on  this 
amount  is  assessed  the  rate  provided  by  law  for  the  three  classes 
of  taxes.  There  is  no  tax  on  franchise  or  on  receipts,  nor  is  stock 
taxed  to  the  holder  thereof.  There  is  no  appeal,  unless  it  should 
be  sought  by  injunction  from  the  courts. 

TENNESSEE. 

In  this  State  the  whole  value  of  each  railroad  is  taxed  by  asses- 
sors chosen  for  that  purpose,  who  take  into  view  the  worth  of  the 
property,  the  gross  and  net  earnings,  with  all  other  facts  bearing 
on  the  true  value.  Real  and  personal  estate  is,  of  course,  included, 
and  rolling  stock  as  part  of  the  personalty.  No  franchise  tax  is 
laid,  nor  tax  on  receipts  as  such.  Holders  of  stock  are  not  taxed 
therefor. 

When  the  valuation  of  each  road  has  been  fixed,  the  State  tax 
is  laid  thereon  as  on  other  property;  and  the  amount  is  divided 
for  local  taxation  according  to  the  number  of  miles  in  each  county 
and  municipality.  An  appeal  lies  to  the  three  chief  executive 
officers  of  the  State,  who  can  appoint  another  board  of  assessors, 
and  their  action  is  final. 

Some  railroad  companies  in  this  State  are  protected  from  tax- 
ation by  a  charter  exemption  not  yet  expired;  and  such  exemp- 
tion has  recently  been  held  to  be  valid  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Tennessee. 

TEXAS. 

Real  and  personal  property  are  taxed  by  each  county  and 
municipality  on  the  valuation  of  such  property  lying  therein. 
The  road-bed  and  rolling  stock  are  taxed  in  such  localities  accord- 
ing to  the  mileage  therein.  There  is  no  tax  on  receipts  or  on  fran- 
chise    The  holders   of  stock  are  taxed  thereon  as  on  other  per- 
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sonal  property.  The  companies  make  returns  as  to  property  and 
values;  assessors  have  power  to  change  the  valuation,  and  an 
appeal  lies  to  a  County  Board  of  Equalization,  whose  decision 
seems  to  be  final.  In  practice,  various  portions  of  the  road  are 
assessed  at  different  values  and  without  reference  to  the  value  of 
the  road  as  a  whole. 

VIRGINIA. 

The  Constitution  provides  for  equal  taxation  of  all  property 
according  to  its  value,  and  gives  power  to  tax  incomes  in  excess  of 
$600  per  year.  Each  road  reports  the  value  of  all  its  real  estate, 
specifying  road-bed,  stations,  and  shops,  and  of  all  its  personal 
property,  specifying  rolling  stock  and  equipment ;  and  also  specify- 
ing the  value  in  each  county.  The  amount  of  net  and  gross  earn- 
ings is  also  reported,  and  the  amount  of  interest  and  dividends  paid, 
payable,  and  declared  to  residents  and  non-residents.  The  whole 
length,  and  the  length  of  the  road  within  the  State  are  given,  and 
the  earnings  are  apportioned.  The  company  is  made  collector  of 
taxes  on  dividends  and  interest  paid  by  it. 

A  tax  of  ^  of  one  per  cent,  is  laid  on  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty of  each  road,  one-fifth  of  which  is  applied  to  the  public 
schools.  On  the  indebtedness  of  each  company,  in  lieu  of  the 
property  tax  thereon,  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  on  $100  of  the  market 
value  of  the  bonds  is  paid  out  of  the  interest  due  on  such  indebt- 
edness. And  this  tax  is  collected  by  the  company  on  non-resi- 
dents as  well  as  on  residents. 

There  is  no  franchise  tax.  Holders  of  stock  pay  taxes  accord- 
ing to  its  market  value.  Counties  and  towns  receive  the  report 
made  by  the  companies,  through  the  State  Auditor,  and  levy  taxes 
on  real  and  personal  estate  at  the  same  valuation  that  is  used  by 
the  State. 

In  general,  an  appeal  lies  from  the  valuation  of  assessors  to  two 
voters  appointed  by  the  parties,  whose  award  is  final. 

VERMONT. 

Railroad  companies  are  taxed  on  real  and  personal  estate,  on 
the  same  principle  with  individuals,  except  that  the  road-bed  and 
real  estate  used  for  railroad  purposes  are  taxable  in  each  town  at 
their  valuation,  not  exceeding  $2,000  per  mile  of  main  line,  but 
such  roads  are  exempt  from  taxation  on  their  realty  for  five  years 
from  the  time  when  each  begins  to  run  regularly  into  or  through 
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any  town  in  the  State;  and  after  eight  years  it  is  subject  to  the 
general  laws  of  taxation.  As  owners  of  personalty,  including 
rolling  stock,  railroads  are  liable  to  the  general  law,  but  part  of 
that  law  is,  that  debts  may  be  offset  in  reduction  of  personalty; 
and  the  result  is  that  railroad  personalty  is  never  taxed.  There 
is  no  tax  on  franchise  or  receipts.  Holders  of  stock  are  taxed 
therefor  as  for  other  property.  As  to  the  assessment  of  road-bed, 
no  appeal  is  allowed.  Appeals  from  assessments  on  other  real 
estate  are  made  to  local  boards. 

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

Each  company  reports  all  its  property  in  the  State,  and  the  pro- 
portionate value  of  rolling  stock,  depending  on  the  number  of 
miles  in  the  State,  as  compared  with  the  whole  length  of  the  road. 
This  proportionate  value  and  the  value  of  all  personal  property, 
money,  credits,  and  investments  is  added  to  the  real  estate  and 
apportioned  to  each  county,  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  real 
estate  and  fixed  property  therein,  as  a  basis  for  assessment.  But 
all  property,  real  and  personal,  used  for  railroad  purposes,  and  all 
real  estate  which  the  company  is  allowed  to  hold,  is  to  be  assessed 
at  its  actual  value,  without  regard  to  cost. 

The  Board  of  Works  directs  the  Auditor  to  assess  for  State  and 
for  general  free  school  purposes  on  this  valuation,  and  for  free 
school  purposes  in  towns  and  school  districts  through  which  the 
road  runs.  County  supervisors  apportion  the  amount  to  each 
town  and  district  through  which  the  road  runs,  according  to  the 
value  therein. 

If  the  report  is  not  filed,  or  is  not  satisfactory,  a  board  of  com- 
missioners is  appointed  of  one  freeholder  from  each  Congressional 
district,  who  assess  as  best  they  can. 

The  provisions  for  collecting  are  complicated.  Real  estate  used 
for  any  purpose  not  immediately  connected  with  the  road  is  taxed 
like  the  property  of  individuals.  When  the  capital  of  railroad 
(or  other)  companies  is  taxed,  the  stockholders  are  not  taxed 
thereon. 

WISCONSIN. 

A  State  license  tax  takes  the  place  of  all  State  and  local  taxes 
on  all  real  and  personal  property  used  for  railroad  purposes, 
except  special  assessments  for  local  improvements  in  towns  and 
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villages.     The  following  is  the  text  in  full  of  the  Wisconsin  stat- 
ute, which  imposes,  in  fact,  a  tax  on  gross  receipts: 

"The  annual  license  fees  for  the  operation  of  such  railroads 
shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Four  per  centum  of  the  gross  earnings  of  all  railroads 
except  those  operated  on  pile  and  pontoon,  or  pontoon  bridges, 
whose  gross  earnings  equal  or  exceed  three  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  per  annum  of  operated  railroad. 

2.  Five  dollars  per  mile  of  operated  railroad  of  all  railroads 
whose  gross  earnings  exceed  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
per  mile  per  annum,  and  are  less  than  three  thousand  dollars  per 
mile  per  annum  of  operated  road,  and  in  addition,  two  per  centum 
of  their  gross  earnings  in  excess  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per 
mile  per  annum. 

3.  Five  dollars  per  mile  of  operated  road  by  all  companies 
whose  gross  earnings  are  less  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per 
mile  per  annum. 

4.  Two  per  centum  of  the  gross  earnings  of  all  railroads  which 
are  operated  upon  pile  or  pontoon,  or  pontoon  bridges,  which 
gross  earnings  shall  be  returned  as  to  such  parts  thereof  as  are 
within  the  State. 

One-half  of  such  license  fee  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  the  license 
so  issues,  and  one-half  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  August 
in  each  year."

OKGANIZATION    OF    COMPANIES. 

Section  1 .  Any  number  of  persons  not  less  than  twenty- 
five,  may  form  a  company  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing, maintaining,  and  operating  a  railroad  for  public  use 
in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property. 

Sec  2.  The  persons  forming  such  railroad  company 
shall  make  and  sign  articles  of  association  in  which  shall 
be  stated  :  first,  the  name  of  the  company  ;  second,  the 
place  where  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business  is 
located,  which  shall  be  and  continue  in  this  State  ; 
third,  the  places  from  and  to  which,  and  the  names  of 
all  the  towns  through  or  into  which  it  is  proposed  to  con- 
struct, maintain,  and  operate  said  road  ;  fourth,  the 
length  of  said  railroad,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  of  the  company,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  for  every  mile  of 
road  proposed  to  be  constructed  ;  fifth,  the  names  and 
residence  of  not  less  than  nine  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  persons  subscribing 
said  articles  of  association,  and  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  always  be  residents  of  this  State  and  who  shall 
manage  its  affairs  for  one  year  ;  but  the  amount  of  the 
funded  and  floating  debt  of  any  such  corporation  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  the  amount  of  cash  actually  paid  in 
upon  its  capital  stock.

a  mile,  for  transporting  passengers  between  such  stop- 
ping place  and  the  next  station. 

Sec.  48.  When  twenty  electors  shall  present  their 
petition  to  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  alleging  that 
the  managers  of  any  unfinished  railroad  ought  to  estab- 
lish a  station  at  or  near  a  place  named,  and  that  they

.shall  dismiss  the  same;  and  if  said  engineer  shall  not 
concur  with  said  Commissioners,  he  and  they  shall  each 
make  a  written  report  of  the  facts  found  by  them,  re- 
spectively, and  of  their  respective  opinions  thereon,  to 
said  judge,  who  shall  thereupon  make  such  order  as, 
upon  an  examination  of  said  reports,  he  may  deem  rea- 
sonable; and  any  order  so  made  by  him  against  said 
company  shall  be  binding  upon  it.
